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Courts will decide if school closing referendum can be held 


The School Committee held a special 
meeting Saturday morning and voted, in 
essence, to have the highest court in the 
state decide if there should be a 
referendum in Newton on the closing of 
Hamilton and Emerson schools. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk and Jason 
Kosenberg, lawyer for advocates of 
keeping the two schools open, are 
working together to present an agreed 
statement of facts to a judge in Middlesex 
Superior Court by Friday. 

The City Charter says there cannot be a 
referendum on "the City budget or School 
Committee budget," and the courts will 
hear arguments from Solicitor Funk that 
the votes to close are closely tied in with 
the budget, thus exempt from the 
referendum process. 


lawyer Rosenberg will take the view 
that the issue is appropriate for a 
referendum vote. 

The lawyers hope the Superior Court 
judge will send the case right up through 
the Appeals Court and to the Supreme 
Judicial Court before a binding decision 
is made. 

Both sides have stated that they are 
seeking to get the question resolved as 
soon as possible, and the lawyers were in 
their third meeting together Tuesday 
afternoon to prepare a joint statement for 
the judge. 

Rosenberg, a former employee in the 
city's Law Department, said he hopes the 
case will be out of the courts and decided 
by the voters by July 1. 

The resolution passed 7-0-1 by the 


School Committee Saturday 
acknowledges receipt of a notice that the 
citizens have petitioned protesting the 
closing of Hamilton School in Newton 
Lower Falls by September 1978 and 
Emerson School in Upper Falls by 1979. 

It further states that the School 
Committee "cannot" take any further 
action on the matter until it is determined 
whether or not the two votes are subject 
to the referendum procedure. 

Furthermore, it states, "the City 
Solicitor is hereby requested to take such 
action as shall be necessary to determine 
whether such petitions are ineligible." 

On Tuesday during a telephone in¬ 
terview Rosenberg said the resolution 
was not as clear as it could have been. 

"Both the solicitor and I had hoped that 
the vote would have simply stated that, 


on the advice of counsel, the Committee 
does not feel it is a referendum item," 
Rosenberg said. 

As worded, the lawyers will have to 
explain to the judge what is meant by the 
Committee's request for "necessary 
action" on the part of Solicitor Funk. 

Funk said this week that his action will 
be to file an answer to the amended 
complaint by Rosenberg. Rosenberg is 
expected to amend his original complaint 
that tried to halt the School Committee 
from cutting the money for Hamilton 
from its budget. 

On March 27 Funk and Rosenberg 
agreed that if the courts rule there should 
be a referendum, and if the referendum 
reverses the Committee's action, then the 
School Committee will ask the aldermen 


for a supplemental budget to keep 
Hamilton School open. 

When the Committee passed its budget 
March 27, it deleted a net $156,000 for the 
closing of Hamilton. 

Funk said last week that the wording of 
the agreement regarding the money for 
the school can be used in his favor to show 
that the closing of a school is a budget 
item. 

On Tuesday the two lawyers were 
listening to tape recordings made during 
the meetings of the Charter Commission 
that decided on the final wording for the 
Charter that was passed by the voters in 
1971. 

The discussion of items that should be 
excluded from the referendum 
proceedings was "basically useless," 


Rosenberg said, as far as determining 
what the intended scope of the phrase 
"School Committee budget" was to be. 

One final obstacle the people from 
CHILD (Citizens for Hamilton Involved 
with Learning and Dollars) and the 
Upper Falls community may face is the 
Board of Aldermen. 

If the courts decide for a referendum, 
the School Committee wilj consider if it 
repeal or rescind its vote. If the answer is 
no, then the Committee notifies the Board 
of Aldermein, which under the charter 
sets the date for the referendum. 

The referendum, which would cost 
more than $20,000, can either be within 
120 days of the Committee vote, or at the 
next regular city election, November 
1979.

Community Schools have long been 
credited with providing great programs 
for children and adults, but one problem 
that seems to be hindering programs in 
some schools is the difficulty in getting 
access to classrooms after school. 

The School Committee was informed of 
the problem during its recent discussion 
of the Community Schools' budget when 
Director William Slotnik said there is is to 
question "of ownership and who have 
access" to classrooms. 

In Ward School and Claflin School, the 


coordinators of the Community School 
programs said they have great rapport 
with the principals, but are not allowed to 
use classrooms directly after school is 
out 

The cooperation between staff and the 
coordinators seems to vary between 
schools. 

At Lincoln-Eliot School, Coordinator 
Tricia Cook said classrooms are used at 
1:30 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
after children eat their lunch, and on 
Friday one course starts in a teacher's 


room at 3:05 p.m. 

At Claflin School, Coordinator Arlene 
Lowney said, "The teachers and prin¬ 
cipal have been very supportive." i She 
also said a lot of classes are held in the 
hallways. 

"We were told we could use the 
classrooms at 3 p.m. on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays," she said, days when school 
gets out at 1 p.m, 

One problem in Claflin School, Ms. 
Lowney said, is that there are no activity

Housing projects 
in trouble again

Two federally funded housing projects 
in Newton are in trouble and may be 
delayed indefinitely. 

Disapproval of a tax clause in the 
contract with New Falls Associates by 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has left construction 
of the proposed 60-unit apartment 
building very much in doubt, and the 
Board of Aldermen's failure to grant a 
license to the owner of the land on Paul 
Street, Newton Centre, will create a long 
delay, if not make it impossible, in 
construction of 43 uniLs of housing for the 
elderly there. 

Iconard Aronson, chairman of the 
Board of Assessors, first made the New 


Falls problem known to the aldermen 
Monday night, when partly in open 
session and partly behind closed doors he 
explained to the Finance Committee that 
HUD would not approve the escalating 
tax clause in the city’s contract with the 
developer. 

Aronson’s proposed lax package would 
have given the city taxes amounting to 10 
percent of collected income after one 
year, escalating yearly to 20 percent of 
collected income yearly at the end of five - 
years. HUD changed its interpretation of 
tax regulations, Aronson said, after he 
had submitted his tax package and cut 
the allowable tax to 10.5 percent of 
collected income annually, with no in¬ 
crease in percentage.

Morris' proposal for Newtonville 
Square has been approved on a 45-day 
trial basis beginning May 15. 

In the trial Austin Street will be one- 
way8from Walnut Street to Lowell 
Avenue, and Highland Avenue will be 
one-way east from Lowell to Walnut. 
Newtonville Avenue will be one-way east 
from Walnut Street to Harvard Street, 
and Otis Street one-way from Walnut 
Street west. 

The plan was designed to improve 
traffic movement, which Morris thinks 
will improve business in Newtonville 
Square after people find they can move 
through the Square more easily.

Olympic boxing medalist trades 
'golden gloves' for golden moments

Will McClure's specialty has changed 
from throwing a quick right jab at 
another man in a boxing ring to coaxing a 
woman in a coffee house to come a little 
closer. He loves llie change. 

The language of love is now the forte of 
me 1960 Olympic Gold Medal winning 
boxer, and he enjoys teaching his new 
techniques to those who gel cold feet 
when it comes to asking out a member of 
the opposite sex. 

McClure, a former middleweight 
boxing champion ranked fourth in the 
world, who now lives in Chestnut Hill,is a 
professor of counseling at Northeastern 
University specializing in romantic 
communication. 

McClure got the seed for lus new- 
counseling service when rooming with 
then Cassius Clay in the early 1960s when 
he was traveling in world boxing circles 

The two talked a lot about girls and 
dreams, and Will, a slude-nt of 
Shakespeare and the Honiantic era in 
English literature, wrote a love letter for 
Cassius. 


McClure doesn’t know if the letter 
brought the desired results, but the idea 
apparently set well in his memory 

McClure's a native of Toledo, Ohio, and 
the ring helped him, like a lot of others, 
rise out of the tenements. He started 
boxing in a union hall at the age of 11, and 
kept on when a lot of his friends stopped 
taking the seven-mile walk. 

He boxed his way through the 
University of Toledo and won the gold 
medal in Rome in lus senior year 

After his required stint in the Army, he 
returned to the professional ring for four 
years. He climbed to fourth from the top 
in the world ratings. 

While not boxing on weekends, McClure 
had a sew ing machine and vacuum 
cleaner sale and service outlet in 
Michigan. He was watching the Detroit 
riots in 1967 on a TV set in New York state 
and saw his business burning to the 
ground. 

That was the end of that. It was back to 
college for Wilbert McClure on the G.I. 
bill at Wayne State University, where he 
earned an M.Ed. and Ph.D. in guidance 
’/ and counseling. 


Northeastern University took on Will 
McClure in 1973 when he was looking to 
move east, somewhere near New York 
City, where he still goes to view opera. 

The man was feeling incompetent and 
lonely, and rather than counseling him, 
which McClure did not V feel was ap¬ 
propriate, he beqan thinkking of an active 
workshop that would help people over¬ 
come their fears of gettin", close. 

The theory of love communication 
involves "a specialized form of com¬ 
munication for certain situations, such as 
when you're sitting with someone and 
want to attract hun or her romantically," 
he said. 

One part of the theory in his 18-week 
workshop is ' lliat there is a poet in every 

one of us." 

Talking to someone without starting 
with the usual dull topics of the weather, 
what happened during the day, and the 
news is one way to get someone off dead 
center with a potential lover.

One technique used is writing oral 
letters. Sitting in a restaurant or coffee

Coffin was released without bail in 
Newton District Court Monday following 
his arraignment. He entered no plea and 
had his case continued to May 8. 


Underwood renovation 
nearly past all obstacles 


After touring the Underwood School 
recently, the aldermanic Public 
Facilities Committee agreed last week to 
approve a $55,000 transfer of funds for 
architects' fees for the renovation of the 
schoool. 

Final action on the matter, which has 
been in discussion for almost 10 years in 
varying stages' awaits action by the 
Finance Committee, which will meet 
April 12. 

Total cost is expected to be around $1 
million. 

The latest plan evolved after the School 
Committee abandoned all other more 
ambitious plans, including a large ad¬ 
dition to the school. 

The main part of the renovation is now 
the enclosing of an existing arcade and 
the addition of a room above it. 
Classrooms will be rearranged and 
opened up in some areas of the building. 

The School Department has been 
renting space in a nearby church for art 
and music programs. 

MAPC to help 
evaluate effects 
of tax proposals 

The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council, die state planning agency for 101 
Eastern Massachusetts cities and towns, 
last week agreed to undertake studies of 
property tax proposals that will affect 
local tax rates. 

The resolution adapted by MAPC 
committing the state agency to un¬ 
dertaking the evaluations was offered at 
the March 9 MAPC meeting by Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

According to Karin Barter of the 
MAPC, one person will be assigned full¬ 
time from the MAPC staff to work on the 
studies of tax proposals, 100 percent 
valuation, the property classification 
constitutional amendment, and other 
fiscal matters affecting the MAPC area, 
including those dealing with land use and 
growth, 

There will be no additional funds 
needed, she said. 

Mayor Mann asked the MAPC to 
perform this service for the cities and 
towns because, he said, most com¬ 
munities do not have the staff capability 
to evaluate the impact of the various 
proposals going through the Legislature.

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Opponent of South field says his plan costs less

Proponents of a different plan for the 
proposed Newton South High School 
football field are now using economy in 
their argument for not going through with 
the original plan. 

Robert Holzman of Brandeis Road said 
this week that relocating the proposed 
football field and track from its approved 
location at the edge of the wetland to 
between the school and Winston Road 
would save the city $150,000. 

City Engineer Cynthia McCarthy said 
this week that in her opinion Holzman is 
in error. "In my considered judgment it 
would be more costly." Ms. McCarthy 
laid out the new field plan. 

The area^butting Winston Road behind 
the school is now occupied by playfields, 
which would need to be relocated. While 


Holzman says that the fields consist of 
only "chalk lines," Ms. McCarthy 
pointed out that to make new fields 
requires digging up, installation of 
drainage, and grading and planting or 
sodding. 

Holzman and many others originally 
objected to the proposed football field and 
track when they thought there was to be a 
stadium at the wetland side of the school 
property. 

Some of the residents objected to the 
visual impact of the facility, and others 
feared that construction would force 
water from the wetland into their homes. 

The project received approval from the 
Newton Conservation Commission and 
the state Department of Environmental 
Management, in relation to filling a small 
area of the wetland. 

Since the orriginal objection two years 
have gone by and many of the original 


objectors have either ceased objecting or 
are in favor of the slightly smaller-scale 
project. 

There never was to have been a 
stadium; the open stands have now been 
reduced to around 1500 maximum. The 
field house has been removed from the 
plans. 

Holzman said that his plan is being 
considered by the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, to 
which he and several others had appealed 
the city and state approval of the project. 

There is some disagreement between 
Holzman and the city on this point. Ms. 
McCarthy believes that the state has 
decided not to consider the substitution of 
Holzman's plan in the appeal. 

Ms. McCarthy said that DEQE hearing 
officer Peter Bronson told her that if he 
did not notify her promptly after the 


hearing, the Holzman plan would not be 
accepted for consideration. She has not 
been notified. 

Bronson refused to comment this week. 

Holzman says the $340,000 transfer of 
unneeded money left in the Newton North 
High School to use by Newton South 
should not have been done, because 
"athletic facilities at Newton North High 
still remain incomplete'" and "the 
seating' for example'... is unfinished" 
and will require further funding. 

Ms. McCarthy said there is no ad¬ 
ditional seating included the site 
development for Newton North. 

Holzman also objects to the ex¬ 
penditure of $340,000 or any large amount 
on Newton South athletics, when there 
may be a need for only one high school in 
Newton in the near future, he said, in 
view of declining school enrollment.

Aid. Robert Stiller, thwarted in three 
efforts to delay or defeat the "transfer 
resolution," invoked a provision of the 
city charter to stop further action on the 
resolution until the next meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

A special meeting of the Board was 
immediately called for tonight (Thur¬ 
sday i at 9:30. 

The transfer resolution, which calls on 
Congress to divert an unspecified amount 
of money from the military budget to 
human needs, was offered by Aid. Ethel 
Sheehan as part of a nationwide effort to 
gather support from local legislative 
bodies and others. 

Even the most ardent proponents of 
cutting military spending to initiate or 


increase domestic social programs do not 
expect to make their point strongly 
enough this year to achieve a 
Congressional budget cut, but say that 
support for their point of view is growing 
every year. 

The introduction of the resolution has 
made bad feelings between some 
aldermen worse and is easily the most 
divisive and political issue before the 
Board this year or in recent years. 

Stiller, who had spoken at length at a 
meeting of the Legislation & Rules 
Committee last week against the 
resolution, made a motion at the Board 
meeting first to vote "no action 
necessary." The motion was defeated by 
a 10-14 vote. 

Another Stiller motion — to send the 
resolution back to the L&R Committee to 
get further information — also failed, 11 -

Director Cornelius said the trees "have 
held up pretty well, considering the use 
they get,” referring to the 2600 students in 
the school. 

Custodian Salvatore Gorgone also told 
police that vandalism at Newton North 
has included a panic bar on a staircase 
that costs $40 to replace, and damage to 
three lockers at a cost of $45.

Nonsense 
from NOW 

Once upon a time in the United States 
rural neighbors took part in barn raisings. 
Minutemen, unpaid volunteers, helped to 
keep the peace. Volunteer fire departments 
still exist in small towns. The concept of 
"voluntarism" has been a particularly 
American tradition. Charitable, welfare, 
youth, health and social organizations have 
relied upon unpaid volunteers to expand in¬ 
terest and offer opportunities to the needy, 
deprived and young. But is the tradition 
dying in the United States? 

According to Benjamin DeMott, who 
wrote on the subject for Psychology Today, 
there is a very real danger that such 
volunteer activities may fade away and 
there are a lot of reasons. 

A particularly important one seems to be 
the women's movement in the nation. The 
National Organization of Women actually 
passed a resolution claiming that all unpaid 
volunteer work by women was really a 
form of sexual exploitation. Such unpaid 
volunteers were okay if they were involved 
in political movements but not as "service 
volunteers." Somehow NOW seemed to be 
saying that it is more noble to work on an 
assembly line project for the minimum 
wage than to give of one's time to a 
children's hospital ward. Whatever amount 
of exploitation of women has oc¬ 
curred—and it has—this point of view is 
patently nonsense. 

However, it bears out another new look 
in American attitudes in recent years, the 
idea that one is being "taken,” that nothing 
really counts except to advance the for¬ 
tunes of Number One. The terms for this 
sort of thing used to be either selfishness or 
narcissism. Now it is called self-awareness 
or "choice of lifestyle." 

A combination of inflation and a desire 
for material possessions has also cut back 
on voluntarism, especially among women. 
That second paycheck becomes not only 
welcome but suddenly a necessity. 

DeMott suggests changes in tax laws to 
encourage volunteers once again. If their 
“ time could be reckoned in cash terms and 
used as deductions—as are cash con¬ 
tributions to charitable 
organizations—DeMott says that people 
from other socio-economic groups might 
volunteer and elitism could no longer be 
held against them. But this also opens the 
door to the frauds that lurk everywhere. 
And DeMott asks, "what happens to com¬ 
mitment if the volunteer becomes money 
oriented?" 

Voluntarism is largely an idealistic con¬ 
cept. It may depend to some extent upon 
making the individual feel better about 
him/herself and be in the form of a minor 
league ego trip. The involvement of 
government in the areas of volunteer work 
today has removed the need for a neighbor 
to do a good turn in order to merit one._ 

But a response to real needs by 
volunteers is essential — and in the past it 
has revealed a human need. The Peace 
Corps, ACTION, VISTA, Moral 
Equivalents of War have been embraced by 
young Americans. If the movement erodes, 
as many observers believe it has, the 
would-be volunteers will be the real losers.

Historic Newton 

Lively and lurid accounts 


in police annals

Unusual records of 1902 vintage telling 
of super-automobiles racing wide open 
down Commonwealth Avenue at heady 
speeds nearly double the 8 m.p.h. legal 
limit, and describing the accounts of a 
self-confessed Newton murderess termed 
a "human fiend that makes Lucretia 
Borgia appear a child in crime” 
dramatically enrich the Newton City 
Archives. 

A collection of volumes of newsclips 
kept by (he Police Department some 75 
years ago have now been added to the

Among the news accounts of yesteryear 
that make current TV pale in comparison 
may be found in the lurid story of arson 
on Langley Road, at No. 416 to be exact 
where an apartment house is located 
today. The case reportedly included 
elements of love, jealousy and revenge ail 
carefully listed in detail in the news 
account. 

1 -ess sensational, but fascinating to 
today's Sunday golfing fans is Chief 
Tarbox’s decree in response to outraged 


complaints that Sunday golf was being 
carried on at the then young Woodland 
Golf Club in Aubumdale. The chief vowed 
that he would show future offenders of the 
Blue Laws his latest "stroke" which 
would loft them right into court and that 
one of his officers would be stationed at 
the first tee to make sure that the order 
was carried out. 

A particularly satisfying article 
headlines, “Enraged Cook Destroys 
Kitchen of Boston School Superintendent 
E. P. Seaver," conjuring up visions of 
burnt yorkshire or a criticized souffle 


bringing disaster and hunger to Seaver'.s 
West Newton household. 

Footpads." "Yeggs" and Horse 
Thieves populate the yellowing pages 
which provide a wealth of prime material 
for future researchers into the annals of 
Newton crime at the turn of the century.

Friendly fisticuffs at St. Bernard's Sports Nite

The walls of St. Bernard's parish hall 
echoed once again to the cheers and

We need new solutions 


To the Editor: 

This is a copy of my presentation at the 
meeting given by Concerned Citizens of 
Lower Falls to the School Committee on 
Tuesday, March 7, at the Hamilton School 
Auditorium. 

My name is Carole O'Brien. I am a 
resident of Newton Lower Falls. 
Professionally, I am an educator and 
faculty member at Boston College School 
of Nursing. In addition, I am actively 
involved with the elderly, serving on the 
board of the Newton Council on Aging, 
advisory board of the West Suburban 
Elder Home Care Corporation and 
Geriatric consultant to several agencies 
and nursing homes. 

My purpose in being here tonight is two¬ 
fold. The first being to back up the 
community's plea to keep the Hamilton 
School open. The second being to raise the 
consciousness of those meeting here 
tonight, as well as to reduce the tunnel 
vision of those persons involved in the 
decision-making process regarding 
school consolidation. 

As an educator my philosophy en¬ 
compasses a belief that education is a 
lifelong process. As an advocate for the 
elderly my philosophy would incorporate 
them into such a process. Therefore, I 
would most wholeheartedly and en¬ 
thusiastically recommend that the School 
Committee, in its wisdom, investigate the 
possibility of utilizing the Hamilton 
School for educating not only the young 
but the old. 

This concept of incorporating the 
elderly into the public school system is 
not new but remains an innovative and 
challenging approach to continue 
utilizing schools in a manner other than 
the more traditional one. One example of 
this is the Davis, Ca., School District 
where a program was designed to provide 
for the educational needs of the elderly. 
Here both children and elderly persons 
participate together in arts and crafts 
projects, musical activities and social 
studies seminars. 

The elderly are helpful in teaching the 


children to become aware of what it 
means to grow old, to become ill or both. 

The children give the elderly hope and 
joy and develop a devoted interest in 
caring for these elders. When this in¬ 
teraction takes place, certainly it gives 
off results that affect not only the present 
but future years to come. 

Looking closer to home we can see the 
success of the Senior Drop-In Center and 
now meals site at the Hyde School in 
Newton Highlands. 

Historically, the institution of the 
school was originally created in order 
that the young might learn from the old. 
Progressive education, if that’s what you 
call it, reverts all this. Where has this 
gotten us? I feel it has gotten us into a 
very serious matter. For as the average 
age is rising, we see the majority of 
elders being kept idle and we must do 
something to change this current trend. 

Newton has a good chance to alter this 
trend and once again be recognized 
nationally as an innovator in the 
utilization of its schools and school 
programs. We here in Newton Lower 
Falls can break new ground and can help 
coordinate with existing services of the 
elderly. For example, add to educational 
programs for the elderly and possibly 
incorporate adult day care. We can move 
with the times and beyond what has 
already been attained. 

Fragmentation of programs and ser¬ 
vices can no longer exist or be afforded. 
They shoud be a thing of the past. This is 
the time for us all to stretch our minds 
and look for fresh approaches to face the 
issues of decreasing enrollment and meet 
the increasing needs of the elderly. We 
can all take an active part and not merely 
react. We can be innovative and 
imaginative. 

We all face the consequences of 
growing old. If we choose to deny this fact 
and are not interested in exploring 
alternatives while using existing 
facilities for meeting our community 
needs, then I ask, who will?

Droney has appointed Assistant 
District Attorney Carol Ball to assume 
responsibility for a special program to 
disseminate information regarding the 
law within Middlesex County. 

The District Attorney’s office has 
prepared a summary of the open meeting 
law requirements which has been 
specially set out in laymen's terms. The 
summary has been disseminated to all 
city and town solicitors' offices with a 
request that it be further distributed to 
those governmental agencies and offices 
to which it applies.

William Byrne thwarted in 
efforts to join Newton police 


William E. Byrne Jr. wants to be a cop. 

He is 26 years old and is the top can¬ 
didate for a police officer’s job in Newton, 
he says, according to the ranking of the 
state Civil Service Commission. 

Byrne, who lives in Newton, was a 
police cadet for three years after he 
finished duty with the Marine Corps in 
1971. 

He las a disability from his tour in 
Vietnam, and that gives him extra points 
on the Civil Service qualifying list. 

Byrne though he had almost reached 
his goal of becoming a Newton officer two 

step because of the confusion that some 
individuals have expressed over the law 
and because several instances of possible 
violations had been brought to the at¬ 
tention of his office. 

"In the interest of all concerned," 
Droney said, "I believe a renewed effort 
must be made to guarantee maximum 
familiarity with the requirements of this 
law. It is of critical importance in 
guaranteeing public access to and un¬ 
derstanding of government, and I intend 
to see it fully enforced." 


years ago when he found out his test 
results. 

At that time, he knew there were 
vacancies on the police force, and thought 
he would be the top choice. 

The former cadet is now unemployed 
and impatient about getting onto the 
force. 

He has seen 35 openings on the force go 
by either unfilled or filled by the 12 
women officers originally hire under a 
federal grant. 

Byrne said in a recent telephone in¬ 
terview that he has written a letter to 
Personnel Administrator Wallace 
Kountze of the Civil Service Commission, 
asking him to investigate the hiring 
practices of the Newton police. 

The Newton native has also taken his 
case to the Board of Aldermen, criticizing 
the mayor's office in the way it tells the 
chief how many officers to have on its 
force. 

Chief Quinn said Monday morning that 
Mayor Theodore Mann has reduced the 
authorized manning for the Police 
Department to 212 officers of all rank, 
including the chief. 


That is 11 less than last year's 
authorized level, and to compensate for 
the difference, the mayor has given the 
chief permission to hire seven civilian 
clerks and typists to fill inside jobs now 
held by 11 officers. 

In March 1975, there were 234 sworn 
officers, including the 12 women officers. 

However, Quinn has requested the Civil 
Service Commission to send him a list of 
qualified candidates for police officers, 
because there will be three vacancies by 
the end of April. 

One of the officers leaving the force will 
be Cathleen Quatromoni, one of the 12 
women hired originally with the federal 
grant, and vice president of the police 
academy class of 37 officers. 

Byrne "appears to be an excellent 
candidate" for one of the openings, Quinn 
said, but the hiring will have to go 
through the normal review procedures of 
the department after the Civil Service list 
of high-scoring applicants is received by 
the chief. 

If Byrne is hired' he claims he will be 
the first officer hired that was in the six- 
year-old cadet program for Newton 
residents.

Spring cleanup can 
help prevent fires 


Spring cleanup time has arrived again, 
and Chief Harvey D. Preble and Capt. 
Joseph T. Fitzsimmons of the Newton 
Fire Department urge all our citizens to 
clean up around your homes. 

Remember the ABCs of fire preven¬ 
tion: Attic, basement, closets - these are 
the areas where most of our problems 
develop. 

Attic: Storage In the attic becomes 
very slipshod and hazardous. Christmas 
decorations and winter outdoor sports 
equipment are brought to the attic and 
just dropped with the full intention of 
storing it properly later. Organize this 
area and make sure that there is no 
combustible material too close to light 
bulbs. 

Basement: This is the catch-all area of 
most homes. Cartons that gifts come in 
are placed there and hobby materials 
such as oily rags, sawdust, and flam¬ 
mable fluids improperly stored all create 
a fire hazard. 

It is time to make arrangements to 
have your heating unit receive its annual 
check-up. Smoke pipes should be in good 
shape and secured properly; clean them 
out. If you have a wood burning unit be 
sure that the wood is properly stored 
away from any source of heat. 

Closets: As we bring out the spring and 
summer clothing the closet with all the 
winter jackets and heavy coats becomes 
very crowded and it is hard to find what 
we want. Many people have been known 
to use candles to light up the area; this is 
a very dangerous practice. 

Yard and Garage: The yard and 
garage will now be cluttered with winter 
residue, broken branches, old Christmas 
trees, papers, etc. Bundle them up and 


put them out on your rubbish day to be 
disposed of properly. 

Burning in the open: There is no open 
burning allowed in the city of Newton, as 
directed by the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Administration. 

We cannot issue permits at any time 
this year as we did in years past. 

Smoke Detectors: Remember we in the 
fire service still request every 
homeowner or tenant to install smoke 
detectors. They could be the one kind of 
appliance that would save your life in 
case of fire.

Mofenson says home care 
income ceiling too low

If you are elderly and your monthly 
income does not exceed $400 per in¬ 
dividual, you are eligible for a variety of 
homemaker and other home care social 
services. 

If you are elderly and your income is 
$401 per month or more, you are denied 
homemaker services. If you are over the 
eligibility line, you cannot receive a 
portion of the services and pay for the 
rest based on need and ability to pay. 

Under Title XX of the Social Security 
Act, federal funds are made available to 
the Massachusetts Department of Elder 
Affairs for homemaker and other social 
services for the elderly. The federal 
government permits individual states to 
set their own eligibility guidelines. 
Massachusetts chose to exclude from 
homemaker services any individual 
whose income exceeds $400, or $600 per 
couple. . 

State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), House chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, says the Department of Elder 
Affairs policy is "unconscionably in¬ 
sensitive.” "The ceiling was set too low 
when it was established in 1975," says 
Mofenson. "It has not been adjusted to 
reflect the impact of inflation on the cost 
of living," 

"It is hypocritical to even assume that 


such artificial barriers manage to keep 
the state's budget under control, since the 
Medicaid budget eventually reflects 
additional costs for nursing homes and 
for illnesses that might have been 
avoided were more people able to receive 
home care services," Mofenson wrote to 
Elder Affairs Secretary James Callahan 
last week. "Hundreds of nursing— home 
beds are occupied by people who could 
still be at home if they had adequate 
homemaker services'" Mofenson con¬ 
tinued. 

"Some people whose sole source of 
income is social security are precluded 
from the Department of Elder Affairs 
because they exceed these low ceilings," 
Mofenson said. "Ironically, the more 
generous government agencies are in 
granting increases in Social Security and 
SSI payment, the more people are ex¬ 
cluded from potential DEA caseloads." 

Mofenson said, "The state has 
established an arbitrary and unrealistic 
income eligibility ceiling and com¬ 
pounded the problem by refusing to 
establish sensible sliding-fee scale. The 
elderly deserve an immediate 
reassessment of the eligibility ceiling as 
well as the establishment of a reasonable 
sliding-fee scale. Department of Elder 
Affairs regulations created this problem 
and it should take the necessary steps 
now to correct it."

As individual positions and public 
service projects end, the numbers of job 
seekers will increase from 100 to close to 
300 per month by July, estimated Newton 
Area CETA Public Service Employment 
Manager Alfred DiBenedetti. 

CETA Director Richard V, Moynihan 
was not optimistic that the 70 percent 
placement goal for individual CETA 
position participants set by the State 
Executive Office of Economic Affairs, 
and the 50 percent goal for project people, 
is realistic. 

"The economy is not as good as It 
looks," he said. 

Recent statistics show that although 
more people are employed todey than 1 
year ago, more people are also unem¬ 
ployed.

Each interview, which will be 
scheduled by CETA, is expected to take 
20 to 25 minutes and will be more efficient 
if clients bring an up-todate resume or 
statement of work history along. 

In some cases immediate referrals can 
be made, but in others, especially 
professional positions, resumes only are 
forwarded to prospective employers, who 
will individually contact clients they are 
interested in interviewing, Branton said.

Backman bill would extend 
Chapter 766 past age 22 


The Human Services Committee of the 
legislature has given a favorable report 
to legislation filed by Sen. Jack Backman 
which would provide educational and 
training opportunities for handicapped 
persons who are over 21 and no longer 
eligible for Chapter 766 programs. 

Additionally, persons who reached 
their 22nd birthday before Chapter 766 
was implemented will now be eligible to 
participate in these expanded programs, 

Today' many perceptually han¬ 
dicapped persons are handed a high 
school diploma at age 18 even though they 
have not actually scholastically achieved 
this status, and all Chapter 766 assistance 
then automatically ends. In all cases, 
assistance effectively ends at age 22 
under Chapter 766 and literally hundreds 
of Massachusetts mentally handicapped 
young people are left to fend for them¬ 


selves. 

Often their families are faced with 
major traumatic situations because their 
handicapped children who have been 
helped during the day by our educational 
system through age 21 are suddenly the 
parents' sole responsibility. 

One of the key features of this bill is 
that evaluation and training by the 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com¬ 
mission will be provided even to those 
persons who may not have the potential to 
perform competitively remunerative 
work. "We have to remember that the 
value of a human being cannot be stated 
solely in terms of dollars and cents," 
Backman declared. 

Major costs of this program could be 
borne by Medicaid funds and "will not 
further tax our financially overburdened 
cities and towns," Backman said

Aluminum beverage cans will be 
"mined" for silver April 8 when Reynolds 
Aluminum Recycling Company in Upper 
Falls holds a special "Silver Dollar 
Saturday."

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Missiles may join 
gunnery, A-blasts 
on Nevada range 

RENO, Nev. (UPIi — In the south of Nevada's wide 
npen spaces, scientists set off nuclear explosions that 
leave huge underground caverns and occasionally some 
radioactivity on the surface. 

In the west, Navy planes tear up gunnery ranges with 
bulleLs and bombs. 

Now, in the east, the Air Force is thinking about carving 
up a chunk of rangeland for a "new generation" in¬ 
tercontinental missile site. 

The [proposed "MX" is being considered as the answer 
to Russian advances in missile technology. The MX would 
have better guidance than the present Minuteman 
system, and its multiple warheads would be more 
capable. There has been no conclusion on how big the MX 
force would be, but it likely would range between 100 and 
300 at a maximum cost of $34 billion. 

Air Force officials say the complex, if built, would be 
designed to discourage attack. The reasoning is the 
missiles would be moving about over a wide area, and an 
enemy would figure it would be a waste of his own 
missiles to try to zero in and knock them out. 

Carl Gidlund of the Nevada office of the Bureau of Land 
Management says the 5.5 million acres being surveyed 
are virtually all federal land, as is about 86 percent of 
Nevada. The study area covers southern White Pine 
County, northern Lincoln County, and eastern Nye 
County. The land is marked by wide valleys between 
barren mountain ranges. 

"There isn't much there except some range cows and 
wild horses," Gidlund said. 

Nevada's only producing oil field is on the western edge 
of the survey area. There’s the Tempiute tungsten mine 
northwest of Hiko and a wildlife management area in 
Wliite River Valley. Towns are small and far apart. 

"Most of the valleys in the area have grazing allotments 
on them, so some cattlemen would be affected,” Gidlund 
said. "I imagine the Air Force would want to terminate 
grazing leases on any eventual missile site. On the other 
hand, it might make allowances for grazing." 

Maj. A.D. Sabsevitz of the Space and Missile Systems 
Organization at Norton Air Force Base, Calif., said It will 
lx? years before any missiles are installed, even if a 
launch site is found in Nevada. Actually, he said, the Air 
Force is looking at about 100,000 square miles in 10 
western states, several of which may eventually host 
nests of missiles. 

"But the MX missile system is actually only a paper 
development now. There is no congressional authority to 
develop it," Sabsevitz said. 

He said there is a two-prong program involved. One is to 
develop new missiles to replace the Minuteman and Titan 
intercontinental missiles. The other is to develop 
something besides conventional silos for housing missiles. 

By 1980-1990, missiles in silos may become vulnerable to 
the Russian threat. "We are trying to come up with 
something besides silos," Sabsevitz said. 

"One possibility is the buried trench, in effect a tunnel 
five feel underground that would run 10 to 20 miles long. 
There would be one missile in each. It would move back 
and forth on tracks along the trench so an enemy would 
have to target all of the trench. The idea is that if he 
needed five or 10 missiles to knock out one, he would not 
attack. 

"Another idea is the hardened shelter, like a concrete 
garage. One shelter would house a missile, but 20 others 
might be empty. The enemy wouldn't know which shelter 
holds a missile. Again, he might decide not to attack." 

"Until we know which mode — trench or shelter — will 
be used, we cannot determine the area to be used, and that 
will be determined by the anticipated threat. The decision 
on mode should be in 1979 or 1980. By 1980 or 1981, there 
should be a decision on where to place the missiles. Actual 
deployment would start around 1982 or 1985." 

Airborne 
stargazers have 
infrared vision 

MOUNTAIN VIEW. Calif. (UPI) - Astronomers 
aboard NASA's Kuiper Airborne Observatory get an 
infrared celestial vision not afforded stargazers on the 
ground. 

Flying at 40,000 feet, above 99 percent of the water 
vapor which hampers ground-based observations in in¬ 
frared light, the converted C-141 airplane and its 36-inch 
Cassegrain telescope have already made important 
discoveries since becoming fully operational in July of 
1975. 

The rings of Uranus were detected from the ob¬ 
servatory, called KAO, while airborne over the Indian 
Ocean in March of last year. Water vapor on Jupiter has 
been confirmed and progress has been recorded in more 
than 100 research papers published using data from KAO 
and a smaller sister ship. 

The plane was named for the late Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper, 
director of the Lunar Planetary Laboratory at the 
University of Arizona, who first saw the potential of using 
aircraft for infrared astronomy to get above the ob¬ 
scuration caused by earthly water vapor. 

Carl Gillespie Jr. is director of KAO which flies about 80 
missions a year from Moffett Field, located at the south 
end of San Francisco Bay and adjoining NASA’s Ames 
Research Center. 

NASA has been conducting airborne infrared ob¬ 
servations since 1965, first utilizing a small Lear jet and a 
bigger Convair 990. 

Gillespie says the C-141 was purchased from Lockheed 
to provide extra range and altitude capabilities not 
available from the Convair 990, which is a general pur¬ 
pose airborne laboratory. 

The C-141 was literally rebuilt at a hanger in Ontario, 
Calif, by technicians who tore open a gaping hole in the 
fusilage to make room for the telescope opening and half a 
million dollars worth of computers and equipment. 

Valued at $11 million, it came into service in January, 
1974, for a year and a half of test flights and the biggest 
concern was how the plane would operate when the 
telescope doors were opened. 

•We didn't know how much turbulence the cavity could 
take when we opened the (telescope) door," Gillespie 
said. "So we had quite a number of flights where we had 
the cavity heavily instrumented with strain gauges and 
other equipment. 

"If we weren't careful the boundary layer (that layer of 
air moving past the airplane) would re-attach itself down 
inside of that hole. That could tear the whole airplane to 
pieces in the twinkling of an eye. 

"So a spoiler, that is a flap, was designed to go In front 
of this hole and it diverts the flow of air up above so that it 
doesn't re-attach to the skin of the airplane until it la 
signiicantiy behind the hole. Now, there is more there 
than just keeping the airplane from being torn to pieces. 

"We wanted this to be as nearly laminar (non- 
turbulent) as possible so that you don’t distort the in- 
coming wave front of light. It's the difference between a 
clear, quiet pool in a mountain stream or an area of 
rapids."

Rep. Pines proposes use 
of quartz-halogen headlights 


State Rep. Lois G, Pines, a number of 
local businessmen, and representatives 
of the Northwest Headlamp Conference 
has proposed the use of quartz-halogen 
headlights in Massachusetts. 

The lights have been in use in Europe 
and South America for some time. In 1973 
they were approved for use in Canada, 
thereby leaving the U.S, virtually alone in 
its stance against such lights, which meet 
the highly advanced international 
standards of the Economic Commission 
of Europe. 

In her testimony to the Public Safety 
Committee Rep. Pines emphasized that 
the legislation was simply aimed at 


providing Massachusetts consumers with 
a choice. The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration has threatened 
local distributors with fines of up to 
$ 800,000 should they continue to sell 
quartz-halogen lights. 

According to Rep. Pines, quartz- 
halogen lights have significant ad¬ 
vantages over the more traditional sealed 
beams. "Quartz-halogen lights provide 
greater light intensity and in a more 
focused fashion than do sealed beams. 
This results in improved front and side 
visibility, reduces glare to on coming 
cars, and greatly improves the driver's 
ability to see in rain, fog and snow," she 
stated.

A panel of seven medical 
authorities examined 
varied forms of exercise for 
the President's Council on 
Physical Fitness and 
Sports. They concluded four 
really brisk 30 to 60 minute 
walks a week — up to four 
miles an hour, fast enough 
to increase breathing and 
heartbeat — is good for both 
body and mind. 

Dr. George Mann of 
Vanderbilt University 
studied Masai tribesmen 
who walk about 12 miles 
daily herding cattle and 
found their coronary ar¬ 
teries continue to grow 
throughout life. In more 
sedentary cultures the 
arteries tend to clog and 
shrink. 

The dropout rate of 
walkers appears to be less 
compared with the more 
strenuous regimens. This is 
the finding of Dr. Michael 
Pollock, a Ph.D in exercise 
physiology, based on his 
experiments at the Physical 
Fitness Lab, Winston- 
Salem, N.C. _ 

And no one need be 
ashamed of just walking, 
according to a rabid New 
York jogger. He cites the 
marathon walker who 
easily passed him by, 
leaving the runner 
chagrined and puffing far 
behind. 

A shoe company — what 
else? — is pushing walking. 
Its program has the support 
of the President's Council 
on Physical Fitness and 
Sports. The idea is to entice 
the sedentary to walk more 
by pointing out to them the 
added dividend of sight¬ 
seeing. 

Kinney Shoe Corp., which 
calls its project a public 
service but concedes it 
can't hurt the shoe 
business, has hired writers 
to produce brochures on 
walking tours in 60 of the 
nation's most scenic cities. 

Mrs. Doss is one of the 
writers. George Bush, a 
longtime travel writer, is 
another. For the past year, 
he's been the rather strange 
looking man walking 
ihrough New Orleans' 
French Quarter, downtown 
Houston and Central City, 
Colo,, chatting with his tape 
recorder as he goes. 

No sedentary walker is 
Bush. "I've done a lot of 
hiking, climbing and 
skiing," he says. "But 1 like 
walking better. I see more. 

"Oh I know it sounds 
mushy, but I like to see 
flowers, moss on trees, I 
find kindred souls out 
walking - people who walk 
are generally nice. In this 
world, where everyone 
rushes, I find it extremely 
pleasant to just walk." 

Bush gets enthusiastic, 
and a bit florid, in his 
brochure guides on cities 
he's known and visited for 
years. He liked doing 
Historic Charleston and 
Houston's Museum-Garden 
Circle. 

Houston: "Here, in this 
booming city that has yet to 
know a budget deficit, the 
showcase of what big 
money can provide for 
public pleasure and 
leisurely enlightenment, is 
Hermann Park, a green¬ 
sward of lawns and forests 
clad in Spanish moss. 
Within this sylvan preserve 
and ranged along its 


perimeter are splendid 
museums, exquisite gar¬ 
dens..." 

The brochure directs the 
walker on a two and a half 
mile stroll from the Houston 
Garden Center past 
museums, a sculpture 
garden, fountains, the Sam 
Houston monument and so 
forth. 


"Of course," said Bush, 
"many of these cities have 
their own walking tours put 
out by the visitors' bureau 
or the local chamber of 
commerce. But they don't 
recommend things so 
much, or list prices, or tell 
the walker where to stop for 
a drink. In some cases, I 
even say how to avoid 


something that has an 
admission fee for a more 
interesting free sight fur¬ 
ther on." 

The tour brochures are 
being published from west 
to east. A folder of 16 on 
Walking The West includes 
downtown Los Angeles, 
LaJolla, Sonoma, Seattle's 
Waterfront. Golden Gate 


Promenade in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Newport Beach, a 
redwood grove near Santa 
Cruz, Oakland's Lake 
Merritt, Portland’s Old- 
town, Pasadena, Sac¬ 
ramento. Tacoma's Point 
Defiance Park, Santa 
Barbara, Downtown 
Denver and Central City, 
Colo. 


For the South and 
Southwest, there are New 
Orleans' French Quarter, 
Atlanta's Peachtree Street. 
Miami, nature trails near 
Norfolk, downtown and 
underground Houston, 
Phoenix, Scottsdale, San 
Antonio, two on Dallas, and 
Fort Worth. 


"Where the good folks of 
Fort Worth are concerned," 
Rush starts out, "Dallas is 
way back there somewhere 
in the unmentionable East.

Bush is another who has 
found "walking is only 


really good if you do it 
briskly. 

"You've got to put some 
strain on the old ticker.

"They're two to three 
miles mostly with some side 
trips if you want to go 


further. But you can spend 
a couple of hours or a day. 
or two days if you want to go 
through the museums and 
galleries and other sights on 
the way." 

"And it is probably the 
least expensive way to sec 
some of the most notable 
sights in America.

Aronson said after the meeting that the 
city would incur a loss with 10.5 percent 
taxes, when municipal services are taken 
into account 

New Falls, the developer, was given 
authorization to incorporate under HUD 
Chapter 121a. Under Chapter 121a, real 
estate taxes paid to a community are 
considerably lower than would be paid by 
a developer using private financing. The 
City, as compsensation for receiving less 
in taBxes, would have 19 units of housing 
for low-income people in the New Falls 
development. 

On Wednesday Aronson said he has 
already notified New Falls that Newton 
cannot accept the 10.5 percent annual 
taxes and is negotiating with New Falls 
on what it can provide for the city to 
make up the loss of revenue. 

There appear to be several things the 
developer can do. According to several 
City Hall sources, New Falls may offer to 
make payments to the city beyond taxes, 
contribute a lump-sum amount at the end 
of the 40-year mortgage period, or put 
more money into the project in the 
beginning, to reduce the amount finan¬ 
ced, in which HUD would probably 
change the 10.5 percent tax restriction. 


Aronson said the difference to the city 
will be $2 million dollars at the end of 40 

years. 

One offer made by New Falls has been 
to sell the building to the city for SI at the 
end of the 40 years, but the city is not 
likely to want to become the owner of a 40- 
year-old apartment building. 

Another option open to the developer 
and the city is the withdrawal of New 
Falls as developer. 

Nobody especially wants this to hap¬ 
pen, since there would be another long 
delay before the housing, which has been 
planned for 10 years, could get under 
way. 

But there may be other developers who 
are interested, especially since the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
is accepting applications for financing 
again. 

MHFA will finance only housing for 
low- and moderateincome tenants. The 
New Falls development will contain 
housing for low-, moderate- and high- 
inpartiallycome tenants, subsidized by 
HUD. 

Aronson and the law Department are 
investigating what arrangements can be 
made with New Falls in lieu of the lost 


taxes’ but some of the people involved 
feel that if there is a long delay, New 
Falls will quit voluntarily as developer. 

One delay may be brought about by 
City Solicitor Daniel Funk's opinion that 
a change in the contract will have to be 
approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

New Falls lawyer Rudolph Kass 
believes that the Board of Aldermen does 
not have to approve the contract. 

Former Land Use Committee Chair¬ 
man Eliot Cohen, an expert on HUD and 
real estate development, upheld Kass's 
opinion when asked this week. Cohen said 
the contract requires only the approval of 
the mayor, with the advice of the Board of 
Assessors. 

The other HUD-approved housing, the 
Paul Street development for the elderly, 
was dependent on the relocation by the 
city of a fuel-oil depot located on the land. 

The owner of the Paul Street land, 
Frank Donato, has bought land in West 
Newton for his business and was led to 
believe that he would be granted a license 
for a larger amount of fuel oil than the 
Paul Street site accommodated. 

It was to have been a straight licensing 
procedure and was not expected to cause 
any trouble, since the Fire Department 


had approved the facility. 

Relocation of and expansion of the 
business are part of the HUD 
requirement for acquisition of the land, 
unless an eminent domain procedure is 
undertaken. 

All this information was never made 
known to many aldermen, cither on the 
old or new Board, and the license was 
denied finally Monday night, even though 
by that time they all knew that denial 
would spell trouble for Paul Street. 

Most aldermen were reluctant to take 
into consideration the tie-in with the Paul 
Street housing. 

An expected reconsideration of the 
denial of the Donato license for storage of 
inflammables did not materialize, so the 
12-12 vote against the Donato petition 
stands. A vote of 13 votes is needed for 
passage. 

Planning Director and one-man 
Community Development Authorit 
Charles Thomas said this week about the 
Paul Street apartments he thinks he has 
"pulled it out of the hat as many times as 
I can.” 

If the city has to take the land by 
eminent domain, first he will have to get 
HUD approval for the taking. Then the 


entire project will have to be rebid' and 
costs have gone up significantly. 

Then there is no guarantee of HUD 
approval of the project, because, Thomas 
said, HUD has not increased its 
allowance of construction costs per unit. 

That was the problem for some time, 
before Thomas and the architects for the 


Paul Street housing worked over the 
plans and cut out enough to bring the unit 
costs down to acceptable figures. 

Both the New Falls project and the 
Paul Street housing have been in the mill 
for years' and Thomas said he is a ''little 
discourage at this point and will not 
predict what will happen.

The revised traffic pattern should also 
allow for the installation of a midblock 
pedestrian light in the Square after the 
changes have been made permanent. 
Pedestrians have long complained about 
the difficulty and danger in trying to 
cross Walnut Street. 

The creation of an ordinance allowing 
all-night on-street parking permits by 
sticker has been authorized by the state 
legislature and is being worked out by the 
Board of Aldermen's Public Safety & 
Transportation Committee and the Law 
Department. 

The committee agreed last week that 
some parts of Newton need such an 
arrangement so that cars may park 
legally on the street where there is no 
driveway or parking space on the 
property. 

But there remain the problems of how 
to make sure cars are off the street 
during snow and establishing criteria for 
the granting of sticker permits. 

One solution offered was the use of 
school and municipal parking lots for 
neighborhood cars. 

The permits would have to be issued 
through a permissive-use type of 
procedure, on a case-by-case basis in 
which the Board of Aldermen would rule 
individually on each case. City Solicitor 


Daniel Funk was charged with drawing 
up a procedure. 

Scofflaws will have a harder time of it 
when they park illegally and ignore 
parking tickets if the city wins a suit 
against the state Department of Public 
Utilities on the charge for towing. 

The question of whether the city may 
hold towed vehicles until all outstanding 
fines have been paid has been settled; it 
may do so. 

Whether the city can set the charge for 
towing, which is done by private com¬ 
panies, at $25 is the matter currently 
under suit. The state contends that the $25 
charge passed by the Board of Aldermen 
can only be implemented for cars im¬ 
peding snow removal, and that the DPU- 
set rate of $12 maximum for towing ap¬ 
plies at all other times. 

John Courtney of the Newton Law 
Department has disputed the DPU in¬ 
terpretation of state law because of 
ambiguities in the language and says the 
$25 limit does not apply only to snow 
removal as the law is written. The case is 
still pending. 

The application of the $25 tow charge 
and impounding of the car until all tickets

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rooms for art or music that many schools 
have. 

All the regular size classrooms at 
Claflin are used for regular instruction, 
but in several schools where enrollments 
have declined more rapidly, extra 
classrooms have been made into special 
activity rooms.

The Third Sector is the name given recently by John D. 
Rockefeller 3rd to the private nonprofit sector which has 
been supported through the committment of volunteers. 

The sector, said Rockefeller, "includes tens of thousands 
of institutions absolutely Indispensable to community life 
all across the nation— churches, hospitals, museums, 
libraries, private colleges and universities, theater 
groups, symphony orchestras, and social service 
organizations of many kinds. All of these depend for their 
survival on the voluntary contributions of time and money 
by individual citizens." 

However, for many complicated reasons, the numbers 
of volunteer men and women are dwindling, nd that sector 
is weakening. 

Over 146 years ago, Alexis de Tocquevillc pointed out 
the danger that faced a democratic government is the 
passivity of the populace; the tendency for individuals to 
abandon personal responsibility for social actions. 

Until recently, personal responsibility for social actions 
was a way of life pursued by many Americans. In this 
interview, Margot Pyle of Dedham discusses her career 
as a “professional volunteer" and shares her concerns for 
a way of life which is eroding. 

"I am a professional volunteer," says Margot Pyle, 
settling down to be interviewed in her living room and 
lighting up a cigarette. Nearby is a bridge table piled high 
with papers and a telephone. 

Her activities are pursued professionally and the living 
room, when used during business hours, is clearly 
regarded by the rest of the family as out of bounds. 

When Mrs. Pyle married at the age of 28, she said she 
did so with the understanding that she would not work Her 
four children were born 18 months apart and despite the, 
strenous work of raising youngsters, she continued as a 
volunteer. 

There was one period, when she was pregnant with her 
third child that her husband, Charles, suggested, she take 
off a year. "By the following spring, I had cabin fever and 
then he pleaded with me to please go back." 

In 1969, she had the opportunity to serve as a clerk for 
the Smith College alumni association and “would leave 
home and hearth three times a year and play with the big 
kids.” There, she found the group diverse. "We could talk 
shorthand—they are a bright and savvy group and it was 
a real lifesaver.” 

It was clear that she needed to be productive, but 
returning to her volunteer efforts presented a problem for 
with youngsters ages one to five and one-half around, 
papers could not be left out. 

An enterprising and resourceful person, she decided to 
rent an office spending no more than $50 a month for that 
space. Mrs. Pyle found an upstairs bedroom in an elderly 
woman's home where she set up her papers and a 
typewriter "and was ready to roll." 

Straightforwardly, the woman, who was Gloria 
Steinem's classmate, admits feeling no ambivalence 
about working as an unpaid volunteer. "The kind of 
volunteer I am—no organization could pay me to do that 
kind of work—their budgets wouldn't cope and I wouldn't 
work for what they could afford to pay me." 

Her role model for personal involvement in the com¬ 
munity came from her mother, now 71, who was the first 
woman school board member elected in Hampton 
Township, Pennsylvania in 1944. The eldest in her family, 

Mrs. Pyle also noted that her father "was comfortable 
with three competant daughters...encouraging each of 
us." 

She got what she terms "an extra dose of first class 
citizen treatment" by "having the good fortune to attend a 
small girl's school in Pennsylvania and then going on to 
Smith." 

Although she majored in psychology at Smith, she got a 
summer job in banking and after college went on to 
become a security analyst at Boston Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company. There she was hired for $48 a week while 
men, that year in 1956, were hired at $75 a week. Hard¬ 
working and bright, she was made an assistant in¬ 
vestment officer at the age of 25, When job descriptions 
and salary scales were instituted, she received a thirty- 
three and one-half per cent raise and was still being paid 
$600 below men with the same title.

That financial background has not been wasted, for she 
has put it to use innumerable times within organizations 
she has worked for. Also not wasted was the two years of 
law school which "changed the way I looked at things." 

"It made me unafraid to ask questions—I know what I 
don't know.” 

What she brings to volunteer work is well known; lesser 
known is what she receives. She finds it is an opportunity 
to combine her interests in finance, psychology, and 
education and as she grows in experience she brings to 
each new job "a greater wealth of background." She also 
enjoys being "my own boss." 

There are two kinds of volunteers, she says. One 
volunteer performs direct service such as working in a 
hospital, delivering meals to the elderly, reading to the 
blind or driving for FISH. The other kind offers support on 
the boards of trustees or within the administration of the 
organization. 

What you volunteer for depends on "what your 
strengths are." Her own strengths are in the ad¬ 
ministration, where she is comfortable speaking to 
legislators or participating in long range planning—"this 
is where I am effective." 

She is deeply concerned about "younger women who no 
longer feel pressured to do good works in the com¬ 
munity—the ‘do your own thing' theme is prevalent- 
leaving a smaller pool to do good works." 

This "smaller pool" is affecting organizations sucii as 
The League of Women Voters. Formerly, said Mrs. Pyle, 
"this organization drew interested, bright women who 
made a contribution to their local communities." 

Although it did not offer the social status that the 
Museum of Fine Arts or the Boston Symphony groups did, 
it offered women "a superb training ground for politics." 

It afforded them the opportunity to "learn research, 
public speaking, preparing reports—the kind of ex¬ 
perience men usually got in business related jobs or union .; 
involvement—few women had the opportunity to get this ? 5 
experience in job situations." 

The decline in numbers is not only due to the fact that 
many women are returning to work. It is partly due to the 
fact that "society does not give enough credit to volun¬ 
teers." They are an invisible group. 

As an example, Mrs. Pyle pointed out that MENSA, a 
group which admits only members with an I.Q, of 140 or 
above, sent out a survey recently. Mrs. Pyle checked off 
housewife, with zero salary and also checked her interests 
as gourmet cooking, reading, games, puzzles and 
calligraphy. There was no category on the survey for 
volunteers. 

There was no category for people who give service 
without expecting personal profit. There was no category 
for the kind of giving expressed through individual 
initiative and a sense of caring,

A reader wrote with a request to print some recipes 
using whole wheat flour ... she has extra flour and would 
like to use It up. Here are two excellent bread recipes: 

BOSTON BROWN BREAD 

iThe easy'no-sift'way) 

3 cups Stone Ground Whole Wheat or Graham Flour 

4 cup All Purpose Flour 

1 cup sugar 

4 cup yellow corn meal 

14 tsp. soda 

14 tap. salt 

2 cups milk 

2 eggs 

i- cup dark molasses 

4 cup cooking oil 

14 cups raisins 

SPOON whole wheat flour into measuring cup and level 
off. Pour into large bowl. MEASURE all purpose flour as 
directed above. ADD remaining dry ingredients to flours. 
Stir well to blend. 

COMBINE liquid ingredients in bowl. Beat well. ADD 
liquid ingredients to blended dry ingredients. Stir just to 
moisten dry ingredients. STIR IN raisins. 

SPREAD batter in 2 greased 84 x 44 x 24-inch loaf 
pans. BAKE at 325 degrees for 55-60 minutes or until cake 
tester inserted in center comes out clean, COOL 5-10 
minutes in pan. Remove from pan. Cool on rack. WRAP in 
foil or plastic wrap and store overnight for easier slicing. 

YIELD: 2 loaves. 

If you use Self-Rising Flour decrease salt to 1 1-4 
teaspoons. 



100 PERCENT WHOLE WHEAT BREAD 
(One-Bowl Cool Rise Wav) 

54 - 64 cups Stone Ground Whole Wheat Flour 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

1 tbsp. salt 

4 cup honey 

3 tbsp. softened butter or margarine 

24 cups hot tap water 

Cooking oil 

SPOON flour into measuring cup and level off. Pour 
onto wax paper. COMBINE 2 cups flour, undissolved yeast 
and salt in large bowl. Stir well to blend. Add honey and 
butter. ADD hot tap water. BEAT with electric mixer at 
medium speed for 2 minutes. Scrape bowl occasionally. 

ADD 1 cup more flour. Beat with electric mixer at high 
speed for 2 minutes or until thick and elastic., 
GRADUALLY stir in just enough of remaining flour with 
wooden spoon to make a soft dough which leaves sides of 
bowl. Turn out onto floured board. 

KNEAD 5-8 minutes. Dough will be slightly stickv. 
COVER with plastic wrap then a towel. LET REST 20 
minutes on board. Punch down. Divide dough in half. 

SHAPE into loaves using the Robin Hood “Rollled 
Dough" Method: roll each half into a 12 x 8-inch rectangle. 
Roll up tightly beginning with 8-inch side. Seal lengthwise 
edge and ends well. PLACE in 2 greased 84 x 44 x 24- 
inch loaf pans. Correct pan size is important for best 
results. BRUSH dough lightly with oil. Cover pans loosely 
with plastic wrap. Let stand in a warm, draft-free place 
for 20 minutes. REFRIGERATE 2 to 24 hours. When 
ready to bake remove from refrigerator. Uncover. LET 
STAND 20 minutes while preheating oven. 

BAKE at 400 degrees for 30-10 minutes or until done.

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There’s an old nursery rhyme that 
goes, “Two is a couple, three is a crowd; 
four in one place is not allowed." For 
more and more American homes, it's 
coming true. Over 30 percent of all 
households today are twosomes — ap¬ 
proximately 20.1 million couples, most of 
them married. 

It's usually necessary to change 
culinary habits, especially if the 
homemaker must keep one eye on the 
budget. Mushroom Steaks Duo — for 
which the recipe appears below — is a 
delicious festive main dish which starts 
with fresh or canned sliced mushrooms. 
Another flavorful — and thrifty — supper 
dish for two is a Mushroom and Spinach 
Omelet which can be made in minutes. 
Since eggs are an exceptionally good buy 
these days you might like to add this 
recipe to your file. 

Mushrooms are a most convenient 
ingredient in the preparation of small 
batches of food. A pound of sliced fresh 
mushrooms measures about five cups 
and can be used, one or two cups at a 
time, in soups, stews, sauces and salads. 
Also egg or cheese main dishes, and 
mushrooms make many other vegetables 
"special". 

Mushrooms not only add special flavor 
and texture, but, should there be an 
unexpected guest or two. you can stretch 
most main dishes deliciously with extra 
mushrooms. Fresh mushrooms should 
not be peeled; their skin is so delicate it's 
unperceptible. Just rinse and blot dry if 
you are going to saute them in hot fat. 

('aimed mushrooms, obviously need 
nothing more than heating, although if 
they are to be sauteed they should be 
blotted dry to prevent spattering of fat.

I-asell Junior College's annual fashion 
show, "Spring, A Time to Loosen Up," 
was presented Saturday in Winslow Hall. 

Fashions modeled by students em¬ 
phasized an easy, comfortable look for 
spring with a wardrobe ranging from the 
tender touch in full-length white gauze 
dresses with ribbons to satin-trimmed, 
suspendered jean shorts. 

Fashions were provided by Weather- 
vane of Chestnut Hill. 

Lynn Covello and Diane Kaplan were 
the commentators. 

Independent effort 

The show was initiated and produced 
by a close-knit, enthusiastic group of 29 
retail students, independent of faculty or 
administrative supervision. 

Ms, Covello, the Retail Organization 
president, said, "It gives us an incentive. 
Through a career-oriented experience 
such as this one, we are gaining a feel for 
what will be awaiting us in our futures as 
fashion retailers." 

Tradition 

In 1877, Mrs. David G. Croly, a fashion 
columnist, teaching at Lasell decided 
that "fashions for American women 


could and should be produced in 
America." 

Her articles provided for a history of 
American styles and developments in 
merchandising. 

The year 1877 also saw the formation of 
the Handiwork Department, making 
Lasell the first American school of 
college level to offer courses in the 
domestic arts, including dressmaking. 

The program met opposition, but lasell 
kept its initiative. 

An editorial in the Boston Post dated 
Jan. 17, 1878, read: "A dressmaker's 
class may be an original idea in a young 
ladies' school, but we do not see why it 
should be. The mistake of educators has 
been theory at the expense of practice, 
and the dressmaker's class seems to be a 
new departure in the right direction." 

During the 30's, lasell became the first 
junior college to offer retailing as a major 
program along with a cooperative plan to 
provide work for aspiring students. 

In presenting its 1978 annual spring 
fashion show, Lasell continued it in a 
tradition that has advocated education 
through practical experience.

Get 
hepatic coma — the patient 
can't breathe. 

"You can go on to 
cirrhosis; cells die and turn 
into scar tissue. 


“What happens to the 
rest, the intestines — the 
drinker has a decrease in 
absorption.

The rehabilitation unit is 
way uptown, far separated 
from the hospital, in a 
mansion.

Once owned by the late 
Billy Rose, Broadway 
impresario, the mansion is 
a place of sweeping 
staircases, marble galore, 
two elevators and a 
showplace octagonal 
bathroom that has a 
mirrored ceiling and 
mirrored walls tinted blue 
with frosted etchings of 
wavelets and fish rampant. 

When you arrive, your 
baggage is examined and 
you're relieved of any 
portable radios, traveling 
clocks, or hair lotion laced 
with alcohol — the idea 
being that they might in¬ 
terfere, noisewise or other¬ 
wise, with the work at hand. 

The staff is dedicated, 
highly competent, and the 
place is meticulously 
managed and inspiring to 
ihe patient. There are three 
lectures and one small- 
group therapy session each 
day, plus homework. 

Many of the staff, lec- 
lurercounselors, are 
recovered alcoholics. By

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Robert Wargin named Trooper of the Year' 


Trooper Roberts. Wargin. 26, a three- 
year veteran of the Florida Highway 
Patrol, has received the Florida 
Petroleum Council's "Trooper of the 
Year Award.” 

Wargin is the son of Newton police 
officer Robert Wargin of Newton. He was 
graduated from Newton North High 
School. 

The "Trooper of the Year Award" was 
established in 1965 in cooperation with the 
Florida Highway Patrol to recognize an 
outstanding trooper for an exemplary act 
of heroism, mercy or exceptional per¬ 
formance of duty. Trooper Wargin is the 
fourteenth recipient of the award. 

The "Trooper of the Year Award" was 
presented to Wargin March 30 by 
Governor Reubin Askew. 

Trooper Wargin was selected by a 
committee of highway patrol officers for 
special recognition by the petroleum 
industry for his heroic action in ap¬ 
prehending a kidnapping suspect in 
Broward County Oct. 5, 1977. Trooper 
Wargin, while on routine patrol, stopped 
to check a parked vehicle which was 


pulled into a dirt road south of Andytown, 
Florida, on U.S. 27. The trooper assumed 
something was wrong, but was unaware 
at the time that Miami police were 
hunting a kidnapping suspect of a 12- 
year-old girl from a downtown Miami 
street. 

Trooper Wargin left his patrol car and 
asked the driver what he was doing. The 
driver's response was that he was just 
turning around, and he proceeded to 
leave the dirt road pull back onto U.S. 27 
with his lights out. Wargin shouted to the 
driver to stop, then pulled behind the car 
and aimed his spotlights into the rear 
window, and then approached the 
suspect's car, when he noticed a second 
person in the automobile lying on the seat 
with hands tied behind his back. 

Upon noticing the victim, Trooper 
Wargin reached for his service revolver, 
but in the same instant the driver fired at 
the trooper. One bullet nicked Wargin's 
right wrist and another lodged in a bullet¬ 
proof vest worn by the trooper. The 
impact knocked him down. 

Bruised and bleeding, Trooper Wargin 


started rolling across the highway to 
avoid four or five more shots which were 
being fired. As the driver roared sway, 
Trooper Wargin returned fire and 
returned to his patrol car to request 
assistance from fellow police officers in 
setting up a roadblock. Trooper Wargin 
then proceeded to pursue the car at 
speeds in excess of 120 mph. 

The pursuit ended when fellow officers 
forced the fleeing car off the road. 
Trooper Wargin was instrumental in 
setting up the roadblock and in making 
the arrest of the kidnapping suspect. His 
courageous act probably prevented the 
death of the 12 -year-old victim.

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Era ends as South's Kojoyian retires as

An era has ended. 

After 11 years of dedicated coaching 
and service to the Newton South 
wrestling program. AredLs Kojoyian has 
retired from wrestling. Kojoyian will 
continue coaching football at South but 
Chuck Hurwitz takes over the mat duties 
next season. 

Knjoyian's record speaks for itself. 
From 1968 to thus past season his teams 
won 130 matches while they lost 24 and 
tied 5 times. Kojoyian has coached many 
fine teams but there was one team that 
was clearly the best team he ever 
coached. 

The squad of 1970-71 was an awesome 
outfit. The Lions that year compiled a 15-1 
dual meet record and finished second in 
their section and second in the state. 
Wayland prevented the Lions from being 
the best team as they clipped South for 
the Lion's lone defeat and they topped 
South in the sectionals and State's also. 


South was led that year by Billy Hurwitz 
and Steve Etkin who both placed second 
in the slate's and by Arman Kojoyian, 
Jon Frieze and Mike Foreman who all 
captured theird place honors. 

Throughout Kojoyian's wrestling 
career Wayland has always been the 
team to give his teams the most 
problems, Several years the Lions have 
had just one loss and that defeat would be 
suffered to Wayland. 

Rick Moyer, Wayland’s coach had 
nothing but praise for Kojoyian. “I 
respect an awful lot for what Art has done 
for wrestling. I have always been greatly 
impressed how his kids (wrestlers) have 
responded to him. His wrestlers have 
always shown great respect for him and 
he's always managed to field an out¬ 
standing team." 

Moyer continued, “Art is a fierce 
competitor and there's not a coach in the 
state who will stand up more for his 
wrestlers than Art will. Whenever it 
came to seeding meetings, all star 


selections or referee's decisions you knew 
Art would fight for his wrestlers.” Moyer 
added that It was always a thrill to 
compete against Newton South and he 
called the rivalry, “intense". 

Moyer said lha he has a great deal of 
respect for Kojoyian and that Art stood 
for good things and Kojoyian's 
retirement is a great loss to high school 
wrestbng. 

Having wrestled under coach Kojoyian 
I would say that Moyer was right when he 
said that the team respected him. The 
thing that really made “Konjy," was that 
he was a great motivater. Konjy made 
sure you were up for every match. 

After a victory he would tell the team 
that your win was great but it won't help 
you in the future. A constant Kojoyian cry 
was never to underestimate your op¬ 
ponent, this he usually stressed the most 
when a weak opponent was next on the 
schedule. His famous speech was, "If you 
walk off that mat a loser you've got 
nobody to blame but yourself." 


Kojoyian had a way of making you 
proud to wrestler for him. He always said 
that he admired wrestlers for sacrificing 
their afternoons off and working hard in 
the wrestling room and dieting to make 
weight. Konjy would scream at you one 
minute and the next minute he’d laugh at 
you and you wouldn't feel as bad. 

Kojoyian has coached many out¬ 
standing wrestlers and I asked him to 
pick an all-star team throughout his 11 
years. He (Kojoyian) agreed to pick two 
wrestlers at every weight. 

Here’s his team-

I also asked the coach what he will miss 
most about the sport? “I will miss the 
association I had with the kids. You get a

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Atlantic Offshore oil prospects aren't all they were cracked up to be 


ATIJVNTIC CITY, N.J. (UPI) - By summer's end, 
seven to 10 derrick ships and semisubmersible rigs will 
dot the waters beyond the view of the naked eye off the 
coast of Atlantic City. 

By then the rush to find black gold under the ocean in 
the mid-Atlantic will be in full swing. But what it means 
today Is not what it was said to mean a few years ago. 

In the early 1970s, when debate was hot and energy 
scarce, government and petroleum officials made in¬ 
flated predictions on how much is hidden under the 
Atlantic's shelf — 10s of billions of barrels of crude oil and 
10s of trillions of cubic feet of natural gas. 

Now, the conservative estimate is between 2 to 4 billion 
barrels of crude and 5 to 15 trillion cubic feet of natural 
gas. 

The odds of a find? Five to one — against! 

The cost? Billions. 

The best prospect? Based on the estimates now 
projected: Enough natural gas and oil to carry the United 
States for four months in the year 1985. 

In the beginning, there was talk of the jobs and industry 
it would bring to the East Coast — 10 thousand jobs, 
billions of dollars in business. Maybe, some day, but state 
officials now talk of 20 menial jobs in a year, maybe 800 
later. They talk of some contracts for helicopter service 
and for standby of firms that combat oil spills, maybe 
eventually some port facilities. 

But it all could go bust. 

While geological formations in the Mid-Atlantic indicate 
fuel reserves, they also resemble the Destin Dome, an 
area west of Florida in the Gulf of Mexico. Exxon spent 
$625 million dollars drilling for oil in the Dome and came 
away without a drop. 

Despite the risk and the uncertainty, the need for new 
reserves and the high price of foreign fuel prompted 38 oil 
companies to pay $1.1 billion to the U.S. Department of 
Interior just to lease plots in the Baltimore Canyon. The 


Canyon is a 200-mile valley In the ocean floor along the 
Continental Shelf from the tip of Long Island to Cape 
Charles, Va. 

After nearly four years of court battles and opposition 
from environmentalists and state governments, drilling 
was scheduled after the late March, arrival 95 miles off 
Atlantic City, of the first ship with a derrick in its center 

It will be 60 to 90 days before Exxon's geologists can 
determine whether hydrocarbons — the organic com¬ 
pound found in petroleum and natural gas — are in the 
offshore layers of its 5,700 acre plot. Exxon has in¬ 
dividually leased 28 plots and is in partnership in some of 
the other 126 . 

The other rigs to arrive this summer will be operated by 
Gulf, Mobile, Texaco, Tenneco, Shell, Houston Oil and 
Minerals, Conoco, Union of California, and Murphy. 

The lest wells the rigs drill will be In key plots of a 
529,500 acre section leased by the federal government. 
Looking like a bloated letter "y" with a slim rectangle to 
the bottom left, it is located squarely off the coast of 
southern New Jersey. 

If there is a find, will this mean cheaper gasoline - ’ 

"Probably not," said Joel Jacobson, head of the New 
Jersey Energy Department. “These are federal lands. 
They belong to the federal government. They belong to the 
entire nation." 

"We'd love to find oil off Bayonne so the state would 
have a claim to it, but obviously that's not going to hap¬ 
pen," said Donald Linkv, environmental lawyer for Gov. 
Brendan T. Byrne. 

"If there is oil out there, it will help the country cut 
down on imports and shave off the balance of payments 
deficit by billions of dollars, which bankers think a lot 
about, not you or me,” said Glenn Paulson, assistant 
commissioner in the Department of Environmental 


And in so far as it replaces foreign oil, money will be 
churned around inside the United States and not in a 
foreign country.” Paulson added. 

If New Jersey’s five refineries and Pennsylvania's five 
refineries would buy the oil produced offshore, then prices 
might go down locally on byproducts 

More predictably, consumers may not even realize 
when MidAtlantic oil is pumped ashore, Paulson said. 

"If it's smeared out over 20 years, you may not notice 
when it goes on and when it's turned off," he said, 
referring to the pipeline, 

Will nalural gas be more plentiful along the East Coast, 
which is now on the short-end of the pipeline that starts in 
Texas? 

"Well, if there's anything there that hasn't leaked out 
and bubbled into the water over the millenniums... the 
East Coast would probably get some share." Paulson 
said. ' But the federal government would probably just 
use il to replace the allocation of natural gas we now get 
from offshore Louisiana. Savings would come only if it 
shaved a little bit off transportation costs." 

Actually, then, drilling offshore is to preserve the status 
quo. Inflation and constant demands for energy will keep 
prices high. Only the oil companies would get a windfall 
pmfit — and that's only if natural gas prices are deregu¬ 
lated by the federal government. 

Despite overtures in Congress to deregulate, that 
doesn’t mean you should rush out and buy blue chip stock. 

"Bight now, there is no activity in oil stock as a result of 
drilling or the lack of drilling. Drilling does not mean 
anything in terms of production. The payoff is too far 
down the line," said Linder, the stock analyst. 

"International regulations and international politics - 
•What is happening to the dollar? What is happening to the 
mark?' — play a heavier role. In terms of overall impact, 
I don't sec it as a real panacea for a company's stock. 


Even the Destin Dome didn't cause the stock to fluc¬ 
tuate." 

The economic boom to the East Coast is more discer- 
nable. 

If oil is found in large enough quantities to make it 
worthwhile to recover, onshore facilities will be needed. 

During the lest well period, the oil companies will 
continue to use an old navy post in Davisville, R.l. as 
central headquarters. Supplies will be shipped out of 
there, rigs repaired there, geological data screened there. 

But a substantial find will necessitate a closer 
geographical base. New Jersey is pushing for Perth 
Amboy, an industrial harbor port. Even though Perth 
Amboy is about 180 miles away from the "y" plots. It has 
good dock space and easy access to rails and highways. 

A bid is being made by a company with acreage in 
Virginia to build a stockyard to construct drilling rigs. 

The first visible change on the East Coast is a helicopter 
base that opened in Atlantic OTy'Thid-Mareh. Oil rig 
crews will fly in and out of Bader Field, 

Two years ago, Atlantic City lobbied for the major on¬ 
shore facility, saying it needed the jobs to revive its 
sagging economy. But now the city is preoccupied with 
casino gambling and has not even included a potential 
dock site in its new master plan. Potential acreage is also 
overpriced due to casino investments. 

A proposal to fill in a portion of wetlands, across the bay 
from Atlantic City, also is moot. 

Again, when arguments were being made for offshore 
drilling, proponents fostered visions of 10s of thousands of 
new jobs and millions of in-coming dollars, primarily to 
New Jersey. 

Realistically, though, the oil companies will bring their 
experienced crews with them. It's an internal operation 
until fuel is found. The job bonus won't come until Year 
Four, if there's a major find.

Donald Hall. "Remembering Poets: 
Reminiscences and Opinions." Harper & 
Row, 253 pp. 1978, $10. 

Dylan Thomas, Robert Frost, T.S. 
Eliot, and Ezra Pound are the four poets 
with whom Donald Hall has talked, en¬ 
tertained, met In their homes, and 
otherwise was friends with — four of the 
finest poets writing in English in the 20th 
century. Poets now dead and of a 
generation past, yet our inquisitiveness is 
satisfied by the intimate and evaluating 
glimpses and interviews he gives us. 

Hall first met Dylan Thomas in 1950 at 
a public reading, when he was a junior at 
Harvard. The reading was done in a loud, 
sonorous voice, Thomas' pudgy and red- 
nose face, curly hair and popping eyes 
gleaming. This was the first of many 
public readings Thomas made across the 
United States. Two years later Hall visits 
Dylan and his wife Caitlin in Wales, 
drinks with him in the pubs, and listens to 
him read at Oxford. A year later he was 
dead in New York, a "slow, 24-year public 
suicide." His drunkenness was self- 
destruction, and his suffering the 
romantic ideal of some artists. 

Thomas acknowledged that he was not 
a great poet, but a minor one. He wrote 
brilliant verses at the age of 15, and spent 
tiie next 24 years drinking himself to 
death, writing only one poem a year 
during the last decade of his life. 

Robert Frost, America's most well- 
known poet, was plagued by guilt, ob¬ 
sessed by the idea that he was "bad,” and 
had a great craving for love and fame. 
His family background was precarious 
and dangerous; a first-born son dies at 3, 
Irma, a daughter, goes mad and is in¬ 
stitutionalized; Carroll a son, kills 
himself at age 38. The family lived on a 
farm in New Hampshire in poverty and 
destitution while Frost wrote poetry, 
unpublished until an editor in England 
brought out his first book. 

Hall met Frost at Bread Loaf, at 
Harvard, at Stanford. Frost played a role 
— the smiling, humorous, cuddly old man 
of letters, concealing his guilt, his 
competitiveness, his need for fame. He 
deprecated Yeats and Pound, although he 
was instrumental in getting Pound 
released from St. Elizabeth's Hospital, 
Hall pays a final visit to Frost when Frost

Review Interviews. The excellent and 
revealing interview is included in an 
appendix. Eliot suffered during his early 
and middle years, but triumphed in his 
old age, dying in 1965 a happy man. 

Ezra Pound is also interviewed by Hall 
for the Paris Review in 1960, Pound's 
description of himself as being ‘'in 
fragments” is soon explained: he speaks 
in fragments, long silences intervene 
with lucidity. (Pound was incarcerated in 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital in America as a 
dangerous paranoid after making 
treasonous radio broadcasts from Italy 
during World War II). His early work was 
enough to make him famous, as well as 
his influence among his contemporaries 
— Eliot. Marianne Moore, Yeats, William 
Carlos Williams. His later work, a very 
long series of "Cantos" paralleling 
Dante's "Divine Comedy" are marked by 
obsessions of conspiracy, anti-semitism, 
early American history and Con¬ 
fucianism. The Paris Review interview 
lakes place from Sunday through Wed¬ 
nesday, is spliced together and edited, 
and the end product is also presented in 
an appendix. 

Pound lived in seclusion and virtual 
silence for another decade with his wife, 
mistress and illegitimate daughter in 
Italy. He died two days after his 87th 
birthday and was buried in San Michele 
near Diaghilev and Stravinsky. It was not 
lo Dante's Paradise that he returned in 
his declining years but to Homer's 
Ithaca. The last sentence of his Paris 
Interview is: "Somebody said that I am 
the last American living the tragedy of 
Europe."

MacLean’s one shining moment Is the 
simultaneous dinner scene. The Det¬ 
weilers are guests for dinner at the 
Fosters on Thursday night and dinner 
guests at the Phillips on Friday night, 
The stage decor is in several blue and 
yellow sections, one representing the 
Fosters' home and the other the Phillips' 
home. The audience sees both couples at 
home, all four on stage simutaneously, 
dialogue switching from one home to the 
other. 

In the second scene of act one we are 
treated to dinner on Thursday and 
Friday. All three couples are seated at 
the same table, which was 
simultaneously set by both hostesses, 
with the Detweilers pivoting in their seats 
to shift attention from one host couple to 
the other. By this means, we knew what 
happened both nights. 

Some fine individual performances 
prevent the show from being a disaster. 
Jane Yoffe, as Fiona, Is clearly the class 
of the show. She realistically portrays the 
adulteress and displays a fine flair for 
light comedy, wonderfully underplaying 
her lines. 

Skip Portney is also very good, and 
very funny, as the light-headed Frank 
Foster. The Fosters' scenes together 
were among the best. Kelly Scott is fine 
as the nervous, innocent Mary Detweiler. 

Matt Cail was best when he was mad, 
but otherwise displayed little stage 
presence and was adequate as William. 

Pamela Werner showed some spirit as 
Theresa Phillips, but suffered in her 
performance because as pretty much a 
straight man to her husband, she had 
little to play off. 

Which brings us to a major problem in 
the show, John Edinburg as Bob.

NEW ENGLAND HORIZONS

MII.I.INOC'KET, Maine (UPI) - The young sound 
comes naturally to radio station WATT. It is staffed by 
elementary school students, and the second-grade disc 
jockeys are the youngest in the nation. 

The station actually is two stations, located in a pair of 
Millinockett grade schools through a $6,000 three-year 
renewable grant from the Maine Department of Educa¬ 
tion. They are aimed at helping students develop writing, 
speaking, oral reading and listening skills. 

Both low carrier current stations, which transmit via 
electrcal wiring in the Aroostook Avenue and Katahdin 
Avenue schools, went on the air in December. Since then, 
program co-ordinator Richard Mcl^ughlin says things 
have been going "better than expected. Youngsters have 
become more aware of speech patterns and writing skills. 
Some youngsters are talking into hair brushes at home to 
practice." 

Md-aughlin, principal of the Aroostook Avenue school, 
says each station is on the air about an hour a day. Plans 
call for both to eventually broadcast throughout the school 
day, with teachers using whatever portion of the broad¬ 
cast fits in with that day’s studies. 

McLaughlin originally proposed the stations, because 
state tests showed students, especially boys, had reading 
and writing problems and that more than one-fourth of the 
hoys did not like school. 

"That points to problems beyond the teaching. You need 
something to stimulate and motivate them," McLaughlin 
says. "Hopefully, that's what these radio stations will do. 

Disc jockeys and staff assignments are rotated through 
grades, with most announcers coming from grades three, 
four and five, but some from the second grade. 

"Most...want lo he disc jockeys. That's one of the more 
responsible positions, so it's something that has to be 
earned that everybody can work for. So, not only are we 
improving language skills, but modifying behavior, too,” 
he said. 

"When we first started, it was mainly a disc jockey type 
thing," McLaughlin said. "But now, it's becoming a little 
bit more refined. We're starting to have a regular radio 
station formal with original writings and using creative 
skills more. As we go along, we plan to write our own 
plays like old time radio. 

"We have live disc jockeys playing records, but the 
other programs are taped the day before lo give the 
students a chance to hear themselves and improve their 
speaking skills," he says. 

The schools have a combined enrollment of 442 students 
in kindergarten through fifth grades. "All are involved in 
one way or another," McLaughlin says. 

The stations broadcast at separate frequencies at the 
lower end of the AM cycle. The local nature of their 
signals means they don't require an FCC license, hut 
some homes near the schools can hear the broadcasts. 

"A lot of parents can pick this up and foUow the 
progress of the radio station and the youngsters," 
Md-aughlin said. 

"Kids are saying ‘we enjoy coiiung to school now.' It's 
motivating the youngsters," 

He says disc jockeys play music they like "so we have a 
lot of rock and roll,” but "we’ll try to sneak in a little hit of 
the other kinds of music eventually to develop music 
appreciation." 

There have also been some unexpected results of the 
broadcasts. "For one thing, some of our students are 
starling to call themselves by their full names, complete 
with middle initial," he says. 

"It's the most exciting thing that ever happened. You 
turn on the radio and hear the kids. It’s the only 
elementary radio station m the country. ^ .

PETERBOROUGH. N.H. (UPI) - Just tinkering 
around makes Pierre de Beaumont $15 million a year — 
and he doesn't even do the tinkering. 

It’s done by millions of American home handymen in 
the higher income brackets, using the specialized in¬ 
dustrial tools de Beaumont sells through his Brookstone 
Co. catalogue. 

Three times a year, the new Brookstone catalogue hits 
the mail. 14 million customers sit down to drool, and or¬ 
ders start to pour in to an ever-growing mail order center 
in New Hampshire's scenic Monadnock region. 

Brookstone is the Tiffany's of the home tool business, in 
price as well as quality. You won't find a 65 cent plastic- 
handled screwdriver in the catalogue, but you will find a 
$4.25 11-inch beauty of tooled steel with an oval hardwood 
handle. 

Need some power metal sheers to cut 15 feet of sheet 
steel per minute? How about super-long handled garden 
rakes, forks and hoes that eliminate bending? A form to 
make concrete blocks? A drill bit sharpener, internal pipe 
wrench, precision clock oiler' 1 What about some tiny 
scissors designed for eye surgery but useful for 
decoupage, sewing or cutting electronic insulation? 

Those are a handful of the 650 specialized tools carried 
in the latest catalogue, along with more esoteric items 
like a twohandled woodworker's inshave, and a wicked 
blade to scoop out contour wooden chair seats. That's one 
tool Anthony Anable refers to when he says "some of our 
customers buy things just because they like the looks of 
it." 

Nearly 200 employees process orders, inspect tools, 
package and address shipments and send boxes rolling 
down a conveyor straight into tractortrailer trucks which 
rush them nightly lo the U.S. Postal Service sorting center 
at Springfield, Mass. 

"What is it a customer wants most of all? He wants his 
purchase fast," said Anable, who writes the glowing copy 
for every item in the tool catalogue, and its companion 
gift and gourmet kitchenware catalogue. 

De Beaumont started Brookstone in 1965 in a spare 
room at his Worthington, Mass., home, because he was 
bored with early retirement. He had one career as an 
engineer for Packard, troubleshooting at industrial plants 
during World War II, and another as a car dealer. 

"Pete had always been an inveterate tinkerer. His idea 
was industrial tools could be presented to the amateur for 
use in his own shop. Since these tools were pretty esoteric, 
there was no way he could get hold of them without an 
industrial catalogue,” Anable said. 

De Beaumont and his wife, Mary Deland de Beaumont, 
ordered about 40 tools and pul little advertisements in 
Popular Science and Popular Mechanics. In three and one 
half years, they packed $300,000 worth of tools on the 
kitchen table, ran out of help to hire in their smaU village, 
and expanded to new buildings in Peterborough. 

Rich Chollet, a Harvard Business School graduate, 
came In as general manager, catalogues got fuller and 
flossier, and Brookstone was on its way to grossuig $15 
million annually. 

A key ingredient of Brookstone's success is fancy de¬ 
scriptions which give the tinkerer some idea what his new 
toys can do. They appear not only in the catalogue, bul 
also in sealed plastic signs next to each tool displayed on 
mahogany tables in the company stores. 

The first store was opened in a corner of the Peter¬ 
borough warehouse as a convemenee lo the local folks. 

“Much to our surprise, it turned out lo be one of THE 
tourist attractions in the Monadnock region," Anable 
said. "People from all over the country who have received 
uur catalogues say they came 100 miles out of the way

WARWICK, R.I. iUPIi - When British war 
correspondent John Langdon-Davies covered the Spanish 
Civil War in 1937, a child wandered up with a note. 

"This is my son," the note said. “I will be shot by time 
you find him." 

Langdon-Davies was moved. He wrote friends in 
London and New York, pleading for money to help war- 
orphaned Spanish children. 

With that, Foster Parents Plan got off to a modest start. 

The organization today is headquartered in this Provi¬ 
dence suburb and supports 95,000 children worldwide. It is 
dedicated to teaching kids how to better their lives 
without being torn from their families. 

Foster Parents helped European children get a fresh 
start after World War II. Once they were back on their 
feet, the plan took its resources to struggling people of 
about 15 countries in Latin America, Africa and Asia. 

"We don't want children to have to be abandoned to an 


institution or abandoned to the street," said George W 
Ross, the plan’s international executive director. 

A foster parent pays $19 monthly. Nearly three-quarters 
J the organization's $18 million income goes directly 
overseas. 

When the plan designates a family as needy, one child is 
deemed the foster child, although the aid goes to the whole 
family. 

"It's easier for them (the foster parent) to understand 
uivolvement with a particular child," Ross said. 

Thirty field directors and assistants hired from the local 
work force organize the overseas programs. Many of the 
field directors are former members of the U.S. Peace 
Corps or the Canadian University Service Overseas. 

Their main function is to help families to develop ob¬ 
jectives and to find ways to meet them, Ross said. 

Simple tasks like repairing a leaky roof and enrolling 
children in school are tackled first. Then, there are more 


difficult projects, such as diversifying crops or digging a 
well for fresh water. 

"You do this over and over again," he said. "They have 
been so involved in trying to stay alive, they've never sal 
down to figure out where they want to go." 

The plan assists children until they reach 18 years of 
age. 

It moves out of countries as families learn to survive on 
their own. 

'' We want to help children. We don't want to be a crutch. 
We are not a relief agency handing out food to starving 
nations," Ross said. "We leave behind a country of 
trained human beings." 

Foster parents hail from the U.S., Canada, the 
Netherlands, Australia and Britain. Ross attributes his 
organization’s recruiting success to close ties encouraged 
between donors and children.

Westwood’s prime 
feature for home buyers is 
its convenient mix of city 
and country, according to 
one local realtor. 

It is a town with a distinct 
country flavor, yet down¬ 
town Boston is only a 40 
minute drive away.

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Needham is still Carter's home 


One hundred and thirteen 
yers ago, a man came to 
this country with ten 
shillings in his pocket and a 
knowledge of knitting 
machines. 

1 From that humble 
beginning, the William 
Carter Company started in 
Needham in 1865. Today, 113 
years later, the William 
CarterCompany is a multi- 
million dollar business 
employing more than 5,200 
persons in twelve plants 
and fourteen sales offices, 
and producting 58 12 million 
garments a year. Needham 
is still 

William Carter, the 
founder of the firm, came to 
this country in 1855 at the 
age of 25. Carter got a job in 
New York. In three months 
he did get to Portsmouth 
but a strike soon ended his 
job there. He started back 
on foot and mended pots 
and pans along the route 
until he reached Roxbury 


I 


where he was able to get 
work at his trade. 

Three long years passed, 
years of small wages, long 
hours and little spare time 
or money. But with small 
gains he was ableto pur¬ 
chase a piece of land and for 
the sum of $175, built a 
house at the corner of 
Hunnewell and Highland 
Avenue. A part of the kit¬ 
chen became a workshop 
and it was there on a hand- 
frame that William and 
Martha Lee Carter turned 
out the first Carter's 
product, a cardigan jacket. 
Willliam then journeyed ten 
miles to Boston by foot to 
show it to a jobber. The 
jobber was pleased with the 
jacket and said he would 
take all that young Carter 
could make at $45 a dozen. 

They did well on this class 
of work and soon the Car¬ 
ter's were able to employ 
one or two helpers. 

After Carter paid off all 


the debts, business began to 
pick up and he brought his 
two sons, Horace A. and 
William H. , into the firm 
when they were still young 
men. 

A new corporate set-up 
was effected in 1901 by the 
establishment of the Carter 
Company of Maine, with 
William Carter as 
President and two sons as 
officers- William H. serving 
as vice-president and 
Horace A. serving as 
treasurer and clerk. 

In 1912, the present 
Massachusetts corporation 
was founded, and on the 
death of William Carter in 
1918, his son William suc¬ 
ceeded him as president’ 
with the younger Horace 
serving as vice-president 
and treasurer. In fact, two 
of William Carter’s 

The company is now 
headed by Leo J. Feuer, 
president. Richard G. 
Holland is executive vice¬ 


president, and both men are 
also directors of the firm. 

The home office at 
Needham is the nerve 
center of the William Carter 
Company.

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The Ups and Downs 
of Hang Gliding 


Even if the closest 
experience you 've had to 
flying was jumping off the 
playground swing in first 
grade, you can learn to 
waft through the air in a 
matter of weeks.

If you’ve ever caught sight of a 
speck of a person dangling from a 
speck of a kite way on high, you're 
witness to this decade’s newest 
breed of birdmen. Supported only 
by a harness attached to a 
billowing glider, they float 
nonchalantly over us all, leaving 
snarled traffic and bewildered 
helicopters in their wake. They are 
wild, they are free, but they are not 
crazy. They're simply participants 
in a sport that's becoming the rage 
all over the country — hang 
gliding. 

Anyone trying hang gliding even 
forty years ago would probably 
have been slapped straight into an 
asylum. But hang gliding is 
developing a new reputation as a 
safe, relaxing and booming sport. 
The United States Hang Gliding 
Association (USHGA) alone boasts 
thousands of members; and expects 
more. 

Hang gliding, predictably, 
originated in California in the early 
sixties. Also predictably, it’s taken 
a while to gain popularity in the 
traditionally cautious northeast. 
Now, though, scores of 
Massachusetts men and women are 
masterfully navigating through the 
changeable New England winds. 
They take off from Mount 
Greylock in Adams, Skinner State 
Park in Hadley, and various 
mountains in New Hampshire and 
Connecticut. 

How to Do It 

If you're blessed with a curious 
nature, strong arms and an even 
stronger disregard for acrophobia, 
you too might like to try your 
wings. As with many sports, 
however, instruction is required. 
Hang gliding, while thrilling, just 
isn’t a sport for daredevils. It’s 
downright dangerous to try it on 
your own. 

Finding a course in 
Massachusetts isn’t hard. Nor, for 
that matter, is it difficult to learn 
how. Even if the closest experience 
you've had to flying was jumping 
off the playground swing in first 
grade, you can team to waft 
through the air in a matter of 
weeks. One of the most popular 
places giving lessons is Aeolus 
Hang Glider, Inc., which also 
manufactures all its own gliders. 
Named after the Greek god of the 
winds, Aeolus holds court on the 
gentle, rolling slopes of the Groton 
Hills Ski Area in Groton. 

Aeolus is run by Chuck Searle 
and David Pinkston, two young 


men who fell in love with hang 
gliding years ago and decided to 
make it a full time occupation. 
Many others, they say, have too. 
Classes of IS to 30 beginners each 
weekend are not uncommon in the 
summer, and the participants range 
from nine to 72 years old. 

“The thing to keep in mind," 
says Searle, "is that this is a sane 
sport. It's exciting, and it is safe if 
it’s done properly.” 

Aeolus insures that things are 
done properly. Its beginner's class 
is a relatively tame experience. It 
does, however, require brawn. For 
starters, there’s the glider. It’s 
called a Rogallo type, after the 
inventor who fashioned it back in 
the fifties. Resembling an 
enormous, delta shaped bat, it's got 
an aluminum frame with several 
supporting wires attached. Hie 
frame is a squat “T”, with a 
triangular base and bars running 
from nose to tail. The sails, 
brilliantly striped with 
combinations of yellow, purple, 
blue and white, aft made of 
Dacron, which doesn’t tear easily. 
In total, the glider weighs 35 to 40 
pounds. 

Though the sport’s called hang 
gliding, you're not expected to 
dangle by your arms from the 
thing. Instead, pilots are strapped 
into a woven harness, which snaps 
into a hook on the frame. 

Hang gliding instruction doesn't 
begin with the glider, however. It 
begins with a manual and two solid 
hours of classroom time devoted to 
what a hang glider does and how to 
operate it. Aeolus’ classroom 
session is held in a blue school bus, 


parked right at the foot of the Ski 
Area. During class, you can view 
gliders alternately swooping and 
stumbling down the hill. Realizing 
that everyone isn't a pro helps to 
relieve rebellious, queasy stomachs 
and the feeling that once you’re up 
on the hill, you may never return 
whole. 

After the classroom session, 
there's ground school, which 
acquaints novices with the glider 
and its peculiarities. Mainly, it 
prepares students for carrying the 
glider up the slope, and making the 
necessary running start for takeoff 
from the top. 

In the air, gliders look lovely. 

But in ground school, you become 
familiar with a whole new and not 
so lovely aspect of gliders — 
weight. Forty pounds doesn't 
sound like much until you’re 
running through the snow while 
supporting the wildly flapping 
contraption on your shoulders and 
forearms. There’s also the chant 
"Run faster, faster, FASTER I" 
from the peanut gallery. After 
about 20 feet, collapse is 
guaranteed, with the glider settling 
over its hapless victim like a 
monstrous, man eating butterfly. 
Expect a great workout for biceps 
and triceps in ground school. Also 
expect to tumble with the glider — 
frequently. 

Mercifully, the instructors at 
Aeolus aren't sadists. They don't 
expect completion of more than a 
few runs. When exhaustion’s begun 
to set in, ground school’s officially 
over. There’s some time allowed to 
pant a bit; then it's a quick jaunt 


up the slopes, to watch a more 
experienced glider do his stuff. 

The more experienced glider 
tends to puff and strut a little 
before rank beginners. But he isn't 
an expert, and more often than not 
ends up making a beautiful flight 
straight into the ground. The best 
thing to do is take note of his 
mistakes. The knowledge comes in 
handly on the following weekend 
when, for the courageous, the first 
flying hour is scheduled. 

In the Air . . . almost 
This time around, you head 
directly for the slopes. The woven 
harness is strapped on your back, 
the trusty hang glider's now firmly 
in hand. One third of the way up, 
you stop, snap the harness into the 
frame, and survey the territory to 
be won. At this moment, the calm 
little hill may take on the look of 
Mount Washington. The stalwart 
instructor refuses your frenzied 
demand to sit it out on the nearest 
snowbank, and you're ready to go. 

The glider’s in position, the wind 
is right. There’s a deep gulp, the 
first tentative foot forward. 
Suddenly, you're charging fiercely 
down the incline. The sails billow 
out, and miraculously, the heavy 
metal frame lifts skyward. You are 
flying, you are flying .... 

Splat. No, you’re not. The 
glider's nose is solidly entrenched 
in the snow. A strange, numb 
sensation has pervaded your left 
arm. You remove your left arm 
from its position under your back. 
Time to try again. 

Very athletic souls may be flying 
before the hour's up. But hopping a 
few airborne feet at a time is more 


the norm for the rest of us. The 
instructor says not to be 
discouraged (which you are), and to 
come back next weekend for 
another chance. 

Only weekends of practice get 
beginners up into the skies. More 
bump and more frustrations await 
you. At last, however, there's that 
glorious moment when the glider 
pushes off the earth, legs stop 
churning. Floating on the wind, 

. you see, as if for the first time, the 
| vast and gorgeous panorama 
below. 

| Beginners arc often awed by 


' tales of the greats who've flown 



flew for eight hours up the New 
England coast, coming down only 
for dinner. Or take, for example, 
the hardy and fearless devotee who 
climbed up to 18,000 feet, where 
the air was thin and the world 
stretched out beneath him. A 
beginner may be tempted to set his 
sights even higher, striving for 
fame in the clouds. 

All this is well and good, but .it 
detracts from the original aim of 
hang gliding. It's not a contest 
sport. It's a solitary pleasure, a 
personal conquest of the air. Since 
Leonardo da Vinci designed wings 
out of cane and silk, men have 
wanted to fly. They’ve dreamed of 
being peacefully suspended on the 
breeze, gaining a whole new 
perspective on the land they've 
seen only in maps. Now, in 1978, 
the dream can come true. 

Notes: 

Aeolus Hang Glider, Inc., holds 
courses for beginners every 
Saturday and Sunday at the 
Groton Hills Ski Area in Groton. 
A beginner's course includes 
classroom instruction, ground 
school, and two one hour flying 
sessions. The cost is S35. Subse¬ 
quent flying lessons are 87, which 
includes rental of a glider and 
instruction. Reservations for all 
lessons and courses must be made in 
advance, by calling Aeolus at 486-

Going outside for some 
good healthy physical exertion 
seems like a brilliant idea. You herd 
the troops into the yard or nearest 
vacant lot and organize a game of 
touch football. 

Within 15 minutes your sister- 
in-law is sitting alone and ignored 
back in your kitchen, your three- 
year-old is screaming because she's 
too small to play, and your ten- 
year-old is accusing the other team 
of cheating. One of the neighbor¬ 
hood kids has a bloody lip. Sound 
familiar? But listen, it doesn’t have 
to be this way. 

Now there is a way you can 
gather the clan for games and really 
enjoy it. New Games are the 
answer. New Games are for people 
of all ages, sizes, and abilities. They 
are for everyone who wants to play 
and no one has to be afraid of 
getting hurt. There are New 


Games for two people and others 
for two hundred. Some can be 
played competitively and others 
have no real object except bringing 
people together for pleasure and 
sharing. Some are variations of old 
games and others have been freshly 
hatched. 

New Games are the inspiration 
of Stewart Brand of Whole Earth 
Catalog fame. When asked to stage 
a public event back in 1966 by the 
War Resisters League at San Fran 
cisco State College, Brand joined 


the pacifists and war resisters who 
opposed warfare in any form, 
including competitive games and 
staged a battle over Earth. He con¬ 
structed a six-foot-diameter, 
canvas and rubber pushball painted 
with continents, oceans and cloud 
formations. 

The Earthball was thrown out 
into a big field. One group was to 
try and throw it over the row of 
flags at one end of the field while 
the other group tried to toss it over 
the fence at the other end. 


Although the action was fast and 
spirited, the game went on for over 
an hour without a score. As 
descirbcd in the introduction to 
The New Games Book, "The 
players had been competing, but 
not to win. Their unspoken and 
accepted agreement had been to 
play as long and hard as possible.” 

The New Games Book 
(Doubleday, 1976; S4.95) is the 
creation of the New Games Foun¬ 
dation, a non-profit foundation 
dedicated to spreading the concept 
of New Games. It contains the 
guidelines for over sixty games, all 
of them categorized according to 
the number of players needed and 
energy level required (very active, 
active, moderate). We say “guide¬ 
lines” instead of “rules” because 
part of the New Games philo¬ 
sophy is that you can change these 
as long as all players agree on 
what's fair. This way you can make 
the game whatever you want it to 
be, and soon you may find that 
you’ve invented a new New Game. 

The games are easy to learn and 
require little equipment. One of the 
best ones for getting started is 
Stand Up. Here you sit on the 
ground, backs facing and elbows 
linked. Now you try to stand up. 
Start with two or three people, 
adding others as they become 
interested. Once you manage to get 
up, try to sit back down without 
becoming unlinked. The bigger the 


group, the more cooperation that is 
required. You're in for lots of 
stumbling, bumping and giggling 
as you try to master this one. 

Caterpillar is another easy 
game. Everyone lies on their 
stomachs, side by side. Stuff little 
people between big people and 
pack together close. The person at 
the end of the line rolls onto the 
next person and down the row of 
bodies. At the end of the line, she 
lies down on her stomach next to 
the last person, and the next person 
at the beginning end starts rolling. 
According to the book, “Once you 
get your momentum going, there 
will be no stopping you, as your 
human caterpillar advances over 
meadows and hills.” 

The New Games Book also 
includes advice on organizing your 
own New Games tournament, sug¬ 
gestions for New Games referees, a 
section on making and buying 
equipment needed for some of the 
games, and dozens of photographs 
of people laughing, stretching, 
rolling, catching, and hugging, and 
generally having a terrific time 
together. If you would like to

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Coming Home 


Coming Home epitomizes 
only the most sentimental, 
self-righteous attitudes of 
what used to be called the 
Movement. 


Coming Home. 

Directed by Hal Ashby. Written by 
Waldo Salt and Robert Jones. 
Starring Jane Fonda, Jon Voight 
and Bruce Dem. At the Charles.

Coming Home, the first "serious" 
film about returning Vietnam vets 
and the domestic pressures of the 
War, is caught between being of 
the 60s and about the 60s. Its 
cliches are familiar from the last 
twelve years of youth movies — 
there's even a lyrical run on a beach 
with a boy, two girls and a balloon. 
Moreover, the cliches, too, are now 
loaded with nostalgia. The film 
may have been made too late. Five 
years ago, when Jane Fonda first 
wanted to get it on-screen, it could 
have captured more of the spirit of 
the times — what writer and 
former Vietnam war correspon¬ 
dent Gloria Emerson summarizes 
as "the passion, the mutinous joy 
and the terror." Instead, the movie 
seems like a genuine but hazy 
memory. It epitomizes, however 
unconsciously, only the most senti¬ 
mental, self-righteous attitudes of 
what used to be called the 


Movement: 

1. "We're OK, you 're not. ’’ The 
counter-culture was more than a 
social-political anti-Establishment 
upsurge, k was also a club. Those 
outside the club, who lacked the 
right tastes in music and toxicants 
as well as politics, were suspect. 
Coming Home intends to sym¬ 
pathize with the men who fought in 
Vietnam. Both its male leads are 
veterans: Jon Voight has already 
served his term at the movie's start 
and is now a paraplegic in a vet’s 
hospital; Bruce Dem, a gung-ho 
Marine, goes into combat and gets 
sent back with a bum leg. Bearded 
and beaded, Voight is a nascent 
countcrculturist. We expect the 
movie to parallel the experience of 
these two men. But when Dem 
comes home he's as deranged with 
bitterness (over not being a “hero") 
as he was with patriotism before he 
left. Voight only talks to him long 
enough to keep him from killing his 
wife, mumbling inanities like “I 
know where you’re coming from." 
We are left to wonder why each vet 
turned out as he did. I suspect that 
to the filmmakers, the close- 
cropped Dem is a hopeless man of 
the 50s, lacking that special, sexy 
elan that marks the counter¬ 
culture. They make him look 
foolish: he’s better with gadgets 
than with his beautiful wife, Jane 
Fonda, and his one red badge of 
courage is self-inflicted. In short, 


the film writes Dem off when it 
should embrace him. The film¬ 
makers are like the demonstrators 
in the movie, who flash a peace 
sign at Dem, which prods him into 
giving them the finger. The entire 
movie is like that — a series of 
flashing symbols. 

2. "Allyou need is love." Voight 
starts out as an angry young man, 
especially disgusted by the compla¬ 
cency of state-side Americans and 
the indignities suffered by crippled 
veterans like himself. Fonda, who 
cheered for his football playing in 
high school, volunteers to work at 
his hospital while her husband is 
away. The two fall in love; Voight 
abruptly turns from a white 
panther to a pussycat. There's an 
up-and-down ratio between the 
amount of love Voight gets and the 
amount of social action he 
performs. When Fonda visits Dem 
in Hong Kong, Voight goes on a 
one-man protest-rampage (partly 
inspired by the suicide of a friend). 
When Fonda returns and they 
finally get it on, Voight once again 
begins to purr. You could take 
these plot developments as an argu¬ 
ment against romance. But the 
movie argues just the opposite — 
that only people of good heart find 
true love, so if everyone found it 
the world's problems would 
disappear. Fonda's do when she 
sleeps with Voight: he gives her 
orgasms, he lets her hair go 


naturally curly, he encourages her 
work — things Dem never did. 
Coming Home reminds you that 
just as many counter-culturists as 
squares cried at Love Story. 

3. "There is no past and no 
future; apocalypse notv." There 
isn't a pa.-ent or an older character 
of consequence in the entire movie, 
and I don’t remember a child. 
People seem caught in the here- 
and-now, depending only on the 
friends around them. Two 
characters commit suicide without 
crying to relatives for help. This 
emotional isolationism is true to 
the saddest parts of the 60s — the 
self-aggrandizing melancholy and 
generalized surliness of its youth. 

4. "Freedom is messy; therefore 
messiness is freedom." This movie 
is as loose-jointed, garrulous and 
incoherent as a Bob Dylan parody. 
Scenes run on without rhythm or 
dramatic consistency — some 
moments are excitingly improvisa- 
tional, others are stagy and melo¬ 
dramatic. Fonda's and Voight’s big 
love scene seems to outlast the 
War; the gauzy depiction of oral 
sex shows where the movie's head 
is really at. The only dramatic con¬ 
viction comes from Voight's per¬ 
formance. He has, as always, a 
quicksilver expressiveness, but he’s 
added new ripples of muscle and 
voice that can bellow. With more 
bulk and grit, he’s become that 
ideal blending of old and new male 


ideals, the Sensitive Macho (like 
Alan Bates in An Unmarried 
Woman or Kris Kristofferson in 
anything.) His seduction of Fonda, 
who turns from an uptight empty- 
head into a smart, with-it woman, 
is romantically compelling, but her 
loosening-up is more like a psy¬ 
chological striptease than a 
character development. After the 
first hour, Fonda is an emotional 
cashier with no new emotions to 
register. The entire film becomes 
a series of anti climaxes. 

It's hard to imagine audiences 
emerging from the movie with 
ideas different from the ones they 
brought in. Coming Home might 
have served at least an informa¬ 
tional purpose, if it followed up on 
the plight of handicapped war 
veterans. But that subject fades as 
soon as the Voight-Fonda love 
team blooms. For an authentic 
view of how a paraplegic feels 
about his fate, youll have to read 
Ron Kovic's bitter, heart-rending 
Bom on the Fourth of July. 

Coming Home brings back more 
feelings from the war years than 
The Boys in Company C, which is 
an incompetent World War II 
combat saga in contemporary 
dress. But Caming Home comes off 
mainly as a romantic idyll — a 
glorification of a time when social 
barriers and morals could be 
relaxed enough for a hippie para¬ 
plegic to sleep with a soldier's wife.

Ashes 

By David Rudkin. At The Next 
Move Theatre, 955 Boylston 
Street, Boston, 536-0600.

On the surface at least, David 
Rudkin's Ashes is a wry and har¬ 
rowing account of a couple’s futile 
struggle to become parents. Colin 
and Anne, though they labor 
busily-a-night in fervent love- 
making, cannot conceive a child: 
something in their bodies’ chem¬ 
istry betrays them. They consult a 
mob of gynecologists, semenolo- 
gists, psychologists, gurus and 
social workers. They diet, they 
exercise, they perform coitus by 
chart and clock (“It's like planning 
a moonshot," grumbles Colin). 
Anne endures alkaline douches, 
experimental sexual positions, the 
well-intentioned but hurtful advice 
of friends and relatives. Colin 
masturbates into test tubes, bathes 
his ballocks in cold water, and 
agonizes over his bisexuality. 

After months of undignified, 
funny and ultimately wearisome 


exertions, Anne finally "ignites a 
brat." But her pregnancy is a 
fragile one, and her sheltering 
womb becomes a crematorium. She 
leaks blood. She suffers a mis¬ 
carriage. The twins she has been 
carrying die, and her womb is cut 
away in an operation. The brutal 
regimens, the scientific hocus- 
pocus the emotional and physical 
damage have been for nothing. 

Undaunted, Colin and Anne peti 
tion an adoption agency for a child. 
They undergo a battery of inter¬ 
views. After Colin’s visit to Belfast 
to attend the funeral of an uncle 
killed by a terrorist bomb (Colin's 
militant family rejects him as an 
absentee Irishman), he learns that 
his and Anne’s application has been 
denied. 

This is the last of a series of 
blows. Together Colin and Anne 
have experienced a peeling away of 
hopes and identities: they have 
given up their respective careers as 
playwright and actress to settle in 
the English Midlands; their tribal 
link to Colin’s family has been 
severed; they have lost all hope of 
parenthood. Simply put, Colin and 
Anne have been robbed of past and 
future. Only the stunted, leafless 
trunk of their relationship remains. 

The last line of Ashes is unfin¬ 
ished. Colin murmurs, “Whatever 
is ...”; the rest of Pope's famous 
affirmation of the rational order of 


the universe is conspicuously 
omitted. In Colin and Anne's world 
— the world of unaccommodated 
modem man — instinct and hope 
are blighted, science and reason 
offer small relief, “Old Bitch 
Nature" works her "will without 
mercy.” The heroism of Colin and 
Anne lies in their acceptance of 
life's grim mysteries without 
asking for pity, and in the reaffir¬ 
mation of their love. It and they 
survive. 

Since Rudkin is a poet as well as 
a dramatist, he heightens his 
account of one couple's infertility 
into a meditation on nature, on free 
will, on the sterility of modem life. 
The fate of Colin and Anne 
reminds us that to suffer and 
endure in the face of a pitiless 
universe, is to live victoriously. 
Ashes, then, becomes a modem 
tragedy in which blind, indifferent 
Nature replaces the meddling gods 
of old. Perhaps the foremost 
achievement of the play is that its 
two protagonists function on one 
level as credible characters whose 
joy and agony we share, and on 
another, as living metaphors for 
our time. 

The rough magic of Rudkin's 
script — its raw and uncompro¬ 
mising language, its use of sym¬ 
bolic correlatives (a dead chick in a 
spoiled egg, a pet cat’s killing of a 
goldfinch, an ambulance atten¬ 


dant’s references to the Nazi death 
camps, a terrorist bomb hurled at 
innocents), its thematic repetition 
of images — builds to a bleak, 
absurdist vision of life similar to 
that of Rudkin's great contem 
poraries, Beckett and Pinter. 

Yet how easy it would have been 
for Rudkin, given the nature of his 
subject, to have sentimentalized the 
plight of Colin and Anne. How 
admirable that he resists the 
temptation. Rudkin ruthlessly, 
relentlessly denies us the comfort of 
tears. His earthy diction, his resort 
to ugly images (blood-soaked 
napkins are repeatedly shown) 
undercut our easy emotional 
involvement. We are asked to feel, 
yes — but to think as well. (We are 
even denied the relief of an inter 
mission during this disturbing two- 
hour play.) 

Ashes is the Next Move’s first 
venture into serious drama. Hither¬ 
to this company has specialized in 
light fare — the improvisations! 
zaniness of The Next Move Revue, 
the parodistic fripperies of Tom 
Stoppard's The Real Inspector 
Hound. With Emma, a biographical 
play about the great anarchist 
Emma Goldman, The Next Move 
failed to find a proper tone or treat¬ 
ment, partly because the script’s 
sentimentality belied the play’s 
political message, partly because 
the large Next Move cast was 


composed of actors more adept at 
farce than at social drama. 

In Ashes director Peter 
Thompson has wisely cast the 
troupe’s premiere “serious" actors, 
Geraldine Librandi and Gil 
Schwartz. He elicits from them 
tough, unsentimental, provocative 
performances. Librandi has the 
capacity of great actresses to 
suggest a beauty which she docs 
not naturally possess. Unattrac¬ 
tively clad, sparely made up, she 
makes of Anne a rich and credible 
character. Librandi deftly nego¬ 
tiates the transitions from hope, 
humor and love to pain and despair 
without striking a single false note. 
A performance of the first order. 

Schwartz, initially uncomfort 
able with Rudkin’s Anglo-Irish 
rhythms, grows in power as the 
play develops. The previous work 
of this burly actor has been marked 
by an ability to suggest deep 
emotion even in his quiet moments. 
His underplaying of Colin in Ashes 
takes us between, under his lines to 
the heart of the man. Schwartz’s 
carefully modulated portrayal 
provides splendid counterpoint to 
Librandi’s vibrant acting. 

Ashes is not the kind of light, 
mindless entertainment The Next 
Move has proffered in the past. It 
is, rather, their first foray into 
theatrical art — and it does not 
disappoint.

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This North Shore 
Nathan’s of seafood 
believes in doing one 
thing well, and to hell 
with the trimmings.

All last summer and fall people told 
me about this great place to go for 
fried clams. “Woodman’s", they 
would say, "is terrific. Not a lot of 
atmosphere, but great food." I filed 
it under ‘Places to go when I get 
around to it,’ and forgot all about 
it, until we found ourselves on the 
North Shore late one Sunday 
afternoon, a few weeks ago. The 
day was damp and still icy, the flats 
on either side of the road looked 
like lunar glaciers. “Who", we 
wondered, "would go to a clam 
joint on a day like this?” The 
answer was, everyone who could 
get out of their houses and into 
their cars. As we walked through 
the vast parking lot at Woodman’s, 
we fell in behind a family group, 
two children and their father. The 
smaller child whiffed the air and 
said, “I smell steak”. His brother, a 
wordly six, corrected him. “I", he 
proclaimed with all the wisdom of 
age, “smell fried clams”. So did I. 
In fact, it was hard not to, as the 
homey aroma of things fried wafted 
across most of Essex. 

Inside, Woodman's looks like the 


steerage section of the Staten 
Island Ferry: benches painted 
green, and benches that aren't any 
color to speak of, and matching 
tables, some of which are just low 
enough to crack your knees on if 
you get up in a hurry. None of this 
really matters, because the point of 
the exercise is to eat good seafood, 
and that is well and truly done, at a 
price that will let you eat at one of 
those fancy places with red 
bordello wallpaper next week if you 
want to. 

The day I was there, the place 
was crowded, but not packed, 
which brings me to the consumer 
tip of the month: Find a Table 
First, unless you relish the prospect 


of wandering around with your 
tray, looking for a place to perch. 
In fact, you could split up your 
party, send someone to scout a 
table, someone to stand in line to 
order, and someone to collect 
ketchup and drinks. 

My companion, who ordered 
fried clams, and ate, not to say 
devoured, them with every 
evidence of joy, reported that the 
clams were great, not greasy at all, 
tasty and sweet. 1 sampled one or 
two, and they were not bad. I’m a 
Yankee by heritage and by 
inclination, but I spent my 
formative-years far from the sea, 
and I have to admit, at the risk of 
being heretical, that 1 don’t much 


like clams, unless they're dolled up 
with a lot of garlic and parsley. I 
chose scallops, instead, and they 
were very good indeed, about two 
dozen small ocean scallops, each 
roughly the size of a large marble, 
but much better eating. Both the 
clams and the scallops came on 
pasteboard plates piled high with 
French-fried potatoes and onion 
rings. The potatoes were okay, and 
the onions approached tempura, 
crisp and lacy, the color of summer 
sunlight. Everything can be eaten 
with the fingers, which is just as 
well, since the only available 
cutlery might better be termed 
impalery, it’s an implement about 
the size and shape of a popsicle 


Steamers, big ones, are also on 
hand, sandy, but some people take 
this as a sign of authenticity. If you 
really don't like seafood (although, 
if you don't, I don't know why 
you'd go to Woodman's), you can 
order fried chicken. Cold beer is the 
logical accompaniment to fried 
seafood, and it comes in a large 
plastic cup, for 75t. There is also a 
bar, dispensing cocktails, and soft 
drinks, both hot and cold. (There 
was no diet soda, the day 1 was 
there, but when you're eating fried 
clams, it seems silly to quibble over 
a few extra calories.) 

There are no desserts to speak 
of. The vending machine which 
disburses sweets was empty on my 
visit. This North Shore Nathan's of 
seafood believes in doing one thing 
well, and to hell with the 
trimmings. 

Notes: 

Woodman’s is at 121 Main Street, 
in Essex. During cool weather, it's 
open daily II am to 9 pm, until 10 
pm on Friday and Saturday. Prices 
range from S2.85 for fried chicken 
to S4.50 for the combination 
(seafood) plate. Lobster is priced by 
weight. Ketchup is free, but if you 
scant tartar sauce, you 'll have to 
buy a little jar of Cain’s. No credit 
cards, and no reservations. Cal! 
768-6451 for information on the 
ssvitch to summer hours.

The first directorial effort for screen¬ 
writer Paul ( Taxi Driver) Schrader, 
this is ultimately an antiunion look at 
the frenzied life on an auto plant 
assembly line. The film is convincing in 
its portrayal of the workplace, but it is 
suspiciously ambiguous in identifying 
the villain here. How can management 
be the bad guys, if the union safe is the 
target of the robbery plan by Richard 
Pryor, Harvey Keitel and Yaphct 
Koffo? And how come the relatively 
progressive United Auto Workers 
Union comes off looking like a band of 
Teamster thugs? Interesting questions 
to ponder when viewing this “paean to 
the proletariat."

Coma 

Robin Cook's novel about the organ 
racket has been turned into a clean, 
exciting thriller by Dr. Michael Crich¬ 
ton. It has no real personality and no 
larger sense of evil.

A look back to the 60s and the War, 
which proves conclusively that plati¬ 
tudes do not a movie make.

The Fury 

Brian DePalma's biggest film yet is 
also Frank Yablans' third independent 
production, after Silver Streak and 
The Other Side of Midnight. All of 
DePalma's hysterical eye is in evidence, 
but the adolescent, feverish resent¬ 
ment of Carrie has turned into heart¬ 
less exploitation of a nonsensical story, 
agonized and abused characters and of 


a hanging audience who may just laugh 
at the 'what-the-hell, go-to-hell' ending. 
ESP is the hook for the film, but the 
real purpose of a hook is to draw blood. 
Fine performances from Kirk Douglas, 
John Cassavetes, Carrie Snodgress and 
Fiona Lewis; Amy Irving is good at 
being distraught, but she needs to look 
as if she’s lived a bit more.

Handle With Care 

Promising young director Jonathan 
Demme uses CB as a measure of 
middle-American schizophrenia in a 
lively, unpretentious social comedy 
wonderfully performed by Paul Le 
Mat, Marcia Rodd, Bruce McGill and a 
host of fresh faces.

Glenda Jackson 
is the rapier-tongued woman wooed by 
widower Matthau, in this cynical and 
bitter film that somehow projects an air 
of bemused tolerance.

The Man Who Loved Women 

A distressing but clinching proof of 
Truffaut's decline, just as children were 
sentimentalized for the first time in 
Small Change, so alarmingly here 
Truffaut condones a vicious Don Juan 
and tries to assert that there is a life 
force in him. The film leers at the 
women and turns them into a parade of 
obliging legs. Worst of all, the filming 
is drab and inert — no feeling for 
place, no humor, no empasaion.

30 Years Of Tourism To Israel

The story of the last thirty 
years of tourism to Israel 
portrays the climax of a cen¬ 
turies long epic. For Israel is 
the world’s oldest tourist de¬ 
stination. 

For thousands of years, 
visitors have walked, rid¬ 
den, sailed and flown to Is¬ 
rael. 2500 years ago it wasn’t 
unusual for a million pil¬ 
grims to coiverge on 
Jerusalem for Passover. 
Romans spent vacations at 
Caesarea and Tiberias. And 
after the destruction of the 
Second Temple in the year 
70, it became the dream of 
Jews dispersed around the 
world to return to their 
homeland, if only for a visit. 

At varying stages through 
the last thousand years — 
vis ; tors came to the Holy 
Land, usually for pilgrimage 
— Jews, Christians and, 
later, Moslems, to visit the 
sites they revered. Some¬ 


times their efforts were 
thwarted or encouraged by 
consecutively cruel or toler¬ 
ant occupiers of the Land of 
Israel. But even when tre¬ 
mendous obstacles were 
placed before them, pil¬ 
grims still found ways to 
visit the Holy Places of 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem, 
Hebron, Nazareth; along the 
Sea of Galilee shores; in 
Tiberias and Safed. 

World War II and Israel’s 
post-war, pre-Independence 
struggle pflt touristic de¬ 
velopment aside, and it was 
not until 1949, when armis¬ 
tice agreements had been 
signed with Egypt, Jordan, 
Syria and Lebanon, that 
Israel’s leaders could give 
attention to what was to be¬ 
come, and still is, Israel’s 
major source of foreign cur¬ 
rency — tourism. 

But at the establishment of 
the State of Israel thirty 
years ago, attracting 
tourists to Israel was not an 
end in itself. There was only 
one hotel in the country of in¬ 


ternational repute. Land 
travel to Israel had been cut 
off by the hostility of the new 
country’s neighbors. Thus, a 
government tourist depart¬ 
ment was set up to promote 
travel to the country, as well 
as coordinate tourist 
facilities within the new 
State. A national airline, El 
Al, and steamship company, 
Zim, were formed, and de¬ 
spite very modest beginnings 
— soon developed into effi¬ 
cient, professional com¬ 
panies. Roads were im¬ 
proved and new highways 
constructed. And hotels, of 
all categories, were built. 

In the sixties, tourism in¬ 
creased dramatically. 
Nearly 350,000 visitors came 
in 1966 — flown to Israel in 
the new jets and staying at a 
multitude of good new 
hotels. But the Ministry of 
Tourism, as it had now be¬ 
come, did not let matters 
rest at hotel development. 
The Ministry set hotel stan¬ 
dards, trained and licensed 
tour-guides and travel ag¬ 
ents, and encouraged the de¬ 


velopment of a number of 
"new" resorts, such as Elat 
on the Red Sea; Herzliya and 
Netanya on the Mediterra¬ 
nean and the health resorts 
of the Dead Sea. 

And so, as Israel com¬ 
mences its fourth decade, it 
has a burgeoning 
international-standard 
tourism industry, welcom¬ 
ing over one million visitors 
in 1977 — an all - time record 
for this country with a popu¬ 
lation of just 3.5 million, 

A visit to Israel is a far cry 
from the spartan conditions 
of thirty years ago. Today’s 
tourists arrive in comforta¬ 
ble wide-body jet aircraft. 
They have a myriad of fine 
hotels, pensions, youth hos¬ 
tels and kibbutz guesthouses 
to choose from. They travel 
the country by air- 
conditioned bus, car or 
plane. They swim from 
beautiful beaches lining 
Israel’s four seas or relax in 
Galilee and Dead Sea 
health-spas. They visit Holy 
Sites with their traditional 
reverence and tranquility. 
And they dine in a multitude 
of international restaurants, 
dance in discotheques, scuba

dive, play tennis, golf, sun¬ 
bathe and just relax. 

It is a tremendous accom¬ 
plishment for a country such 
as Israel with its overwhelm¬ 
ing problems of immigration 
and defense, to have suc¬ 
ceeded in creating such a 
highly developed and popu¬ 
lar tourist industry. But, in 
the words of David Ben Gur- 
ion, Israel’s first Prime 
Minister, "Whoever does not 
believe in miracles is not 
realistic.”

1 Where can you find 
a reliable babysitter?

It was a weekday afternoon and Sallee 
Lipshutz, mother of three young children, 
had a babysitting problem—she and her 
husband had to go out that evening. 

For a woman without a relative to call 
on for help, this predicament could mean 
spending the rest of the afternoon on the 
telephone scrambling for a babysitter. In 
between the no answers and the callback 
laters, a mother could expect potential 
sitters to say: "I have a rehearsal this 
evening," “I’m sorry, I'm playing 
basketball tonight," or "o, I have to 
babysit for my brother.” 

Even worse, someone might say, 
"Probably, but I can’t let you know for 
sure until 6:30 this evening." 

Mrs. Lipshutz, however, solved the 
problem with only two telephone calls. 
The first was to her regular babysitter. 
She was busy, but reconunended Newton 
Babysitting Agency. Its director was able 
to find somebody for Mrs. I jpshutz within 
the hour. 

Sitting services are not a new idea. 
There are six listed in this year's West 
Telephone Directory. What is unusual is 
that Newton Babysitting is a student run 
agency conceived by now 15-year-old 
Caroline Upson and presently run by her 
14-year-old brother, Peter. 

Caroline said she thought up the idea of 
the agency one evening last year during a 
long soak in the bathtub. In a voice 


bubbling over with enthusiasm, she 
recounted, "I was thinking of how much I 
love to babysit. Then I remembered that 
when I first began, I only got jobs through 
freaky coincidences." 

Considering that if it were not for these 
lucky circumstances, she might not have 
found these positions, Caroline decided to 
make the job hunt a little less haphazard. 
"It just came to me to put together those 
people who want to sit with those who 
need sitters," she said. 

When Caroline told her family about 
her idea, her older brother Robert said 
she would never carry out her plans. He 
chided her that she was always full of 
ideas, but seldom did anything about 
them. 

Goaded by Robert's lack of confidence, 
Caroline began the next day to bring her 
idea to fruition. She talked to a lawyer, 
the father of one of the children for whom 
she babysits. He helped her write a 
contract for her sitters. It set an hourly 
fee with about 17 percent going to the 
agency. 

As for the sitters, Caroline began with 
her friends and acquaintances at 
Meadowbrook Junior High. She made a 
point of asking only those she felt she 
could trust. All sitters, said Caroline, had 
to be 8 between 14 and 16 and at least 
going into the ninth grade. 

To expand the service beyond the 
Meadowbrook district, Caroline asked

School closings 


Referendum on its way

The first step in the plan to have the 
highest court in the state rule on the 
question of a referendum on school 
closings was made Tuesday when a 
Middlesex County Superior Court judge 
sent the case to an appellate court 
without making a ruling. 

Lawyers for the School Committee that 
voted to close Hamilton and Emerson 
schools and the the lawyer for the parents 
that want a referendum on the decision 
hope that the Supreme Judicial Court will 
hear the case in May. 

The question before the courts is 
whether or not the vote to close schools 
can be challenged by a referendum. The 
City Charter explicitly exempts the "City 


budget or the School Committee budget" 
from the referendum procedure, and a 
few days after the Committee voted to 
close Hamilton, it cut most of the money 
for the school from the budget. 

lawyers for both sides will ask the 
stale Appeals Court to send the case to 
the Supreme Judicial Court without 
making a finding, so there can be a final 
ruling as soon as possible. 

Assistant City Solicitor Kristen Apgar 
said Wednesday morning in a telephone 
interview that Superior Court Judge 
Gordon Doerfer granted the request by 
her and Jason Rosenberg, lawyer for the 
schools' supporters, to move the case 
through his court without a finding. 

Probably next week the lawyers will 
ask the Appeals Court to send the case to 


the Supreme Judicial Court, Ms. Apgar 
said. 

Agreed statements of'fact regarding 
the School Committee vote and the 
language of the City Charter, plus some 
enrollment figures about the two schools, 
will be submitted in the request for high 
court review. 

Election Commission Chairman Alan 
Licarie said Wednesday that a 
referendum would take about six weeks 
to set up after he receives such in¬ 
structions from the Board of Aldermen, 
and the special election would cost about 
$20,000 to $25,000. 

Parents from the Hamilton School in 
Lower Falls, voted to be closed at the end 
of June, and the Emerson School, voted to 
be closed by end of June 1979, gathered 
about 10 ,000 signatures on two petitions 
calling for a referendum.

Cluster zoning plan going to 


Drastic changes in the new, still untried 
cluster zoning ordinance were voted by 
the Land Use Committee last week but 
face the full Board of Aldermen's more 
conservative members next week. 

Alderman-at-large Cynthia Creem of 
Ward 8, where the cluster zoning or¬ 
dinance is likely to have its greatest 
impact because of the amount of open 
space, commented, "This is a bigger 
change than I expected,” and voted 
against the ordinance, although she was 
in support of some of its provisions. 

Cluster zoning was voted by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1977, but no developer has 
taken advantage of its regulations yet. 

The cluster zoning ordinance, ap¬ 
plicable to parcels of 5-20 acres, allows 
the reduction of lot size — from, for 
example, 25,000 square feet in Residence 
A to 15,000 — in exchange for the 


developer's setting aside the land saved 
as permanent open space. 

The amended version passed by the 
Land Use Committee changes the 
requirements for setbacks from the 
sidewalk- and distances from the side lot 
lines so that houses built under cluster 
zoning might be situated closer together 
or at unusual angles. 

Without the amendment lot width 
would have to be HO feet in Residence A, 
even in cluster zoning. Amended, the 
ordinance would allow lot width to be 
reduced to 50 feet, and so on. 

By special permission, requiring a two- 
thirds favorable vote of the Board, lot 
width, setback and side lot lines could be 
reduced even further, if the reduction is 
necessary to preserve natural features, 
such as a stream, rock outcropping, trees 
and the like. 


The special permission could extend to 
zero side lot lines, so that two houses 
could be built with less than 1 foot bet¬ 
ween them. 

Aid. Creem tried unsuccessfully to add 
a prohibition to attached houses, but was 
outvoted by those who believed that 
failure to ailow attached dwellings was 
enough for the time being. 

The acreage allowed for cluster 
development was also changed, from 20 
acres to 35, in accord with the recom¬ 
mendation of the Planning and 
Development Board. 

If the amendment is passed by the 
Board, at least 10 parcels of land would be 
eligible for cluster development. 

The most likely candidate would be the 
Murley land at Parker and Dedham 
Streets in the Oak Hill area, although the

The Hamilton petitions were filed on 
March 28, and the Emerson petitions 
were filed shortly thereafter. 

As required by the charter, the School 
Committee met to consider repealing its 
vote on the matter, but refused to do so 
because of the unresolved question of 
whether it was a referendum item. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk and 
Rosenberg agreed on the court 
proceedings that would be followed to 
have the question resolved as soon as 
possible. 

The suit is against the School Com¬ 
mittee, charging that it failed to follow 
the City Charter when it voted to delete 
the $156,000 for Hamilton School, since 
the charter says any referendum petition 
filed and certified will stop any further 
action on the matter in question.

new owner, Peace Realty Trust, has 
indicated that it has abandoned the idea 
of cluster development there and will 
proceed with conventional single-family 
development. 

The cluster zoning ordinance was 
worked out to prevent total development 
of the city's large parcels, including golf 
courses. The ordinance applied only to 
parcels of not more than 20 acres; and 
contiguous parcels of 20 acres, as a golf 
course might be broken into, owned by a 
single entity as of the date of passage of 
the ordinance, could not be developed in 
cluster zoning. 

The advantage to the developer is that, 
while he is required to devote the area 
saved to permanent open space, con¬ 
struction costs of the houses and streets 
serving the houses would be considerably 
reduced.

The School Committee reaffirmed the 
stand of the last School Committee by 
voting 7-1 to close Weeks Junior High 
School in September 1981 and make 
Newton South a four-year high school. 

The Committee members were 
somewhat reluctant to vote closing 
Weeks Monday night because of the 
current controversy regarding the 
closing of elementary schools, but if 
Weeks is to close in 1981, then 
redistricting of students must begin this 
fall. 

A complicated redistricting plan ef¬ 
fecting Angier, Mason-Rice, and 
Beethoven elementary schools was 
passed with the vote to close Weeks. The 
plan also effects all junior and senior high 
schools. 

Meadowbrook will become the only 
south side junior high in 1981, and will 
only hold grades 7 and 8. (By 1984 


Meadowbrook could hold all grade 6 
classes on the south side, if the School 
Committee decides on such an 
organization.) 

The redistricting plan for the three 
elementary schools effected by the Weeks 
closing was suggested by Director of 
Research and Planning Vincent Silluzio 
after his staff and parents polled the 
parents of children effected. 

Angier School students will continue 
the current feeder pattern to 
Meadowbrook and then to South High, 
with students north of Beacon Street and 
north of the MBTA tracks having the 
option to go to Warren Junior High and 
Newton North High School. 

In the Mason-Rice district, starting this 
fall, the students living north of Beacon 
Street and west of Centre Street will go to 
Day Junior High and Newton North. 

In September 1981, Mason-Rice 


graduates south of Beacon Street and 
east of Centre Street will go to 
Meadowbrook and then to Newton South. 

This fall the graduates of Beethoven 
School who live north of Beacon Street 
will go to Warren Junior High and on to 
Newton North. Those south of Beacon 
Street will go to Weeks this year and 
through ninth grade. In 1981 students 
south of Beacon Street will go to 
Meadowbrook and South. 

Current fourth grade 

In addition to the above changes, all 
students currently in the fourth grade 
who, by their address, would go to South 
High eventually, would go to 
Meadowbrook in the seventh grade in¬ 
stead of Weeks. 

If these students went to Weeks in 1980, 
they would attend a total of four schools 
in their four years from grades 6 to 9. 


As Weeks is slowly phased out, the 
enrollment and staff will be getting 
smaller. Next year the projection is for 
483 students, down from 625 this year. In 
1980, with just grades 8 and 9, the 
projection is for 300 students.

Board dabbles in 
school closing policy 


Some aldermen would like to sit on the 
School Committee when it comes to 
closing schools, or so it seems from 
discussion of a proposed resolution at the 
aldermanic Human Services Committee. 

The proposal by Aid. Rodney Barker is 
peppered with such phrases as the "effect 
on neighborhoods” and the "quality of 
life in New ton” that should be considered 
when closing schools or closing other city 
buildings. 

Barker, former president of the Hyde 
School PTA when that school was con¬ 
sidered for closing, would request all city 
departments with their own buildings 
make suggestions about the future use of 
any city building which might be par¬ 
tially or fully closed. 

Barker rewrote his original resolution 
to expand it to cover more than school 
buildings, and it will have to be rewritten 
again before the committee votes on it. 

Barker said it is "very obscurantist of 
us to say school buildings can't be used 
for other uses than schools,” but Aid. 
Paul Coletti disagreed. 

"Every one of the 23 schools is equaly 
as important if it is in the city,” Coletti 
said. 

"We have to look at the kind of quality 
of education a school lends itself to," said 


the Ward 5 alderman who has been 
criticized by his constituents for his 
support of closing Emerson School. 

When other members of the committee 
thought this was strictly a judgment the 
School Committee should make, Coletti 
said someone has to make the judgment if 
the School Committee does not. 

President of the Board of Aldermen 
Matthew Jefferson objected to the 
resolution because “it is an interjection of 
another level of government" into the 
process, and creates "almost (a) town 
meeting type of structure." 

Jefferson sees school closings as a way 
of equalizing educational opportunity in 
the schools. 

Aid. Edward Richmond persuaded the 
committee to ask Barker to rewrite the 
resolution so it would avoid any possible 
conflict with or duplication of the Design 
Review Committee and surplus building 
ordinances. 

Chairman of the Human Services 
Committee, Aid. Carol Ann Shea, sum¬ 
marized the intent of the resolution to 
coordinate the process of school and 
building closings before the decision is 
made. 

The committe will probably not meet 
on the matter again until May, Shea said.

'Transfer 

resolution' 

approved 

The much-debated “transfer 
resolution” was passed at a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen last 
Thursday, scarcely a shadow of its for¬ 
mer self. 

In an effort to save the intent of the 
resolution — to ask Congress to divert 
some military funding to domestic 
human needs — Aid. Joseph McDonnell, a 
longtime peace activist, moved to delete 
three paragraphs that were not essential.

Wendell Bauckman, Donald Budge, Paul 
Daley, Robert Gaynor, Stiller, and 
Dominic Taglienti opposed. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan, who introduced the 
resolution, missed the meeting because of 
illness. Aid. Robert Tennant was also 
absent.

A/dermanic review begins 

Initial budget

Instead of further cuts in the municipal 
budget this year, one aldermanie com¬ 
mittee is proposing resolutions to Mayor 
Theodore Mann asking that he restore 
cuts or increase the budgets for several 
services directly affecting Newton 
residents. 

The Human Services Committee, 
overseer of most of the cultural, 
recreational and health services in the 
city, during its budget reviews has 
agreed with department heads that the 
mayor's office has cut too often and too 
deep, especially in mental health ser¬ 
vices. 

Lowell Haynes, director of the Multi- 
Service Center on Centre Street, which 
serves not only Newton but Wellesley, 
Weston and Needham, which also con¬ 
tribute financially, said the mayor in¬ 
sisted on “level funding" for mental 
health support for FY79. 

Level funding for the Multi-Service 
Center is actually a cut, he explained, 
since utilities and rent for the building 
have increased. Since the staff must get 
some increase in pay, he said, the center 
will have to cut back on some services. 
The city is contributing $63,700, 

A resolution will be sent to the mayor 
asking for an additional $3200. 

The mayor is honorary chairman of 
fund raising for the Multi-Service Center. 

The budget has $112,497 allocated to 
support of mental health services ad¬ 
ministered through the state Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston-Needham Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation Area 
Board, also no increase over last year's 


funding. 

But Stuart Meyer, acting director of the 
area board, told the Human Services 
Committee that the amount leaves no 
money for new programs that are 
needed, such as the Norumbega 
Workshop, which is trying to get started, 
and STEPS, which is trying to expand 
slightly. 

Norumbega Workshop is the idea of 
several Newton parents whose children 
are reaching or have reached an age at 
which they cannot be kept in the school 
system any longer. 

According to Norumbega Workshop 
President John DiSabato, the Charles 
River Workshop in Needham, which 
provides sheltered work experience for 
adult retarded people, is full and cannot 
accept more people. 

Norumbega Workshop has a place to 
start in, promise of some funding from 
the state, and will charge tuition to 
families, and now needs only $6000 from 
the city. 

The other organization, STEPS, has 
requested $1000 for its expansion. STEPS 
is a social-recreational center for adults 
recovering from psychiatric difficulties 
requiring hospitalization. STEPS wants 
to expand from one to two days a week 
operation. 

In 1977-78, the$112,597 allocation for 
mental health support was broken down 
as follows: $3000 for the NWWN Area 
Board; $16,900 for the Charles River 
Workshop (12 Newton residents); the 
Newton Guidance Clinic; and $6667 for 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital Out¬ 
patient Clinic.

The 1978-79 budget, officially presented 
to the Board of Aldermen this week, 
shows Mayor Theodore Mann's recom¬ 
mended total of $74,983,994, 7 percent 
higher than actually appropriated last 
year but some 3 percent over the amount 
the mayor proposed last year. 

Many departments have been given 
cuts in their budgets over last year's 
recommendations. 

The Law Department received a 19 
percent cut, for example, as did the 
Engineering Department. The Planning 
Department was cut by 6 percent. 

The Executive Department's budget is 
increased by 27 percent, and the Building 
Department's budget has been recom¬ 
mended for a 42 percent increase. 

Many of the changes are not as star¬ 
tling as might seem. Some reflect 
organizational changes and changes in 


internal procedures that shift expenses 
from one department to another. 

The Board of Aldermen in its com¬ 
mittees has begun the scrutiny of each 
department's budget. The committees 
will make recommendations to the 
Finance Committee, which will make the 
final cuts. 

Traditionally the public exhibits no 
interest in the whole proceeding, but just 
in case, there are always extra copies of 
the budget at each hearing, which any 
interested person may use to follow the 
deliberations. 

Copies of the budget are available at 
the public libraries. 

Committee work continues until Mav 
20 , when the amended budget is 
presented to the full Board of Aldermen 
for final approval. 

The Board action must be completed by 
Mav 24. 


Budget 

With the new structure of the 
Board of Aldermen, most of the real 
information on the operation of the 
city departments will come in the 
committee budget hearings for the 
departments which they oversee. 

Formerly, most of the scrutiny of 
the departments was done by the 
Finance Committee, but now that 
committee will usually only review 
the findings and recommendations 
of the other committees. 

All hearings will be in City Hall, 
second floor.

health commissioner, said Mayor Mann 
indicated that he supports the Norum¬ 
bega Workshop request and wanted to see 
a cut elsewhere in the mental health 
budget. 

Human Services Committee Chairman 
Carol Ann Shea commented that in her 
opinion the city had made a commitment 
to the support of the Norumbega 
Workshop when the School Committee 
agreed to allow the students to continue in 
school one more year. She said she was 
"shocked" to find that it was not included 
in the budget. 

A resolution was proposed by Aid. 
Rodney Barker to add $6000 to the mental 
health budget. 

Health Commissioner Zavarine, whose 
budget for the whole Health Department 
was allowed only a 1 percent increase, 
has reorganized the department into 
categories dealing with general, elderly 
and child health. 

Parents may expect fewer physical 
examinations and fewer routine 
screenings of children in school provided 
by the Health Department, but Dr. 
Zavarine said she does not think her 
reorganization will mean less service, but 
“different service." 

Three nurses will be transferred from 
school duty to supervision of health of the 
elderly, both at drop-in centers and in the 
housing developments for the elderly. 

There will be three new jobs’ a coor¬ 
dinator for geriatric health, child health 
and general public health. 


In order to free money for the new 
positions, two nurses' supervisory jobs 
and two hearing and vision testers' jobs 
will be eliminated. 

Doctors will be put on contract instead 
of paid by weekly salary and will do fewer 
physicals than previously, 

Zavarine said "selective screening" is 
preferable, and the state is encouraging 
communities to apply for waivers from 
the state-required examinations. 

In the future, she^predicted, there will 
be a shift away from child health service 
to health maintenance of the elderly, who 
will be 20 percent of the population by the 
year 2000. 

Over the two-night review this week, 
the Human Services Committee heard, in 
addition to the Health Department, 
Recreation Department head Russell 
Halloran, Library Director Virginia 
Tashjian, and Human Services Depart¬ 
ment head Howard Lipton, 

Many members were dissatisfied with 
the mayor's disapproval of budget 
requests for major improvements to 
recreation facilities. 

Of the $505,000 requested, the mayor 
allowed only $30,000, leading to some 
comments that aldermanie approval of 
the annual capital improvement program 
means nothing in the long run. 

Some time was devoted to a proposed 
resolution asking for restoration of 
$10,000 for a Fourth of Julv fireworks 
display, an event that was received with 
delight during the celebration of the

Library Director Virginia Tashjian 
painted tier annual picture of decline and 
decay of library equipment, and won over 
several aldermen. 

She said the library custodian cannot 
change a light bulb because the long 
ladder is broken. Furniture is falling 
apart and is being cut up and converted to 
other furniture. Newton buys far fewer 
books than comparable communities, 
barely meeting state requirements. 

And finally all three librarv automotive 


vehicles are "a disgrace." One has its 
door lied shut with a rope. Ms. Tashjian 
will not drive the car assigned to her 
because several times it has broken down 
on the Turnpike and she had to hitchhike 
back. 

Regardless of how the aldermen feel 
about various budgets, the Board may not 
increase any item, only cut. 

There will be a series of resolutions 
proposed to the mayor to add money here 
and there, but the mayor is not bound to 
do so.

Justice Bonin 
should leave 

Robert M. Bonin has a gift for 
demonstrating and proving that he does not 
possess the necessary judgment to serve as 
chief justice of the Massachusetts Superior 
Court, 

If Bonin had been appointed by ex- 
Governor Francis W. Sargent, Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis would be crying out for 
his removal from the bench. 

But Bonin is Dukakis' blunder. 

If the investigation by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court's Committee on Judicial is 
a real one and not a farce or a whitewash, 
steps should be taken to oust Bonin from 
his sensitive position of great power. He 
obviously does not have the judicial judge¬ 
ment to properly exercise such power. 
Defendants and plaintiffs alike, against 
whom he rules in the future, are not likely 
to be satisfied to have their fate and their 
cases settled by this man. He is under¬ 
mining our system of justice. 

Since Bonin does not have the good grace 
to resign from his judicial office, he should 
be ousted from it. That will not be an easy 
undertaking. Judges are not disposed to 
point a finger at a fellow judge even though 
he has shown himself temperamentally un¬ 
fit to preside over a court trial. They don't 
like to stir a tempest within the club. 

Lawyers are not anxious to challenge the 
judicial propriety of the actions of an im¬ 
portant judge, fearing reprisals if he rides 
out the storm and clings to his post, as 
Bonin has done up to now. 

It is incredible that Bonin would attend 
an affair held to raise funds for 24 men who 
are to appear as defendants in the Superior 
Court he heads—defendants in a case in 
which they are charged with sexual 
offenses against children. 

Another judge, commenting on Bonin's 
action, remarked that Bonin “obviously 
doesn't know any better. He probably still 
doesn't see anything wrong in what he 
did.” 

That seems to sum up the situation. 
Bonin either doesn't know any better; or he 
' is a man of shocking arrogance. In either 
case he should not be allowed to sit in the 
Superior Court. 

When he paid $10 for two tickets for 
himself and his wife to gain admission to 
an event sponsored by a gay rights 
organization, Justice Bonin, whether he 
realized it or not. manifested his sympathy 
for the 24 men who will appear before a 
judge he will name to hear their case. 

If he wasn't expressing sympathy for 
them, why else would he contribute $10 to 
the defense fund being raised for them? 

Strange as his action was. it wasn't any 
more incredible than when he took a bank 
robbery case away from another judge, 
cleared his courtroom of spectators and 
newsmen when he was sentencing three 
defendants found guilty in the case, and 
then in privacy sent two blacks to prison 
for long terms, but placed on probation the 
daughter of a wealthy New Jersey physi¬ 
cian who had driven the getaway car for 
two men who held up a Wellesley bank. 

Bonin later explained, in effect, that he 
ordered everyone out of his courtroom 
because he didn't want to upset the young 
woman he was setting free. 

It seems that the two blacks sent to 
prison would have been even more upset 
than the college girl allowed to walk out of 
his courtroom and return to her classes. 

A travesty of justice would be 
perpetrated upon the people of 
Massachusetts if a man with the poor judg¬ 
ment of Robert M. Bonin is allowed to con¬ 
tinue as chief justice of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court. 
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A hectic, albeit educational, weekend

This past weekend can only be 
described as hectic, varied and very 
educational. 

It began with a super bash run by the 
Davis PTA at St. James Hall in Water- 
town. The Tormeys, MaryAnn and 
Marty, along with a crowd of other helper 
Tormeys played host to a group of 350 
parents, teachers and friends who par¬ 
ticipated in a fun something called a 
“Nostalgia Night” (in the old days these 
were called Record Hops). 

Sylvia and Jack Moore, Mary and Joe 
Hehir, and the usual cast of unnamed 
thousands who always help out at this 
school, outdid themselves running this 


event. Good hot food (thanks to Pat 
Proia i good music, and a convivial crowd 
made for a memorable evening. 

The next day, in Brookline, CPPAX had 
its caucus to endorse candidates. 

The crowd of only 300 had to be 
disappointing to the sponsors of the event 
noting its proximity to their normal 
constituency. 

Newton Aid. Mark White, a candidate 
for the state auditor's slot, had 
reasonable expectations to capture the 
endorsement. 

The liberal White fell before a Boston 
moderate, Peter Meade, who apparently 
was better organized and perceived as a 
winner. 

Aid. Terry Morris and Tom Concannon 
ran a vigorous floor campaign, but it was 
not enough to prevent a 184-114 tally in 
favor of Meade, the former Boston parks 
commissioner. 

Aid. White withdrew as a candidate 
after the first ballot loss. 

The fallout from this may continue, as 
it was rumored that at least one of 
White's Board of Aldermen colleagues 
supported his opposition, while many 
usual allies never showed up. 


However, Mark White is a decent, 
gutsy, warm-hearted, intelligent in¬ 
dividual who will have another day in the 
political arena and will survive this 
temporary setback. 

The combined Holy Name societies, 
representing St. Bernard’s in West 
Newton, Our Lady's in Newton and St. 
Theresa's in Watertown (the host 
parish), listened to guest speaker 
Congressman Robert F. Drinan cover a 
wide range of topics in an address to that 
group. 

Fr. Drinan's main address was on 
corruption in politics and he cited the 
recent “Koreagate" indictments of 
current and recently retired 
Congressional colleagues. 

Congressman Drina felt most of his 
fellow representatives were honest, 
educated, and articulate men and 
women. 

He cited the apathy of Catholics to take 
leadership roles in the tough moral issues 
of the day; the non-development of the 
neutron bomb; world starvation; and the 
trampling of human rights in San 
Salvador and Argentina. 

In a free-wheeling discussion that 


followed Fr. Drinan's address, the 
subjects of Social Security taxes, health 
care, the Panama Canal treaty, the 
establishment of a Palestinian homeland, 
the Mideast peace treaty and the neutron 
bomb shared equal time. 

The most pointed questions came on the 
subject of abortion and the use of 
government funds for that purpose. 

Congressman Drinan answered that 
abortion was abhorrent to him personally 
and the final solution to the question was 
one of education. In response to a 
question on a right-to-life constitutional 
amendment, Fr. Drinan felt there were 
not the votes in the House, given the 
divided opinion on abortion in the 
country. 

Congressman Drinan has not yet taken 
a position on the federal funding of 
parochial schools. He recognized the 
'sacrificial'' efforts on the part of 
parents on one hand, while the Con¬ 
stitutional factor of separation of church 
and state counterbalanced his opinion. 

In all, a kind of stimulating weekend.

A born

WASHINGTON — These are not happy 
days for atheists, those among us whom 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen once described as 
persons with no invisible means of sup¬ 
port. 

Our president is a “born-again” 
Christian. According to pollster George 
Gallup Jr., one-third of all of us old 
enough to vote - nearly 50 million 
Americans - are also ‘'born-again” 
Christians. Citing a global survey, Gallup 
has said that the United States "may be 
the most religious nation on the face of 
the Earth." Ninety-four percent of us say 
we believe in God. 

The sale of religious books is growing at 
an unprecedented rate. C.S. Lewis' books 
are selling like hotcakes. More than two 
million copies of his works were sold in 
this country and in Great Britain last 
year. Next year, CBS will televise, in 
prime time, the first of several of Lewis' 
stories for children. When NBC televised 
"Jesus of Nazareth” last year it racked 
up one of the highest Nielsen ratings ever, 
swamping re-runs of "The Six Million 
Dollar Man,” “Rhoda," “Phyllis,” and 
an old James Bond movie. “Oh God." 
looks as if it is going to be the second- 
highest gross money-earning movie in 
Warner Brothers’ history. 

Today there are more than 800 
Christian radio and TV shows broad¬ 
casting in the United States. In 1977, the 
Christian Broadcasting Network spent 
$20 million sending its programs to 130 
stations and more than 3,500 cable 
hookups in this country and Canada. 

On top of all this there is, of course, the 
Shroud of Turin, the 14-foot-3-inch-!ong by 


3-foot-7-inch-wide burial cloth which a 
growing number of authorities believe 
bears the image of Jesus Christ. 

On Easter Sunday, the Associated 
Press moved a story reporting that a 
group of scientists at the University of 
California's Los Alamos laboratory are 
convinced that the Shroud is an authentic- 
burial cloth, woven of linen typically used 
in Jewish burials in the Holy Land about 
30 A.D., approximating the time of Jesus' 
crucifixion. Ray Rogers, a physical 
chemist, says: “I am forced to conclude 
that the inlage was formed by a burst of 
radiant energy - light, if you like.” This 
view squares, says the AP, with scrip¬ 
tural references to a shuddering 
brilliance from Heaven and the singular 
transformation of Christ at the moment 
of resurrection after three days in the 
grave. 

Roger Morris, a physicist, says; "I 
personally believe it is the shroud of 
Christ, and I believe it is supported by the 
scientific evidence so far." The scientists 
say the image on the Shroud bears the 
marks of lacerations from scourging on 
the back, the right shoulder appears 
chafed as if from bearing a rough, heavy 
burden, and there are puncture wounds 
around the head and a pronounced bruise 
on one cheek. The image also shows 
imprints of nails through the wrists and 
feet, and the right side of the chest is 


pierced — as was Jesus' side. 

So what does this country's most 
prominent non-believer think about all 
this? Well, Madalyn Murray O'Hair, head 
of the American Atheist-Center in Austin, 
Tex., is very uptight when I put this 
question to her. She reacts in much the 
same way a vampire reacts when con¬ 
fronted with a crucifix. 

The Shroud, she says, is a "fable," and 
“it’s amazing that the impression of 
someone's face could exist when that 
person was a mythological person." 
When 1 quote to her from the AP story, 
specifically what Rogers has to say, she 
replies: 

"Oh, come on. All that is hogwash. 
Every single one of these persons is a 
Christian. When you get a group of atheist 
scientists to testify to this, then I'll 
believe it." (Interesting. Christian 
scientists are not objectives; atheist 
scientists would be.) She continues: "But 
when you have a group of born-again or 
other Christians who want to support the 
mythology of Jesus Christ, those persons 
subjectively will coerce themselves to 
believe anything." 

Wait a minute, I say. Do you know these 
scientists? What makes you so sure they 
are Christians? “I don't need to know 
them," she says. “All I need to know is 
that these men have lent their names to 
the falsity of the robe (sic) of Turin. When 


they do this, they disqualify themselves 
as scientists and are in the category of 
religious fanatics." 

All right, if you disagree with Rogers, 
then what is your explanation as to how 
the image got on the Shroud? O’Hair 
answers; "I don't know how it got on the 
cross, I mean the cloth. I doubt very 
much if there is only one cloth." Begin¬ 
ning to yell now, she says that I’m not 
interviewing her, that I’m arguing with 
her. "I bet you’re a Christian. I can smell 
you over the phone," she says. I laugh. 
She thunders that I'm as "nuts" as '‘the 
rest of them." “You'll support this no 
matter what." 

When I say she sounds worried that the 
Shroud may be proven authentic, O'Hair 
really explodes, bellowing: 

"If you'll send me that Shroud, I’ll put 
another mark on it. I'll wipe mywith 
it. That’s how I feel about your Shroud. 
You may quote me. You religious nuts 
have gone far enough. Don't bother me." 
She slams down the phone. 

Ray Rogers says he believes the Shroud 
of Turin is Christ’s shroud and that it 
represents the eternal question of 
whether or not man can achieve im¬ 
mortality. He observes: 

"If Christ was resurrected from the 
dead, then the gospels are truth and 
eternal life - immortality - is offered to 
all of us. What better way, if you were a 
diety, of regenerating faith in a skeptical 
age than to leave evidence 2,000 years 
ago that could be defined only by the 
technology available in that skeptical 
age?" 

Interesting observation, eh, Madalyn? 
Something to think about - if you dare.

Why the challenge against Senator Brooke?

Will the New Right be able to defeat a 
moderate Republican U.S. senator, a 
black, from Massachusetts ~ and ride to 
this stunning upset by a primary victory 
with less than five percent of the 
registered vote in this state? 

That's the question that must be asked 
in the wake of the not-surprising decision 
of Boston media personality A vi Nelson to 
run against Senator Ed Brooke in the 
GOP primary in September. It will take 
roighly 100,000 votes to win that Primary 
as some 200,000 cast ballots - and that's 
less than five percent of Massachusetts' 
registered vote. 

The New Right is a loose network of 
conservatives throughout the nation that 
specializes in identifying its maximum 
constituency, wooing it for money and 
pulling its vote to the polls. Avi Nelson, a 
darling of the conservatives, will draw 
heavy out-of-state dollars in his bid to 
unseat Brooke. 

Patrick Caddell, President Carter's 
advisor and pollster, shrugged off the Avi 
Nelson candidacy with the comment, "If 
Brooke can't beat that turkey he doesn’t 
deserve the nomination." Off-hand 
comments like that, however, won’t 
resolve a very real problem for Brooke. 

Caddell’s analysis would be on beam if 
the Nelson challenge were being mounted 
within the framework of the general 
election, in which this state's traditional 
liberalism would doom the ex-radio talk- 
inaster’s effort to unseat Brooke, a 
moderate liberal. But within the 
framework of the GOP primary - and 
with the need to wrap up just 100,0(KI votes 
- it's another story entirely. 

The New Right is anti-Panama Canal 
treaties, anti-gun control, anti-busing, 
anti-Communist and anti-abortion - and 
Nelson, in the view of the conservatives,

is on the "right” side of these issues. 
What encourages Nelson is that 
traditionally emotion-related issues like 
this will trigger a committed fervid 
minority into action - so that 100 , 000 -vote 
goal doesn't loom too large. 

Senator Brooke’s problem, conversely, 
will be to arouse his fans and supporters 
to the genuine need to go to the polls on 
primary day to vote for him. If the 
“turkey" view of Nelson prevails, Brooke 
could lose by default. Apathy, in a word, 
is Brooke's main problem as regards his 
support. 

Avi Nelson's major drawback, 
especially ui liberal Massachusetts, is 
that he is perceived in some quarters as a 
racist. During his tenure as a Boston 
radio talk show host, Nelson made almost 
as many enemies as friends.

Even early supporters of Nelson from 
his first days on the airways, ideological 
kinfolk to him, drifted away because of 
his increasing arrogance and tendency to 
abruptly cut off any who differed from his 
views. 

Concerned Republicans in 
Massachusetts shake their heads at the 
Nelson candidacy against the one 
Republican elected statewide here. With 
all the other major offices available for a 
GOP challenger, Nelson’s choice of 
Brooke as an opponent tells many within 
his own party of his arrogant, seli-above- 
party standards. 

The GOP conservative wing three 
years ago tried to derail then GOP 
Governor Frank Sargent in the party 
primary, and dealt him body blows that 
led, to a degree at least, to Sargent's 


subsequent loss to Michael S. Dukakis. 
The New Right-Nelson challenge is the 
latest manifestation of the desire of many 
to destroy the GOP from within. 

Brooke's people seem unalarmed by 
Avi Nelson and the New Right. In truth, 
this is understandable - provided they 
can get out a larger-than-normal vote in 
the primary. If that aforementioned five 
percent of the registered vote is able to 
decide this contest, these Brooke people 
could be on the outside looking in come 
next January. 

The GOP has been going downhill in 
Massachusetts for the past 30 years, and 
certainly is at its lowest ebb in history. If 
the concerned, mainstream Republican 
voters permita virtual unknown from the 
far right to knock off an Ed Brooke by an 
infusion of out-of-state dollars then the 
GOP here deserves the certain demise 
awaiting it. 

Avi Nelson’s choice for office would be 
more understandable if he were frozen 
from all other possibilities. But only six of 
the 40 members of the Massachusetts 
•Senate are Republicans. Just 43 of the 260 
members of the Massachusetts House. 
Only two Republicans in the 12 -member 
Ray State delegation in Congress. And all 
the six state Constitutional officers are 
Democrat, 

In other words, Avi Nelson deliberately 
picked the "spoiler" role. He deliberately 
chose to unseat a fellow Republican who 
has earned bipartisan respect both here 
in Massachusetts and nationally. He has 
decided to unseat not only his party's but 
the nation’s only black United States 
senator. 

Normally in a DavuKIoliath contest 
me choice is easy. This time around, 
there are many who'll feel "David" 
Picked the wrong contest and they'll root 
for "Goliath."

Founded in 1688, Newton Upper Falls is 
one of the five original villages of 
Newton. Since the Revolutionary War 
period, eight public schools and one 
private academy have identified this 
village as a pioneer in educational 
development of the city. 

In the early 1820’s the Upper Falls 
school district by establishing a two- 
teacher advanced study insititution, 
produced some of the first college-trained 
students in Newton. 

With Emerson School still strongly 
representing that tradition, it seems a 
sacrilege that a city should seek to 
destroy it. 

As a venerable, established village of 
nearly two centuries, most of Newton 
Upper Falls has been designated an 
historic district, a distinction that will 
insure it remaining a village forever. 

It seems incongruous that a city that 
has worked so hard to achieve this status 
would now reach into this treasure house 
and remove one of its chief historical 
features. 

The sadder aspect of this act is that 
there is hardly any monetary savings to 
taxpayers of the city. As one of our 
elected school officials has commented, 
"Closing schools will not reduce the tax 
rate." 

Our village will now begin to fight to 
preserve its heritage, but without any 
political "clout," it will be an uphill 
battle. One thing remains certain, 
however, if we lose, everyone in Newton 
loses.

In 1948 an addition to Hamilton School 
was proposed, and deemed necessary, to 
accommodate the increase in student 
population projected from the post-war 
"baby boom." It was fought until the city 
prevailed and the addition was added in 
1958, Twenty years later in 1978 Hamilton 
is slated to be closed due to lack of 
students because there are four extra 
rooms. Coincidence? 

In 1958 Rte. 128 was deemed in need of 
additional lanes to accommodate the 
projected increase in traffic. The Lower 
Falls Community opposed the taking of 
houses and land and the construction of 
HoJo's on its real estate to no avail. 
Lower Falls has always been physically 
isolated from the remainder of Newton, 
but the disruption caused by the widening 
of Rte. 128, and the resultant barrier that 
remains to this day, has effectively 
isolated Lower Falls both in spirit and 
kinship with Newton. Coincidence? 

In 1954 Jordan Marsh effectively lob¬ 
bied and built a massive warehouse on 
Grove Street at the east end of what used 
to be the Lower Falls sand and gravel 
pits.

In spite of the fact that the Gallup Poll 
revealed that 85 percent of those polled in 
May, 1977, opposed preferential treat¬ 
ment for minorities in jobs and college 
placement, and in spite of Title VII, 703( j) 
of the Civil Rights Act which clearly 
states: 

"Nothing contained in this title shall be 
interpreted to require any employer to 
grant preferential treatment to any in¬ 
dividual or to any group because of race, 
color, religion, sex, or national origin of 
such individual or group of individuals on 
account of an imbalance which may exist 
with respect to the total number or 
percentage of persons of any race, color, 
religion, sex or national origin employed 
by an employer.,." and in spite of the fact 
that the legislative intent was not to set 
up quota requirements in the field of 
employment but rather to protect and 
grant individual rights. 

And in spite of the Fourteenth Amend¬ 
ment and common sense: our Newton 
Board of Aldermen, except one, recently 
voted in favor of hiring an affirmative 
action officer at a reported salary of 
$15,000 to enforce hiring practices in our 
city in accordance with the policies of 
General Revenue Sharing. 

This means that minorities and women 
must be hired under a quota system over 
better-qualified applicants, or no federal 
money. 

This is a direct violation of Title VII, 
designed to protect the individual rights 
of all.

In 1958 the MBTA erected its Riverside 
depot, and further added to the chaos on 
Grove Street. In 1964 Holiday Inn built 
their hotel at the junction of Rte. 128 and 
Grove Street, adding yet more to an 
already horrendous traffic situation. 
Coincidence? 

In 1965 the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority was established "for the 
residents of Lower Falls.” What a 
coincidence that a major funder of that 
project “happened” to be a bank that had 
the mayor of Newton on its board of 
directors! The NR A then proceeded to 
destoy a large portion of a historic area of 
Lower Falls, ostensibly in the best in¬ 
terests of the community, rather than 
rehabilitate the existing structures and 
add to the cultural value of the com¬ 
munity’s heritage. Now, 13 years later 
the projected construction is still tied up 
in litigation and protestation from the 
community which sees the intended new 
housing as a potential source of problems 
to the neighborhood. 

Yet, in spite of statistics which show an 
influx of students from this housing, the 
School Committee intends to close the 
only school in the neighborhood. Coin¬ 
cidence? 

Now we are faced with the imminent 


It certainly seems that the federal 
government system is forcing cities and 
towns to go out into the streets, throw a 
rope around the necks of minorities and 
women, and literally force them to apply 
for jobs they neither want, nor, in some 
cases, are qualified to do. 

In Boston, for instance, fire apparatus 
rolled into the streets of Dorchester and 
Roxbury, horns blowing and loud¬ 
speakers blaring to bring minorities and 
women out into the streets to listen to 
recruiting speeches. 

This type of pressured recruiting 
continued for weeks, and yet a very small 
percentage took the exam and still a 
smaller percentage showed up for in¬ 
terviews when called. 

The same holds true for the Public 
Works Department. Have you seen any 
long lines of minorities and women 
begging to throw rubbish barrels onto 
trucks? Nor have I, yet, if Newton doesn't 
do some high-pressured recruiting and 
include these groups in the Public Works 
Department, the federal government will 
cut off funds. Is this liberation? 

Right now in Newton we have a young 
man and others with all the qualifications 
to become policemen and others who 
cannot be hired by the Police Department 
because there is an injunction on the 
police list (by 12 women) holding off all 
hiring until they get on permanent, even 
Uiough Newton was told no one would lose 
a‘job because of them. 

What about the police cadets in Newton 
who gave years of their time to the Police 


parents in Lower Falls have been quite 
satisfied with the quality of the school, a 
consideration that no one on the School 
Committee apparently tried to look into 
or take seriously. 

I agree with Sandy that it is not easy to 
vote to do something that will disrupt 
someone's life. I applaud her willingness 
to make these difficult decisions without 
pay. 

I would hope, nevertheless, that she 
and the others who voted to inflict this 
terrible harm on both the community of 
Lower Falls and the educational great¬ 
ness of Newton would begin to recognize 
the complexity of this whole situation. 

They-seem to feel that they have a 
mandate to close schools. While there 
may be a large number of voters in 
Newton who are willing to do practically 
anything in the hope of saving a few 
dollars, it should be recognized that there 
are thousands of others who want more 
out of life than a declining tax rate and 
who are willing to support qualified 
candidates who share that view. 

This is the kind of mandate they should 
be responding to.

Is it not a fact that Dr. Silluzie ’does 
feasibility studies of those and only those 
plans which the School Committee and 
superintendent direct be studied, and that 
there may be many better and more 
equitable ones which, for some reason, 
are never considered? 

Why did Mrs. Kaplan say two years ago 
that Emerson should not be closed 
because it is essential to the Upper Falls 
community? Why does she make no 
mention of the community now? 

She has claimed many times in the past 
that school consolidations are determined 
solely by educational considerations. In 
view of the very modest savings involved 
in merely closing a building, why is the 
School Committee now emphasizing 
highly doubtful tax savings as a 
justification for school closings? 

A large number of people in Newton 
would like to see written, direct answers 
to these questions.

Mark White out of race 
for state auditor's post 



Aid. Mark White has given up his 
campaign for election as state auditor 
after he failed to gain support of the 
liberal political group, CPPAX, at the 
organization’s caucus Saturday.

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Board to take stand on 
municipal immunity 


After hearing the dangers the loss of 
municipal immunity to lawsuits for 
negligence and wrongdoing by its em¬ 
ployees will pose to Newton, the 
legislation & Rules Committee last week 
voted 4-0 on a resolution on the subject to 
be sent to the Legislature. 

The resolution is an attempt to 
moderate the bills under consideration by 
the Legislature, which has been told to 
abolish the doctrine of municipal im¬ 
munity by the state Supreme Court by the 
end of 1978. 

Former City Solicitor Howard Levine, 
a member of a governor’s committee to 
study the problem, asked the Board of 
Aldermen for some suggestions for the 
legislature to try to avoid unreasonable 
financial hardship on communities. 

The resolution was drafted by present 
City Solicitor Daniel Funk, and, as 
amended, will go the Board of Aldermen 
for a vote April 18. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
voted 6-1 to ask the legislature to retain 
the present limit of $5000 liability for 
property damage. 

Another request will be to incorporate a 
requirement that anyone suing the city 
give notice of intent within a year after 
the incident. 

By vote of the committee, the 


resolution will ask the Legislature to 
allow municipalities discretion about 
whether to make the employee part of the 
suit and indemnify him against liability. 

The abolition of municipal immunity 
should not be retroactive, the committee 
felt. The legislation being considered 
would allow suits to be brought about 
incidents that happened four years 
before. 

Instead of an unlimited liability, the 
committee would like to see a reasonable 
limit on payment for pain and suffering, 
and consideration given to the fact that 
many of the medical expenses are paid by 
hospital insurance. 

Finally, the committee voted 
unanimously to have written into the law 
that city councils and boards of aldermen 
be allowed to “review" the settlements of 
claims. The proposed legislation allows 
the mayor to settle claims up to $5000. 

Although the started committee out 
with seven members in attendance, the 
final vote was 4-0 in favor of the amended 
resolution, with Aid. David Cohen ab¬ 
staining. 

Cohen was8opposed to all restrictions 
suggest consistently that municipalities 
should be in any way treated differently 
that are individuals liable for 
wrongdoing.

Administration will bestow 
Scovell scholarships 


The School Committee turned over 
responsibility for selection of the Clinton 
H. Scovell Scholarship Fund winners to 
the administration Monday night, after 
making some suggestions about how the 
awards should be made. 

Norman Gaudet, Adams Housemaster 
at Newton North, and Robert Carey, 
English teacher at Newton South, head a 
committee which reviews applicants for 
the scholarships.

friends to recommend students at other 
schools. Soon the word was around, and 
some were even calling Caroline for jobs. 

Finding those jobs also proved easy. 
Caroline used the elementary school 
bulletins to publicize her agency. To run 
these she often had to convince school 
principals that her idea was legitimate 
and worthy. 

As a further measure. Caroline passed 
out leaflets about her agency at the 
Countryside Fair last June. Both leaflets 
and publicity stressed the agency was 
operated by Newton youth. According to 
Caroline, this point made her service 
particularly appealing. 

By the beginning of June, Caroline said, 
her agency was doing a good business. 
Not only were her publicity and ad¬ 
vertising paying off. but people were also 
hearing of Newton Babysitting through 
word of mouth. 

One problem Caroline faced was the 
sex preference people have for sitters. 
Many, she explained, prefer girls. 
"Males are easier to get than females, for 
on weekends girls go out more," Caroline 
said. 

Despite this difficulty, Caroline had a

good record of finding sitters for clients. 
She recalls only once was she unable to 
find someone. 

The family called Saturday afternoon, 
just as Caroline was leaving to go sailing. 
"I spent 45 minutes on the phone trying to 
find someone before I left,” she said. 
Then, she added, she made more calls 
when she arrived at the pier. Finally, 
Caroline was able to locate a sitter, but 
the girl was unable to arrive at the 
specified lime, 

"I felt really badly about that incident, 
“ Caroline recalled. 

During the summer, Caroline said she 
took in about $160. But some of this, she 
added, included money earned from her 
own babysitting. As for her expenses, 
they were $17. 

When the summer was over, Caroline 
was in high school and found herself 
without enough time to run the service. 
She turned it over to her younger brother 
Peter. 

Peter immediately updated Caroline’s 
contract He included a provision for 
releasing sitters who found steady work 
with client. It called for the sitter to pay 
or earn a flat fee of $6 for the agency. 


Peter is less enthusiastic about Newton 
Babysitting Agency, but is just as 
diligent. When asked if he likes the work, 
he said in a flat tone, "It's OK." He ad¬ 
ded, however, it takes about an hour on 
the telephone to find a sitter for each 
request he has. 

According to one of Peter’s frequent 
clients, he is very reliable.

Robin Slater gets to see 
just how government works

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Most visitors 
see Washington, D.C. as just a tourist city 
full of monuments and drab-looking 
government buildings. But recently, 
Concord Academy junior Robin Slater 
saw a different side of the nation's 
capital. 

As a participant in the Washington 
Workshops Congressional Seminar, the 
16-year-old West Newton student saw 
parts of the three branches of the federal 
government in operation. 

The Congressional Seminar, sponsored 
by the Washington Workshops Foun¬ 
dation, is an 11 -year-old program 
bringing high school students from 
around the country to Washington to 
study Congress and other facets of 
government. Twelve week-long seminars 


are conducted from January to June by 
the non-profit, non-partisan foundation. 

During the week, the students in¬ 
structed in government by some of the 
persons who help make it work, such as 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice William 
Rehnquist, Chairman Sterling Tucker of 
the District of Columbia City Council, Lt. 
General Thomas H. Miller, Jr., deputy 
chief of staff for aviation; Ambassador 
Peter Jay of the United Kingdom, 
Ambassador Nani A. Palkhivala of India, 
and several representatives, senators 
and legislative aides. 

Another highlight of the week was the 
Sense of the Seminar, a model Congress 
in which the students formed committees 
and subcommittees, drafted legislation, 
and debated and voted on bills using 
strict parliamentary procedure. 

During the week, the students got a 
small taste of college life by living in a

The School Committee approved the 
appointent of Alfred B. Knasas as 
director of plant at Newton North High 
School, a position approved by the former 
School Committee that has gone unfilled 
for almost a year. 

Knasas received a.B.S. in engineering 
from Northeastern University in 1974, 
and has worked for a large retail chain 
with heating, ventilating, and air con¬ 
ditioning equipment.

Back at Concord Academy, Miss Slater 
is a member of the varsity tennis team, 
the debate club and the student 
representative to the discipline com¬ 
mittee of the judicial advisory com¬ 
mittee. She said she would like to attend 
either Harvard, Duke or Dartmouth and 
major in political science. She hopes to 
follow college with law school or graduate 
studies in government. 

After a week in the capital city she said, 
“I have a definite interest in politics. I’ve 
always thought of our government as 
being some untouchable institution. 
However, being here in Washington has 
really made me believe that my career is 
in politics." 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton) 
has applauded the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives' initial approval of 
full funding of state court reform. Pines, 
who has pushed for the elimination of 
county government entirely since 1973, 
emphasized the impact the full-funding 
provision approved by the House would 
have on the citizens of Newton if enacted. 

According to Pines, the total Middlesex 
County budget is $38.2 million, of which 
$29.1 million are court-related costs. 
Newton is assessed 5.81 percent of the 
total county budget. 

"Newton's share of county court costs 
is almost $1.7 million, a figure that 
escalates annually. Were the state im¬ 
mediately to assume the full county court 
costs there would be a savings of ap¬ 
proximately $4.32 on the Newton tax rate. 
This would be a substantial improvement 
over the original plan of a five-year 
phase-in period leading to full state 
funding," Pines stated. 

“While I have sponsored legislation 
requiring state assumption of all county 
costs for several years, the likelihood of 
passage in the near future is quite 
doubtful. The action the House has taken 
is nonetheless a major first step," Pines 
stated. 

Pines’ concern with the cost of county 
government dates back to her attempts, 
8 egun while she was a Newton aider- 
woman in 1972, to reform the county tax 
assessment formula. The change, which 
passed the Legislature in 1974, resulted in 
a new formula that no longer 
discriminates against older towns such as 
Newton and currently saves Newton 
taxpayers about $1 million annually, 

Included in the reform proposals are: 

— Centralized administration of a 
unified statewide District Court and a 
statewide Superior Court. 

Giving the power of appointment of 
clerks, registers of probate, and all other 
nonjudicial personnel to a central judicial 
appointing authority. 

— Empowering the central appointing 
authority to prepare a unified budget for 
the entire state judicial system for 
submission to the Legislature, thus 
minimizing patronage intrusions. 

— Developing an open, professional 
personnel system for administrative and 
clerical workers by creating an ad- 


Bill filed to cut 
tax on investments 

George Withington of West Newton has | 
filed a bill in the State House (Bill 3787) to 
reduce the investment tax on dividend 
income (sometimes referred to as 
"unearned income") from common 
stocks, preferred stocks, and corporate 
bonds from 10 percent to 5 percent and 
reduce the capital gains tax on the sale of 
private property from 10 percent to 5 
percent. 

If this legislation were fully enacted, it 
would save the taxpayers of 
Massachusetts approximately $105 
million, according to Withington. 

Withington cites the following reasons 
in support of this bill: 

1. There is a basic discrimination in the 
law which taxes investment income at 
twice the rate of salaried income. People 
living on investment income are subject 
to the same inflationary pressures such 
as higher property taxes, higher food and 
clothing prices, and higher medical 
expenses as other people in society. The 
average annual rate of inflation has been 
running between 6 and 7 percent per year 
during the last decade. Many people 
living on invested income are older 
people who depend upon all or part of 
their income from dividends as the major 
source of their total income. These people 
should not be discriminated against 
because their income comes from stocks 
and bonds. 

2. Massachusetts has one of the highest 
state taxes on investment income. 
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ministrative office under the central 
judicial appointing authority. 

- Authorizig the three Chief Justices of 
the Supreme, Superior, and District 
Courts to assign all judicial and non¬ 
judicial personnel wherever in the court 
system they are most needed. 

The full funding of court reform this 
year is competing for funding with a new 
school-aid formula proposed by Governor 
Michael Dukakis. Rep. Pines has urged 
that reform of the court system and the 
elimination of county government are 
long overdue and should be done this 
year. 

"While I am hopeful that a new school- 
aid formula can also be worked out this 
year, we must be careful that such a 
change does not penalize communities 
such as Newton that have traditionally 


spent heavily on education. While the 
governor's efforts in school aid are 
certainly worthy of consideration, the 
reform of the court system demands 
immediate action. The people of 
Massachusetts can no longer afford the 
inefficiency which plagues our court 
system," Pines concluded.

Washington: 
cheating 
Uncle Sam 

WASHINGTON i UPI i — Americans — from veterans to 
college students — are cheating the government out of 
billions of dollars every year. And in a great many cases 
ihe money is never recovered by Uncle Sam. 

Cheating the government is on a lot of minds as the 
April 15 income tax deadline passes. But trying to inflate 
charitable donations or illegally claiming Uncle Charlie 
as an dependent is a chip off an iceberg in the field of 
defrauding the government. It happens all the time and it 
involves the well-to-do as well as the poor; chiseling 
professionals as well as professional chiselers. 

The cheating ranges from billions of dollars in unpaid 
school assistance loans, to exaggerated disability claims, 
to inflated Defense Department contracts, to rampant 
welfare and health care fraud. 

Every new administration, President Carter’s included, 
vows to end cheating and recover the money due to or 
stolen from the government. However, the evidence 
suggests the problem is getting worse instead of better. 
Justice Department fraud prosecutions rose 27 percent 
last year. A government audit due out next month will 
show that the amount of fraud in eight major federal 
programs is running between 1 and 10 percent. The 
Health, Education and Welfare Department alone is 
losing over $1 billion a year to cheaters. 

A Justice Department lawyer says, "The biggest 
problem is that when the consumer is victimized, he 
complains. When the government is victimized, nobody 
complains." 

In the last five years there have been 841 convictions in 
the FHA home mortgage program. And the government is 
thinking of creating a strike force to root out fraud in the 
government’s disaster relief cases. 

Widespread cheating can be found, for example, in the 
Veterans Administration's GI educational assistance 
program which a congressional audit once labeled "a 
billion dollar problem.” 

Sen. William Proxmire, DWis., chairman of the Appro¬ 
priations panel that funds the VA, says more than $2.5 
billion in cumulative overpayments has been made to 
veterans under the program. 

The problem arises from a number of factors, includisg 
poor reporting requirements on the schools and inept 
handling by VA officials. 

The 1972 law provides for the advance payment of 
educational aid. What happened was that many veterans, 
after applying, decided not to go to school or dropped out. 

Due to school delay — often many months — in notifying 
VA when a veteran dropped out, and even more delay by 
the VA in halting the payments, checks continued to roil 
out for months. Veterans continued to receive checks 
from a few hundred dollars to over $1,000, and many kept 
them. 

The VA is trying to get control of the overpayments but 
last year’s figures show they are making little headway. 
Experts on Proxmire's subcommittee say the situation 
has "not improved very much." 

• As of last June the program's balance of overpayments 
% those not collected or written off — was $462 million. 

Iri a related area, the National Direct Student Loan 
Program's default rate is about 20 percent, some 700,000 
students defaulting on loans totaling about $600 million. 

Cheating on this program is so massive that President 
.Carter chose to exclude it from his overall student 
assistance expansion proposals. Yet the default rate is 
also high in those programs Carter seeks to expand. 

In the Guaranteed Student Loan Program, for example, 
the default rate has been about 13 percent. 

"Record-keeping was loose," explains HEW Secretary 
Joseph Califano, "and cases were rarely referred to U.S. 
attorneys for investigation and possible prosecution.” 

"Some marginal educational institutions were I 
misleading students about the courses offered — even 
committing outright fraud — and, as a result, students 
quickly dropped out of school but failed to recover their j 
tuition," Califano said in a report on the program. 

In the past few years at least five congressional sub-1 
committees have found the $8 billion student loan 
program riddled with fraud, abuse and default. Senate 
investigators uncovered numerous instances of official 
corruption and government mismanagement that stunned 
subcommittee members. 

Though income tax reporting represents perhaps the 
biggest opportunity for Americans to cheat the govern¬ 
ment. IRS officials say they have found relatively little 
dishonesty. 

But with 88 million returns, IRS is the first to admit that 
its resources are limited. Only about 6 percent of all 
filings are actually examined. j 

How many taxpayers cheat on their taxes? How much is 
lost m federal revenue? The IRS says no one really knows. 

"There are no accurate numbers showing who have not 
filed,” a spokesman says. Unofficial estimates that up to 
20 million Americans are avoiding some or all of their 
taxes, he adds, "are crazy." j 

"If you want to talk about 1 million or so, well, then 11 
don't know,” he says. "That's not a particularly large 
number when you compare it to 220 million Americans, i 
"Are there people out there who are cheating? Of 
course. But there aren’t fantastic statistics around telling J 
us how many. We know there is nonreporting and we’re | 
concerned about it." i 

The last IRS figures on nonreporting of income were, 
issued m 1974. Through a computer matching program, 
ihe IRS found approximately 411,000 taxpayers who did! 
not report all their income. i_ 

But the IRS says only 2,669 people were convicted fori 
tax fraud in the last two years. Another 13,370 were 
assessed civil fraud penalties totaling $90 million. 

Out of the nearly 9,000 cases investigated in 1976, for j 
example, relatively few were convicted. 

Of these cases, a little over 3,000 were recommended for, 
prosecution. Indictments were obtained against 1,331, and [ 
of these 1,193 were successfully prosecuted. A total of 148. 
won aquittals or dismissals. 

Meantime, IRS strongly disputes claims by some 
economists that a $200 billion underground economy 
exists in which Americans do not pay any taxes. 

••So far we have not seen hard evidence that there is a 
significant increase in untaxed income," says IRS 
Commissioner Jerome Kurtz. "If it turns out these 
estimates are right, it's a cause for concern." 

With a $181 billion annual budget, the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is undoubtedly one of the 
government's biggest victims of cheating. 

Officials say HEW lost $7.4 billion last year through 
fraud, abuses and bureaucratic errors. The department 
lias a staff of 300 workers investigating just the Medicaid 
and Medicare programs, both of which, Califano says, are 
wasting nearly $2 billion a year. 

With the use of the computer, cheating is more easily 
detectable. One computer search for welfare fraud cases! 
found 29,000 government workers were getting both their f 
federal pay and welfare payments. I

Administrators approve 2-year pact with 4% raise 


Principals, curriculum coordinators, 
and housemasters approved a two-year 
contract that will give most of them a 
four percent raise each year. 

Ratification was by a 46-16 vote Mon¬ 
day, with nine members of the Unit B 
negotiating not voting. A total of 101 
people, not all members of the Newton 
Teachers Association, are covered by the 
contract. 


The School Committee ratified the 
agreement Monday night. 

There are two salary scales for ad¬ 
ministrators, one for those who were 
appointed to their job before 1973, and a 
lower scale for those appointed in or after 
1973. 

A minority of administrators were 
appointed after 1973, and they will 
receive a 5 percent raise each year. 


According to Newton Teachers 
Association President Richard Adams, 
the settlement took two years to reach 
"because Unit B never had an offer until 
two months ago," excluding a 1 percent 
offer which was not taken seriously. 

With the new contract, principals hired 
this year school year with a master's 
degree will earn $20,424, and those who 
have worked in that job for eight years 


will receive $28,054. 

Curriculum coordinators and 
housemasters are on lower salary scales. 

Separate agreements were reached for 
the high school principals, giving Richard 
Mechem at Newton North $35,400 this 
year and $36,820 next year, Ernest Van 
Seasholes at Newton South will earn 
$34,500 this year and $35,880 next year.

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Idealological 
war clouds gather 
over labor bill 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - 
The domestic equivalent of 
the oratorical war over the 
Panama Canal is likely to 
erupt in the Senate this 
spring. 

But the administration 
should have an easier time 
winning passage of the 
House-passed labor reform 
bill, if only because it needs 
the maximum 60 votes 
required to shut off a 
filibuster instead of the 67 it 
had to muster for 
ratification of the canal 
treaties. 

If the bill does pass, it will 
be after another ideological 
holy war of the sort that 
made the canal debate one 
of the bitterest fought issues 
to face Congress in many 
years. 

The conservatives are 
threatening a filibuster to 
kill the legislation they say 
would "force unionization 
all across this country” and 
cripple small businesses. 

Sen. Harrison Williams, 
DN.J., the Senate sponsor, 
calls the opposition "near 
hysteria." He says the bill 
was designed simply to 
make the 1935 Wagner 
Labor Relations Act "work 
in the way it was intended" 
by cracking do 2 n on 
companies that in¬ 
tentionally and illegally 
impede union organizing 
drives. 

According to participants 
on both sides, the battle 
goes beyond the terms of 
the bill itself and to the 
heart of labor’s image and 
political clout at a time of 
declining union mem¬ 
bership and congressional 
influence. 

It also appears to be 
clearly aimed at the J.P. 
Stevens Co. and other firms 
that have been willing to 
pay thousands of dollars in 
penalties for labor law 
violations in an effort to 
stave off unionization of 
their plants, which they 
believe would add millions 
to their labor costs. 

The bill would: 

— Set a time limit of 
between 21 and 30 days for 
holding an employee vote 
after the filing of a request 
for union representation. 

— Allow union organizers 
to address workers on 
company time in a com¬ 
pany's plant if the employer 
uses the same facilities to 
make anti-union appeals. 

— Prohibit federal 
contracts from going to 
flagrant violators of labor 
law for three years. 

— Award back pay (200 
percent in the House ver¬ 
sion and 150 percent in the 
Senate bill) to employees 
illegally fired for union 
activities. 

— Award pay raises to 
workers whose employers 
refuse to bargain in good 
faith. Amounts would be 
determined by the I-abor 
Department on the basis of 


pay increases won by 
unions elsewhere. 

— Speed up hearings on 
labor law disputes by in¬ 
creasing the National Labor 
Relations Board from five 
to seven members. 

Opponents say the effect 
of those provisions would be 
to unbalance labor- 
management relations in 
favor of unions and put the 
government behind 
unionization efforts. 
Advocates say it is merely 
“fine tuning" of the 1935 law 
to make it work the way it 
was supposed to. 

Both recognize one key 
effect would be to increase 
labor power in the South 
and in the textile mill areas 
where companies have 
bitterly fought unions. 

The bill was passed by the 
House 257-163 last fad, and 
since then backers and 
opponents have inundated 
Capitol Hill with millions of 
form letters and multi¬ 
million dollar lobbying 
campaigns. 

The public relations blitz 
— biggest in recent 
memory, except for the 
treaty campaign — is 
remarkable for the 
similarity of tactics by both 
sides. 

It is the AFL-CIO against 
the Chamber of Commerce; 
it is each side releasing 
polls burdened with loaded 
questions to claim it has 
public support; it is each 
each side buying fullpage 
newspaper ads and 
recirculating them by the 
thousands in mail to both 
partisans and reporters; it 
is each side accusing the 
other of distorting the 
issue; and it is each side 
maintaining the other is 
making the bill — passage 
or defeat — a No. 1 priority. 

When the bill will reach 
the Senate floor is un¬ 
certain. Senate Democratic 
Leader Robert Byrd has 
given the AFL-CIO his 
commitment to schedule it 
right after the second canal 
tceatx iu inly for mandatory 
budget legislation and the 
long-stalled energy bill. 

Publicly, Byrd says he 
won't look beyond the 
treaties, and warns that the 
coal strike "doesn't do it 
any good." But he adds 
"that's not to suggest the 
damage is irreparable." 

The National Action 
Committee on Labor Law 
Reform — the anti-bill 
umbrella organization 
whose spokes are the 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
National Association of 
Manufacturers and the 
Business Roundtable — 
says the coal strike is a 
reminder of the power of 
unions. 

But its main lobbying 
thrust is that the bill would 
cripple hundreds of small 
businesses making it too 
easy for unions to organize. 


New England 
Horizons 

PROVIDENCE, R.l. (UPIl - Richard Nixon. Spiro 

Vgnew. John Wayne. Howard Hughes. They're all part of 
a diary in charcoal that could be the longest existing 
drawing in the world. 

Antonio Dattorro, 59, a high school art teacher, has been 
working on the dynamic and graceful panorama for 13 
years. He calls it "my journal” and displays it with the 
same reluctance one publishes a written diary. 

The drawing is on 255 paper panels, 30 inches high by 22 
inches wide. End to end, they stretch more than 450 feet. 
Dattorro plans to ask the Guiness Book of World Records 
10 certify it as the longest existing drawing in the world. 

"It's an anthology of my life as I walk through it, It has 
the people that I meet. It has Nixon. Agnew, Frank 
Sinatra, anything that touched my life," Dattorro said. 

Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew are drawn on a spoiled 
sheet of paper covered with obscenities — "What a 
waste." 

There's a child in the arms of actor John Wayne, por- 
i raved with six fingers - "That's how big he is." 

l.t. William Calley, accused of leading the My Lai in- 
cidenl, stands proudly "Nobody censors the butchery." 

Millionaire Howard Hughes is depicted with a ferocious 
expression and wearing a football helmet — "that horri¬ 
ble creature." 

The picture also includes Dattorro's family and "just 
friends of mine." The women's hairdos - from bouffant 
to stick straight to curly - chronicle the fashion history of 
the era. 

"It's just an experience that I have been through. It's a 
cartoon," Dattorro said. "I'm reflecting a period. 

It depicts the moral, spiritual and sexual patterns 
since I960. It includes family, it includes friends, it in¬ 
cludes people, politics, it includes pleasure, it includes 
love, it includes religion. 

"It has the whole lifetime of a person depicted." 

Dattorro, a Rhode Island School of Design graduate, 
said he works on the drawing about 100 days a year, 
primarily during summer vacation. He started it when he 
tired of art for art's sake.

Friars' Williams to plead innocent

Friday. 

Providence College of¬ 
ficials planned to meet 
today to determine what, if 
any, disciplinary action to 
take against Williams 
pending his trial, school 


spokesman Joseph McAleer 
said. 

"At this lime, we do not 
know all the facts of the 
case. We await the full 
investigation of the matter 
both by college officials and 
local authorities," said PC

Peterson in a statement 
after the incident. 

"When the facts have 
been ascertained, we will 
take appropriate action." 

The incident occurred 
about 3 p.m. last Friday in 
the alumni cafeteria when

Authorities said 
Williams, 21, withdrew 
from the argument and 
returned later to demand 
$10. A scuffle ensued, and 


Williams allegedly stabbed

conditional Roger Williams 
Hospital in Providence. 

Williams, a junior from 
Buffalo, N.V., was named 
more by UPI to its all New 
England team.

KITCHEN CORNER 


Over one decade ago, the Sisterhood of 
Temple Shaare Tefilah, Norwood, 
produced a cookbook, "Creative 
Cookery," which is in its fourth printing 
and has been mailed to Ontario, Hong 
Kong, the Philipines and all over Europe. 
()ne section of the cookbook is devoted to 
Passover with a wide selection of 
Passover recipes. 

The original cookbook chairwomen 
were Ellen Cookish and Jackie Shaevel 
who, along with a group, tested the 
recipes. Before holidays "we get calls 
from all over the country,” said Mrs. 
Cookish. 

During Passover, families gather tor 
(he two Sedars, a religious service which 
includes the reading of the Hagodah, the 
story of the redemption from Egyptian 
bondage. According to the cookbook, 
"certain symbolic foods are placed on a 
special Sedar Plate and are used in the 
service." 

The Sedar meal is planned to include a 
great variety of foods and many cour¬ 
ses." 

Here are some recipes from the 
"Creative Cookery" cookbook: 

PASSOVER FARFEL 
KING 

I cup minced onion 
li tsp. chicken fat 
3‘j cups farfel 
l tsp. paprika 

I can clear chicken soup condensed 
1 cup finely chopped celery 

1 tsp. salt 
pinch pepper 

2 eggs, beaten 

l 1 1 cup boiling water 
Saule vegetables in fat until tender. 
Add farfel. Combine eggs, seasoning and 


soup. Pour into matzo mixture. Add 
boiling water and set aside until all liquid 
is absorbed. Pack into greased ring pan, 
let sit five minutes. Turn out onto greased 
baking dish. Bake 30 min. at 375 degrees 
F. Center can be filled with fricasee or 
liver and mushrooms, 

RAISIN COOKIES 
2 cups matzo meal 
2 cups matzo farfel 
1*3 cups sugar 
1 cup raisins 
1 cup chopped nuts 
1 tsp. lemon juice 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
■j tsp. salt 

two-thirds cup veg. oil 

1 eggs 

2 tablespoons wine 

1 1 cup orange juice 

Combine dry ingredients. Beat in eggs 
and oil. Add wine and juice. Drp by 
teaspoonsful on greased cookie sheet. 
Bake 350 degrees F. for 30 minutes. 

PASSOVER LEMON PIE 

Crust: 

2 eggs 

■i cup sugar 
1 1 cup cuke flour 
*n cup potato starch 

1 tsp. lemon juice 

Beat eggs with sugar, sift cake flour 
and potato starch. Add to beaten egg 
mixture. Add lemon juice. Bake in pie tin, 
350 degrees F. for about 30 minutes. 

Lemun filling: 

2 egg yolks 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup boiling water 

2 tablespoons potato starch (dissolved in 
a little cold water) 

1 lemon (juice and rind) 


Combine sugar nd water. Bring to a boil 
over direct heat in top part of double 
boiler. Mix until it boils. Add potato 
starch paste, stirring until mixture 
thickens. Return to double boiler and 
continue cooking for 15 min. Remove 
from fire and pour over slightly beaten 
egg yolks. Return to double boiler and 
cook one minute longer. Add lemon juice 
and rind. Blend well. Cool and pour into 
cooled pie shell. Beat two egg whites with 
four tablespoons sugar. Spread on top as 
close to edge of pie as possible. Bake 325 
degrees F. for 20-25 minutes.

LIVER BLINTZES 

Blintze: 

3 eggs 

*1 cup cake meal 
l z tsp. salt 

1 ‘a cups water 

Beat eggs, add water and salt. Stir in 
cake meal till smooth. Batter will be thin. 
Fry thin pancakes one side only in seven 
inches lightly greased pan. Turn out on 
towel. 

Filling: 

2 mashed potatoes 

I onion chopped and fried 

I I pound liver sauteed in 3 tablespoons 
chicken fat and ground 

salt and pepper to taste 

Combine filling ingredients and place a 
spoonful in center of each pancake. Fold 
sides in roll and fry in chicken fat until 
brown on both sides.

In addition to employment, SPEDY 
calls for skills training, remedial 
education, and vocational exploration 
programs. For agencies interested in 
providing any of these services during the 
10-week period, which will run from June 
26 to Sept. 1, Request For Proposal 
(RFP) packages containing program 
guidelines are available at Newton Area 
CETA, 103 Moody St., Waltham; contact 
Work Experience Manager Dana 
Daniels. The proposals must be com¬ 
pleted and returned to this office by 5 
p.m. April 26. 

According to Mayor Mann, participants 
will receive the minimum wage of $2.65 
per hour and they may work up to 40 
hours per week. Supervision can be 
provided by CETA for larger projects, 
and skill training and remedial education 
costs are reimbursable. 

This year's allocation is about *50,000 
higher than last year’s and will enable 200 
more youths to participate in the 
program, Mann said. Last year close to 
600 youths were employed at over 35 work 
sites throughout the area under this 
program.

Since March more than 50 of Newton's 
retired citizens have been meeting at the 
Newton Community Service Center to 
participate in the Lifetime learning 
Program sponsored by the Newton 
Community Schools. 

Every Thursday, these senior citizens 
come together to share and pursue their 
interests in a variety of areas. 

Cooperative study groups are offered 
from 9:30-10:30 a.m. and from 11-noon. 
There is a coffee break between sessions 
giving the participants a chaNce to 
socialize and prepare for comparative 
religion, English literature, geography, 
great issues, medieval history, nutrition, 
and psychology. Seminars are led by 
lecturers . and professors from local 
schools and universities. 


Lifetime learning was planned and 
implemented collaboratively by three 
community agencies, the Newton 
Community Schools, the Newton Com¬ 
munity Service Centers and the Retired 
Seniors Volunteer Program. William 
Slotnik, executive director of the Newton 
Community Schools, explains that 
"Lifetime Learning was jointly 
developed as a meaningful response to 
the intellectual needs and interests of 
retired citizens in Newton." 

The participants themselves confirm 
the program's success. Irma Devore of 
Newtonville finds Lifetime Learning 
stimulating. She said “the worst thing 
about being retired is the feeling of 
uselessness. This program shows that we 
still have the spark of life." 


Another participant. Herbert Aron, 
president of RSVP, described the 
program as "excellent. It encourages the 
elderly who usually feel so withdrawn to 
come out of their shells. It opens up the 
world that has been closed by their 
loneliness and helps them feel they are 
part of a community, that they belong.” 

Seventy-eight-year-old Joseph Mandell 
describes the discussions as "a real open 
sesame. Everybody can get into the act." 

Under the coordination of Dr, Edward 
Landy, newly appointed member of the 
Newton Community Schools Commission, 
with the support of a community-based 
steering committee, the Lifetime 
Learning pilot program is so successful 
that plans are already under way to 
expand and improve the program for 
next year.

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Book review 


Controlling our brains 
and our lives 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Peter Schrag. “Mind Control" — Pan¬ 
theon Books, 327 pp. 1978, $10. 

In the past 25 years, new “scientific" 
methods of controlling our lives and our 
minds have become widespread in the 
United States. Children in classrooms' 
mothers on welfare, inmates in prisons, 
the "mentally ill" are only a few of those 
persons for whom medical science and 
social science obviate the protections of 
due process and seem to blur the 
distinctions of class, race, age or sex. 
"Slowly, subtly, humanely, 'science' 
repeals the Constitution," writes Peter 
Schrage in his authentic and scholarly 
study, "Mind Control." 

During this time, there has been a shift 
in the way organizations and even the 
government control our behavior and our 
lives. It is a shift to indirect control, away 
from "punishment” to a "theraputic" 
form of manipulation. 

This is done not by or for specific acts, 
but under generalized, pseudo-medical 
abstractions such as "maladjustment,” 
“aggression," “mental illness." It in¬ 
volves the prescribing of the new 
"tranquilizer" drugs by the millions, 
behavior modification based on B.F. 
Skinner's behavioristic psychology, 
electronic surveillance, and the collection 
of vast quantities of personal data and 
information which is put in computers 
and which figuratively, at least, in¬ 
stitutionalizes millions of people through 
intervention who had never been subject 
to such intervention before. 

Poverty, inferior schools, poor housing 
and unemployment are often the cause 
for personal distress; yet social welfare 
agents test, watch, follow, question and 
investigate millions of citizens as if they 
were prisoners. 

The poor and the black are often ac¬ 
cused and reported to agencies for child 
abuse, neglest, drug addiction, and 
alcoholism when their only fault is sloppy 
housekeeping. 

The public concern for mental health 


has burgeoned into a multi-billion dollar 
interlocking series of agencies - mental 
health clinics, hospitals, the drug in¬ 
dustry and government at all levels, as 
well as organized psychiatry. 

Antipsychotic drugs such as the 
phenothiazines (Thorazine, Stelazine, 
Mellaril) are used so extensively that 
patients are stupfied or "snowed" by 
them, yet their specific effectiveness is 
unknown. 

The minor tranquilizers (Miltown, 
Valium, Librium) which are prescribed 
in the millions each year, are often used 
for marginal and nonexistant ailments. 
The pharmaceutical industry spends $1 
billion in promoting its drugs to prac¬ 
ticing physicians each year. 

Electroshock therapy (ECT) is used for 
those mentally ill who are drug resistant, 
"intractable," suicidal or depressive. 
Confusion and amnesia invariably follow 
each treatment or series of treatments. 

Psychosurgery or lobotomies (surgical 
severing of portions of the brain) are 
practiced on the aggressive and violent 
much less frequently than they were in 
the 40’s and 50's. 

Instead, the implantation of electrodes 
in the brain which are activated for brain 
stimulation is now being experimented 
with. 

This is termed ESB and is direct brain 
control for which there are high hopes for 
the future. Electronic stimulation of the 
brain is only in its crude and imprecise 
stages, yet its advocates do not consider 
their treatment to violate human rights 
or human dignity. 

Drugs, psychosurgery, electric shock 
have tremendous impact on an in¬ 
dividual’s behavior, memory and in¬ 
telligence. Practitioners use them on the 
neurotic, the old, the young, the poor, the 
black, the unemployed, the prisoner, and 
the alcoholic...society's superfluous 
people. As tens of millions more persons 
are added to those being drugged alone, 
we have a compelling picture of a nation 
drugged into "behaving" and subject to 
endless manipulation.

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Havlicek plugs third official; 3-pointers

BOSTON lUPI) — The man is gone now and the next 
time the green-numeral 17 will be seen, it will be raised to 
its lofty home above the Boston Garden floor. 

But before he becomes another of Yesterday's Heroes, 
let’s look at some of John Havlicek's parting thoughts on 
the Boston Celtics and the NBA past and future. 

His most surprising remark came last week when the 
retiring Havlicek announced he would like to see the 
league institute the three-point basket. Under the system, 
an arc is drawn on the court more than 20 feet from the 
basket and any shot made from behind the line is worth 
three points. The system worked well in the defunct ABA, 

While the three-point field goal is a suggestion, Havlicek 
has made two other propsals that he feels the league 
should adopt for its own good. 

"I believe we should return to the 12-man roster, based 
on what we've seen in the past year and we should have a 
third official work the sidelines in all games," said 
Havlicek. 


The team rosters, cut to 11 players this year, saved the 
owners one paycheck a year but cost them much more in 
other visible and intangible ways. 

In a number of games this season, teams played with 
only eight healthy players and when a team got in foul 
trouble, the coach had little choice over which players to 
use. 

Additionally, the Celtics and several other teams, 
shuttled players on and off the roster throughout the 
season as various players became injured. 

When a team has 12 men on the roster, it can weather 
the loss of one player. But when an 11-member team loses 
a player, a club lias to resort to 10-day contracts to test 
players. As a result, the Celtics had 17 player on their 
roster this season — including Winchester's Bob Bigelow 
and Zaid Abdul-Aziz, who joined and left the club when it 
was on the road. 

Havlicek is most emotional when discussing the urgent 
need for a third official. 

Under the two-referee arrangement, "the officials are 
looking through too many bodies. Sometimes when your 


on defense the offensive man tries to move around you 
and they I referees I call a foul if they think there's been 
contact. That frustrates me. There should be a third of¬ 
ficial, standing along the side of the court to watch those 
plays." 

But there was no one like Havlicek when it came to 
fooling officials. In one of the only eight road games the 
Celtics won this season, Havlicek saved the game by 
toppling Phoenix center Alvan Adams with some clever 
footwork in the waning moments, Adams had the ball 
near the basket when somehow he became entangled with 
Havlicek and both men fell. 

'"'I learned that from K.C. iJones)," said Havlicek. 

'You get your feet in position before the other guy moves. 
You put your insteps inside the other guy's. He has to fall 
when he moves ad you have to fall, too. So, to protect 
yourself, you hold on a little. 

Still thinking of Phoenix, Havlicek said he thought 
forward Walter Davis had the inside track for Rookie of 
the Year honors because he has helped the Suns regain 
their staure of two seasons ago. "I like the way he con¬ 


tributes to that team - always moving. That's the thing 
that I like." 

Of (he other leading rookies, Havlicek says Bernard 
King of the New Jersey Nets is "one of the best one-on-one 
players in the league. He's the one who took Dr. J's 
(Julius Erving'si place. 

But I think Marqes Johnson (of the Mllwauke Bucks) 
is the best all-around rookie, from the standpoint that hew 
plays defense and rebounds as well as scores, And he 
understands the game. 

Havlicek added that the young Bucks, featuring nine 
players with three years’ experience or less are a team to 
watch in the next few years. "This year they were being 
groomed for better things," said Havlicek. 

Then what were the Celtics being groomed to do? 
Havlicek thinks his once-proud team can come back, with 
proper drafting and trading. 

It doesn't seem so long ago that John Havlicek's Celtics 
were the playoff team to beat. Oh well, thanks for the 
memories and this column John.

AUGUSTA. Ga. (UPI) - Gary Player 
never despaired — not even when he was 
seven shots behind and apparently 
running out of time. 

The trim 42-year-old South African, the 
only foreigner to win the Masters, came 
roaring out of nowhere Sunday with a 
record-tying 64 to nip Hubert Green, Tom 
Watson and Rod Funseth at the wire and 
win the tournament for the third time 
and, in the process, become its oldest 
champion. 

‘Tve won many tournaments being 
seven shots behind,” said Player. "Once, 
in 1962,1 made up nine shots in nine holes 
on Arnold Palmer." 

It should be noted that Green, Watson 
and Funseth all had golden opportunities 
to force Player into what would have been 
the Master's first "sudden-death" playoff 
— and botched them. 

Green’s was the most golden of all. The 
U.S. Open champ needed to make only a 
2 '-j+FOOT PUTT ON THE I AST HOLE 
TO MATCH Player's 11-under-par 277 
total and, after backing away when his 
concentration was broken by a radio 
announcer, missed it by an inch. 

"A three-foot putt to tie for the Masters 
is no easy putt,” consoled Player, who 
waited in the clubhouse watching a 
television monitor. 

Green look it better than one might 
expect. 

"I've missed short putts all my life,” he 
philosophized. "You do what you can do. 
It's not the end of the world. At least, I 
hope not. Maybe I can do better next 
year." 

Player said he is setting his sights on 
winning this year's U.S. Open, the only 
one of the four "major" tournaments he 
hasn't won at least twice. 

"I want to win as many majors as I 
can," he said. “Winning this Masters 
gives me nine and that puts me ahead of 
Ben Hogan. If I win the U.S. Open, it 
would make me the only golfer beside 
Jack Nicklaus (who has 16 majors to his 
credit! to win the top four at least twice 
each." 

But Player brushed aside talk of the 
“grand slam” — winning all four the 
same year. 

"I don't believe that is possible, not 
even for Jack Nicklaus.” 

Green, Watson and Funseth all wound 
up at 10-under-par 278. Green, who led by 
three strokes at the start of Sunday's final 
round, closed with an even-par 72,

Emergency services set 
for Boston Marathon 


Newton-Wellesley Hospital, Newton 
Police and Fire departments, Newton 
auxiliary police, Newton Red Cross, the 
Newton YMCA, and the Governor's 
Physical Fitness Committee have 
planned emergency medical services for 
the expected 5000 runners competing in 
the B!A)A Marathon April 17. 

Dr, Charles Lipson, Dr. Robert 
Steinberg, and the hospital's assistant 
administrator, Michael Varadian, have 
established a modified disaster plan for 
medical services to runners suffering 
from heat stroke, dehydration, or any 
other medical problem. 

In the past the hospital has offered 
services to as many as 50 runners and 
provided the Newton police and auxiliary 
police cruisers with ice for runners. 

In recent years complaints have come 
in to the effect that many runners do not 
know of the service. Therefore, the 
hospital is requesting spectators to in¬ 
form the nearest police or auxiliary 
police officer or National Guardsman of 
the need for assistance and tran¬ 
sportation. 

A number of aid stations will be set up 
for runners' assistance. One, at Com¬ 
monwealth and Chestnut, will be s'affed 
by Dr. Marvin Adner and a staff of 
physicians and nurses in cooperation with 
the Governor’s Commission on Physical 
Fitness. 


Ambulance service for all sections of 
the city will be maintained by the Newton 
Fire Department ambulances and other 
ambulances from out of town parked 
along the route. 

Chief William F. Quinn of the Newton 
Police Department said, "We expect over 
500,000 spectators, and traffic parallel to 
or across the route (Washington Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue) will be 
difficult. Therefore, any need for tran¬ 
sportation to Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
should be handled by the Newton am¬ 
bulance teams or the Newton Police 
Department." 

The chief also added that hospital 
visiting between noon and 3 p.m. will be 
almost impossible unless visitors walk in 
from Beacon Street. 

For any emergency, call 911; doctors 
needing transportation to the hospital 
should call 552-7240. Residents of the area 
should plan to drive in or out before 12 
noon or after 4 p.m. 

The chief aiso stated that in addition to 
the Newton police and auxiliary police, 40 
National Guardsmen have volunteered to 
assist in traffic and crowd control. 

Quinn also requested all bicyclists to 
remain off the route, as they have caused 
injury to runners in the past, and that 
spectators keep clear of the YMCA and 
Red Cross water stations.

Whatever the reason, the shoes went 
on. And, after a few painful months 
(running usually at night, so the 
neighbors wouldn't laugh), it became 
easier and easier. 

Before long jogging became running. 
My weight plunged 30 pounds, and the 
tobacco-alcohol addictions were gone. In 
their place, I encountered what's known 
as "positive addiction" — a need for a 
daily "fix” of running. 

My first test came in 1976 in a 10,000 
meter (6.2 mile) fun run. My time wasn't 
particularly good, but I can still recall the 
intense satisfaction of picking up a ribbon 
for finishing. 

That was also the year of my first real 
road race, a halfmarathon at La Crosse, 
Wis. As almost an afterthought, I entered 
my first marathon that fall and finished 


in a respectable 3 hours, 22 minutes. 

Last year, it all fell together — five 
marathons and several shorter races. In 
the first marathon at Milwaukee. I 
qualified for Boston with a time of just 
under 3 hours. 

Nothing could equal the thrill of 
qualifying for Boston and getting the 
chance to run with people like Rodgers 
and Shorter. Later that year, my time 
was cut to 2 hours, 54 minutes at the 
Paavo Nurmi Marathon in Hurley, Wis., 
but even a personal record isn't quite like 
the first Boston qualifier. 

Although I wasn't sure at first I would 
go to Boston, everyone said I had to do it 
at least once. From then on, it became a 
goat. 

The Boston trip almost ended in 
December when a doctor diagnosed a hip 


pain as arthritis and advised against 
running altogether. But a second opinion 
by a sports medicine specialist diagnosed 
only bursitis, which could be treated or 
corrected by surgery. 

Thoughts of Boston, Rodgers, Shorter, 
Wellesley coeds, Heartbreak Hill, the 
thousands of spectators and the 
Prudential Center added some warmth to 
runs on blustery winter days. Wisconsin’s 
winter seemed a little milder. 

It's hard to explain why a runner runs. 
It's almost a religious experience, a union 
of mind and body in finding your limits - 
both in training and in racing. 

Sometimes there are doubts about the 
hours spent training each day, pounding 
feet over about 3,000 miles a year, putting 
up with all the aches, pains and blisters. 

But it will be worth it, especially or 
Patriot's Day in Boston.

The chances that your 
car will become 
inoperable while driving 
are slim, but what should 
you do if your car does 
stop running while 
traveling on an ex¬ 
pressway or in an un¬ 
desirable area? 

Here's some advice: 

— Firs!, try io coast off 
the road to ihe shoulder 
and turn on the flasher 
lights to alert other 
drivers. Then lie a white 
handkerchief or cloth to 
the radio antennae or 
hang il from the driver's 
side window. 

— Be wary, especially 
at night or in a 
questionable neighbor¬ 
hood. Women, in par¬ 
ticular, are urged by 
police to stay in their car 
with the doors locked and 
windows rolled up until 
help comes. If another 
motorist arrives before a 
patrol car or service 
truck, talk through the 
closed window and ask 
Ihe driver to call the 
police or a service 
facility. 

If you have a CB 
radio, use it. Police in 
many areas now monitor 
Channel 19, and 
emergency messages can 
be called in on Channel 9, 
which is monitored by 
volunteers with more 
than 100,000 members 
throughout the U.S. 

— Some police patrols 
now have gas-transfer 
systems to aid motorists 
who run out of fuel... one 
of the most common 
causes pf a -rpb.e pm ex- 
ressways. With these 
units they can quickly 
pump enough gasoline 
into the stranded car to 
get to the nearest service 
station. There usually is 


no charge for the service. 

The best advice for 
avoiding ihe need for 
assislance is to check 
your fuel supply, 
periodically check your 
lires for proper air 
pressure and foreign 
objexts which may have 
worked into the tread, 
and give the car rountine 
recommended mainte¬ 
nance. 

Then, chances of being 
stranded are greatly 
reduced. 

+ + + 

Betreaded tires, made 
by replacing ihe worn-out 
tread on closely inspected 
tire casings, cost about 
half as much as com¬ 
parable new lires. 

Not only are retreaded 
tires economical, but, 
they save energy. A new 
passenger car tire 
requires seven gallons of 
crude oil to manufacture; 
a retreaded tire uses 2 ‘j 
gallons, for a 4 l v gallon 
savings. A track retread 
saves 10 gallons. The total 
saving because of 
retreads in 1976 was 400 
million gallons of crude 
oil. 

The retreading industry 
also helps to eliminate an 
additional environmental 
headache by keeping 
millions of pussengar car 
casings from (he scrap 
piles, alleys and vacant 
lots. 

Tires with less than 1-16 
of an inch of tread cannot 
be retreaded and, for that 
matter, shouldn't be on 
your car. Nearly 90 per 
cent of all tire troubl 
happens in the last 10 per 
cent of tread wear, and 
worn-out tires are 40 
times more likely to have 
a flat or blowout during 
highway driving, thean 


new or retreaded tires, 
says the Automotive 
Information Council. 

+ + + 

Here's some 
automotive historical 
trivia: 

- The first woman to 
receive a driver's license 
was Mrs. John Howell 
Phillips of Chicago. The 
year was 1899. 

— The first speeding 


ticket was issued in 1902 
to T. H. Shevlin of Min¬ 
neapolis. He was fined $10 | 
for going over 10 miles 
per hour. 

— The first drive-in gas 
and service station 
opened in 1913 in Pitt¬ 
sburgh. It sold 30 gallons 
of gasoline the first day. 

— Painted center lines 
on highways were first 
seen in 1911 in Detroit. 



Many new gadgets 
offered drivers 


Merchandisers cont¬ 
inually come up with new 
gimmicks and gadgets 
they hope will catch the 
fancy of the motoring 
public. Few prove 
popular enough to 
become the kind of 
mainstream options sold 
by automobile 
manufacturers, but they 
do offer motorists a 
variety of ways to be first 
on their blocks. Among 
the recent new products: 

— A digital car clock 
thal not only tells the 
hour, but can be set to 
time the elapsed time on a 
irip - up to 100 hours. 
Although it doesn't show 
its numbers when the car 
ignition is off, it keeps 
counting. The clock 
comes from Sheller-Globe 
Curp. and is selling for 
around $60. 

— A device which turns 
on car lights at dusk and 
turns them off 

automatically when it 
becomes light, as well as 
letting a driver keep Ihe 
lights on for up to three 
minutes after turning off 
ihe ignition. They then go 
off. The idea is to light the 


way to the door on a dark 
street, and to make sure a 
forgetful driver will not 
run down car batteries. A 
Brooklyn outfit, Scomill 
Inc., is turning out the 
"lightbox" for around 1 
$30. 

— A throttle clamp that 
keeps the car motor 
running continuously at a 
preselected speed, acting 
both as a speedliniting 
device and a way to warm 
up cars on cold mornings 
while the driver sits in¬ 
side with a second cup of 
coffee. All-Steel 
Depresser Co. sells the 
clamps for around $10.

There is growing 
concern that federal 
highway officials have 
become loti chummy with 
their stale counterparts. 
And there is more than a 
little suspicion that state 
highway officials, in the 
interest of economy, are 
willing to accept lowered 
standards for highway 
design. The lowered 
standards should be 
resisted. 

Here’s how the flap has 
evolved thus far: 
Financially pressed 
states prevailed upon 
Congress to make federal 


funds available for 
resurfacing, restoration 
and rehabilitation work - 
the so-called "3-K 
program" —on non¬ 
interstate highways. 

Before the Federal 
Highway Administration 
got around to preparing 
standards on how this 
money was to be spent, 
slate officials in a 
preemptive strike made 
their own recom¬ 
mendations. Through the 
American Association of 
Slate Highway and 
Transportation Officials, 
tiiey proposed standards 


that appear very lax. 

For example, the stales 
would permit traffic lanes 
nine feet wide, or only six 
inches wider, or only six 
inches wider than the 
narrowest buses. Also, 
shoulders could be as 
narrow as two feet. 
Curves would not have lo 
be banked, or at least, not 
adequately hanked. 

Nevertheless, top of¬ 
ficials at the Federal 
Highway Administration 
proposed adopting the 
state-suggested stand¬ 
ards without change—a 
move that would give the 


lax regulations the force 
of federal ,aw Un¬ 
derstandably, highway 
safely advocates got their 
hackles up in opposition. 
It now looks like Congress 
will take its own look at 
the problem. 

Hut meanwhile, one of 
FHWA’sown officials has 
taken up the banner uf the 
safely advocates. Howard 
I.. Anderson, in what he 
called a "personal 
statement," has charged 
that adoption of the 
AASHTO standards is 
contrary to the public 
interest. 


Moreover, he doesn't 
think it is at all ap¬ 
propriate for federal and 
state officials to pal 
around so much on 
highway safety questions. 
"The federally employed 
highway engineer," la- 
says, "must, when 
reviewing proposed 
standards, decide 
whether his job is to 
protect the (state) 
highway department or 
protect the traveling 
public from being killed 
or injured." 

If Anderson has hiw 
way, the FHWA will

lower its profile in 
organizations like 
AASHTO and all its 
employees will be 
reminded that the federal 
agency has a regulatory 
relationship with state 
highway organizations, 
"making II unnecessary 
chumminess inapprop¬ 
riate." 


For emphasis, 
Anderson described 
AASHTO as a trade 
association, not unlike the 
American Trucking 
Associations or the 
Teamsters Union. And he 
said it would be clearly 
inappropriate for federal 
officials to get too close to 
those organizations in 


their regulatory role. 

Maybe it's not the 
fraternalism between the 
FHWA and AASHTO 
that's the root of the 
problem. If it is, this 
should be ended. The 
bigger question for now, 
however, is highway 
traffic safety standards. 


Federal money should- 
not be spent toE— 

rebuilding state roads 
with designs no better 
than they previously 
were. The stale desire for - 
economy is uiE 

derstandable. Bui 
economy at the expense; 
of risk to human life is noF 
acceptable.

Newton native's art career culminates in portraiture

Boston artist, M. William Boyham 
produced some interesting art work and 
taught in some well-known places before 
he arrived at his present painting ac¬ 
tivity, portraits. 

After attending Newton schools, he 
received his American artistic training at 
Vesper George School of Art and at the 
Museum School of Fine Arts in Boston in 
the thirties. As a recipient of the Prix di 
Roma, Boyham was privileged to study 
with both Roman and Florentine artists 
and at the American Academy in Rome. 
Returning to this country, Boyham 
painted murals in such places as Dun¬ 
barton Oaks in Washington, D.C. and 
New Orleans Christ Church and worked 


as assistant to Ezrq^’inter, Connecticut 
mural painter, designing a mural for the 
Congressional Library in the nation's 
capitol. 

Then came World War II. Boyham's job 
in the war effort still involved art — 
painting camouflage for U.S. Navy and 
working as a photo-intelligence officer. 
He was also staff commander in North 
Pacific Forces. Again as the Korean 
Conflict called, he took intelligence 
photographs. 

Other places of interest where he has 
taught include: Boston Museum School of 
Fine Arts, Vesper George School, Har¬ 
vard University’s Graduate School of 
Design — "Design Workshop," and at St. 
Mark's School in Southboro until 
recently.

DATELINE: POMPEII, 
AUGUST, A.D. 79. 

On August 24, Mount 
Vesuvius, a volcano which 
has lain dormant for 
centuries on the coast of Italy 
south of Naples, and which 
was, indeed, thought to be 
extinct, came to life and 
exploded with such passion 
that for two days ashes, mud, 
and lava rained down on the 
town nearby. The cities of 
Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were buried along with 
country villas and estates like 
Boscoreale, Boscotrecase, 
and Stabiae. It is thought 
that 2000 people perished in 
Pompeii alone. 

DATELINE: BOSTON, 
APRIL, A.D. 1978 
On April 15, Pompeii 79 
opens at Boston’s Museum of 
Fine Arts. The exhibit 
presents an extraordinary 
opportunity to watch a lost 
civilization come alive, 
through the more than 300 
objects found in excavations 
at Pompeii and Hercu¬ 
laneum, where life stopped 
dead in its tracks nearly 2000 
years ago. Hundreds of 
thousands of people are 
expected to visit the Museum 
during the three-month run 
of Pompeii 79.

POMPEII 


Pompeii and Herculaneum were 
all but forgotten during the later 
Roman Empire and the Middle 
Ages, except by Latin scholars who 
knew of the eye-witness account 
written by the diarist Pliny, in a 
letter to his friend, the historian 
Tacitus. Pliny told of the death of 
his uncle in the catastrophe, and of 
ashes and cinders in the sky “like 
an umbrella pine, with a very tall 
trunk, rising high in the sky ... at 
one moment white, at another dark 
and dirty.” 

Then, in the early 18th century, 
things started to come to life again. 
Like many happy discoveries, 
Pompeii and Herculaneum were 
found by accident. Workmen 
excavating, and farmers digging in 
their fields, came upon traces of 
buildings and artwork, on sites that 
were later proven to be those of the 
vanished cities. For many years, 
however, the cities were quarries 
for souvenir hunters. Aristocratic 
art lovers brought their own 
diggers in and took out whatever 
was pretty enough to appeal to 
them, and portable enough to be 
carried away. It was not until 1860 
that the first systematic excava¬ 
tions were carried out, with 
trenches and mapping and scrupu¬ 
lous note-taking. Despite the 
earlier plundering, Pompeii 
remained, and still remains, the 
best and most accessible source for 
Roman civilization of the period. 

Unlike the King Tut exhibit, 
which created such crowds and 
such furor when it toured 
American museums last year, there 
is little about Pompeii 79 to 
arouse the feelings of awe and 
wonder that were inspired by the 
ancient Egyptians. This is not the 
gold of kings, but the iron and 
bronze of everyday people. There 
are as many pots and pans, tools, 
toys, and hair-pins, as there are 
pieces of jewelry, coins, and large- 
scale paintings and sculpture. 

One of the exhibits sure to 
attract a lot of attention is the 
model of the House of the 
Menander, so named for a portrait 
of the Greek poet Menander 
which decorates one of its walls. 
The building is an example, in 
small scale, of the atrium type. An 
atrium is an open space or garden, 
surrounded by th£ rooms of the 
house, and open to the sky, usually 
with a pool, or impluvium, to 
collect rainwater. The atrium style 
has made a big impression on 
architects ever since its beginnings 
in Italy 2000 years ago. The old 
section of the Boston Public 
Library in Copley Square, and the 
spanking new Hyatt-Regency in 
Cambridge both have their roots in 
this prototype. The style, however, 
is perhaps more suited to Southern 


Italy than to New England, as the 
loggias, or peristyles, which flank 
the garden arc a welcome respite 
from the heat of the Mediter¬ 
ranean day, and south of Naples, 
there is little chance that one's 
impluvium would fill up with snow. 
One room of the Museum has been 
turned into an atrium-style garden, 
with one peristyle wall. The garden 
is planted with growing things 
attested in antiquity, mostly 
decorative and edible greenery. 

An earthquake in A.D. 62 did a 
great deal of damage in Pompeii, 
and the House of the Menander 
was in the process of being refur 
bished when it was buried by the 
ashes of Vesuvius. The house has 
some traces of earlier styles, but 
the new, and in some cases unfin¬ 
ished, rooms were being done over 
in the Fourth Style. All Pompeiian 
painting falls generally into four 
categories: the First Style, 150 to 
80 B.C., uses painted stucco to 
imitate marble and stone architec¬ 
tural features. The Second Style, 

80 B.C. to A.D. 14, employs 
perspective, and often has panels 
painted with mythological scenes. 
The Third Style, A.D. 14 to 62, is 
also called the Egyptianizing Style, 
and is marked by painted colon¬ 
nettes used as frames, and 
decoration like reed-slim lotus- 
buds, applied flatly to the wall. The, 
Fourth, and final, Style, A.D. 62 to 
79, makes great use of infinite land¬ 
scapes and architectural fantasies. 

The way painting was used in a 
room is shown to good advantage 
in a cubiculum, perhaps a bed¬ 
room, reconstructed especially 
for the show. In it are fifteen paint¬ 
ings “together again for the first 
time.” Two of the frescoes are from 
the Naples Museum, the rest are 
the property of the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York City. They 
all were found in a villa at Bosco¬ 
trecase, near Pompeii, which is 
thought to have once belonged to 
Agrippa Postumus, whom you may 
remember from I, Claudius as one 
of the unfortunate grandsons of the 
Emperor Augustus. In this 
cubiculum, tiny landscapes seem to 
float on ink-black panels, cool and 
surreal. 

The most famous paintings ever 
found in Pompeii are included in 
the MFA exhibit in photographic 
reproductions. These are the 
frescoes from the so-called Villa of 
the Mysteries. They seem to repre¬ 
sent some part of a Dionysian 
ritual (Dionysus, or Bacchus, was 
most famous as the god of wine), 
but the interpretation of the details 
is still the subject of considerable 
debate. The figures are compe¬ 
tently painted, on a large scale — 
the originals are almost life-sized 
— but there is something about 


them that is profoundly disturb¬ 
ing. One painted woman, with her 
cloak flung up around her head, has 
her mouth half open, as though she 
were about to cry out. We hear 
nothing, of course, but are 
conscious of a slight shudder. 

Painting was not the only way to 
decorate a house. The young 
woman whose face adorns the 
show's catalogue and the 
Museum's posters had her portrait 
done in mosaic. She wears pearls 
with her dark dress, and the work 
is executed with great skill, using 
very small tesserae, pieces of 
colored marble, to model the face. 
She's a natural cover girl. Mosaic 
was used by Pompeiian artists for 
both walls and floors. The floor of 
an entryway might be embellished 
with a watch dog, done in black 
and white tiles, with the legend 
Cave Canem: Beware of the Dog. 
One triclinium, or dining room, in 
the show is adorned with a mosaic 
skeleton carrying two wine jugs, a 
reminder that life is short and 
death just around the comer. Such 
a memento mori is particularly 
ironic in Pompeii, where the end 
came so suddenly. 

On the subject of death, the more 
squeamish of you might appre¬ 
ciate a warning. In the first room of 
the show at the Museum, there are 
two particularly macabre 
reminders of the devastation at 
Pompeii. They are casts of two of 
the victims of the volcano. One is a 
dog, curled up in its death throes; 
the other is a young woman, who 
has her tunic pulled over her mouth 
in an attempt to avoid suffocation. 
(Most of the deaths at Pompeii, it 
is thought, were caused by 
asphyxiation, not burning or 
crushing.) When bodies covered 
with ash, the soft organic parts 
eventually decayed, leaving what is 
in effect a hollow mold. These 
molds were filled with plaster, 
creating the casts you see in the 
show. The point they make, in the 
final analysis, is that the swift com¬ 
pleteness of destruction is what 
allowed to so much of Pompeii and 
Herculaneum such a high degree of 
preservation. 

And they remind us that Pompeii 
was inhabited by real people, not 
figures from a painting or a 
textbook. 

Despite time and space, some of 
the distance between Pompeii and, 
say, Park Street is easily bridged. 
Pompeiian walls were covered with 
grafitti. Unlike the subways, 
however, this free-lance decoration 
was not always the work of vandals 
or ne'er do-wells. The high cost of 
papyrus limited its use to the well 
heeled, and those without the price 
of a piece of paper took their 
thoughts to the walls. Political 


slogans and love-letters were 
cheek-by-jowl with notices from 
tradesmen posting their prices, and 
prostitutes advertising theirs. One 
cynic, disgusted by the rash of 
wall-writing, took paintbrush in 
hand and wrote: 

I wonder, wall that you do not 
go smash, 

Who has to bear the weight of all 
this trash. 

It is just such things as these, the 
true voices of the past, that help 
make Pompeii come alive. 

When they were not writing on 
the walls, the people of Pompeii 
engaged in the same activities we 
do today. They worked in their 
shops and offices, attended sport¬ 
ing events, relaxed with their 
families, and praised their gods. 
Gladitorial games were especially 
popular. They may seem cruel to 
us, and they were cruel, pitting 
man against man, or man against 
beast in the arena, but, in another 
1900 years, football and hockey 
may be just as inexplicable. The 
fans at Pompeii were so wild that, 
in A.D. 59, the amphitheatre was 
ordered closed for ten years. 
Imagine, if you like, Schaeffer 
Stadium or the Garden closed, due 
to rowdiness. 

One room of the show is devoted 
to Trades and Occupations. The 
objects here are at once the least 
remarkable and the most endearing 
in the show. Most are easily recog¬ 
nizable, and some are indis¬ 
tinguishable from their modern-day 
counterparts. Take a look at the set 
of bronze tools, then go home and 
look at the ones in your own 
workshop. There’s a mason's 
square, a plumb-bob, a folding rule 
(it’s a little bit shorter than the 
standard Roman foot), and an iron 
plane, with an adjustable edge. 
Paintings show some of the tools in 
use. A marble relief of a copper¬ 
smith’s shop has the smith and his 
assistant, an anvil, a dog, and an 
assortment of the shop’s finished 
product: little pastry molds, 
dishes, and plates. In the same 
room is an apparatus designed to 
heat and store liquids (wine was 
often served hot). It is a little 
ungainly, like a Rube Goldberg 
samovar, but undoubtedly efficient, 
and proof that the reputation of the 
ancient Italians as great engineers 
is not undeserved. There are, 
blessedly, only a few clay pots and 
vases. One pot that is rather nice is 
a day amphora, or two-handled 
jug, with the inscription Mala 
Cumana Vera, LXIIII : Real 
Cumaean Fruits, 64 pounds. Truth 
in labelling or not, the ancient 
Italians were also great 
businessmen. 

Nor was Mammon the only god 
they worshipped. 'Iliere is evidence

of numerous cults at Pompeii, in 
addition to the “official" Olympian 
and Julio-Claudian divinities. The 
show has paintings of Isis, Bes, and 
Harpocrates, all Egyptian. This is 
not unusual for an Italian city, 
particularly one near the sea, for 
Egyptian cults were frequently 
espoused by soldiers and sailors 
who imported them wherever they 
went. Another painting with a 
foreign theme is a Judgement of 
Solomon, enacted by pygmies. 
Since Pompeii was destroyed in 79, 
there was little time for Chris¬ 
tianity to make much headway, and 
the only indication that there was 
any knowledge of the new faith at 
all is a single grafitto: Sodoma, 
Comoro. 

On the subject of religion, one 
thing that should not be over¬ 
looked is an Aphrodite, goddess of 
love, sculpted in beautifully trans 
lucent marble, with eyes of inlaid 
glass paste, her jewelry and 
clothing chased with gilt. Like 
many of us, she looks a lot older 
than she is, because whoever made 
her adopted an Archaizing idiom, 
that is, she is copied from Greek 
statues of a much earlier date. She 
may be a copy of a copy of a copy, 
but she is a bona fide charmer. 

Not all of the objects in the 
exhibit arc great art. Few are 
breath-taking or splendid. But the 
whole show is the stuff of real life, 
and through the physical objects 
the ancient cities come alive. If 
you've thought of ancient art and 
ancient life as statues with broken 
noses and lines on a map, see 
Pompeii 79. You’ll be surprised 
and enchanted. 

Notes: 

Co-starring with Pompeii 79 at 
the MFA are two exhibits with tie- 
in themes. The Pleasure of Ruins 
opened March II in the Print 
Galleries. This exhibit is composed 
of prints, drawings, photographs 
and illustrated books, all by Euro¬ 
pean artists, spanning the years 
from the Renaissance to the nine¬ 
teenth century. Stars of the show 
are Piranesi's etchings of Roman 
ruins, so romantically overgrown 
that the broken columns and fallen 
moldings seem to emerge from some 
primeval jungle. Visions of 
Vesuvius, which opens on April 15 
in the Tapestry Gallery, is a 
collection of some thirty paintings 
of the mountain when and after it 
erupted again in the nineteenth 
century, and is proof, if any more

To witness the drama of 
determination winding its 
way from the furthest out- 
reaches of the suburbs into 
the heart of Boston is what 
makes the Marathon so 
very moving.

Run, don't walk, to. see the 82nd 
running of the Boston Marathon 
next Monday. There is simply 
nothing quite like its colorful 
combination of sport, drama, 
emotion, and parade-like atmo¬ 
sphere. Ask any of the hundreds of 
thousands of people who lined its 
26 mile, 385 yard route last year. 
What they too will tell you is that 
you'd be hard-pressed to find a 
more inspiring display of what 
human beings are capable of when 
they push themselves to the limit. 
Stretching from Hopkinton to the 
finish at Boston's Prudential 
Center, America’s oldest marathon 
has something for every sort of 
spectator. 

If what you’re after is a duel 
among some of the world's top 
distance runners, look no further. 
Local favorite Bill Rodgers, cur¬ 
rently the world’s premier 
marathoner and winner of the 1975 
race in record time (2 houre/9 
minutes/55 seconds), should be 
somewhere near the front of the 
pack. Frank Shorter, the 1972 
Olympic champion, will challenge 
Rodgers for the first time ever in 
Boston. Add names like Jerome 
Drayton of Canada (last year’s 
winner) and Boston University's 
Randy Thomas and you’ve got 
yourself one stirring footrace. One 
of the most prestigious marathons 
anywhere, Boston always attracts 
an international field of first class 
competitors. But they are really 
only a small part of the story. 

What you'll discover once the 
lead runners whiz past your 
vantage point is that there's much 
more to the Marathon than who 
wins. In fact, that’s almost beside 
the point. For huffing and puffing 
their way behind the leaders will be 
a record field of 4,000 men and 
women with but one thing on their 
minds — finishing. They are the 
serious portion of about eighteen 
million Americans who now jog or 
run, according to a recent Gallup 
Poll. These everyday people — 
ranging from fifteen year old child¬ 
ren and housewives to young men 
and retirees — are the real story of 
the Marathon. To witness the 
drama of determination winding its 
way from the furthest outreaches of 
the suburbs into the heart of 
Boston is what makes the 
Marathon so very moving. 



Over the past few years, interest 
in running the Boston Marathon 
has become so astronomical that all 
entrants must now meet a qualify¬ 
ing time. Each runner toeing the 
line at Hopkinton will start with 
the confidence of having finished a 
marathon during the previous 12 
months in under three hours (or 
three and a half hours for women 
and men over 40). Once the gun 
goes off, however, that distinction 
is no more than past history. Only 
training and guts will see them 
through every painstaking foot to 
follow. 

Regardless of whether you watch 
the race in Framingham, Natick, 
Wellesley or somewhere in the city, 
you’ll find yourself getting caught 
up in its contagious excitement. 
Everywhere there are scenes of 
spectators refreshing dehydrated 
runners with cups of liquid, or 
dousing them with water from 
buckets and garden hoses. You will 
discover yourself starting to care 
whether Number 989, an anony¬ 
mous soul who looks pretty hope¬ 
less, makes it or not. Out of 
admiration and a sense of awe, you 
get involved by cheering that 
person on toward Boston. This 
crowd support, which has earned 
Boston's Marathon acclaim among 
runners, becomes increasingly 
critical to the survivors who have 
made it as far as twenty miles. At 
roughly that point and without any 
warning, all runners experience 
their greatest dread — what is 
known as Hitting the Wall. Not yet 
understood physiologically, this 
enveloping fatigue is so severe that 
even the world-class runners 
involuntarily slow down once it has 
struck. Many of the less well- 
trained simply wither under its 
impact and collapse. Boston's 
gruelling course is particularly 
infamous because just prior to 
where most runners Hit the Wall 
there is a scries of four hills. They 
culminate in Heartbreak Hill, the 
steepest incline of the entire race. 

From the hill top, the Prudential 
tower looms on the horizon, a dis¬ 
heartening reminder of the eight 
miles yet to go. From then on, what 
were once crowds steadily become 
throngs of people waving and hol¬ 
lering runners along their wobbly 
way. Some slow down to walks, 
only to be recharged enough by the 
clamorous cheering to begin again 
at a trot. Others cramp up and lie 
folded in a heap along the road¬ 
side, until bystanders or medics can 
administer aid. And so the drama 
unfolds as the course trails through 
Chestnut Hill and Brookline 
toward Kenmore Square. The 
crowd there is often so dense that 
runners must squeeze through a 
human chute only two abreast. 

Then it’s on to the' glorious 
finish at the Prudential, where the 
mood is at once festive and yet 
charged with emotion. Every year, 
thousands of spectators remain 
long after the winners have placed 


to pay tribute to the rickety 
finishers. It must be indescribable 
to struggle down those final yards 
with mayhem ringing in your cars 
and total exhaustion wracking your 
body. Behind every one of those 
brightly colored jerseys crossing 
the finish line is 26 long miles 
traveled. It is a feat requiring iron- 
willed determination and some¬ 
times, sheer courage. 

How else do you describe the 
effort of Willie Pittengcr, a friend 
of mine from California, for 
example ? He trained for months in 
preparation for the 1977 Boston 
Marathon before breaking a bone 
in his foot. Still, he came back to 
Boston hoping to run, only to 
severely pull a hamstring muscle in 
his other leg a week before the race. 
On the morning of the big day, 
neither injury had healed. Yet there 
he was at the starting line, against 
the advice of numerous doctors 
who’d warned of permanent 
damage. I knew he would never 
make it, so I suggested meeting 
him at rendezvous points eight and 
16 miles from the start. That way, 
I could whisk him home in a hurry. 
With liquid replenisher and sponge 
in hand, I waited and waited on 
Route 9 in Natick until, in dis¬ 
belief, I spotted his green jersey 
bobbing amidst the sea of runners. 
He said he felt pretty strong, and 
that 1 wouldn’t see him until Wel¬ 
lesley — if he made it that far. 

I had barely arrived at the 
second spot, when, sure enough, he 
came loping into view. As I ran 
alongside him, he mumbled that his 
legs were cramping and his foot 
hurt acutely. Small wonder, I 
thought to myself. As I watched 
him pull away toward Heartbreak 
Hill and the Wall, I knew that 
those final ten miles would be 
torturous beyond belief. And they 
were. He nearly quit more than 
once. But just over three hours 
after he began, Willie Pittenger, 
looking like death warmed over, 
collapsed into my arms at the finish 
line. He had done it I Impossible, 
you say? That’s precisely what ran 
through my mind as an explosion 
of respect and pride welled within 
my chest. Don’t ever bet against a 
marathoner — they're a special 
breed. See for yourself on Patriot's 
Day. 

Notes: 

The starting gun will be fired in 
Hopkinton, Monday at noon. 
Expect the first runners to reach 
the Pru just a little more than two 
hours later. For more information, 
like when the Marathon is likely to 
pass wherever you are standing, 
call 227-3214 and ask for the 
Boston Athletic Association.

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Tips For Sox Tix 



Providing you have 
diligence and are willing to 
spend a little more then 
you had planned, you can 
see any Red Sox game you 
want.

April 14 is Opening Day at Fenway 
Park, the start of the baseball 
season and the beginning of the 
great ticket stalk. For those who 
haven't gotten season passes or 
advance tickets by this time, 
buying Red Sox tickets can be a 
proposition fraught with intrigue 
and frustration. There are lots of 
variables — but if you use a little 
strategy, you have a good chance of 
ending up happily among the 
cheering crowds. Be prepared, 
though, to apply some 
perseverance. 

Last year, the millenium came 
for the Red Sox when they went 
over the 2 million mark in atten¬ 
dance. This year, the talk is that 
they will do something in the 
neighborhood of 2.4 million. Given 
the advance sale to date, that is not 
an unreasonable expectation. 
Consider one more fact: A sell-out 
of all 77 playing dates would come 
to 2,754,000 admissions. 

So abandon hope of walking up 
to the ticket booth on Yawkey Way 
(n6e Jersey Street) and asking for a 
pair of tickets to see the Yankees 
play that night. However, if you 
stopped a few feet short of the 
ticket window and made the same 
request, you might have some 
success. More about that later. 

In mid-March, the Globe 
reported that some 6000 people had 
lined up in front of the ticket office 
on the day tickets went on sale, 
beginning as early as 4:45 in the 
morning. They guessed that what 
with season tickets and advance 
sales the guaranteed paid admis¬ 
sions had already reached a million. 
With that knowledge it’s fair to 
assume that all the decent tickets 
for the eight Yankee games in June, 
July and September are gone, 
together with the early weekend 
series for Baltimore and Kansas 
City. 

So what’s left ? And how do you 
get some good seats for, say, the 
half dozen games a year the 
average fan sees ? The first thing to 
do is go to the ticket office in 
person with a diagram of Fenway 
Park in hand. When your turn at 
the ticket window comes, lake your 
lime and buy tickets with the same 


seriousness as you would with any 
other purchase. Far too many fans 
push their money through the grill 
and take what's offered without 
asking what alternative seats are 
available. 

Generally the clerks are helpful 
and will give advice if asked. But 
don't be a Utopian and ask for 
tickets in Sections 14, 15, and 16 
behind first base and say nothing 
else will do. For some not easily 
explained reason, fans will take the 
worst seat in right field and turn 
^their nose up at a decent one in left, 
usually because “you can’t see the 
doubles go into the comer.” 

Make sure your tickets aren't 
right in front of an aisle and that 
your view isn't obstructed by 
people parading back and forth to 
the concession stands. Don't 
hesitate to ask about single tickets 
or some combination of singles and 
doubles, even if it means splitting 
up with whoever you’re going to 
the game with. You can always talk 
to friends, but you can’t always see 
the Red Sox. 

Let's say you’ve done all that 
was asked of you by Church, 
Society and the Red Sox Ticket 
Office and you still come up empty 
handed for a "crucial" series. What 
then ? Well, you could check with 
ticket agencies like Tyson's at 240 
Tremont Street and the Hub 
Agency at 240 Tremont Street, or 
go through the Yellow Pages under 
the heading "Theatre & Sports 
Ticket Service.” You can rest 
assured that many of these 
agencies have already bought big 
blocs of tickets for all the choice 
games of the year. You’ll pay a 
premium but you will probably get 
what you want. 

And then there are the scalpers. 
On a summer evening the scalpers 
flock to Gate A like moths to a 
naked light bulb. All you have to do 
is look forlorn and someone will 
offer to sell you a pair of tickets 
right behind the screen. If you 
want to be a shopper, get to the 
park about an hour before game 
time and canvass the bars, souvenir 
shops and lunch rooms in the 
immediate area. Just announce 
boldly that "I’m looking for two 
(three, four) tickets to tonight's 
game. Good ones," and then wave 
a little green about shoulder high. 
Action will be yours. Of course, 
you’re going to pay top dollar. But 
why not? The Yankees come to 
town only a handful of times a 
season, and this year we all know 
that those games are the only ones 


that really count. 

You might get lucky and be able 
to buy a ticket from someone — 
not a scalper — who simply has an 
extra ticket to unload. This 
happens all the time, especially 
with the corporate season ticket 
holders. And don't forget to check 
with the kids selling souvenirs out 
front. They always have a nice 
sense of where good things can be 
found. 

So don't despair. Providing you 
have diligence and are willing to 
spend a little more than you had 
planned, you can see any game you 
want. 

Parking is always a problem at 
Fenway Park. Up until a couple of 
years ago the cops winked at illegal 
parking, but then a newly elected 
state rep started getting testy. The 
results were tickets and towing. 

The MBTA runs extra trains on 
game nights, so you might think of 
parking at the Riverside station in 
Newtor if you are driving in via 
the Mass Pike or Route 128; or 
park at the Quincy Center station if 
you live south of Boston. Still 
another solution is parking around 
Copley Square and walking a mile 
and a half. The lots in the area are 
empty in the evening, and both 
Storrow Drive and the Southeast 
Expressway arc minutes away. The 
best-kept secret in Kenmore 
Square is the seven-level covered 
garage behind the Hotel Somerset 
on Commonwealth Avenue. It’s 
close to the ballpark, reasonably 
priced and never filled to capacity. 
Notes: 

With a combination of love, 
money, and diligence, you may 
come up with a ticket for tomor¬ 
row's opening game. According to 
the Red Sox office, the grandstand 
and box seats have been sold out for 
weeks, but now you know how to 
pull out all the ticket-buying stops. 
The Red Sox management has also 
announced that some of the 
bleacher seats can be had one day 
in advance of some games — those 
that are expected to otherwise be 
sellouts — for S3. The last resort is 
to get in line behind everyone else, 
the day of the game, and put down 
$2 for the regular bleachers. 

During the season, when reserved 
seats are available, it’s S4.75 for 
the stands, S5.75 and S6 for the 
boxes. The diagram of Fenway 
Park is printed on the back of the 
official Sox schedule, which is 
available in banks, stores, and, 
probably, your favorite watering 
spot.

The only private, fully-accredited 
museum devoted to philately — 
the collection and study of postage 
stamps — in the world is in 
Weston, Massachusetts at the non¬ 
sectarian Cardinal Spellman Phila¬ 
telic Museum. 

Established in 1963, the 
Museum’s first collections of 
stamps were those of Cardinal 
Spellman and those of the National 
Philatelic Museum, which had 
been located in Philadelphia. Today 
these stamps represent only a small 
percentage of the collection; 
through donations, the Museum's 
main collection now includes more 
than 300,000 postage stamps and 
covers. 

New exhibits of specialized stamps 
from this main collection are 
displayed in the Museum's attrac¬ 
tive gallery every two to four 
months. The next exhibit, which 
will run during the summer, will 
feature American presidents. 


The Museum boasts a particu¬ 
larly strong collection of inter¬ 
national airmail stamps. A recent 
exhibit traced the history of the 
earliest American airmail stamp, a 
24c stamp issued in 1918 and used 
for the first airplane mail service in 
the United States. Started on May 
15, the service was a round-trip 
flight between Washington, Phila¬ 
delphia, and New York. Two 


months after the stamp was issued, 
the government dropped the 
airmail rale to 16c and the 24c 
stamp was discontinued for airmail 
use. 

Every year, the Museum holds a 
philatelic literature fair. Copies of 
new books published on stamps are 
available. The fair helps to keep the 
Museum's 8,000 volume library an 
up-to-date resource for collectors. 


Each fair has a special theme. 
'Phis year's, which was held last 
month, had photography and 
stamps for its subject. Exhibits 
showed how photographs of 
stamps using only ultraviolet or 
infrared ‘light’ show alterations to 
stamps, such as the removal of 
cancellations and overprints, and 
filling in of thin spots. Photog¬ 
raphy is used in the actual produc 


tion of stamps. Photographic nega¬ 
tives of the original art work are 
made into a printing plate. Stamps 
printed on colored paper are diffi¬ 
cult to see clearly; black and white 
photographs and enlargements 
revral details on such stamps. 
Many collectors with valuable 
stamps have photographic records 
of their collection to serve as 
identification in case of theft. 

Aside from the collections, the 
Museum houses an authentic turn 
of-the-century United States Post 
Office. There is also a shop where 
publications many that arc the 
Museum's own — catalogues, 
stamps and collectors' supplies are 
sold. Proceeds go to helping 
support the Museum's activities. 
These activities include courses in 
philately for both adults and 
children. 

A stamp bourse i9 held the 
second Sunday of each month. 
Dealers buy and sell stamps from 
11 am until 5 pm.

were needed, of the continual 
fascination of the story of Vesuvius 
and Pompeii. 

The Museum of Science is 
lending a hand with Pompeii 79, 
which has been in the works for 
more than a year. Of special 
interest at the Science Museum are 
showings of two versions of Bulwcr- 
Lytton’s classic Victorian weeper, 
The Last Days of Pompeii. A 1913 
version with a cast of 4000 will be 
shown on April 28. The 1929 
Victor Varconi-Maria Corda film 
will show May 5. The Science 
Museum has also acquired a one- 
ton chunk of volcanic rock from 
Vesuvius, which is now a 
permanent part of the Museum’s 
rock garden. For the extent of the 
show the two museums will have 
reciprocal membership privileges. 

At the MFA, two major cata¬ 
logues are available, each $4.50. 
The first is packed with color 
photographs and information about 
the culture and history of Pompeii; 
the other gives details about each 
object on display, its provenance, 
and some clues as to what it means. 
Both were written by John I Vard- 
Perkins, one of the foremost 
scholars of Roman art, and 
Amanda Claridge, of London's 
Royal Academy of Art, with addi¬ 
tions by the Museum's Department 
of Classical Art. There is also a 
special Children's Guide, SI.50. 
And, ’Acoustiguide’ tours, a taped 
program, can be rented, with tape 
players, for 52. The Museum has 
also installed a special Pompeii 
Hotline, to keep callers up to date 
with the plethora of goings on 
connected with Pompeii. Call 
267-0600. 

When you go to the Museum to 
see the show, you will be given a 
special numbered pass for Pompeii 
79. A limited number of passes will 
be issued each day, to reduce the 
time you have to wait, and the 
crowds you have to contend with. 

The MFA has taken steps to 
increase your chances of finding a 
place to park once you've arrived 
in the vicinity of Huntington 
Avenue. Additional leased parking 
lots will be available on weekends 
for nominal-fee-parking. However, 
anyone who has driven around 
town knows that the longest way of 
getting from one place to another is 
to drive over and look for a spot to 
park. Therefore, it will save you 
time and headaches to avail your¬ 
self of the Free Shuttle Bus Serv¬ 
ice. Buses will leave every ten 
minutes between 10 am and 4 pm on 
weekdays, from the Dartmouth 
Street entrance of the Public 
Library. Or hop on the Arborway 
branch of the Green Line. Get off 
at the Northeastern stop and stroll 
the few blocks to the Museum, or 
pay an extra 20t and ride right to 
the door.

Annie Hall 

In his most sutobiographical and 
assured movie to date, Woody Allen 
has taken us to the source of his shtick, 
and in doing so, revitalized it.

Mayor warns of 'dark days' in budget message 


Mayor Theodore Mann predicted “dark 
financial days ahead" for communities 
like Newton in his annual budget 
message' last week. 

There will be a decrease in state aid in 
FY79, he said, and Newton will be forced 
to continue "fiscal restraint.” 

On the brighter side, the mayor 
requested that the budget be reduced by 
$1,250,000 in anticipation of federal 
revenue sharing funds, allocated as 
follows: 

— Human Services Department, 
$25,000, salaries. 

— Human Services Department, 
Nonantum Multi-Service Center, $25,000. 

— Police Department, $1 million. 

— Recreation Department, $30,000, 
capital outlay. 

— Public Works Department, $170'000, 


vehicles. . 

Mayor Mann will soon request the 
Board of Aldermen to authorize bonding 
of $7 million for land acquisition, street 
repairs and reconstruction and a com¬ 
munications system for fire and police, 
he said . 

The mayor said the FY79 municipal 
budget reflects a number of constructive 
changes. "Emphasis has been placed 
upon increased employee productivity, 
vehicle replacement and maintenance, 
and energy conservation." 

Funds will be requested from the Board 
to improve the vehicle-maintenance 
program and he plans to request $500,000 
for new public works equipment. 

Planning and preparations for snow 
will be continuous throughout the year, 
the mayor said. 


The mayor explained the new sewer- 
use charge that goes into effect this year. 
In theory the part of the annual tax levy 
that pays for sewerage will be removed 
from the property tax and assessed as a 
separate sewer-use charge. 

The net result to the city should be 
decreased tax need, since the sewer-use 
charge will be assessed on nonprofit 
institutions that are now tax-exempt. 

The estimated cost of providing a new 
communications system or systems for 
the Police and Fire departments has now 
escalated from the $665,000 requested but 
denied last year to $750,000. 

Mayor Mann will present his request in 
two forms — one combined police-fire 
"central dispatch center" that was 
requested last year, and two separate 
communications systems. 


The Building Department will assume 
responsibility for the Printing Depart¬ 
ment and the Licensing Board in addition 
to8 supervising more maintenance work 
for the School Department. 

An energy division in the Building 
Department will be able to save $100,000 
annually, the mayor said. The energy 
division will adjust and monitor the use of 
gas, electricity and heating fuel in city 
buildings. 

(Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
later explained that the $100,000 will come 
only from turning down thermostats and 
decreasing use of electricity in municipal 
buildings, not schools. Other savings can 
be realized from other energy-saving 
measures. Fraser also expects school to 
to save energy on their own.) 


The State Supreme Judicial Court is 
expected to decide next week if it will 
hear the case of citizens from Hamilton 
and Emerson Schools who want the city 
to hold a referendum on the planned 
closing of their schools. 

The lawyer for parents from the two 
schools and the City Solicitor's office 
have been working together to have the 
highest court in the state review the case 
as soon as possible. 

The Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) is 
being asked to interpret the City Charter 
as to whether it will allow for a 
referendum on the decision to close 
Hamilton by September and Emerson by 
September 1979. 

The City Charter forbids there to be a 
referendum on "the City budget or the 
School Committee budget," and City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk contends that the 
closing Ls tied in with the budget. 


On Tuesday. Funk and Jason Rosen¬ 
berg, lawyer for the plaintiffs, saw the 
clerk of the state Appeals Court and filed 
a petition for direct review by the SJC. 
I.ast week the Middlesex County Superior 
Court accepted the pleadings of both 
sides and passed the case on the the 
Appeals Court without making a ruling on 
it. 

According to Margaret Kelley of the 
SJC Public Information Office, the clerk 
of the high court would not be more 
specific than "next week" when stating 
when the SJC may decide to hear the 
case. 

If it does accept the case without a 
lower court decision, it could be heard in 
May' Ms. Kelley said. 

Election Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan ' Licarie said last week 
that it generally takes six weeks to 
prepare for a referendum election.

Country Club land 
could take 700 units 


Development of the Chestnut Hill 
Country Club could result in one or two 
apartment buildings containing up to 700 
apartments, neighbors of the club heard 
recently. 

Development consultant Gerard 
McNeil of Northborough, who is coor¬ 
dinating the development effort of 
Carabetta Enterprises, said this week 
that the change from the original 
suggestion of 300-plus apartments on the 
land is nothing definite. 

Carabetta has an option on the 81-acre 
golf club. 

According to McNeil and Carabetta's 
lawyer in this matter, Howard Levine, 
aspects of the land prevent the use of 
more than 10 acres for buildings and 
approaches, and they are attempting to 
find out what building configuration 
would be most acceptable to neighbors. 


McNeill said this week the building is 
"like a piece of putty" that can be 
stretched and manipulated into whatever 
shape is economically, physically and 
aesthetically best. 

The apartments could be built in one 22- 
story building, two 16-story buildings, or 
several other arrangements, as long as 
they could be contained in the buildable 
area. 

Carabetta's purchase of the land is 
contingent on the firm's ability to get the 
land rezoned and obtain permission from 
the Board of Aldermen to build the 
apartments. 

The announced intent of Carabetta 
Enterprises is to allow the golf course and 
the clubhouse to continue operation in¬ 
definitely. 

The club has been in financial trouble 
for some time. 


New Falls plan ok; 
Paul Street in limbo

The Planning Director said last 
week the city's negotiations with New 
Falls Associates are proceeding 
favorably, whereas the proposed Paul 
Street development is facing a major 
obstacle. 

The proposed New Falls Associates 
project calls for 41 units earmarked for 
elderly, low, and middle income 
residents. The remaining 19 in the 
project are for market rentals. 

To finance the project, New Falls 
went to the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). The agency issued a mortgage 
commitment that required the city 
signing a 121A contract with the 
developer. Such a contract would set 
the taxes for a specified number of 
years. 

The Board of Aldermen complained 
that with such a contract the 
development would cost the city more 
than it would collect in taxes from it. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
told the Planning and Development 
(P&D) Board, "The assessors and the 
developer are continuing to negotiate 
in an effort to find an agreement 
satisfactory to the city and acceptable 
to HUD for its mortgage agreement." 
He added it is his understanding that a 
draft agreement may soon be ap¬ 
proved which will permit the project to 
proceed. 

Thomas was more pessunistic about 
the Paul Street development. He said 
the Planning Department intends to 
make every effort to help Frank 
Ikwuto, the owner of the Paul Strerf 


property, relocate his . fuel storage 
tanks. 

The final sale of this property hinges 
on this relocation. Donato had wanted 
to mave his tanks to a site in West 
Newton, but the Board of Aldermen 
turned down his request. 

If there is too much a delay in this 
relocation step, Thomas said, the 
present bid on the project may no 
longer be valid. Previously the 
director had said if the development 
has to be rebid, it may well increase 
the price. 

P&D members were very upset with 
the Board of Aldermen decision to 
deny Donato’s request. Their chair¬ 
man, Margaret Smith, said, "We could 
have lobbied." 

Members of the Housing Services 
Commission were also disturbed with 
the aldermen's decision. Member 
Donald Ferreri said the aldermen 
gave him a "hassle" when he was 
reappointed to the commission. They 
wanted to know why we on the com¬ 
mission had not worked harder for new 
housing projects, he said. 

Ferreri added, "It's been two years 
since the Conununity Development 
Authority took over the Paul Street 
project, and they have gotten no 
further than we did.” 

Despite the difficulties with the two 
housing developments, the authority 
and the P&D Board is submitting an 
application to the state's Department 
of Community Affairs for still another 
bousing housing project. Tnis ap¬ 
plication does not specify a particular 
site, but does list available building in 
the city which might be renovatad.

Inquiry starts on 
school sex filmstrip

The two high schools in Newton both 
offer electives in human sexuality which 
sometimes deal explicitly with 
homosexuality and oral sex. 

The School Committee last Monday 
heard Esther Lopez of West Newton 
inquire about oral sex and homosexuality 
being shown in filmstrips at Newton 
South after she read an article in the 
April 9 magazine section of the Sunday 
Herald-Advertiser. 

Nancy Mann, vice chairman of the 
School Committee, said the Committee 
will be receiving information for the April 
24 meeting about exactly what is being 
taught in the courses at the schools. 

According to Robert Deiulio, director 
of the Guidance Department at Newton 
North High School, the course, which 
requires two forms of parental approval, 
is designed to help students make 
responsible decisions about human 
relationships and sexuality. 

Students also discuss methods of birth 
control, and in some courses various

birth control devices are on display, and 
in other courses they are illustrated.

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Radical zoning amendments 
proposed by Land Use chairman 


Aid. Terry Morris, chairman of the 
aldermanic land Use Committee' has 
proposed several amendments to the 
zoning ordinance that will both restrict 
and make more flexible the use of land 
and housing in Newton. 

All the amendments will be presented 
at a public hearing before the land Use 
Committee June 7. 

In an effort to prevent overintisive use 
of en single- and two-family houses, 
Morris would require permissive use 
^special permiti from the aldermen to 
park more than four cars on the property. 

While Morris agreed, at the news 
conference at which he discussed his 
proposed amendments, that there will be 
instances of need for more cars, he feels 
that arrangements could be made to park 
the extra vehicles in a rented space or 
garage nearby. 

Morris believes that the limit on 
number of cars parked on a property 
would not only improve the appearance 
of8property but also would tend to 
discourage the creation of "illegal” 
apartments in single- and two-family 
houses. 

In connection with occupancy of houses 
by unrelated persons, Morris proposes to 
specify how many persons constitute an 
"association of persons," which requires 
permission from the Board of Aldermen 
to occupy a single-family house. 

Morris would not take on the issue of 
defining a family, which has been tried 
but given up by the Board, but would 


specify a minimum number of persons, 
such as five, excluding children, for an 
"association of persons," which could 
petition for permission to live together in 
a single-family residence. , 

Because Morris believes that the 
Zoning Board of Appeals is guilty of "spot 
zoning" in many cases when it grants 
variances from use regulations in 
residence districts, Morris would abolish 
that power of the ZB A. 

Morris' proposal would prevent the 
granting of a variance to turn a single¬ 
family house into a legal two-family 
house or any other expansion of use. 

Where such a need is strong, Morris 
thinks, the whole area should be 
examined for possible rezoning to a two- 
family district. 

Morris would also remove from the 
Zoning Board of Appeals the power to 
grant variances from minimum lot areas 
and widths and from provisions of the 
sign control ordinance. 

He is especially concerned about the 
variances granted for building on un¬ 
dersize lots' which has a relatively heavy 
impact on abutting property and the rest 
of the neighborhood. 

As the law now reads, the burden of 
undoing a ZBA variance is on residents, 
who must file suit against the ZBA within 
a short period after the ZBA decision and 
must pay all the legal fees involved. . 

Another amendment would allow so- 
called townhouses to be built-in single¬ 
residence districts, subject to existing lot 
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sizes required in those districts for single- 
familiy houses. 

Townhouses are attached houses. 

The amendment would create a small 
cluster zoning district. For example, four 
townhouses could be built in Residence B 
district on 60,000 square feet of land 
(15,000 square feet is required for each 
single-family house). 

Advantages would8the ability to 
preserve natural or landscaping features, 
build a communal swimming pool, 
preserve open space and incidentally 
probably cut construction costs through 
the use of a single foundation and party 
walls between the houses. 

Finally, Morris would amend the 
restriction on garden apartments by 
removing the prohibition on living space 
above the second floor. 

So doing, Morris says, would allow 
more flexibility in the reuse of old Vic¬ 
torian buildings without having to get 
them rezoned to "apartment house" 
zone. 

Morris explained that as chairman of 
the I^and Use Committee he feels that he 
has a responsibility to demonstrate 
leadership in that area, especially from 
the point of view of maintaining the value 
of Newton's real estate, which provides 
most of the city's revenue. 

While he recognizes that there is a 
constant pressure to expand the tax base, 
he said, "Future planning must become 
and remain sensitive to neighborhood 
scale. The scale of our streetscapes may 
be defined by density, design and in¬ 
tensity of use." 

"Each of the proposed ordinance 
changes relates to one or more of these 
criteria," he said.

Unable to sell the Moulton Street house 
lots as a package, the Community 
Development Authority and the Planning 
and Development Board voted last week 
to accept proposals for individual lots. 

The eight Moulton Street properties in 
Newton Lower Falls are zoned for single¬ 
family residences and are available at set 
prices. In the hopes of selling them as a 
package, the authority and the Planning 
and Development (P&D) Board had 
advertised them and had extended the 
due date for proposals a month. 

"In my opinion nobody bid for the lots 
because it was too big a project for a 
small person and too small for a large 
developer," Authority Director Gerald 
Early said. 

Eleanor Bennison, of the authority 
office, said one developer, David St.John, 
expressed continual interest in the 
project, although he never submitted a 
proposal. She related that St. John had 
said he would like to develop four lots, but 
8 felt the entire package of eight was too 
big an undertaking. St. John was the 
developer of other houses in the Lower 
Falls area. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas, the 
sole member of the authority said he sees 
three options available. The authority 
could readvertise the properties with 
different conditions, but with a definite 
cutoff date for proposals, he said. 


A second option, Thomas said, would be 
to advertise the lots as on the market. 
This technique, he said, would not 
provide for a cutoff date and would allow 
for using For Sale signs on the properties. 

Another possiblility, he said, is for the 
authority to retain somebody to market 
the lots. 

Thomas added, if the properties are 
marketed individually, the authority may 
be oversubscribed for certain lots. This 
position, he said, would make selection 
particularly difficult. 

Unless a specific system of selection is 
used, the sale of the lots could become 
subject to political patronage pressure, 
Early said. 

When a P&D member suggested using 
a lottery system to make the selection, 
Joel Leighton of the Lower Falls Project 
Area Committee objected. He explained 
that with a lottery the winner could have 
a terrible plan whereas the loser could 
have a "peachy proposal". 

The board can make the choice on the 
basis of merit, said P&D member Carol 
Robinson. She said this method was used 


in selecting Spaulding and Sly as the 
developer for the Lower Falls office 
buildings. 

Thomas said the board should reserve 
the right to reject proposals. He added 
proposals for one to eight lots should be in 
by 2 p.m. of the board’s June meeting 
day. The authority, he continued, will 
advertise the sale in newspapers and will 
put up a sign facing the Route 128 access 
road. 

Board member Otis Robinson 
suggested eliminating the large deposit 
at the time potential developers submit 
their proposals. "That way we eliminate 
the front end money, he said." Instead 
the authority will require the deposit 
within 10 days after a plan has been ac¬ 
cepted. 

Originally the eight lots were planned 
for subsidized single-family houses. 
When federal financing for such a project 
was no longer available, the Board of 
Aldermen approved selling them to a 
developer who would build for market 
level sales.

The next move will require 
readvertising the position, which has a 
salary range between $28,000 and $35,000' 
and conducting more interviews.

Correction on redistricting 


The dates in some of redistricting 
changes surrounding the closing of Weeks 
Junior High were incorrect in last week’s 
Graphic. 

Angier Elementary School graduates 
will follow the current feeder pattern 
through Meadowbrook Junior Hig and 
South High School’ with students north of 
Beacon Street and north of the MBTA 
tracks having the option to go to Warren 
Junior High and North High School. 

In order to close Weeks in September 
1981, changes for the feeder patterns 
from Mason-Rice and Beethoven schools 
are necessary starting in September 1979, 
not this fall as stated last week in the 
Graphic. 

In 1979, Mason-Rice students north of 
Beacon Street and west of Centre Street 
will begin going to Day Junior High and 
eventually Newton North High School. 
Other graduates will be in seventh grade 
at Weeks. 

In September 1980, Mason-Rice 


graduates south of Beacon Street and 
east of Centre Street will attend 
IVleadowbrook Junior High, as there will 
be no seventh grade at Weeks, All future 
Mason-Rice graduates from this area will 
attend Meadowbrook and Newton South. 

Beethoveu School 

In September 1979, students north of 
Beacon Street will go to Warren Junior 
High and eventually to Newton North. 
Beethoven graduates south of Beacon 
Street will attend seventh grade at Weeks 
Junior High. 

In September 1980, seventh graders 
south of Beacon Street will go to 
Meadowbrook and eventually Newton 
South, as will all future Beethoven 
graduates south of Beacon Street. 

Also, if Hamilton School closes this fall, 
students that attend Angier would be in 
the Warren-North feeder pattern. 

There will still be provisions for out-of- 
district transfers under the School 
Committee's open enrollment policy.

The Conservation Commission rejected 
as inadequate an application to construct 
a single-family house in the vicinity of 
Houghton Garden . 

The applicant, John A. Kernochan of 
Cambridge, had applied to build the 
house on Suffolk Road. Because his plans 
called for building the house less than 100 
feet from an open brook tributary of 
Houghton's Pond, Kernochan had to have 
a public hearing before the commission. 

According to commission Secretary 
Helen Heyn, the plans were inadequate. 
They lacked many of the expected 
details, she explained. 

Since Kernochan intends to leave a 
group of pines near his house, the com¬ 
mission has asked him to have landscape 
architects certify the trees will not en¬ 
danger the house. Mrs. Heyn said the 
pines are important for erosion control on 
the property. 

In other matters, the commission 
learned that a group from Thompsonville 
would like to the city to purchase 
property owned by the Quint estate for a 
community garden. According to Mrs. 
Heyn, the group would like the city to 
purchase the land as part of the federally 
sponsored community development 
programs, program. 

The commission approved a request 
with provisions from Erbetta Associates 
to extend the due date to May for the 
removal of debris from a swamp on 
Winchester Street. One of the provisions 
calls for Mrs. Heyn to certify that Apex 
Associates, Erbetta's surveyor, is doing 
the necessary preliminary work. 
Secondly, Mrs. Heyn is to check that 
Erbetta hires a contractor to do the work. 


Dozens treated 
during marathon 

Dozens of runners in the Boston 
Marathon were treated at aid stations 
along the route through Newton, and 
about 15 were given transportation to 
either Newton-Wellesley Hospital or the 
finish line in Boston. 

The Newton Red Cross, the Auxiliary 
Police, and the Explorer Scouts were the 
volunteer agencies that helped police and 
Fire Department rescue workers keep 
the runners going and help the weary 
ones. 

About eight persons requiring medical 
attention were spectators along 
Washington Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue where the course weaves through 
Newton. 

According to Robert Kehoe of the Red 
Cross, seven runners were assisted at 
various places until being picked up by a 
bus that took them to the Prudential 
Center. 

Red Cross volunteers from Milton, 
Concord, Weymouth, Cambridge, Lowell, 
and Boston assisted a large contingent of 
Newton volunteers. Three spectators 
were also treated by the Red Cross, one 
for exhaustion, one for a shoulder injury, 
and one for back pain and trouble 
breathing. 

The Police Department transported 
nine persons to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. The hospital had records of 
treating four runners for muscle cramps. 
The police said the others transported 
suffered from heat exhaustion, except for 
one that fell off a truck. 

Lt. Charles Feeley said, "The crowd 
was absolutely miserable," and despite 
assistance from 40 National Guardsmen 
and 22 Auxilary Police officers, the crowd 
cramped the runners in the middle of the 
street.

Handicapped group interested 
in putting transition house here

The Newton Housing Services (NHS) 
Commission learned last week that a 
group representing severely handicapped 
people is interested in the possibility of 
developing with the NHS a transitional 
facility for quadriplegics. 

According to William Henderson, social 
service coordinator for NHS, the Boston 
Center for Independent Living (BCIL) 
visited during March to explain its 
program and needs. They also wanted to 
know what buildings are available in the 
city as possible transitional housing sites. 

BC'IL's Executive Director Robert B. 
Williams explained in a letter to the NHS 
a transitional housing facility would 
serve 12 to 15 severely handicapped 
people for six to nine months. During this 
period, these people, coming primarily 
from institutions, would learn the skills 
necessary for living independently or in 
groups. 

If such a housing facility were 
developed, it would be financed by the 
Department of Community Affairs, 
according to Williams. He added, there is 
currently such a program in Brookline 
servicing 11 people. 

NHS Executive Director Frank Quinn 
said the BCIL program is interesting. 
But, he said, if the organization wants to 
proceed further with developing such a 
project in Newton, it would have to talk to 
Planning Director Charles Thomas, the 
sole member of the Community 
Development Authority. 


In other matters, Quinn suggested the 
future possibility of charging tenants for 
service calls if they create a maintenance 
problem. For example, he said, a tenant 
recently forgot his keys and broke a large 
window to gain entrance to his apart¬ 
ment. 

Quinn said another problem is some 
tenants claim they have emergencies in 


the middle of the night. When the 
maintenance men arrive, they find a very 
minor problem that could well have been 
solved during the day. 

Commission Chairman Stephen 
Buchbinder said, “I am not comfortable 
with a public housing agency charging for 
service calls." He said those "who cry 
wolf" should be told their credibility will 
be doubted the next time they call. 

Quinn said he has no intention of in¬ 
stituting such a . charge for service calls 
now. He agreed to keep the commission 
informed if the problem becomes worse. 

Sal Lechiaro, of the housing staff, told 
thecommission he had solved the 
problem of rent delinquencies. Last

Good idea 

The gesture of renaming the Beethoven 
School in honor of the man who guided it for 
its first 20 years is a laudable one. 

Frank Zervas. whose accidental and 
tragic death from carbon monoxide 
poisoning last year came as a shock to the 
community, certainly could have no more 
lilting a memorial than the renamed school. 

But we think the School Committee should 
vote to change the name of the school from 
Beethoven to Zervas instead of renaming it 
Beethoven-Zervas or Zervas-Beethoven. 

Since the school got its name originally 
because it is on Beethoven Avenue and not 
directly from the composer, we think it 
would lessen confusion and pay a better 
tribute to Mr. Zervas if the school had his 
name alone. 

Other schools in Newton. Mason-Rice, 
Hyde. F.A. Day. to name a few, com¬ 
memorate other Newton people who made 
contributions to this city in the past. Cer¬ 
tainly Mr. Zervas deserves to be among 
them. 

It the school winds up with a hypenated 
name' we wonder if future generations 
might not think Mr. Zervas' name was ac¬ 
tually Zervas-Beethoven. 

Childrens' ads 
on television 

The Federal Trade Commission has post¬ 
poned making a decision about whether or 
not commercials should accompany televi¬ 
sion shows for children and. if so. whether 
they should be restricted. It has instead set 
up a rulemaking process that is supposed to 
give parents — and the products' manufac¬ 
turers — time to argue the issue in public. 

Small children obviously are not mature 
enough to understand that advertising is 
aimed at selling a product. Children are also 
apt to believe everything they see or hear 
from adults, whether in the classroom or on 
television. One argument against ad restric¬ 
tions is that youngsters might as well learn 
early that they must be choosy as to 
products advertised. Adults, after all, have 
to decide whether one pain killer ad is more 
persuasive than another and whether that 
fact has anything to do with the efficacy of 
the prodict itself. Advertising is the only- 
wav. outside of government management 
and taxpayer support, to pay for most of the 
news and entertainment media. The alter¬ 
native is not palatable. 

Already the controversy is having some 
effect. Cereal Institute. Inc., an organiza¬ 
tion which claims to be “contributing to 
better health and nutrition" and whose 
members are companies which produce 
cereals, has issued a report in which it 
claims that “there is less sugar in a one- 
ounce serving of a presweetened cereal than 
in a medium size apple or a six ounce glass 
of canned orange juice.” The report also 
argues that children who are offered 
presweetened cereals are less likely to skip 
breakfast and that those who have other op¬ 
tions consume much higher levels of fat and 
cholesterol. The presweetened cereal ads 
have been a major target of consumer and 
parent groups. 

Parents should let the FTC know their 
feelings about ads during television shows 
that are aimed primarily at youngsters. It 
also seems that parents might also let their 
children know where decisions on products 
are made in a family. 

It certainly should not be the television 
screen.

Alleviating regressive payroll tax

At least 200 of the 435 members of the 
House of Representatives want to reduce 
Social Security taxes this year very 
substantially. If this group, which in¬ 
cludes myself, can prevail, the person 
making $200 a week and who now pays 
$12.10 in Social Security taxes will be 
required to pay only $8.66. 

The device that would bring about this 
highly desirab!#- reduction in the 
regressive payroll tax is the removal of 
the funding of Medicare and Social 
Security disability from the trust fund. 

On April 5, the 290 Democrats in the 
House voted 150 to 57 for a resolution 
demanding that the Ways and Means 
Committee report legislation this year to 


reduce Social Security taxes. 

This action, contrary to press reports, 
does not represent a reversal in 
congressional thinking regarding the use 
of general revenues to finance Social 
Security. Such an option has always been 
available and might well have been 
adopted way back in 1935 when the 
system originated. 

It is much more equitable to have 
general revenue, to which corporations 
contribute and which is made up in part 
of excise taxes, pay for Medicare and 
Social Security disability — programs 
which are not related to the fundamental 
purpose of the Social Security system 
which is to provide a pension for all in¬ 
dividuals after their retirement 

Most of the complaints about Social 


Security in the recent past have come 
from the 14 percent of the working force 
who enjoy an income of $17,700 or above. 
These individuals have experienced an 
addition in the payroll tax since the 
Congress has extended the base upward 
to include more of the income of those 
who are in the highest compensation 
levels in the nation. 

In a search to ease the heavy burden of 
the payroll tax the Carter Administration 
proposed to use general revenues 
whenever the Social Security system lost 
revenues due to unemployment in excess 
of six percent. The Congress has not 
accepted this reasonable proposal. 

I have the hope that the Social Security 
payroll tax can be diminished this year 
from 6.05 percent to 4.33 percent. This 


burdens 

will be done if the bill filed by 
Congressman Mikva (H.R. 107541. of 
which I am a cosponsor, passes. This 
removes disability insurance and 
Medicare from the Social Security 
system. 

The bill will only if enough people 
all across the nation petition for its 
enactment. 

The payroll tax is the most regressive 
tax in our system. The income tax is the 
most progressive. It is time that 
Medicare and disability insurance be 
financed out of the progressive income 
tax and not out of the regressive payroll 
tax. 

Congressman Drinan represents the 
Fourth Congressional District, which 
includes Newton. 


How Carter flabbergasted policymakers

WASHINGTON - President Carter's 
decision to put the neutron "bomb" in 
cold storage has created a dangerous 
leadership crisis not only in the Western 
alliance he is supposed to lead but at the 
bewildered highest levels of his own 
administration. 

"As of March 23, every top official in 
this administration, and many just under 
the top, favored full-spread-ahead on the 
neutron," one middle-level official ap¬ 
pointed by the President told us. Yet, on 
that day, Mr. Carter decided to cancel the 
enhanced radiation warned designed to 
spare both civilians and structures while 
immobilizing enemy tanks. There was no 
significant new consultation with senior 
advisers. 

Why did he lake this step which, 
whatever his intention, seems to succumb 
to Soviet pressure and abandon his March 
17 Wake Forest pledge to demand tit-for- 
tat concessons from Moscow? Nobody is 
sure. Explanations range from failure of 
the neutron warhead to meet the 
President’s technical-engineering 
standards to his emotional quest for a 
nuclear-free world. 

Some administration officials feel 
political pressure will force Mr. Carter to 
order production. But even so an attempt 
to trace what happened finds discon¬ 
certing answers: although the decision 
making process is chaotic, blame at¬ 
taches directly to the President, not his 
aides. 

The only high official who had publicly 
expressed concern over the neutron 
warhead was United Nations 
Ambassador Andrew Young, whose 
jurisdictional connection is dim. 
Everybody else of importance argued 


forcefully for the warhead, even if only as 
a bargaining chip. That included Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown, Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and national security 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

Young's public opposition was mild. 
But privately, just before he and Mr. 
Carter sojourned to Latin America and 
Africa, Young told the President: this is a 
terrible, terrible weapon. How can we go 
to the special United Nations session on 
disarmament with this on our hands? 

But Young is not perceived by close 
Carter-watchers as the only influence. 
Hamilton Jordan, Mr. Carter's political 
aide who is now privy to every 
presidential decision in foreign-military 
policy, is privately regarded as "the 
missing link" in the chain of advice that 
routed the Vance-Brown-Brzezinski 
regulars. "It's heartbreaking,” one of¬ 
ficial who blames Jordan told us. "The 
whole government was going the other 
way." 

In the background was the Soviet 
propaganda campaign. European heads 
of state - and particularly left and center- 
left parliamentarians - were warned that 
a go-ahead would have ominous results 
on Soviet conduct in Western Europe. 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev sent 
personal letters to President Valery 
Discard d’Eslaing of France and other 
NATO heads of state which were quickly 
forwarded to Mr. Carter. The presump¬ 
tion is that these dire warnings had an 
impact on Jimmy Carter. 

Moscow’s propaganda campaign 
peaked when the Kremlin-controlled 
World Peace Council held an anli-neutron 
"conference” in Washington Jan. 25. 
Several Congressmen who fought ap¬ 
propriations for the neutron last Sep¬ 
tember (though we find no record of any 


attending) were invited to the tirst 
Washington rally by the Helsinki-based 
council. The Soviet propaganda cam¬ 
paign is under direct control of Politburo 
member Boris Ponomarev, who visited 
Washington this year. 

The effect of this campaign was 
described last week by Georgia's Sen. 
Sam Nunn as Moscow's “most suc¬ 
cessful" propagandizing in postwar 
history. At least, it probably escalated 
Young's concern over how a neutron go- 
ahead would affect President Carter's 
scheduled appearance at the UN next 
month. 

Some Carter insiders feel that the 
President, as in the coal strike, failed to 
focus on the neutron issue until far too 
late, giving the impression he was for 
production but not entirely committing 
himself. An almost exact parallel can be 
found in the astonished reaction within 
the administration last summer when, 
contrary to expectations, he cancelled the 
B-l bomber. 

According to one highly credible 
theory, Mr. Carter did not truly come to 
grips with the neutron until just before his 
Latin-African trip. He made the decision 
in the near-isolation of his inner White 
House staff, flabbergasting his foreign 
and military policymakers and un¬ 
dermining his European allies. 

The last effort to switch Mr. Carter's 
position came on the long Air Force one 
ride back to Washington from Liberia. 
Vance and Brzezinski huddled with the 
President, pressing him to change his 
mind. 

But what finally persuaded him to 
announce his decision last Friday to 
"defer" production — instead of cancel it 
outright - was not these advisers bul the 
firestorm of criticism in the New York 


Times, the Washington Post and other 
influential papers. 

That leaves the President facing 
disorder, disillusionment and incredulity 
among the men he named to guide his 
national security apparatus. That wit¬ 
ches' brew of discontent could prove even 
more disabling to him than the wreckage 
of the neutron policy now strewn across 
Western Europe.

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Historic Newton 

Travel was brisk on the Boston-Worcester toll road

If William Hammond of Chestnut Hill 
had his way in 1806, Route 9 would have 
run directly through the village of 
Newton Centre. Surveys of his plans and 
those of Turnpike agents have been 
discovered in the continuing process of 
opening early papers long stored in city 
vaults. 

The Worcester Turnpike, originally a 
privately held toll road, was designed to 
provide the quickest and most direct 
route from Boston to Worcester to serve 
passengers and the increasing amounts 
of freight destined for Connecticut and 
New York State, cutting nearly 10 miles 
off the hilly and narrow old Boston Post 
Road route. 

The copy of the petition to the General 
Court for incorporation to construct a 
road through Roxbury, Newton, 
Needham, Natick and west to Worcester 
proposes that it would “...induce a large 


portion of the Southern travel to pass 
almost lengthwise through the heart of 
the Commonwealth," an argument 
similarly used by the Massachusetts 
Turnpike enthusiasts a century and a half 
later. 

Of the 146 shareholders, Newton 
residents can be identified as town of¬ 
ficial Ebenezer Woodward, agriculturist 
John Kendrick, manufacturers David 
Ellis of the Newton Factories and Simon 
Elliot of New England's largest snuff mill 
complex at Upper Falls, Baptist minister 
the Rev. Joseph Grafton and the Rev. 
Jonathan Homer of the First Church, and 
William Hammond, farmer and lan¬ 
dholder. 

Hammond argued that by bringing the 
road somewhat as Beacon Street passes 
today, it could reduce building cost by a 
third, take in an excellent watering place 
and pass through "a pleasant and 
populous part of town," hardly a popular 
viewpoint today. 


The Court-appointed agents prevailed, 
however, in setting the present route and 
by 1809, the road was in full swing. The 
ancient 7-mile stone, set in place in 1810, 
which marked the distance from the 
Boston Stone is still standing at the 
corner of Hartford and Boylston Streets 
in Newton Highlands. 

The Newton Toll Gate was located in a 
hollow between two taverns about three- 
quarters of a mile apart: Cook's Tavern 
at the corner of Elliot St. and Mitchell’s at 
the Centre St. intersection. There was 
then a large marsh with quicksand in the 
area just to the east of the Toll Gate 
which insured that all users of the pike 
would pay their just fees or suffer a worse 
price. Many a teamster whiled away an 
hour or so at Cook's as Moses Craft 
replaced a lost horseshoe or repaired a 
wagon fitting in his blacksmith shop 
across the road. 

Stage coaches quickly took advantage 


of the new Roxbury to Worcester Turn¬ 
pike. Three round trips were made a 
week. A one way trip of 44 miles took all 
day, Goods for the market place were 
transported by heavy baggage wagons 
which in good weather took a week to 
make the round trip between the cities. 

Next year will mark the 170 year of 
travel on the Turnpike, the most colorful 
of which was undoubtedly the journey of 
the Marquis de Lafayette and his entire 
entourage to visit Boston in 1821. The 
coming of the railroad in 1835 brought 
declining revenues and an effective end 
of the toll road, and not until this century 
did the Turnpike resume its former 
preeminence.

Freedom and 

Each Patriot's Day celebration calls 
vividly to mind the physical landmarks 
on the roadway to national freedom. 

The flashings of a lantern in the Old 
North Church, Paul Revere's ride into a

for a political cause; the resistance and 
then revolution to become free are all 
artfully and faithfully re-enacted each 
year, lest we forget. 

This day also memorializes the human 
spirit which not only draws itself up 
against inequity and injustice, no matter 
what the odds, but also draws forth that 
which is the very best in man. 

In some ways, this is uniquely 
manifested in the running of the 82-year- 
uld Marathon from Hopkinton to Boston. 

A national sporting event that features 
endurance and stamina also requires 
character and spirit to complete the last 
six miles. 

There are no losers in this Marathon, 
only winners, and to be able to finish, no 
matter what the time, is a tribute to the 
human spirit. 

1 stood watching the runners on 
Commonwealth Avenue, just before 
"Heartbreak Hill,” as they plodded to 


their own moments of truth, and realized 
it is that desire, drive and determination 
that makes me believe the Republic is 
still alive and well. 

And if that event portrays the better 
qualities of man, the showing of 
“Holocaust" almost simultaneously 
reminds me once again of the atrocities 
men can perpetrate in the name of social 
order. 

The most sobering and chilling 
thoughts are realized when one un¬ 
derstands that this efficiently organized 
genocide was undertaken by people of a 
civilized, 20 th-century nation. 

The analogy of these crematoriums 
built to collect, distribute, separate and 
dispose of human beings smacks of the 
Chicago stockyards in their most 
booming days. 

One wonders how this could happen 
inside this nation (Germany), in this 
world while nothing was done to prevent 
it. Only because people were Jewish, 
uuiocent babes were smashed against 


walls (whom did they hurt?), elderly 
grandfathers and grandmothers gassed 
(whom could they harm?); two 
generations o young Jews never lived to 
feel, love, cry, be happy, be sad. And 
what was their crime? — they were 
Jewish. 

You may substitute any other word 
(white, Irish, redheaded, etc.) to realize 
the heinousness and enormity of this 
crime. Holocaust should be required 
viewing lest we forget. 

The American Nazis may march in 
■Skokie, Ill,, but what they profess to 
represent will not be lost on a wor-M that 
once stood silent. 

1 hope the American Nazis' march 
takes place in a vacuum of silence and 
condemnation through the streets of 
Skokie, and the millions of lost souls 
hover about them in mute testimony to 
the worst in man’s nature.

Rowe St. tenants 


finally get help 
from City Hall

Residents of a small apartment development on Rowe 
Street, Auburndale, are worried about what is going to 
happen to their homes. 

Terry I^nglois, who lives in one of duplex apartments 
at 116-118 Rowe St., called The Graphic this week in 
desperation about repairs needed in her apartment. 

Ms. tanglois pointed out a leaking roof, an unusable 
shower, peeling paint from the leaking roof, a light fixture 
full of water from the leak, a hole in the kitchen ceiling. 

After asking the landlord to make the repairs, with no 
success, Ms. l^nglois said she had called "City Hall" 
many times since last September, but does not know to 
whom she spoke. Apparently her complaints were never 
referred to the Health Department, which says it has no 
record of any complaint. 

Ms. I,anglois8, who has lived at 116 for just over two 
years, was joined in her frustration by another a neighbor 
at 104, who said she called the Health Department in 
January about windows that did not close tightly and 
other problems. 

An inspector came from the Health Department, Ms. 
Kilfoyle said, and that was the end of it. 

Health Commissioner Carolyn Zavarine81ooked into 
why no repairs had been done and found that a letter had 
been sent in January to the landlord, Dino DiCarlo, or¬ 
dering the repairs but the letter was never followed up 
because of illness of one of the inspectors. 

Another letter has been sent now, she said Wednesday, 
as well as one ordering repairs to 116 Rowe Street. 

Both tenants said “nothing” has been to done to either 
of their apartments since they have lived there. Ms. 
langlois and her family moved in in March 1976, Ms. 
Kilfoyle and her family in 1971. 

The rents for the apartments, which have four small 
rooms plus kitchen, are $260 a month. The Langlois 
familypays $10 more a month for their dog. 

Their lease specifies that they pay for water, gas, hot 
water' heat, and electricity, and shovel the snow them¬ 
selves. Tenants also cut the grass themselves, although 
there is no lease clause on the grass. 

DiCarlo has notified Ms. langlois that the rent will 
jump to $300 a month in June, she said. 

The apartments are 25 years old, Ms. Langlois said, and 
she and other tenants are afraid that DiCarlo is going to 
raise rents to increase their sale value but at the same 
time try to avoid spending any money on them. 

DiCarlo could not be reached for comment. 

Board of Aldermen 

Dog fines set 
at $15-25 

Loose dogs, if caught, will now cost their owners from 
$15 to $25 per violation of the leash law. 

The Board of Aldermen finally agreed on a sliding scale 
of fines Tuesday night, after the matter of increasing the 
fines had gone the rounds of committee to Board and back 
for some time. 

The first violation will cost $15, the second $20, and the 
third $25. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan had offered an amendment to the 
current ordinance, which sets the fine at a straight $15 per 
violation, that would have increased the fine to $25, but 
accepted the new fine schedule proposed by Aid. Joseph 
DePasquale. 

Police did not like the sliding scale in effect a few years 
ago because it required checking the number of previous 
violations each time a citation was issued. 

Aid. Donald Budge said he thinks the problem can be 
handled by the computer at police headquarters and will 
require only a call over the police radio to determine what 
the fine should be. 

The Board, still playing tug-of-war with the mayor over 
two department head salaries, sent back to the Finance 
Committee two $1100 raises for the city comptroller and 
the treasurer. 

Some aldermen still think that the Board has the right to 
set the salaries for those two positions, since they are 
technically Board appointees. The mayor and City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk do not agree with the Board, and 
Aid. Paul Coletti does not agree with the city solicitor and 
the mayor. 

Coletti wants to investigate the possibility of tran¬ 
sferring some uncommitted money in the accounts for 
comptroller and treasurer to the salaries for the two 
positions. 

The difference between what the mayor wants to give 
them and the Board’s salary recommendation is a few 
hundred dollars. 

By a 17-2 vote, the Board approved $100,000 to be taken 
from surplus for overtime in the Fire Department’ $65,000 
of which is attributable to the February storm. 

The land Use Committee did not report its amend¬ 
ments to the cluster zoning regulations, since City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk told Chairman Terry Morris that 
there would have to be a specific number of feet given 
below which the space between a house and lot lines could 
not be reduced. The committee had approved the 
amendments 4-1. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas does not agree with 
Funk, but the matter was held for clarification. 

Aid. Rodney Barker, Susan Schur, Carol Ann Shea and 
Robert Stiller were absent from the meeting.

On Saturday, April 8,1978, eight Scouts and two leaders 
of TroopSl 1 left Newton for a challenging day's hike to the 
troop's cabin at Nobscott Scout Reservation 23 miles 
away. 

Rendezvousing at the scoutmaster's home in Newton 
Highlands the hike began down "Quick Run" (the Sud¬ 
bury Aqueduct) to "Pleasant Way" (The Cochituate 
Aqueduct) which took us along a very pleasant and 
peaceful route through Newton to the Charles River. 

Turning onto "Jolly Highway" (Quinobiquin Road and 
Route 16) we crossed the Charles River and proceeded 
into Weston. 

At eight miles and 10 a.m, we reached Dr. Landowne's 
home just south of the Norumbega Reservoir in Weston, 
where we enjoyed cider, donuts and maps of various trails 
in the woods of Weston. Soon we thanked our gracious host 
and departed. 

1-ast November we were biking to Nobscott when Dr. 
I-andowne stopped us and offered to let us stop and have 
cocoa at his home on our return trip. But our return route 
failed to pass near his home so the offer was never taken. 
When we called this spring, he renewed his offer. 

Returning from Dr. I-andowne's to "Jolly Highway” we 
rendezvoused with Ray Gaumont of the MDC, who 
became our guide along the Hultman Aqueduct, where we 
sighted several wild ducks and pheasants among the 
peaceful surroundings of white pine forests. Our first 
lunch break came at 12:30 on a small rise just south of 
Loker School in Wayland. 

After our trek resumed we encountered a stream too 
wide and deep to cross, due to spring runoff. An attempt 
was made to cross on a fallen tree but when one scout took 
a fall and accidental swim (pack and all) we found a 
means to circumvent the stream. 

At 2 p.m. with 16 miles behind us we stopped for our 
second lunch break on the shore of Dudley Pond in 
Wayland. Our journey on the Hultman Aqueduct ended at 
the VFW Post on Rte. 126 in Cochituate. 

"Persistence Path" (Stone Bridge Road and onto the 
Weston Aqueduct) led us down to the quiet, beautiful 
Sudbury River and on to Framingham, where we finally 
had to leave the haven of soft-earth walking paths for the 
torture of tar and cement walkways. 


"Persistence Path" ended at the 21-mile point in 
Framingham and we continued on "Footsore Road,” a 
series of residential streets passing through two housing 
developments, across the B&M Railroad Tracks and 
ending at the beginning of "Happy Highway" (Edgell 
Road in Framingham), which covers the last mile of the 
trek. 

"Happy Highway” leads past the Old Nobscott Spring 
Water Company location and on to the entrance of Nob¬ 
scott Scout Reservation. At 4:30 p.m. and after 23 miles 
we arrived with the pride of marathon runners and the joy 
of knowing we had done what no other scout troop in 
recent memory has done. 

The first comment received at camp was "you must be 
crazy." Maybe so, but "Pleasant Path and Footsore 
Highway" are now memories for just the 10 of us — Scouts 
Mark Clemente, Gregg Gilson, John MacDougall, Jim 
McCarthy, Joe McCarthy, Andrew Magni, Key Nuttall 
and John O'Connor with leaders John Connor and Robert 
Norcross, Jr., Scoutmaster. Next year we hope conditions 
will let us bring these memories to other members of 
Newton’s Troop 311.

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Shipley Company moving out of Lower Falls

The president of Shipley Company in 
Newton I,ower Falls surprised many 
Planning and Development Board 
members last week when he announced 
his firm will leave the city and sell its 
property to G. Arthur Haynes. 

According to Shipley's president, 
Charles Newton, the company will build a 
new headquarters and manufacturing 
facility somewhere in the New England 
area. He said later, this new location has 
not yet been selected. 

The intended move means the firm will 
not carry out its once promised 
development plans in Newton. Previously 
the Community Development Authority 
sold Shipley a piece of land in Lower Falls 
with the restriction that the firm would 


improve the property. No such con¬ 
struction was ever begun. 

BCIL’s Executive Director Robert B. 
Williams explained. in a letter to the NHS 
a transitional housing facility would 
serve 12 to 15 severely handicapped 
people for six to nine months. During this 
period, these people, coming primarily 
from institutions, would learn the skills 
necessary for living independently or in 
groups. 

If such a housing facility were 
developed, it would be financed by the 
Department of Community Affairs, 
according to Williams. He added, there is 
currently such a program in Brookline 
servicing 11 people. 

NHS Executive Director Frank Quinn 
said the BCIL program is interesting.

But, he said, if the organization wants to 
proceed further with developing such a 
project in Newton, it would have to talk to 
Planning Director Charles Thomas, the 
sole member of the Community 
Development Authority. 

In other matters, Quinn suggested the 
future possibility of charging tenants for 
service calls if they create a maintenance 
problem. For example, he said, a tenant 
recently forgot his keys and broke a.large 
window to gain entrance to his apart¬ 
ment. 

Quinn said another problem is some 
tenants claim they have emergencies in 
the middle of the night. When the 
maintenance men arrive, they find a very 
minor problem that could well have been 
solved during the day. 

Commission Chairman Stephen 
Buchbinder said, “I am not comfortable 
with a public housing agency charging for 
service calls." He said those “who cry 
wolf' should be told their credibility will 
be doubted the next time they call. 


Quinn said he has no intention of in¬ 
stituting such a . charge for service calls 
now. He agreed to keep the commission 
informed if the problem becomes worse. 

Sal Lechiaro, of the housing staff, told 
thecommission he had solved the 
problem of rent delinquencies. Last 
month 12 tenants were two or three 
months in arrears. 

The problem began, Lechiaro said, 
when the Welfare Department began 
paying its recipients their total month 
allowances. Prior to that time, Welfare 
paid its clients' rents directly to NHS, he 
said. 

Quinn said he is now using E. A. Ber¬ 
man of Boston as a heating consultant. In 
examining Parker House, he said, the 
consultants found part of the heating 
installation was not working properly 
because a section of the system was 
never hooked up. He added, Berman not 
only diagnoses problems, but also tells 
NHS's maintence men how to properly 
care for heating systems.

Pursuing the 
wily tax dodger 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The initial numbers are huge: 
88 million income tax returns filed; two million audited. 
The amazing fact is that only 685 Americans went to 
prison last year for trying to cheat on their income taxes. 

IRS officials believe the reason is that most people are 
basically honest when the time comes each year to ac¬ 
count for the money they earned. 

Maybe. Then again, maybe they're scared of what will 
happen if they are not. 

The Internal Revenue Code is clear: "upon conviction 
for willful tax evasion, a taxpayer may be fined up to 
$10,000 andor imprisoned as much as five years.” 

The IRS freely acknowledges there is simply not enough 
time or manpower to carefully comb every return. So 
some amount of cheating — there is no estimate — goes 
undetected and some tax dodgers get a free ride. 

“There is no magic wand to wave over the population to 
detect subterranean income," said IRS spokesman 
Uwrence Batdorf. 

Many taxpayers receive part or all of their income from 
"cash transactions” which is virtually untraceable 
because there are no records. If they don't make a dumb 
mistake, like buying a yacht while on welfare, they may 
gel away with it. 

Income lax cheating takes on some bizzare forms, but 
the three commonest kinds of efforts involve understating 
income, failing to file a return at all or inflating deduc¬ 
tions. 

IRS computers will select for possible audit about 5 
million tax returns this year, which is slightly less than 6 
percent of all filings. But only about 2 million of those will 
be closely scrutinized with a full-fledged audit. 

Batdorf says the "lucky 2 million” will be selected 
strictly on the basis of how much extra money audits of 
their returns potentially would generate for the Treasury. 
IRS agents now average $822.88 per audit. 

"We don’t put 88 million returns in a barrel and then 
pull them out at random for audit,” says Batdorf. “A 
computer scores every return for audit potential and 
kicks out the ones with the highest chance of collection.” 

Basically, however, it comes right down to how much 
money a person earns. The more one takes home, the 
greater chance there is of receiving that infamous form 
letter from the IRS asking for additional information. 
Recent IRS records show that only 0.69 percent of all 
returns reporting income under $ 10,000 and taking the 
standard deduction were audited. The figure rose to 2.46 
percent of those with incomes between $10,000 and $50,000. 

When the total went above $50,000 the audit percentage 
soared to 12.43. 

The payoff to the government appears to be well worth 
the time and effort. 

IRS records showed that $1.55 billion was collected for 
those individual taxpayers who were audited. 

For corporations, the rules of the game were much the 
same. 

Small companies with assets under $50,000 were hardly 
touched. But for giant firms with more than $100 million in 
assets, the audit rate reached nearly 80 percent. 

Nothing makes the IRS more angry than people who 
brag to others about the virtues of tax evasion. 

A disbarred Minnesota attorney named William 
Drexler claimed the IRS has no right to collect taxes from 
citizens. He files an income lax return each year, but fills 
in all the blanks with the Fifth Amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution. 

He told anyone who would listen that his philosophy 
allowed him to pay no taxes since 1968. 

The IRS had the last laugh, though. A tax court judge 
ordered Drexler last December to pay $139,515.98 in back 
taxes and $46,286.97 in penalties. 

According to the IRS, 2,669 persons have been convicted 
during the past two years for tax fraud while 13,370 others 
were assessed civil fraud penalties amounting to $90 
million. 


During the last decade, some prominent politicians and 
enlerlainers have run afoul of tax laws and spent time in 
Jail for their efforts. 

For instance, bandleader Skitch Henderson was sen¬ 
tenced to six months in prison and fined $ 10,000 for tax 
evasion. Comedian Richard Pryor got a one year sen¬ 
tence, all but 10 days of which were suspended, and a 
$ 10,000 fine for failing to file his tax return. 

The late Otto Kerner, a former governor of Illinois, 
federal judge and chairman of the 1968 White House 
commission that investigated racial disorders in the 
United States, got a three year term and a $50,000 fine. 
Former Rep. Cornelius Gallagher, D-N.J., was hit with a 
Iwo year prison term and a $ 10,000 fine. 

"When there is clear and substantial evidence (of tax 
fraudl, we run in to court and seek a conviction," Batdorf 
said. 

On other other hand, if some evidence exists of civil 
fraud bu! a conviction is in doubt the IRS will assess the 
full amount of back taxes plus a 50 percent penalty. 

The IRS often gets its ideas on who to pursue from in¬ 
formants. 

Thousands of lips flood the IRS each year. Most are 
checked out and eventually discarded because they are 
generated by people with a "get even" motive. 

However, both the government and the informant make 
oul well when a clandestine tip does pan out. 

During fiscal 1977, the IRS paid out $360,304 to informers 
who supplied information that eventually led to the 
collection of nearly $15 million in taxes that would not 
have been discovered otherwise. 

The IRS says that if you are one of the 2 million persons 
selected for extensive audit, keep calm. 

If a citizen disagrees with the IRS findings, there is 
ample recourse, 

Appeals can be made to the IRS group supervisor, then 
lo the agency's appellate division and finally to the U.S. 
Tax Court, where initial decisions adverse to the taxpayer 
are sometimes overturned. 

• There is no stigma attached to being audited," says 
IRS Commissioner Jerome Kurtz, who should know. 

He has been audited at least six times himself. Once he 
was forced to pay an extra $ 100 .

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Paying 75<t in, 25c out 
will speed exit from trolley 


A new ‘open door policy" will be tested 
this summer on the Riverside Green Line 
trolleys. 

The experiment is designed to make it 
simpler to get off the I.RV cars by having 
the rear doors open at all stations on the 
outbound trips. 

In order to do this, and maintain the 
round-trip fare structure of $1 that has 
been the same since 1968, riders will pay 
three quarters on inbound trips and one 
quarter on outbound trips. 

This "open door" fare collection 
procedure would begin with the June 17, 
1978, start of the summer timetable on the 
Riverside Line. The stations involved are 
I.ongwood, Brookline Village, Brookline 
Hills, Beaconsfield, Reservoir, Chestnut 
Hill. Newton Centre, Newton Highlands, 
Eliot, Waban, Woodland and Riverside. 

The experiment will be in effect at least 
through the end of the summer timetable 
in early September. Information 
collected on customer acceptance, im¬ 
provements in travel times, and ease of 
implementation will be used to evaluate 
the new procedures and help the MBTA to 
make a decision on whether or not they 
should be continued and perhaps ex¬ 
panded to other Green Line branches. 

Ronald J. Tober, chief operations 
planning officer, said: "The proposed 
fare collection procedures will make one¬ 


way riders either very happy or very 
mad, depending upon their direction of 
travel. The proposed procedures are 
based upon the theory that vast majority 
of riders will be making a round trip on 
the Riverside Line. It is this aspect of the 
experiment and the related impact upon 
one-way riders that will get careful 
scrutiny during the evaluation process. 

The 75-cont inbound fare and 25-cent 
outbound fare will permit easier exits 
from crowded LRVs in the evening and 
should slightly speed up the rush hour. 

The round-trip fare principle has been 
used for some years on various toll 
bridges, such as the New York Thruway’s 
Tappan Zee Bridge over the Hudson 
River between Tarry town and Nyack, 
N.Y. As far as is known, this is its first 
application to transit. 

The change won't make any difference 
to MBTA passholders, who can still use 
their 50-cent pass to get on the Riverside 
trolley inbound and outbound. 

It also will make no change in the 
roundtrip 45-cent half-fare paid by 
students, handicapped, and elderly. Now 
they pay 25 cents on the inbound trip; on 
the outbound trip, they pay 10 cents in the 
subway and 10 cents as they get off the 
I.RV on the Riverside Line. Beginning 
June 17 on the Riverside Line, they will 
pay 35 cents on the inbound trip and 10 
cents on the outbound trip in the subway.

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Son of 'Desert Fox' is his own man now 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) — Manfred Rommel 
finally has ceased to be just the son of Field Marshal 
Erwin “Desert Fox" Rommel of World War II fame and 
stepped into a political spotlight focused on him alone. 

Rommel's sudden fame as a liberal-talking con¬ 
servative who practices what he preaches came as a by¬ 
product of the urban guerrilla terrorism that had started 
to polarize West German society. 

"Death must end all animosity," Rommel said as he 
used his authority as mayor of Stuttgart to grant the wish 
of the families of three terrorist leaders who committed 
suicide in October that they be buried in a common grave. 

That decision, which Rommel says he reached in 10 
minutes and without asking anyone else's opinion, cost 
him, at least temporarily, in his own Christian 
Democratic party. 

But it won him local popularity and national and in¬ 
ternational prominence and may have made him the pole 
around which fellow Christian Democrats can form in 
order to resist pressures pushing the party toward 
reaction. 

Rommel is a South German Swabian, a regional if not 
ethnic group of whom it has been said, "they reach intelli¬ 
gence only at the age of 40,” And indeed, Rommel himself 
was 45 before he ran for office the first time. 

But that first time out, in December 1974, he won the 
mayoralty of Stuttgart, a city of 626,000 population con¬ 
trolled by the Social Democrats for 30 years, with 58.9 per 
cent of the vote, becoming the first Christian Democrat to 
be the directly elected mayor of any large West German 
city. 

Even he admitted, however, that a considerable part of 
his support came from those who simply liked “the Desert 
Fox’s boy.". 

But that has changed sensationally as a result of his cool 
conduct during the urban guerrilla crisis and his willing¬ 
ness to face up to his party's increasingly powerful right 
wing lead by such as Bavaria's Franz Josef Strauss, and 
Hans Filbinger, the leader of his own Baden- 
Wuerttemberg state party. 

Until he ran for office, Rommel had been a down-theline 
party man. But as mayor, he proved to be completely his 
own man, sometimes going so far as to vote with the 
Social Democrats or the Free Democrats against his own 
party in the city council. 

While his economic views remained traditionally 
conservative, Rommel revealed a strong liberal streak on 
other issues. 

A testing came in 1977, with the country in an uproar 
‘iiVer the terrorist murders of the chief federal prosecutor 
gnd a leading banker and the kidnapping and subsequent 
murder of Hans Martin Schleyer, chairman of the 
Federation of Industry. 

Many of Rommel's fellow Christian Democrats 
demanded reinstatement of the death penalty and blamed 
intellectual "sympathizers" for the terrorist surge. 

Rommel rejected the "sympathizers" argument — 
“only the terrorists are responsible for terrorism" — and 
ijefied demands by his own party that he summarily fire 
the director of the Stuttgart City Theater for asking 
contributions to a fund to pay for dental surgery needed 
by a terrorist leader in prison. Rommel said the fellow 
was a political fool but a fine theater director and kept 
him on. 

The Christian Democratic cadre did not like to hear this 
Jiort of tiling in the circumstances and the state convention 
promptly dropped him to seventh place on its board. 

■ But those of the political center reacting to the 
overreaction to last year’s terrorism found Rommel a 
man around whom they could rally. 

Rommel's term as Stuttgart mayor lasts another five 
years. In the meantime, as the center rallies, he is 
developing a good chance to succeed Filbinger as head of 
the state party. That would put him on the selected list to 
play a national role. A growing number believe he may be 
the Christian Democrat who could attract the one percent 
of the vote stubbornly separating the party from a return 
to national power. 

-Unhappily for Rommel, his emergence from his 
father’s shadow coincides with the appearance of 
seratches and stains on "the Desert Fox’s" shining ar¬ 
mor. 

Rommel remembers his father well. He was 15 years 
old in 1944, when the field marshal announced that Adolf 
Hitler believed he was involved in the July 20 
assassination plot and had given him the choice of having 
. his whole family and staff arrested or of taking poison and 
being guaranteed a state funeral, and that he had opted 
for the latter. 

During the war, Rommel had been Hitler's and the 
German people's favorite general. After his suicide, he 
became popular among the Allies, too.

Ways to make 
ends meet 

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ways of making ends meet 
during inflation-recession cycles vary widely from family 
to family and individual to individual. 

Here are some tips gleaned from interviews with 
families in the New York metropolitan area for a research 
project headed by Prof. David Caplovitz of the City 
University of New York graduate school. 

The New York interviews preceded a major study by 
Caplovitz and his research assistants in four metropolitan 
areas of the United States to determine how urban 
dwellers' lifestyles and mental and social health were 
affected by inflation and recession. 

- — Some couples said they had begun buying clothing at 
‘.discount stores and from mail order catalogs instead of 
expensive specialty shops and department stores. One 
said she bought new outerwear and went to thrift shops for 
secondhand undergarments. 

i — Many women did their hair at home instead of going 
to a beauty salon. 

One welfare mother skipped breakfast, ate a sand¬ 
wich lunch and prepared only one real meal a day for 
herself and her children. 

— Another made stews a lot and stretched them with 
-noodles and biscuits. 

’ — A lower middle income wife said she and her husband 
Dived within a budget: "If we spend more one week, we cut 
Jack the next." 

* — Some twop e r s o n households bought and cooked in 
quantity and froze the extra food to serve later. 

— Some joined a food co-op to buy at wholesale 
jnarkets. “But it’s only the ones with some money around 
here who will join it," said one middle income wife, 53, 
whose home was an extremely well-furnished apartment 
in a New York City housing project. She said she com¬ 
parison-shopped for some foods and used leftovers in 
other dishes and for her husband's lunches. 

— A retired lawyer, 86, walked to shopping areas from 
his suburban home if neighbors did not give him a lift. He 
figured he probably spent more on food because he 
shopped more than once a week. 

— Another middle income family moved from one 
suburb the husband called materialistic to a less ex¬ 
pensive one when he clanged jobs. During a period of 
Unemployment, the family cut out such expensive food as 
luxismoked salmon) and lobster tails or bought them less 
often. They cut out family ski trips because of lift fees 


year ago, reveals that many of Hommel’s fellow generals 
considered him strategically ignorant and tactically 
unsound.

, over political issues but over his conviction that Hitler 
should sue for peace in the West before the Allies an¬ 
nihilated the German forces there. According to 
Heckmann, Rommel once told a fellow officer that if 
Germany had an atomic bomb, it should fight on, a 
statement revising the standard picture of Rommel. 


Manfred Rommel confirmed, in a letter to Der Spiegel 
magazine last year, that the field marshal had no 
knowledge of the July 20 plot and that "my father had 
doubts about" the whole idea of killing Hitler. 

"He considered an end to the war in the West to be the 
only effective solution," Rommel wrote. "By the spring of 
1944, he no longer believed that it was possible to win the 
war. However, my father did not exclude that the invasion 
battle could be won. He also believed that this attempt 


should be made in order to force the Western powers to 
make a reasonable peace offer.” 

The mayor also objects to descriptions of his father's 
death as suicide. 

"(Hitler) had him murdered in that by threatening to 
take measures against his family and his staff, he forced 
(my father) to take poison," Rommel wrote Der Spiegel. 

"To speak here of suicide is linguistically and factually 
false."

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Welfare Enumeration 
bothers Sen. Backman 


State Sen, Jack H. Backman iD- 
Brookline-Newtoni requested the 
Department of Public Welfare to declare 
a legal halt to the Welfare Enumeration 
Project which requires that all children 
receiving Aid to Families with Dependent 
Childrea acquire a Social Security 
number with a reference tr the child's 
welfare status 

This record would be permanently 
attached to the child for life. 

Under this project, the Department of 
Public Welfare assigns a welfare iden¬ 
tification number to the Social Security 
number and sends both numbers to 
Baltimore where they are kept together 
on micro-film indefinitely 

Sen, Backman pointed out "Under the 
Federal Privacy Act of 1974, all federal 
agencies must inform any person of the 
purposes for which a Social Security 
number will be used before requiring that 
the number be furnished. The Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare has testified that 
the federal government has never in¬ 
formed the Commonwealth as to the 
purpose for requiring the Social Security 
numbers for these welfare children." 

Both the state and federal regulations 
are being challenged in state and federal 
courts by mothers who have been denied 
all assistance by the Department of 
Public Welfare because they refused to 
obtain a Social Security number for their 
young sons and daughters. State Rep. 
Thomas Lynch i D-Barnstable) filed 
legislation this year on behalf of the 
children which would halt the operation 
of the Enumeration Project pending the 
outcome of these challenges, 

Backman stated: "The severity of the 
problem was brought to light by a group 
of mothers from Cape Cod who testified in 


favor of elimination of this program. 
These mothers have actually given up all 
benefits under AFDC due to their great 
personal conviction that the department 
is invading the privacy of their children 
by requiring that they be numbered and 
stigmatized as a welfare recipient' for 
life." 

One mother stated. "Under the 
Privacy Act of 1974.1 have a right to know 
why the department wants Social 
Security numbers for my little children 
No one. from my social worker to the 
commissioner, has answered my 
question. Yet they have denied assistance 
to me, even though my electricity has 
been shut off and I am being threatened 
with an eviction." 

Backman met this week with Com¬ 
missioner of Public Welfare A1 Sharp to 
recommend a temporary solution to this 
problem, whereby the Department would 
take applications for needed Social 
Security numbers and place them in 
escrow, pending the outcome of the 
federal case. This would allow thq 
department to fulfill its obligations withi 
HEW, while assuring that these families 
receive some assistance from the 
department. 

"Commissioner Sharp expressed in¬ 
terest in such a solution at the meeting in 
my office. However, a final decision was 
not made and another meeting of all 
concerned parties is scheduled for next 
week," commented Backman. 

"The department has the power to stay 
the enforcement of its own decision while 
awaiting the outcome of a judicial 
review. The humiliation and hardship 
experienced by these women and their 
young children are certainly grounds for 
such discretionary action by the 
department," concluded Backman.

State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton) is working for a bill to protect 
consumers from telephone pitchmen. 

I-ast week he presented testimony 
before the Joint Committee on Banks and 
Banking to extend the Massachusetts 
C onsumer Protection law to cover 
telephone home solicitation sales. 

"The elderly, often living alone, are 
particularly vulnerable to telephone 
pitches," Mofenson said. "They often find 
themselves having accepted a contract 
for products they didn't need and realize 
they didn't want. They’re often too polite 
or too intimidated to say no," 

Currently, Massachusetts law provides 
consumers with a three-day cancelation 


option to certain consumer transactions 
that take place away from the seller's 
official place of business. The option is 
usually used to protect consumers who 
have second thoughts after they have 
purchased something from a door-to-door 
salesman. The law, however, is am¬ 
biguous as to whether it covers telephone 
solicitations. The issue revolves around 
where and when the telephone-initiated 
contract was made. 

Mofenson's bill would make the law 
explicit, giving consumers a 72-hour 
cancellation right for unsolicited 
telephone sales.

each young person who is eligible for this 
jobs program by bringing the program 
directly into the individual com¬ 
munities," Mayor Theodore Mann, 
Newton Area CETA chairman, said. 

These young people will be able to work 
up to 40 hours a week at the minimum 
wage of $2.65 per hour and can earn as 
much as $1000 over the summer. 

Youth unemployment tends to run

In the Newton area it has 
been estimated that only about half the 
population in this age group is working. 

In addition to providing jobs, the 
program will include skills training, 
remedial education and vocational ex¬ 
ploration programs. 

To be eligible, applicants must be 
between 14 and 21 years old, live in one of 


the ten area communities and meet 
economically disadvantaged-income 
guidelines.

Elizabeth Katy Stanton fought for the 
female initiative in politics, women have 
aspired toward objectives sought after by 
those women of our present time such as 
State Rep. Elaine Noble. 

Noble in addressing an audience at 
Lasell Junior College Thursday evening, 
stressed that "all women should take an 
active part in politics at some point in 
their lives." 

Speaking on the subject of "women in 
polities," Noble said, "Women have 
always been the mainstay behind the 
male candidates. If you lake a look at any 
male politician's campaign, on a local or 
presidential level you find out that in¬ 
deed, it is the women who run it.

Reserve May 6 on your calendar. It is 
the day the Dedham Art Guild's 
"Festival of the Arts" will be held on the 
sprawling grounds of the Endicott Estate, 
East Street, Dedham. I>ast fall, with over 
125 artists and craftspeople ready at 
individual exhibits' the first show had to 
be cancelled twice...because it rained 
weekends, on two successive 

Over 2,000 people were turned away. 
Although the show never took place, it 
was a success because the turnout and 
the support, not only from Dedham, but 
also from surrounding communities 
indicated the burgeoning interest in art in 
the suburbs. 

For Byron Reed, who participated in 
the show, it meant that his painting of 
.John F, Kennedy, approved for hanging 
in the JFK library, ended up on the cover 
of Boston magazine. 

Reed will not be in the show this year 
because of a serious injury to his eye. 

For Russian artist, Anatoly Dverin, it 
meant having his works picked up by a 
Newbury Street gallery. 

The original idea for the show sprang 
from a disastrous local show at which 
Linda Ehrenreich of Dedham displayed 
her works. There Mrs. Ehrenreich and 
some other artists had an opportunity to 
meet and Mrs. Ehrenreich, who is con¬ 
tagiously enthusiastic, became convinced 
that artists could create a successful 
show on their own. 

In the beginning her goal was 40 
exhibitors. Ultimately there were three 
times that many eager to be included for 
the nominal fee which covered expenses, 
and for the opportunity to be allowed to 
exhibit and keep the profits from their 
sales. Usually at a show, artists and 
craftspeople must turn over a percentage 
of their sales to the people running the 
show. 

In a short time, the Dedham Art Guild 
has become a force and filled a void left 
by the Dedham Association which was 
disbanded years ago. The Guild provides 
talented people with an opportunity to 
meet, exchange ideas and get critical 
feedback. 

Ehrenreich saw the show as a way to 
"educate people about the creative 
process," and felt it was a time to involve 
the student population. The members of 


the Guild agreed and offered free space 
at the show to students, 

Judy Gonzalez, president of the Guild, 
feels an Art Guild can “provide a sup¬ 
portive environment for encouraging and 
developing new young talent." 

Getting the show together was a 
massive effort. Mrs. Ehrenreich credited 
Evelyn and Carl Masson, of Dedham, 
with a succssful public relations cam¬ 
paign. 

It also took “hoofing,” a term Mrs. 
Ehrenreich used to describe the long 
hours spent soliciting money and 
donations. Many times when these 
donations were forthcoming, they were 
given with comments such as "I'm glad 
to see something happening." 

Community support came from the 
Dedham Board of Selectmen who had 
proclaimed an Arts and Crafts Day. The 
Transcript Newspapers, for this show, is 
sponsoring a photography contest for 
readers in the areas that the newspaper 
chain serves. 

Suburbs have long ignored the needs of 
artists and artisans and communities are 
becoming increasingly aware of an 
obligation towards talent. 

In addition to being ignored by their 
communities, artists are contending with 
competition from art which is made on an 
assembly line and sold as "original" art. 
'Artists and craftsmen are hurting 
because the audience is swayed by a $30 
sofa painting,” observed Mrs. 
Ehrenreich who added "what we are 
seeing is the creative power going under 
because of crass commercialism." 

She herself has found precious little 
time to create recently because she has 
devoted herself to the show. "It is tough 
to promote and still have time to create." 
The day of this interview, Mrs. 
Ehrenreich was off to see the producer of 
a television show using the time her son, 
Steven, 7 and one half, was in school. SHT 
carried the artists’ works in one hand and 
towed her younger son' Mark, 2 and one 
half, with the other hand, is the kind of 
support 

What sustains her, she says' she is 
getting from people. As one example, she 
referred to Philip Kraskowsky, an in¬ 
ternationally known artist who requested 
being in the show. Kraskowsky, who lives 
in Attleboro, has produced inaugural 
charms for three administrations and has 


been commissioned by the Explorer's 
Club to sculpt a life-size bronze bust of 
Lowell Thomas. 

Originally from Binghampton, New 
York’ Mrs. Ehrenreich's role model was 
I,aura Martin who set up an guild in 
Binghampton and who, for 20 years has 
successfully ran art festivals. I .aura 
Martin commented recently to Mrs. 
Ehrenreich who was visiting it had 
taken her "three years to do what we did 
that first year." 

Mrs. Ehrenreich's career has been rich 
and varied.

While in college, she worked as a portrait 
painter and before graduating from 
Buffalo Teacher's College was asked to 
become a college instructor. 

Today she teaches art classes in her 
home and most recently her paintings 
were on exhibit at the Newton 
Cooperative Bank. 

With only 17 days to go before the show, 
she has a multitude of small details to 
attend to; however, she admitted her 
greatest concern is the weather.

Dear Mrs. Cohn, Here is one for a pudding which is 
baked. You can use farmer cheese instead, if you choose. 
PASSOVER CHEESE PUDDING 

3 cups cottage cheese or farmer cheese 

4 eggs, separated 

2 teaspoons grated orange rind 
1 cup orange jucie 

Vi cup sugar 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine, melted 

1 tablespoon plus 

2 teaspoons potato starch 

4 oranges, peeled and sectioned 
1 cup dairy sour cream 

In medium bowl, combine cheese, egg yolks, orange 
rind, orange juice, sugar, butter and potato starch; mix 
well. Beat egg whites until stiff, but not dry; fold into 
cheese mixture. Pour into buttered 8 x 12 x 2-inch baking 
dish. Bake in 300 degree F. oven for one hour. Turn oven 
off and allow pudding to cool completely in oven. Chill. 
Garnish pudding with rows of orange sections. Spoon 
Orange Glaze over sections. Spoon sour cream between 
rows. YIELD: 6 to 8 servings.

The Jewish celebration of Passover, 
which begins Friday night, is one of the 
most ancient on the Hebrew calendar and 
commemorates the exodus of the en¬ 
slaved Jews from Egypt The Bible tells 
us that the Jews, led by Moses, demanded 
they be let free from Pharoah but were 
refused. For their cruelty, the Egyptians 
were punished by God with ten plagues, 
the last being the death of the first-born. 
When the Angel of Death claimed these 
sons and daughters the children of the 
Jews were untouched, or passed over. 
Thus, the name Passover. 

As in most holidays today, food plays a 
role in the Passover observance. The first 
two nights are observed with the special 
dinner, the Seder, At these meals and 
during the entire celebration the Jews 
observe special dietary laws, including 
abstinence from unleavened bread or any 
food containing in whole or part any of the 
five species of fermented grain. This 
commemorates the flight of the Jews who 
in their haste to leave Egypt took only 
unleavened dough for food. 

The modern Passover holiday is a 
festive one with special home-cooked 
meals and treats and friends visiting 
each other's home. Here are some special 
recipes they will enjoy: 

SUNSHINE TZ1MMES 
6 cups water 
1 teaspoon salt 
6 fresh sweet potatoes 
1 package (1 pound) fresh carrots 
cup parve margarine, divided 

1 teaspoon potato starch 
4 cup fresh orange juice 

Vi teaspoon grated fresh orange rind 
V 2 cup packed brown sugar 
Vj to Vj teaspoon salt 
Vs teaspoon ground ginger 

2 oranges, peeled and sliced 

2 apples, pared, cored, and sliced 
V* cup honey, optioual 
In large saucepan boil water with salt. 
Pare sweetpotatoes and carrots; place in 
boiling water. Cover and simmer 20 
minutes or until tender but still firm. 
Drain and cooL In small saucepan melt 2 
tablespoons margarine. Stir in potato 
starch, orange juice and rind. Cook, 
stirring constantly, until mixture 
thickens and comes to a boil. Stir in 
brown sugar, salt and ginger, stirring 
until brown sugar is melted. Cut 
sweetpotatoes and carrots into v 4 -inch 
slices. In 2 v*-quart greased baking dish 
layer half of sliced vegetables, oranges 
and apples; repeat Pour orange sauce 
over vegetables and fruit.

Culture tells men to be rapists, women victims

Addressing an audience of Lasell 
Junior College students and faculty in 
Winslow Hall last week, Freada Klein, a 
leading authority on rape, and professor 
at Tufts University, stressed that 
“women neither want to be raped nor ask 
to be raped," but have become victims of 
a time when our culture socializes men to 
become rapists and women their quarry. 

Ms. Klein’s remarks also included 
statistics dispelling age-old myths about 
rape, and called on her audience to view 
psychological aspects of rape as both a 
means of understanding just who the 
rapists are and for use in their own 
“psychological self-defense." 

"Rape Culture," a film depicting the 
media in our society as perpetuating 
rape, supplimented Ms. Klein's com¬ 
ments. The presentation was sponsored 
by the Women's Affairs Organization at 
Lasell Junior College. 

Rape Myth 

"Women somehow felt and were often 
taught that if we were raped, it was our 
own fault," said Klein. She added that 
despite popular belief, statistics gathered 


from various surveys indicate: 

“Between BO and 75 percent of all rapes 
are premeditated.” 

“Fifty percent of all rapes occur in¬ 
doors. The most common place is the 
victim’s own home or apartment.” 

"Fifty-four percent of the assailants 
are known to their victims. An additional 
11 percent fall into the 'acquaintance' 
category.” 

“Ninety percent of all rapes are in¬ 
terracial. Of those that are interracial, 
twice as many white men raped black 
women as black men that raped white 

women.” 

“Of convicted rapists, greater than 95 
percent of those arrested, are found to be 
sexually and psychologically normal” by 
all of the standard psychological tests. 

“About 35 percent of men arrested for 
rape are married." 

Pointing out two recent trends of the 
'70's, Klein said, “more than 60 percent of 
those who have been arrested have been 
under 25 years of age," and secondly, 
"gang rapes are rising dramatically. 
They now account for about one quarter 
of all reported rapes." 


Ms. Klein commented: “mostly what 
these statistics tell us though, is that rape 
is not a crime committed by a pervert 
leaping from the bushes." Rape is normal 
men who hold down jobs, who are 
married, who have children, — "those 
are the rapists," continued Klein. 

'Psychological self-defense' 

Having worked with convicted rapists, 
Klein expressed the opinion they talk 
about the act as "one that.makes them 
feel powerful, yet their victims tell us 
that it’s an act that is frequently the most 
traumatic of their lives." 

Klein said she felt women needed 
practical self-defense. She pointed out 
that “the first place to start the self- 
defense is psychological. Mental 
preparedness' is as important as knowing 
your punches and your kicks." She ad¬ 
vised that women need to learn about 
awareness, using all of their senses as 
they're walking down the street. "You 
can train yourself to notice your 
surroundings," said Klein. 

Rape culture 

According to the FBI, rape is the 


fastest growing violent crime in the U.S 
today. Rape statistics reflect only 10 to 20 
percent of the actual rape rate. 

Ms. Klein estimates that "one out of 
every three women in the U.S. will be 
raped sometime in her lifetime." 

According to Klein, "most men are not 
convicted on rape charges. Only about 
three percent of rapists wind up serving 
prison terms." 

“I come to you as a logical outgrowth of 
a society that has a long history of relying 
on violence to solve its social problems," 
remarked Klein. In her opinion, this 
tendency toward violence, couples itself 
with the rigid sex roles of our society, 
becoming an attributable factor to rape. 
"Economics, violence, and sex, are all 
intertwined,” she added. 

Many men have committed rapes after 
suffering some threat to their manhood, 
said Klein. In a commiserative question 
posed to her audience she asked: "Is a 
society which promotes people feeling 
good at the expense of others a healthy 
one?”

Weisberg learns about rural towns 
student teaching on the Vineyard 


Martha's Vineyard off the 
Massachusetts coast gained national 
notoriety last summer because of 
"Jaws,” but for a young Newtonville 
woman it is the site of a dream student¬ 
teaching assignment. 

Terri Weisberg of 83 Withington Rd. is 
one of a small group of Wheelock College 
students selected to participate in a 
unique rural educattion program on the 
island. 

She and the other Wheelock College 
students are learning firsthand about 
teaching in a rural environment through 
their jobs observing and working with 
young children in a local nursery school. 

Teaching is just part of her respon¬ 


sibilities as a participant in the rural 
education program — the only one of its 
kind on the East Coast. She also works 
closely with the parents of her pupils and 
attends town meetings. 

"Our Wheelock students are more than 
just students teachers here," Prof. Helen 
Maley said. “They're part of the com¬ 
munity." 

The community they find on The 
Vineyard during the winter is quite dif¬ 
ferent than the bustling resort of more 
than 80,000 people found in July. 

Martha’s Vineyard during! the off¬ 
season is basically a small island of 8000 
individuals from a variety of cultural and. 
economic backgrounds. There are" 


descendants of Indians and colonial' 
settlers as well as artists from New York 
and Portugese migrants. 

When Wheelock, a graduate and un¬ 
dergraduate level college in Boston 
specializing in early childhood education 
since 1888 , was seeking a location to 
develop a rural education program, The 
Vineyard turned out to be the perfect 
location. 

The origial idea of the program was to 
provide realistic experience to un¬ 
dergraduates who might be interested in 
working with young children in a small 
town or rural environment. 

For Ms. Weisberg, teaching in a rural 
environment involves much more than 


working with a group of young children in 
a nursery school and enjoying the quiet 
beauty of Martha's Vineyard. 

In addition to her classroom respon¬ 
sibilities, she attends weekly seminars 
headed by a Wheelock professor who 
lives on the island, meets frequently with 
parents of her pupils, and participates in 
community activities.

Mofensonn says 


State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newtont, House chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs and chairman of the legislative 
Commission on Privacy, has called upon 
all public and private agencies with 
responsibility for placing children in 
foster and adoptive homes to im¬ 
mediately review their procedures 
concerning the checking of criminal 
records of prospective parents. 

After conducting a review of some 
Boston area agencies, Mofenson said he 
was dismayed to learn that social 
workers, supervisors, and administrators 
are crronously misinterpreting privacy 
legislation. "We have discovered that 
most state and private child welfare 
agencies responsible for screening 
potential adoptive and foster parents are 
not using their rights under the state's 
privacy laws to check out possible past 
criminal records of prospective parents," 
he said. 

According to Mofenson's research, 
most agencies are laboring under the 
misconception that Massachusetts 
privacy laws prevent virtually any at¬ 
tempt to look for an individual's criminal 
history. "The Department of Public 
Welfare, for instance, has as yet no 
mechanism by which it checks the 
criminal records of prospective foster 
parents. Some of the private agencies 
seem to believe that any such inquiries 
betray confidentiality or clients' rights to 
privacy," Mofenson said. 

For too long, the state privacy laws 
have been "misunderstood, lumped 


together, and made the scapegoat for 
agency and individual inaction," 
Mofenson said. "The state’s privacy laws 
did not create the busdriver case of last 
spring nor the Revere homosexual case of 
last fall. In fact, the Criminal Offender 
Record Information Act (CORI) provided 
a mechanism to check out criminal 
history records." 

Under CORI, passed in 1972, there were 
never any prohibitions against an 
agency's requiring a client to provide a 
Board of Probation record, just as a 
client has to provide birth, marriage, 
health and other information as a con¬ 
dition of eligibility. It seems incredible 
that the privacy laws can be blamed, 
when all along agencies had the legal 
right and moral obligation to ask clients 
to provide vital information," Mofenson 
said. 

Mofenson went on to explain that under 
an amendment to CORI, signed into law 
last year, any agency or individual may 
have access to criminal record in¬

"Clearly, a situation in which a person 
would be authorized to be in a position of 
having supervision, custody or protection 
of a minor would be one in which the 
public's right to know would outweigh an 
individual’s interest in not wanting his 
past criminal record made known,” said

In fact, the Criminal Systems History 
Board has already certified all agencies 
responsible for adoptive and foster 
parent placements with a general grant 
of access to the criminal records of 
potential parents. This eliminates the 
need for an agency to make a separate 
request for each case. 

This certification issued In January, 
provides in part, "a general grant of 
access is given under M.G.L. c.6, sec 


172(c) to state and local police depart¬ 
ments, or state agencies having the 
authority to oversee or license the care of 
minors, and through those agencies or 
police departments, to any public or 
private social agency duly authorized by 
the Commonwealth or any other state to 
place minor children in adoptive or foster 
homes, to receive Criminal Offender 
Record Information (CORI). pertaining 
to convictions for any crimes for the 
purpose of screening otherwise qualified 


prospective adoptive parents, 
prospective and present foster parents, 
permanent guardians, or natural parents 
previously deprived of legal custody." 

Mofenson has sent a memorandum to 
Joyce Strom, director of the Office for 
Children (the agency responsible for 
licensing the various child welfare 
agencies in the state), Human Services 
Secretary Jerold Stevens and Welfare 
Commissioner Alexander Sharp, setting 
forth the new law and regulations and 


urging them to disseminate the in¬ 
formation to all social welfare agencies, 
public and private, responsible for 
■adoption and foster care placement in 
Massachusetts. 

Mofenson has also recommended that 
the Office for Children and the Executive 
Office of Human Services establish 
standards which would specify the extent 
to which criminal records checks should 
be employed in the screening of 
prospective adoptive and foster parents.

The elder Golden, an all-east receiver 
while at Holy Cross, rode a bicycle along 
side his son throughout the race and gave 
young Patrick several rub downs. 

"1 just don’t believe it. He's never run 
anything close to that distance before," 
said Golden.

Rodgers beat the Devil to win 


BOSTON lUPI) — The road rose up to meet him. the 
wind was in his face and he reached marathon heaven two 
seconds before the devil knew he was dead on his feet. 

Boston Marathon recordholder Bill Rodgers, who runs 
Heartbreak Hill as part of his daily training and who owns 
a runner's supply shop on the downside of the course, 


slithered through a slight headwind to gain the narrowest 
victory in the 82 -year history of the event. 

His time of 2:10:13 gave Rodgers the fastest and second 
fastest finishes in the Boston Marathon annals. He set the 
mark of 2:69:55 in 1975 on a sunnier day with the wind at 
his back.

Out of the crowd 


"I was 18seconds slower than my record but I thought 1 
ran belter this time because of the headwind," said 
Rodgers, 30, who has completed an unmatched seven 
marathons in under 2:12 "It was a very intense pace, the 
roughest I've ever run. I thought I had a big lead; I kept 
Inking behind, but I couldn't see very well." 

Rodgers, cheered wildly as he passed his store 20 miles 
into the race, was fortunate not to see Dallas seminarian 
.leff Wells roaring up from fifth place. Wells, who was not 
among the top five runners until midway through the 
race, ate up all but 15 yards of a 200-yard lead that 
Rodgers had built on the field of 4,212 official entrants. 

"I'm really a little disappointed that 1 didn't push 
earlier in the race; I may have made my move too late," 
said Wells, winner of the Portland Track Club and 
Honolulu marathons. 

Finland's Esa Tikkanen, who wilted and did not finish 
last year after staying with the leaders for half the race, 
was third in 2:11:15; Jack Fultz of Franklin, Pa., knocked 
9:02 off the personal standard he set in winning the 1976 
race but still finished fourth in 2:11:17 and Boston 
University graduate student Randy Thomas was fifth in 
2:11:25. 

Frank Shorter fell to the same curse as eight other 
former Olympic gold medalists, finishing 23rd after 
straggling over the 2.5-mile stretch of hills. Defending 
champion Jerome Drayton fared more poorly still, 
dropping out early in the race because of a bothersome 
hamstring pull. 

In the women's division, late entry Gayle Barron of 
Atlanta took command on the hills to win her first 
marathon in 2:44:53. Penny DeMoss of Los Altos, Calif., 
was second in 2:45:24 while Jane Killion of New York was 
third among the 229 female entrants. Kim Merritt, the 
1976 champion, led for 18 miles but faded on the hills to 
finish fourth. 

Barron said she "did the least training I have ever done 
for a race and this is probably the biggest thrill of my 
life." 

George Murray of Tampa actually was the first person 
across the line. Murray, paralyzed since age 14, led a 
contingent of 21 wheelchair marathoners across the finish 
line in record time of 2:26.05. The wheelchair racers 
started nearly a half hour ahead of the runners. 

Times were generally fast because of the weather. Six 
runners moved into the Top 10 list of fastest Boston 
Marathon finishes with their Monday performances. Tom 
Fleming - a Bloomfield, N.J., runner who has finished 
second twice and third once — wound up in 10 th place, 
even though his 2:14:44 clocking was two seconds faster 
than Drayton's winning time in 1976, 

Sixth place finisher Kevin Ryan, who registered a 
2:11:43 time after pacing the pack through the second and 
third checkpoints; Don Kardong, running with Wells for 
the first half of the race, cited sore legs and hard-soled 
track as partial reasons for a seventh place finish in 
2:14:07. 

John Lodwick, also a seminarian from Dallas, was 
eighth in 2:14:12 and Japan's Yutaka Taketomi was ninth 
in 2:14:34. 

But none of the eight top runners who recorded their 
fastest times ever could match Rodgers' time of 20 
minutes up and down the hills. 

"That's where I train, on those hills," said the wispy- 
built Rodgers. “I just go up and cruise down the other 
side, opening my stride." 

Rodgers' widened gait on the downhill segment of the 
course provided just enough extra distance to keep him a 
few strides ahead of the fast closing Wells at the mobbed 
finish line.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas iUPIl - On 
Jan, 4, 1977, Thomas Menger, 8, walked 
out of a sterile "Ijpbble room" at the Fred 
Hutchison Research Center in Seattle 
with one chance in four of living, 
v. Now 9, Thomas says he is tied for the 
honor of strongest kid in his class and is 
proijjriie helped his soccer team reach 
the Suk tournament in Austin this past 


Young Menger spent 72 days in the 
bubble room — half a hospital room 
closed off by a heavy plastic curtain — 
after undergoing a rare bone marrow 
transplant to treat his leukemia. His 
mother, Cynthia Walder, stayed in the 
other half of the hospital room, and she 
said his release was "exciting and 
dramatic." 


"Now, there's really no physical 
restrictions on him, no restrictions on 
him at all at this point," she said. "He has 
a special appreciation of life that came 
out of this. He enjoys things in a way that 
a lot of kids, and adults too, just don't." 

Thomas, who was diagnosed as suf¬ 
fering leukemia when he was 5, un¬ 
derwent chemotherapy treatments that 
killed his bone marrow until doctors felt 
the treatment was no longer effective. 

His father, Claude Menger Jr., said the 
family fir^t learned about the 
possibilities of a bone marrow transplant 
from media coverage of Hector Martinez, 
a San Antonio man who died in June 1977 
after the treatment was attempted. Mrs. 
Walden said she became convinced the 
operation was her son’s only chance for 
survival. 


Marrow from his 17-year-old sister, 
Tammy, was injected into his blood and 
colonies of the new marrow replaced the 
old. 

"He had a 25 percent chance of living 
through the first year," said Dr. Judith 
Mullins, the pediatric-hematologist who 
treated Menger. She said the main 


clanger was infection; it took a year for 
his body's defense system against disease 
to rebuild itself after the transplant. 

Thomas passed the one-year milestone 
Jan. 4, the day after his Northside Soccer 
Leaguer team was eliminated from the 
state playoffs, and he and his mother 
went back tp«Seattle for a checkup. 

"He's doing fine." Mrs. Walden said. 


"No one wanted to make too much of a 
commitment about the figure until he 
reaches a two-year point. But they're 
willing to say, and it does stand to reason, 
that he certainly stands a much better 
chance during this second year that the 
leukemia will not come back. No one had 
had the leukemia return after two years 
from the date of transplant." 


Mrs. Walder stressed she does not want 
to compare the transplant with 
chemotherapy, which she also credits for 
her son's survival. 

"I have a lot of feelings about the 
responsibility of how these kind of stories 
are presented because a lot of people are 
in different situations," she said. 


HEW wants second opinion before surgery 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — The government wants the 
nation's poor and elderly to get a second medical opinion 
before undergoing surgery, contending second-guessing 
will reduce the $655 million annually wasted on needless 
surgery. 

And the"Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
campaign to trim needless surgery for those receiving 


federally subsidized health care may encourage millions 
of other Americans also to get second opinions, Secretary 
Joseph Califano says. 

In a policy paper distributed to organizations of 
surgeons, hospitals and other health professionals to 
solicit their views, Califano said HEW, "while en¬ 
couraging the general public.... will only be paying for all 


second opinions for its own beneficiaries." 

People covered by private medical insurance should 
check the plans to see if the coverage pays for a second 
medical opinion, Califano said. 

Details of the second-opinion project for Medicare and 
Medicaid patients have not been announced, hut the HEW 
effort will begin in June, Califano said.

Courts face more 
suits on behalf 
of mentally ill 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court and the 
judicial system in general face a growing list of lawsuits 
on behalf of the mentally ill. 

The high court Monday agreed to rule in a Texas case on 
the amount of proof required before a state can commit a ' 
person against his will to a mental hospital for an indefi¬ 
nite period. 

In a separate action, the court left standing a decision 
that New Hampshire can compel inclusion of mental 
illness in group health insurance policies without violating 
either federal law or the Constitution. 

Administrators of six New England health and welfare 
funds wanted a reversal of an opinion by the 1st U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which said federal laws do not 
supersede state laws in this field. 

According to Blue Cross, other states requiring 
coverage of mental and-or emotional disorders include 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, New 
York, North Dakota, Oregon, Vermont, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 

The Texas case was brought on behalf of Frank 
Addington, committed to a state hospital in 1976 after a 
Galveston County jury found “clear, unequivocal and 
convincing evidence" he was mentally ill. 

An intermediate appeals court imposed the stricter 
"beyond a reasonable doubt" standard used in criminal 
triais. Texas’ Supreme Court accepted the less rigorous 
standard. 

The Supreme Court will hear ihe case next fall or winter 
and decide it later by written opinion. 

In June 1965 Justice Potter Stewart ruled for a 
unanimous court in a landmark Florida case that a stale 
cannot constitutionally confine against his will and 
without treatment a non-dangerous individual who is 
capable of surviving safely in freedom. 

Since then the justices have been asked to look into the 
rights of a child whose parents want to conumt him. This 
issue is now scheduled for a second round of arguments in 
the fall.

Chestnut Hill 
to head FDA 

Sanford A. Miller, professor of 
nutritional biochemistry at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
has been appointed director of the Bureau 
of Foods of the federal Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). 

Miller, who will be on leave from MIT, 
will serve as principal advisor to the FDA 
commissioner in the development of FDA 
regulatory policy concerning foods and 
cosmetics, and will administer a bureau 
responsible for regulating much of the 
nation's $130 billion food industry. He will 
be responsible also for the application 
and enforcement of all laws and 
regulations that the FDA administers in 
these areas. 

The Bureau of Foods is one of the two 
largest of the FDA's five bureaus and has 
a staff of 850 employees, including 350 
scientists. 

Miller was selected after a nationwide 
search that included contacts with more 
than 400 consumer, industry, 
professional, and public groups, the FDA 
said. He will assume his new job in July. 

In commenting on the appointment, 
MIT Provost Walter A. Rosenblith said: 
"We are extremely proud that a member 
of our faculty has been selected for a 
national post of such importance, par¬ 
ticularly at a time when our country's 
food policies and the public attitudes 
toward them are undergoing profound 
changes. I am sure that Professor Miller, 
with his exceptional breadth of 
knowledge in his field, will make out¬ 
standing contributions in his position in 
Washington. 

In addition to his teaching and research 
at MIT, Professor Miller has served since 
1970 as director of MIT's Training 
Program in Oral Science. Since 1963, he 
has also been visiting lecturer in nutrition 
at the Tufts University School of Dental 
Medicine, Boston University School of 
Medicine and the Harvard University 
School of Medicine. In 1975 he was 
selected as outstanding teacher of the 
year by students in the MIT Department 
of Nutrition and Food Science, more 

Miller was one of the principal con¬ 
sulting nutritionists on food safety at the 
White House Conference on Food and 
Nutrition in 1969. He has been a member 
since 1972 of the Expert Committee on 
GRAS (Generally Recognized as Safe) 
Food Substances of the Federation of 
American Societies for Experimental 
Biology l FASEB), an advisory group that 
conducts studies and provides recom¬ 
mendations for the FDA on food safety. 

Miller's general research interests 
have been in regulation and control of 
metabolism, but he has had specific in¬ 
terests in other fields, including perinatal 
development. He is the author or co¬ 
author of more than 100 scientific ar¬ 
ticles, reviews and book chapters.

Bad check epidemic spreads; 
in the end, the consumer pays 


By JAMES J. DOYLE 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — It's as easy to pass a bad 
check as it is to jaywalk, and much more profitable, ac¬ 
cording to a study made by a bank and confirmed by 
police. 

Bad check passing, or "paperhanging," accounts for 
millions of dollars lost annually in Southern California 
alone. But the same problem exists all across the country, 
according to a police expert. 

"Cashing checks is a very legitimate enterprise. Every¬ 
body uses it," 1,1. Lewis Biker of the Los Angeles Police 
Department's Buneo-Forger41t)tton, said, i 7av bt is so 
easy to slip from a legitimate check lo a bad check. 
Everybody is doing basically the same thing — cashing a 
check.” 

It has become a profitable crime in many areas because 
merchants will not take the time to prosecute, or even 
report in most cases. 

Statistics on dollar losses are rising due to "apathy and 
non involvement," Biker said. 

Bad cheek passing by both professionals and careless 
consumers has about reached epidemic proportions, 
Biker said. "The merchant realizes that if he does report 
it and an arrest is made, he's going to have to go to court 
and testify. So he weighs the amount of the cheek against 
the value of his time and decides not to report it.” 

He estimated that four of five criminal check violations 
in Los Angeles are not reported. And the problem is 
compounded, he said, by the light sentencing given those 
who are convicted.

Honest but careless consumers add to the losses. A 
shopper might bounce a check for $40 or $50 and if the 
store’s check collection procedure is lax, never have to 
make it good. 

Supermarkets cash more checks than any other 
business including banks, according to a study made by 
Security Pacific Bank, And they lose more money than 
any other business. 

A typical supermarket cashes more than 10,000 checks a 
month, more than 300 a day, the bank said. The check 
approval process causes irritating delays at the checkout 
stands and adds up to a surprising amount of time, about 
125,000 hours a month for all the supermarkets in South¬ 
ern California. 

"Supermarkets really get hit,” Biker said. When you 
look at the total business volume it seems like a small 
percentage but it's a loss everybody, every consumer, 
picks up. 

"If they lose $100,000, they add it to product costs. 

“But if a retail merchant didn't accept checks," Lt. 
Biker said, "he would soon be out of business. The 
Federal Beserve Bank has said that nine of 10 dollars 
spent in the United States is by way of checks. 

"That includes credit cards because credit card bills 
are paid by check. When a system is based on trust — and 
that's what a check is — it's very easy to violate it. The 
merchant trusts the consumer has the money to cover the 
cheek. Our whole financial system is based on tg7)9 c)15 
1110 111 0 "31 4'313 frequently misplaced and the situation 
grows worse yearly. 

In 1971 there 40,329 worthless document, or bad check 
and credit card, crimes in Los Angeles alone. The total 
amount of money lost was $4.8 million, Biker said. 

In 1974, there were 52,626 such crimes reported, the 
dollar loss was $7.2 million. The figures for bad cheeks 
went down in 1977 to 44,618 crimes, but the money figure 
jumped lo $8.4 million. 


The figures for bad checks alone — no credit card 
frauds included - jumped to a money loss of $5.2 million 
in 1977 from $2.3 million six years earlier. 

The 12th Federal Beserve District, which includes eight 
states, reported that one of every 114 cheeks processed 
was returned as a "dishonored item" in 1973. The figure 
reached to one in 96 in 1974 and one in 91 in 1975, the last 
year figures were kept on the category. 

"It's an educational program to help the merchant 
reduce losses," Biker said., 

Security Pacific Bank has initialed a new check cashing 
system, called Security Service which it is marketing to 
supermarkets throughout the state. 

At the heart of the system is a computer facility in 
Glendale, a Los Angeles suburb, linked via leased 
telephone lines to participating stores. The stores usually 
have two electronic terminals which are operated by 
cardholders using magnetic plastic cards. 

A cardholder inserts his card and a check into the 
terminal and presses one of four colorcoded buttons to 
indicate the type of check to be cashed, ranging from 
personal to thirdparly checks and checks for cash only. ■ 

The information is transmitted to a computer center 
where it is scanned, q f '$eck meets the policy of the 
participating store, it is instantly approved, and the ap¬ 
proval stamped on the reverse side. 

About 1.4 million persons carried cards which could be 
used in 317 supermarkets of seven chains in the state as of 
December of last year. Security Pacific said thousands of

AUGUSTA, Maine (UPI) — Forget Bruce Wayne. Bob 
Martin is Batman. 

"I’m glad I don’t study rats. Batman is a lot nicer than 
Batman,” says Martin, a University of Maine at Farm¬ 
ington biology professor and recognized authority on bats. 

Martin, who has studied bats in more than 40 countries, 
is an adviser to a set of Maine state government officials 
who protect bats from people and people from bats. 

"When traveling in Venezuela my students showed up 
with four Spanish version Batman comic books and stuck 
them in my sleeping bag,” said Martin. 

Donald F. Mairs and fiobert Batteese of Maine's 
Department of Agriculture Pesticide Control Board, and 
Frank Gramlick of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's 
Wildlife Assistance Division are the state’s experts on 
bats. 

Martin helps both the state agency, wh'ch tried to 
protect humans from possible misuse of pesticides 
sprayed to control troublesome bats, and the federal 
office, which acts more as a protector of the mammals 
which they say are useful and needed. 

Bats are not as dangerous as people think, Martin said. 
Of the seven species of bats found in Maine, two — the 
large brown and small brown bats — dwell in houses. But, 
he said the large brown bat is big and can bite people. 

"People have a vampire complex about bats," Mairs 
said.

Chances are your 
trips are too short to 
permit the various 
mechanical components 
of the car to reach op¬ 
timum operating ef¬ 
ficiency. 

Automotive experts 
advise that an 
automobile must be 
driven 15 to 25 miles — 
depending on the car 
and the weather — to 
reach its mileage 
potential. Oil, dif¬ 
ferential grease, the 
engine, transmission, 
wheel bearings, tires 
and other working 
components get war¬ 
med up to full efficiency 
only after being driven 
that number of miles. 

Yet, the average 
automobile trip is only 9 
miles, according to the 
Automotive Informa bon 
Council. Personal 
business trips, such as 
shopping and visits to 
the doctor, average 
even less...5.6 miles. 
Trips to work reach 9.4 
miles, and vacadons by 
car average 160 miles 
one way. 

Also, owners of new 
cars should not expect 
to obtain the EPA- 
posted rniles-per-gallon 
figures because they are 
arrived at under 
laboratory condibons. 
EPA is planning 
changes for 1979. 

Motorists should 
attempt to combine 
their trips to avoid 
several “cold" short 
runs. 

When starting a car 
with a cold engine, the 
driver should wait a few 
seconds before driving. 
Owner's manuals 
provide the suggested 
waiting time, ranging 
from 15 seconds to a 
minute. Extended idling 
periods should be 
avoided because it not 
only wastes gasoline but 
it’s not good for the 


engine. Racing a cold 
engine should be 
avoided. 

Drive at moderate 
speeds for the first few 
minutes to give the 
lubricants and com¬ 
ponents a chance to 
start warming up. 

Other points of advice 
for starting and 
operabng your car are 
contained in the car’s 
manual. These 
manuals, which too 
often go unread, can 
save a car owner dollars 
and headaches.

Here are a few 
suggesbons on how to 
save money on your 
auto insurance polio 1 : 

— Consider buying 
collision and com¬ 
prehensive coverage 
with higher deducbbles. 
Collision coverage can 
be reduced about 17 per 
cent when the deduc- 
bble is changed from 
$100 to $200, and going 
from $50 to $100 
deductible for com¬ 
prehensive could work 
out to a 20 per cent 
savings. 

— Drop collision in¬ 
surance enbrely on an 
older car, because 
regardless of how much 
coverage you carry, the 


insurance company will 
pay only up to the car's 
“took value," 

— Invesbgage special 
discounts offered by 
some companies in 
some states. They are 
available for young 
drivers who have 
completed driver 
education courses and 
for those who do well in 
school. 

— If you have a good 
driving record or attend 
college more than 100 
miles from home or are 
a woman over 30 or a 
family with two or more 
cars, check the special 
discounts, 

— The lowest 
premium should NOT be 
your only goal. You 
should consider that you 
want to get the 
satisfaction you're 
enbtled to when you 
make a claim and that 
your claim will neither 
increase your premium 
in the future nor be 
grounds for cancelling 
your policy. 

— If you stay with 
your present insurance 
company and have an 
accident, your company 
will take your previous 
record into con¬ 
sideration.

It is the basically 
unchanged bug design 
that made Volkswagen 
an internationally 
known automobile 
maker and which, in 
facL first wooed U.S. 
buyers to the idea of a 
small car. But now the 
company, which had 
already stopped ship¬ 
ping Beetles to U.S. 
dealers, is closing down 
the last German 
production line turning 
out the little sedans. 

Volkswagen had 


already turned most of 
its main factory at 

Wolfsburg over to 
making fancier, more 
expensive models, and 
announced in early 
December that, when 
1977 ended, so would 
Beetle production. 
Designed in the late 
1930’s to be a cheap car 
for the masses, the bug 
went into full-scale 
production after World 
War 11, and has sold 19 
million models — far 
more than any other 


single design in the 
history of the 
automobile. 

The shutdown of the 
Wolfsburg line is not the 
absolute end of the 
Beetle. A Mexican 
subsidiary of the 
German company still 
turns them out in 
Puebla for Latin 
American sales, and 
determined German 
stoppers can ask tc 
have a Mexican model 
imported.

Running into trouble: hazards for joggers 


An estimated 25 million joggers and runners are using 
city sidewalks, streets and highways in this spring 
weather. Many are taking a chance of running straight 
into trouble. 

The great increase in jogging regularly for exercise has 
raised concern among safely officials, reports the 
Insurance Information Institute. Accompanying the 
jogging boom is growing annoyance and often antagonism 
from motorists. 

Almost one in five fatalities in motor vehicle accidents 
during 1976 resulted from a collusion with a pedestrian, 
according to the National Safety Council. About 8,300 
pedestrians were killed and about 100,000 were injured. 

Whether those totals will increase this year will depend, 
at least in part, on the safety precautions joggers take, the 
Institute points out. It offers these tips for safe running: 

— Keep to the sidewalk when one is available. Circling 
the block several times may be monotonous, but it 
provides the same exercise as running in the street. 


— Always run against traffic when using streets and 
highways, advises the National Safety Council. This 
makes it easier for joggers to spot oncoming cars and get 
off the road if necessary. 

— Avoid streets and highways with heavy traffic. 
Motorists congested roads often are preoccupied by other 
cars and therefore not alert to joggers and runners. 

Run in single file when jogging with others, and never 
two, three or four abreast. 

Anticipate dangers. A speeding motorist, unlike a 
person afoot, cannot stop on a dime. Assume all 
responsibility, . therefore, when crossing at or between 
intersections. 

Wear light colored jogging or running togs. Dark 
clothing does not catch attention as soon or effectively as 
light colored garments. 

— Always show courtesy to motorists. They control a 
potentially dangerous weapon. Joggers who retaliate for 
annoying behavior by some drivers can help build up 
hostile attitudes among motorists toward all pedestrians.

WHY LEAVES DROP: 
We're coming into summer 
and warmer weather can 
mean watering your plants 
more. The rubber plant 
(Ficus) and the Jade, the 
Schefflers and weeping fig 
will lose their leaves if the 
plants get too rnweh water. 
Just how much water to 
give them is hard to say, 
but a safe rule is to keep 
the soil uniformly moist, 
even if you think they don't 
need watering. If you're in 
doubt, we suggest to grow 
these items lightly on the 
dry side' rather than 
overwater. Plants in 
plastic pots will take less 
water than those in a clay 
pot. Remember, half the 
water (50 percent) of that 
is applied to a plant in a 
clay pot is lost to 
evaporation, while 
practically no water is lost 
frOm a plastic pot. In other 
words, a plastic pot does 
not breathe and does not 
lose any moisture by 
evaporation. There is some 
water loss from the top soil 
surface and a small 
amount through the holes 
in the bottom of the plastic 
pot. 

Clay pots aften become 
unattractive due to build 
up of hard water salts and 
fertilizer on the outside. 
You can set a clay pot 
inside an attractive plastic 
or ceramic pot. Plastic 
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pots stay attractive 
because they do not collect 
hard water salts on the 
outside. GROW HERBS: 
Now’s a good time to order 
some herb seeds and get 
ready for a herb garden. 
Here are a few good ones to 
try: Borage, Lavender, 
Caraway, Dill, Sage, 
Rosemary, Sweet Basil, 
Sweet Marjoram, Thyme, 
Parsley, Horehound, 
Fannel, Summer Savory, 
Cardoon, Anise and 
Chervil. 

Fo course, there are 
many good ones, not 
mentioned. All like a 
sunny, well drained soil. If 
you lack space and want to 
grow a couple herbs only, 
try the chives and parsley. 
A good parsley to try is 
Banquet, developed in 
Denmark, it has leaves 
that are finely tightly 
curled, an their deep green 
color is great for pepping 
up salads. Sow the seed in 
spring where the plants 
can be left until the 
following spring. There is a 
"celery-leaf” type which 
has a strong flavor, but we 
like the other type better. 

GREEN THUMB 
CLINIC: "We started 
geraniums from seed and 
the plants are 2 inches tall. 
Should these be tran¬ 
splanted?" 

Ans: Yes, do so im¬ 
mediately. Move them into 
4 inch pots, using a loose 
soil mixture, such as 1 part 
each of sand, pest and 
loam. 

HOME GROWN 
RADISHES: I,ast year we 
received many complaints 
from gardeners who said 
their radishes had large 
cracks in the side. Some 
were pithy and not solid. 
What caused this? 

Growth cracks can be 
due to too much moisture, 
and this can also cause 
spongy or pithy radish 
bottoms. A lack of 
moisture can cause a hot 
flavor, a woody texture 
and it will also cause the 
plants to “bolt" or go to 
seed early. Sow radish 
seed as early as possible, 
planting about 2 seeds per 
inch. If you want a real 
good radish try Champion, 
favored becaust it's mild, 
crisp and firm. It grows to 
about 1 1-2” and is the 
favorite variety for 
Japanese and Chinese 
restaurants. Cherry Belle 


is another good one and 
because it’s one of the 
quickest to reach edible 
size, home gardeners like 
it. Summer Cross is an 
extra-long hybrid radish 
growing 6 inches long and 1 
inch across. 

THE CHARCOAL 
STORY: We've been 
recommending charcoal in 
bottom of pots and in soil 
mixtures for years. 
However, we'd like to 
caution readers about 
using briquettes, the 
squarish types of charcoal 
used for starting the 
barbecue fire. 

Never use this type of 
charcoal for house planus 
because if contains certain 
chemicals which are in¬ 
jurious to roots. Use the 
regular charcoal to insure 
sweetness of soil, and 
water’ for a long period. 

If you have charcoal 
frOm your fireplace or 
grill it can be used in soils 
safely. Charcoal has no 
food value for your plants, 
but it has the ability to 
absorb and hold nitrogen 
and the neutralize in¬ 
jurious acids. At the same 
time it can absorb un¬ 
desirable odors. A few 
pieces added to a container 
for long-lasting 
arrangements will help 
keep the water sweet. If 
you use "home made” 
charcoal from your 
fireplace, rinse it in cold 
water to remove soot and 
loose particles when 
arranging flowers. One 
charcoal company even 
recommends putting 1-2 
teaspoon of activated 
charcoal pellets into pet 
food, for every 10 lbs. of 
your dog's weight. 

GREEN THUMB 
CLINIC: "Please tell us if 
‘Snow Peas' are worth 
growing. Are they the 
same as “Sugar Peas?" 

Ans: Yes, Snow peas is a 
common name for the 
edible podded sugar pea. 
There's a dwarf variety 
called Dwarf Grey Sugar. 
If you grow them, 
remember to harvest 
before the pods mature, so 
you can eat the pod, peas 
and all. 

Try regular varieties 
such as Little Marvel, 
Wando (heat resistant) 
also Thomas I,axton and 
Lincoln. Any well drained 
soil is fine for peas.

Many 
factories or plants offer free tours 
of their facilities to schools and 
organized groups, but only a few 
accommodate individuals. Here's 
the inside scoop on four of the best. 
Wonderland 

The first thing you do at Wonder¬ 
land (the factory, not the dog track) 
is put on a spiffy baker's hat. 
Sanitation regulations require all 
who enter a food producing facility 
to keep their hair under control, 
and anyhow you get to keep the 
cap. As you enter the bakery, the 
odors are overwhelming. It’s a 
warm, sweet, and very yeasty 
atmosphere. Three million pounds 
of baked goods are produced here 
each week and as you watch the 
network of conveyor belts 
transport Suzy Q's, Twinkies, 
Sponge Cups, Snowballs, and 
Orange and Chocolate Cupcakes, 
it’s not difficult to believe this 
figure. The belts carry the goodies 
in and out of ovens, under sugar 
glazers and frosters, through filling 
injectors, up on to cooling 
conveyors, and down to packaging. 
There’s even a machine that ties 
twister ties. 

Over in the bread division, the 
bakers are mixing up a storm. The 
fruits of their efforts can be seen in 
the fermentation room, where great 
loaves of “sponge” are rising 
steadily in mammoth bread pans, 
each holding 900 pounds. Keep 
your hands close to your sides, as 
everything in the room is covered 
with a skim of shortening. 

When the loaves are finally ready 
for baking, 2,500 of them slip into 
an oven half the size of a football 
field all at one time. After baking, 


see the Hard Trim Department 
install the vinyl top, body wiring 
harness, and heater. In Soft Trim, 
workers stick on door pads, 
armrests, carpets, windshields, rear 
windows, and steering columns. 

There are a lot of other 
operations too, but the big moment 
comes at a point known as the 
“body set." The body is traveling 
on an overhead conveyor and the 
chassis cruises by on a ground level 
belt. Then almost magically, they 
come together to make a completed 
car unit. And they always seem to 
match up the right tops and 
bottoms. 

You don't get much of a rap as 
you tour this plant, mainly because 
the noise level is so high that it 
would be just about impossible to 
hear the guide’s spiel. The guide 
does provide each visitor with a 
pair of plastic protective goggles, 
which must be worn in certain 
areas because of sparks. Be 
prepared for a lot of walking. The 
building area encompasses two 
million square feet with a roof area 
of 29 acres, with eleven miles of 
fluorescent lighting fixtures and the 
nine miles of conveyor belts. And 
no, they don't give you a free car to 
take home. 

Anheuser-Busch 
You do get to sample the product, 
however, at Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 
in Merrimac, New Hampshire, 
where Budweiser and Michelob 
beers are made. Your visit begins 
with a walk through the brewery. 
The heavy, yeasty smell is almost 
overpowering, enough to make the 
more sensitive of us nearly groggy. 
Wet floors patterned with thick 
rubber hoses make the going a mite 
treacherous, which adds to the 
spirit of adventure. You begin to 
get the feeling that it would not be 
wise to become separated from the 
tour guide, as you pass doors 
marked "Beta Cellar,” "Bunging 
System," “Keep Water out of 
lobby when Spritzing this area." 
Who knows what evil lurks.... 

You see where the barley, malt 
and rice are crushed, measured and 
weighed, proportioned, and mixed 
with well water in huge mashing 
tanks. You add to your vocab 
ulary, "wort," the name given to 
the clear liquid left after the 
mixture is strained. Then you 
follow the wort to the brew kettle 
for the addition of hops. Later on, 
this very same wort works its way 
to the starting cellars, where yeast 
is added to begin the fermentation 
process. After fermentation it is 
called “beer," and it is sent to the 
lager cellars for aging. And yes by 
golly, they do cover the bottoms of 
the tanks with beechwood chips. 

Next it's on to bottling and 
packing, an assembly line opera¬ 
tion. The bottle filler can gorge 700 
twelve ounce bottles a minute. In a 


Every car assembled at this plant 
is custom-built to a specific buyer's 
requirements. Two identical cars 
are seldom made. The promo¬ 
tional literature explains that it is 
possible "for Framingham to 
complete an entire model year 
without duplicating an exact 
finished model." 

The key to the whole process is 
the assembly line. If you have any 
doubts about the meaning of the 
term now, you won't by the time 
you leave the plant. Some of the 
high points of the tour include the 
automatic lowering of the roof onto 
the pre assembled right and left 
sides of the car, the dip into the 
ELPO bath for a coating of 
corrosion resistant primer, and the 
painting operation. You also get to 


the loaves are automatically 
removed from the pans by suction 
cups. After a cooling period, they 
pass through the slicer. At this 
point your tour guide hands out 
warm slices for sampling, as much 
as you like. 

This isn’t the end of the freebies. 
Back in the "hospitality room," 
each visitor is given a plastic 
Wonderbread wrapper filled with a 
Twinkie, some Star Wars cards 
(the current prize in Wonder- 
bread), a tiny cardboard loaf to 
assemble, and a classy plastic 
“Twinkie the Kid” ring. Women 
also receive plastic rain bonnets 
decorated in the Wonderbread 
motif. There’s also a discount 
coupon, good at the thrift shop 
adjoining the plant. 


GM 

Fifteen minutes away from 
Wonderland, we come to the 
General Motors Assembly Division 
in Framingham. This is a good 
experience for anyone who has ever 
squawked about all the problems 
with his or her new car. After a trip 
through this plant, you'll come 
out marveling at all the things that 
worked right instead. After all, 
about 1,200 people work on each 
vehicle before it leaves the factory 
for the salesroom, and that leaves a 
lot of room for human error. Also, 
that doesn't count the hundreds of 
folks who work in plants across the 
country, which manufacture the 
thousands of pans assembled here. 












single twenty-four hour period, six 
and a half million bottles of beer 
are prepared for shipment 
throughout New England and to 
parts of New York. That's quite a 
bit of beer. 

After the tour, you go to the 
“hospitality room," a comfortable 
area with tables and chairs and a 
bar at one end. Fetch yourself a 
complimentary cup of brew and 
settle down. Every fifteen or 
twenty minutes, a guide appears to 
lead visitors down to sec the 
famous Clydesdale horses, but 
there’s no rush. Have another beer. 

Once sated, glide on down to the 
reproduction 19th century 
European Bauemhof for a gander 
at some of the “Gentle Giants" of 
Budweiser advertising fame. These 
huge animals live in luxurious 
quarters, decked out in a red and 
green scheme. Each of the Clydes¬ 
dales travels about 40,000 miles a 
year to make public appearances, 
but two always remain in resi¬ 
dence for visitor inspection. Ah, the 
pressures of fame. 

Beer afficionados will like the 
souvenir shops here, which offer a 
fine selection of hats, aprons, T- 
shirts, playing cards, beach towels, 
coolers, mugs, and trays decorated 
with the Budweiser and Michelob 
motifs. Our favorite item was the 
fishing lure (83.50) built like a 
miniature beer can with hook on 
one end. Perhaps it is intended for 
use in trash strewn streams, where 
the fish find comfort in the 
familiarity of a Bud can. 

Christian Science Monitor 
Now sober up and take this factory 
traipsing seriously for a minute. 
You have had your cake and you've 
had your brew and now you need 
something good to read to revive 
your mind. For a close up look at 
the world of print, make a visit to 
the Christian Science Publishing 
Society in Boston. This is where 
the Christian Science Monitor is 
prepared for press, and where all of 
the Society’s other publications are 
printed. 

Highlights of the tour include a 
visit to the News Room, where 
stories and photos are received by 
mail, telephone and wire service. 
Your guide explains how finished 
stories travel from the copy desk 
(where headlines are written) to the 
Composing Room by pneumatic 
tube. In the Composing Room, 
news and features are set into 
print. Designers are laying out ads 
and pasting up pages, many 
working at illuminated tables. 

You also have a chance to stroll 
through General Printing, where 
the Miller Offset Press prints 
covers for the Society’s perio¬ 
dicals. You learn the secrets of 
color work, the ability of producing 
any shade by combining and over 
printing four colors in different 
densities. On the other side of the 
room, the enormous Harris Cottrel 


Press whirs away, producing 
32,000 magazines per hour. Rolls of 
paper (called “webs") are fed into 
the machine, which devours (or 
prints) a six mile long roll in about 
thirty minutes. Then come the 
dryers and the cooling and folding 
sections. 

After General Printing, we whip 
on down past the Bindery into 
Shipping, where orders for 
hymnals, Bible study materials and 
other publications are processed. 
The Shrink Wrap machine is of 
particular interest. Heavy gauged 
plastic is wrapped around each 
order, which then passes through a 
tunnel; here the plastic is exposed 
to hot air which molds it tightly 
around the materials, forming a 
protective coating. At the end of 
the tour, your guide gives you a 
copy of the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Notes: 

I. T. T. Continental (30 Speen 
Street in Natick) conducts tours 
Monday, Wednesday and 
Thursday at 9:30 am, 11 am, 2 pm 
and 3:30pm. It’s necessary to call 
ahead to reserve a space, and 
children under seven are not 
admitted. The tours are held 
through the end of June. To make 
your reservation, contact Ms.

200. An average tour lasts about 50 
minutes. 

From I. T. T., it's a hop, skip 
and a jump to the General Motors 
Framingham Plant, on Western 
Avenue in Framingham. Tours 
here are given at 12:30 pm, 
Monday through Friday, to the end 
of June. To make the required 
reservations, call 873-7421, exten¬ 
sion 213. Plan on about an hour 
aiul a half for the tour. 

Tucked away in New Hamp¬ 
shire, Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 
is at 100 Daniel Webster Highway 
in Merrimac. There’s no need to 
reserve a space for the tours, which 
run Monday through Saturday 
9:30 am to 3:30 pm, and Sunday 
from 11:30 am to 3:30 pm. A tour 
leaves every 20 minutes. Be fore¬ 
warned, though, that the bottling 
lines are often not running on 
weekends. For more particulars, 
call (603) 889-6631. The tour takes 
about an hour — or longer, 
depending on how long you ’ll be 
quaffing away in the hospitality 
room. 

The Christian Science Publish¬ 
ing Society, at 1 Norway Street in 
Boston, conducts tours Monday 
through Friday at 9:30 am, 11 am, 
1:30 pm and 3 pm. Reservations 
aren't necessary, and the tour goes 
on for about 35 minutes. There’s 
more information at 262-2300. 

It is important to be on time for 
these tours. If you arrive late and 
the group has departed, it is 
unlikely that you will be permitted 
to rush through the factory 
unescorted to catch up. 
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The Duellists is a rare 
action movie with 
characters you can argue 
about. 

Pretty Baby. Directed by Louis 
Malle. Starring Brooke Shields 
and Keith Carradine.

In a recent issue of the trade jour¬ 
nal Variety, the president of Sack 
Theaters, Alan Friedberg, said he 
was glad he “previewed” Pretty 
Baby: "We will be playing it in 
Boston, where it is fair game for 
city audiences, but I would not 
want to show it in Danvers or 
Natick." I don’t know what 
Friedberg found so gamy about the 
movie; if it were any less sexy it 
wouldn't have a premis'e, and 
Friedberg wouldn’t have a selling 
point. The title character of Louis 
Malle's latest movie is a child 
prostitute, but she’s more like a 
Poilyanna with a come-on than 
Lolita. The life she leads in a 
Storyville, New Orleans brothel, 
circa 1917, is such a soft-focus fan¬ 
tasy that even one of the film’s 
admirers has dubbed it “Alice in 
Brothel-land," 

Friedberg would make more 
sense if he said he wouldn’t play 


Pretty Baby in the suburbs because 
it’s an "art film." Though made on 
location, with American cast, crew 
and money, this is a throwback to 
the era when every highly-praised 
foreign import was either inexpli¬ 
cable or boring. Pretty Baby's 
eponymous heroine is as 
mysterious as any woman played 
by Jeanne Moreau or Monica Vitti. 
She's playful, curious, unpredict¬ 
able but tough; it almost seems 
incidental that she happens to be 
twelve years old. The hero, loosely 
patterned on photographer E. J. 
Bellocq, is a shy artistic genius — a 
floor girl’s Toulouse-Lautrec — 
who marries the child. He's every 
bit as "sensitive" and aesthetic as 
the men who used to be played by 
Marcello Mastroianni or Alain 
Delon. The sometimes sumptuous 
New Orleans atmosphere is filled 
with oddities and portents 
(including ill-explained voodoo 
rites), just like those wild European 
parties in Last Year at Marienbad 
or La Dolce Vita. 

How did I-ouis Malle, who made 
incest entertaining in The Murmur 
of the Heart and the banality of 
Nazi evil terrifying in Lacombe, 
Lucien, come to make an art film ? 

The question should be, how did 
he come to make another one ? 
Between Lacombe, Lucien and this 
film came Black Moon, an incom¬ 
prehensible "dream film" that was 


also compared to Alice in 
Wonderland. First Malle said it 
was based on a nightmare; later he 
claimed it was somehow about “the 
nature of language.” Pauline Kacl 
once described him as a "director 
in search of stimulation”; with 
Black Moon, the search began to 
seem desperate. 

Malle has better reasons for 
making Pretty Baby. Malle loves 
jazz, and the Storyville setting 
allows him to use some elegantly 
rowdy Jelly Roll Morton tunes. 
He's also fallen in love with 
America; one of the movie's small 
pleasures is its civilized foreigner's 
interpretations of tum-of-the- 
century American types, from a 
tousled Huck Finn to a Mississippi 
gambler and a New Orleans 
madam who sounds like she comes 
from Queens. Malle and his photo¬ 
grapher, Sven Nykvist, pay tribute 
to the sepia-toned delicacy of 
Bellocq's actual portraits, as well as 
to post-impressionist painters like 
Degas. 

These are all nice frilly edges — 
but the movie’s center doesn't hold. 
Malle wants to defuse the child sex 
taboo as he did the incest one in 
Murmur of the Heart — to make it 
non-threatening and thus under¬ 
standable. What was comically 
satisfying about the earlier film 
was that the family at the center 
was so chaotic and sensual that 


incest in it seemed inevitable, an 
extreme expression of the messy 
closeness that many other families 
also feel. But the brothel that Violet 
inhabits seems like none that ever 
existed. All the prostitutes are 
close-knit and happy, except for 
Violet’s mother; she comes off a 
neurotic simply because she wants 
to be respectable. The brothel itself 
is more luxurious than the one in 
Bellocq’s photos, and its prostitutes 
are prettier. So as a study of child 
prostitution, the movie seems 
hopelessly atypical and idealized. 
Even more hopeless is its depic¬ 
tion of precocious sexuality. We 
never know if Violet's deflowering 
means anything to her at all. And 
despite a tactful, fleeting bedroom 
scene, her relationship with Bellocq 
— a boy-man to go with her girl- 
woman — seems chaste. 

Malle might have picked a sub¬ 
ject too hot even for him to handle 
and unconsciously poured cold 
water over it. In his panic, or 
delusion, he depends on Brooke 
Shields's changeling, gamin face 
and Keith Carradine's handsomely 
attentive one to say things about 
Violet and Bellocq that the script 
scarcely suggests. He takes us from 
one lingering close-up to another, 
never seeming to realize that evoca¬ 
tive surfaces aren’t enough to bring 
us to the heart of the matter. 

Because the industry has stupid¬ 


ly sold The Duellists, a rousing 
period adventure from England, as 
another “difficult" art film, it, too, 
will probably play only Boston 
(and, later, Cambridge). But this 
one, based on a Joseph Conrad 
story about two feuding cavalry 
officers, is worth a trip into town. 
It’s an exciting combination of 
sword-play and existential drama; 
it may be the first adult swash¬ 
buckler I've seen. Action genres, 
with their instantaneous excite¬ 
ments, arc what draw many of us 
to movies in the first place; they’re 
also what we most quickly tire of, 
since they tend to be mono¬ 
tonously similar. The Duellists is 
the rare action movie with 
characters you can argue about. 
The conflicts between the title 
heroes are built into their slashing 
bouts — and are as abrasive as 
their foils or sabres. One man is a 
peaceful rationalist; the other an 
irrational warmorj^r. The 
rationalist loves orderly emotion; 
the warrior causes him constant 
psychological — and physical — 
upset. But the two have an odd 
dependence, as if each is the sub¬ 
merged half of the other’s psyche. 
It's a measure of the movie’s worth 
that it enthralls you as much when 
they're separated as when they’re 
at each other’s throats.

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How To Outsmart A Trout 



The real virtue of a fishing 
school is that you have the 
resources of several 
capable instructors who 
can correct any incipient 
faults in a hurry.

Trout fishing with a fly rod is a 
sport that is encrusted with equal 
parts of homespun lore and terri¬ 
ble nonsense. 

No, fly fishing isn't a sacred and 
arcane mystery to be enjoyed and 
understood only by the initiated. 
Neither must you have a higher 
wisdom to catch a trout, or be 
possessed of a diamond cutter’s 
dexterity to handle a fly rod. But 
that’s the way it looks to a lot of 
outsiders. 

Fishing writers are a ruminative 
bunch; they can make the simplest 
fact sound as if it came from 
Genesis. The reason for this is that 
once past a few basic principles, 
there isn’t all that much to say 
about trout fishing. Like sex, once 
you grasp the mechanics it’s all in 
the doing. But that doesn't stop 
people from going on and on about 
it. 

For the beginner, the difficulty 
comes in learning several things all 
at once — how to cast, how to 
know which fly to use, where to 
find a stream and then how to fish 


it. All of these things can be learned 
from a book, but a better way is to 
take yourself off to a short three 
day course at either the Orvis Fly 
Fishing School in Manchester, Ver¬ 
mont or Dick Surette's Fly Fishing 
School in North Conway, New 
Hampshire. Trout Unlimited, a 
conservation organization, also 
sponsors clinics from time to time 
in the Boston area, as do retail 
shops when the demand is there. 

The beauty of these clinics is 
that they save you time in the trial- 
and-error approach. Several years 
ago, I went to an Orvis weekend 
clinic and in a few hours learned 
what I’m sure would have taken at 
least a whole season, assuming I 
didn’t succumb to frustration and 
say “To hell with it." 


Everything begins with the fly 
rod and how to use it. At the Orvis 
clinic, and I suspect every other 
school, perhaps half of the time is 
spent learning how to cast pro¬ 
perly. As with golf, form is every¬ 
thing. But after a couple of hours’ 
practice, it becomes as natural as 
tying your shoelaces. And you 
never forget it, any more than you 
forget how to ride the proverbial 
bicycle. Even if you don’t touch a 
rod for years, it all comes back in a 
half-hour’s practice. 

But bad habits are easy to 
acquire and difficult to lose. A fly 
rod weighs anywhere from three 
and a half to four and a half ounces 
and requires no strength what¬ 
soever. Consequently, technique 
becomes the only consideration. 


Here is the real virtue of the school. 
You have the resources of several 
capable instructors, who can 
correct any incipient faults in a 
hurry. Your next door neighbor 
might be willing to reach you, but 
unless he’s an experienced fly 
caster, he could be teaching you 
incorrectly or overlooking little 
mistakes. 

Next in order of importance is 
the fly on the end of the rod, the 
little thing that ultimately deter¬ 
mines whether you catch a fish. 
Trout are dumb brutes, and books 
by the hundreds have been written 
trying to see the world through 
their eyes. They eat mayflies, ants 
that fall into the stream, larvae 
from the bottom and other smaller 
fish like minnows.. A fly, however, 


is not a replica of any of these crea¬ 
tures — only a simulation that for 
some reason trout will rise to if so 
inclined. Quite often they aren't 
| inclined because (a) they arc selec 
live and (b) they have a marvelous 
instinct for survival. 

And that's the fun of it, trying to 
outwit these suspicious, crafty 
creatures with artfulness. 

Most trout fishing is “catch-and 
release" and becomes a "blood 
sport" only if you have a constant 
appetite for Trout Meunierc. 

A beginning outfit of an inexpen¬ 
sive fiberglass rod, a reel, a floating 
line and a basic selection of trout 
flies can be had for about 8100. 
The schools will have equipment 
you can use, so you don't have to 
make that investment right away. 
Stoddard's at 50 Temple Place can 
outfit you with everything your 
heart desires and your pocketbook 
can afford. Ed Hawley, the 
manager, is both helpful and 
knowledgeable and living proof 
that you don't have to have a 
grandfather who was a Maine 
guide to be a trout fisherman. 
Hawley grew up in Roxbury and 
learned to fish in Jamaica Pond. 

Orvis's schools run from Friday 
through Sunday and Tuesday 
through Thursday beginning April 
21st and running through July 
25th. The address is the Orvis 
Company, Manchester Vermont

looks as though it were painted. 
But the lushness isn’t merely 
decorative — it helps express the 
romantic drama of the Napoleonic 
era. Keith Carradine also stars 
here, as the refined, put-upon aris¬ 
tocrat — and what a difference a 
role makes. Here his intelligence is 
shaded with pride and wit. As the 
overheated, upwardly mobile 
dueller who develops an obsessive 
rage against him, Harvey Keitel is 
like a human grenade kept from 
exploding by a hairpin. Director 
Ridley Scott has been criticized for 
casting these two Americans with a 
troop of theatrically trained 
English supporting actors. But the 
clash in acting styles works to the 
Americans' advantage. Carradine 
and Keitel are like two forces of 
nature, one benign and one malig¬ 
nant; the British, polished 
craftsmen all, must keep up with 
the emotional storms they create. 

Throughout, the movie keeps its 
double-edge keen. Even as you 
thrill or laugh at the duellists’ com¬ 
bats, you grow sick of their feud’s 
arbitrariness — just as Carra- 
dine’s appetite for Napoleonic con¬ 
quests also palls. Though Ridley 
Scott's action scenes are startling, 
his loving pastoral images make 
you want to retire to the country, 
along with Carradine. 

Where, unfortunately, you’d 
never get to see films as absorbing 
but unconventional as The 
Duellists.

How many police 
does city need?

An apparent cutback in police staffing 
to 212 police officers, unknown by many 
aldermen until this year's budget review, 
has surprised many of them and led to a 
resolution asking Mayor Theodore Mann 
to restore some of the positions. 

Police Chief William Quinn told the 
PublicSafety & Health Committee during 
its review of the Police Department $5 
million budget this week that Mayor 
Mann would not allow him to fill four 
vacancies funded in last year's budget, 
nor would he fund 10 vacancies that oc¬ 
curred over the past year. 

Some aldermen tried to tie in the cut in 
the force to the absorption of the 12 
women officers, who had been funded by 
the federal government for three years 
by a demonstration grant but the women 
seem unrelated to the gradual cutback in 
number of police officers. 

In fiscal year 1975-76, Quinn said after 
the meeting, the staff was 222 police of¬ 
ficers plus 22 civilian employees. 


Iiist year during budget review Quinn 
said that as of Dec. 31, 1976, the force 
consisted of 216 officers, including the 
women, and himself; the number of 
civilian employees did not come up. 

If the 78-79 budget were to pass as is, 
the force would have 212 officers with 21 
civilians. 

During discussion of funding the new 
ambulance service at last year's budget 
review, Finance Committee Chairman 
Sidney Small pointed outto Quinn that the 
two ambulances' to be operated by the 
Fire Department, could free 12 police 
officers, provided that Quinn did not keep 
two men per car on the police "am- 
bulettes," which were to be first 
responders to an accident or severe 
illness or injury. 

Small maintained that two men would 
not be needed any longer, since they 
would not transport to the hospital except 
for nonemergency cases. Quinn did not 
like the idea. 

Besides the 10 vacancies that occurred 
during the past fiscal year, there were 


four vacancies on the force that were 
seemingly funded for filling this year, 
Quinn said the mayor told him in 
November 1977 that he could not fill the 
vacancies. 

However, at last year's budget review, 
it was explained by a member of the 
mayor’s staff that the four vacancies 
were being funded to guarantee that

Property owners: a new bill for you 


Newton property owners will soon be 
paying another bill — a sewer use charge. 

The new charge, supposed to go in 
effect July 1, is required by state law and 
federal law in order for Newton to be 
eligible for reimbursement and grants for 
sewer construe tion. 

According to Water and Sewer Com¬ 
missioner Paul Giunta, the sewer use 
bills will be sent with the twice-annual 
water bills, but Giunta hopes to institute 
more frequent billing. 

The charge will be computed as a 
percentage of bill for water consumption, 
and will probably be less than half the 
water bill, Giunta said. 


The cost of sewer operation, which has 
been paid through the property tax, 
should be deducted from the property tax 
levy and mean a slightly smaller increase 
in taxes. 

The sewer use charge musL under the 
state law, collect enough money to at 
least pay for the cost of sewer operation. 

TheBcost of sewer total operation, in¬ 
cluding the assessment by the 
Metropolitan District Commission for use 
of MDC sewers and treatment facilities, 
will be around $1.4 million, Giunta 
estimates, although the MDC assessment 
has not come in. 

The sewer use charge will be applicable 


to institutions exempt from real estate 
taxes, such as colleges, churches, and 
other religious and educational in¬ 
stitutions. some of which are large 
consumers of water and may expect to 
pay sizable sewer charges. 

In this respect, the sewer use charge 
will bring in revenue that was heretofore 
uncollectable because it was included in 
the property tax’ and will help to make up 
to the city the cost of services to the tax- 
exempt properties. 

The new charge will also encourage 
frugality with water, since the sewer use

It and when the Martin Roach land 
taking case is ever settled' who will foot 
the bill?

Nesson added that since the city will 
bear the entire cost, DCA does not have a 
stand on the matter. He said if the city 


had made a settlement earlier, the state 
would have paid a portion of the bill. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas 
said Nesson’s comment was “judicious”. 
As to whether the Urban Renewal 
Coordinator's statement that the city will 
pay the entire final settlement and the 
interest costs, Thomas said, "That's his 
opinion. “ He added, when the case has 
finally ended, the city's legal counsel will 
have to review the contracts with DCA to 
see what obligations the stale has.

A yellow house that 
is really a gold mine 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 
of the Graphic staff 
First in a series 

A huge, old, rundown, yellow house in 
West Newton has turned out to be a gold 
mine. 

Not in the monetary sense, though. 

The Nathaniel Allen House on Webster 
Street, saved from demolition or sale by 
the Newton Historic Preservation 
Association (NHPA), is loaded with 
history. 

The people who have been working first 
to save, now to restore, the house have 
found not only what they were expecting 
— a once-beautiful house that had been 
the home of an educator who was 75 years 
ahead of his time - but also letters, 
diaries and other pre-Civil War 
documents on the Allen family's sym¬ 
pathy with and participation in abolition 
of slavery. 

As if these were not enough the Allens 
were deeply involved in women's rights 


and in Newton's government. 

Helen Levy, a bubbling, enthusiastic 
woman with a will of iron and a tenacity 
to match, has taken on the job of project 
director. 

She tries to tell all about everything in 
Allen House in one breath. It really can’t 
be done, but in several long breaths Ms. 
levy can outline enough of what has been 
done, and what is hoped for, to make 
almost any listener want to get in on the 
excitement. 

First, the NHPA wants to create a 
"living museum" in the Allen House, 
where scholars can study Allen’s 
educational theories and practices, as 
well as see the unfolding and instilling of 
a special attitude toward human rights. 

The house, which served as Allen's 
home and as a dormitory for some of the 
students at his school at Washington and 
Highland Streets, is a veritable museum. 
It was built during the 1840s and lived in 
by Allens till the family petered out in 


1941, leaving the house to a housekeeper, 
who died in 1975. . Books and boxes of 
unsorted material are stored everywhere 
in the 32-room house. Furniture, some 
good, some utilitarian, is stacked in 
rooms where Allen's daughters had 
continued their father’s tradition in a 
school of their own. 

But some day it will all come together, 
Ms. Levy is certain. 

To help make the "living museum" 
possible, and no less important, to 
provide some affordable housing, there 
will be three apartments in the house. 

There are already two teachers living 
in Allen House, in bright, airy, white- 
painted apartments fixed up by some of 
the many volunteers who have donated 
time to Allen House.

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School 

calendar 

approved 

The School Committee approved a 
school calendar for next year that will 
keep the February and April vacation 
weeks that are standard throughout the 
state. 

There are 185 days of school scheduled 
from Thursday. Sept. 7. to Tuesday, June 
26. 1979. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
presented the Committtee with three 
other options for the calendar in the 
second semester that would eliminate the 
two full weeks of vacation. 

The superintendent recommended the 
plan that was the one passed by a 6-0 vote 
with the provision that in case of ex¬ 
tremely bad weather, extra days would 
be scheduled for June 27 to 29, 1979. 

Two severe snowstorms this year 
resulted in extra time being made up by 
extending the school day by 30 minutes in 
elementary schools and 50 minutes in 
secondary schools. 

The last of the 23 extended days will be 
tomorrow. Friday. The School Com¬ 
mittee originally scheduled 44 extended 
days, but reduced it after student and 
faculty protests. The last day of school 
this year will be Tuesday, June 27, 1978. 

The three other calendar options would 
have had the next school year end by 
June 20, with a one-week vacation and 
various long weekends in the second 
semester. 

A poll of faculty by the superintendent 
and students who spoke all supported the 
two full weeks of vacation because of 
special travel bargains, because other 
towns have the same weeks off, and 
because of the needed long breaks from 
school. 

Next year school will start Sept. 7 with 
holidays on Monday, Oct. 2, for Jewish 
New Year; Monday Oct. 9, for Columbus 
Day; and Wednesday, Oct. 11, for Yom 
Kippur. 

Thanksgiving recess will be from noon 
Wednesday, Nov. 22, with school 
resuming Monday, Nov. 27. 

Christmas vacation begins Saturday, 
Dee, 23, and school resumes Tuesday. 
Jan. 2, 1979. 

Martin Luther King Day is Monday, 
Jan. 15, and winter vacation is the week 
of Feb. 19 to 23. 

Spring vacation will be from Good 
Friday, April 13, through Friday, April 
20. | Patriots' Day is April 16.) 

Memorial Day is Monday, May 28, and 
school is scheduled to end Tuesday, June 
26. with allowance for school being 
cancelled five days during the year 
because of snow.

School closing case goes to 
high court next Wednesday

On Wednesday, May 3 the Supreme 
Judicial Court will hear arguments for 
and against a referendum on school 
closings in Newtoa 

According to Susan Mellen in the 
clerk’s office of the SJC, the case is 
scheduled to be the fifth one heard ufter 
the justices convene at 9 a.m. 

A ruling by the high court could come 
Wednesday afternoon or later in the week 
after the justices confer on the case. 

The SJC agreed to hear the case after 
the city lawyer and the lawyer for 
Hamilton and Emerson schools filed a 
joint petition for direct review.

Jason Rosenberg, lawyer for citizens 
from Hamilton School in Lower Falls and 
Emerson School in Upper Falls, will 
argue that the closings are separate from 
the budget and appropriate for the 
referendum procedure outlined in the 
charter.

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Betty Ford 
shows courage 

Whatever Betty Ford s problem is with a 
"dependency" on some type of medication, 
her forthright announcement must be 
applauded. Mrs. Ford has entered an alcohol 
and drug rehabilitation center at the Long 
Beach Naval flospital for treatment. 

Mrs. Ford has had her share of physical 
ailments. The most serious was breast 
cancer and a masectomy. Apparently her 
current problems are not related to that il¬ 
lness but may stem from worsening 
arthritis. "I got to the point where I was 
over-medicating myself, it's an insidious 
thing and I mean to rid myself of its 
damaging effects," she said. 

There are definite places in the medical 
world tor drug therapy. Prescribed drugs 
may ease the pain, camouflage the symp¬ 
toms and make it easier to cope with dis¬ 
ease. This is particularly true for ailments 
which are subject to cure and with which 
victims must learn to live. Even drugs like 
marijuana and alcohol apparently have a 
function when properly used and not abused. 

But there is often the tendency to over¬ 
dose and drug dependency, if not actual 
physical addiction, may be the result. 

By telling of her problem and her deter¬ 
mination to lick it. Mrs. Ford has once again 
demonstrated a refreshing honesty and a lot 
of courage. 


'Koreagate' 

Tonsong Park came to Washington to buy 
favors for the government of South Korea 
and to make a bit of cash for himself on the 
side. It is to the disgrace of both the United 
States legislative and executive branches 
that he was so easily able to peddle the 
money around. 

So far there is no evidence that the bribes 
did much good for South Korea. Some of the 
few congressmen remaining in office to 
whom Park said he made personal con¬ 
tributions ranging from several hundred 
dollars to only $100 have even voted against 
increased military aid to Seoul and other 
benefits to the current regime. The majority 
have already left office, although several 
have state or federal government positions 
elsewhere. 

The alleged $850,000 dispensed—and it 
seems to increase with each Park 
testimony—didn't buy much for South Korea 
as far as can now be determined. 

The most disgraceful aspect of 
"Koreagate," of course, is that U.S. of¬ 
ficials blandly accepted the bribes and the 
Justice and State Departments, while 
suspecting, did nothing until once again the 
news media began to point out the cir¬ 
cumstances. Bribers don't exist without 
willing bribes. While some of the accep¬ 
tances may have been innocent enough in 
light of the general willingness of politicians 
to pocket contributions from almost every 
source, and may not actually be illegal, they 
nonetheless continue to show ordinary 
Americans that government is rotten. 

Every congressman who received money 
Irom Park ought to be defeated for re- 
election next time around. Americans 
deserve better of their elected represen¬ 
tatives.

'Holocaust' - better it was shown 


WASHINGTON - It doesn't really matter whether 
"Holocaust" is good or bad. It was better for it to be done 
badly than not at all. 

A great argument began to rage even before the first 
episode of NBC's "Docu-drama" was shown. 

It was, said Elie Weisel, the most eloquent of camp 
survivors, "untrue, offensive, cheap." Others hailed it as 
television's finest hour, a bold attempt, with frequent 
commercial interruptions, to "Popularize" the most 
ghastly chapter in what Franklin D. Roosevelt called at 
the time "20th century civilization." 

Some people excused themselves from watching it 
because it was "only fiction," some because they had 
grown up with the newsreels, and some because they 
decided, after the first few minutes, that it was 
"depressing" or “boring.” 

Others had better reason. Like a young Washington 
lawyer, whose parents had been through the camps in 
Poland. Both his mother and his father had seen their 
parents dragged off by storm troopers. His father had 
watched as his father and mother were gassed in a bus. A 
rubber hose had been attached to the exhaust pipe, passed 
through its one open window, and the motor started. 

"My parents hardly ever talked about their ex¬ 
perience," he explained. "I can't cope with it yet." 

Some people made themselves watch because they had 
onlv heard about it, some simply to pay their respects to 
the dead. It was difficult to witness. The characters, with 
only one or two exceptions — the Jewish doctor and his 
Christian daughter-in-law — are not convincing. The plot 
is full of clumsy contrivance. The sudden switches from 
unspeakable events to jiggy. inane commercials are 
sickening. 

The most moving moments come in the "docu," not in 
the "drama," Whenever the camera draws back from the 
principals and focuses on long lines of terrified people, 
holding suitcases, clutching their children by the hand, 
trudging toward trains, "Holocaust" becomes in¬ 
disputable and unbearable. 

The herding of the cripples and the mentally ill into a 



shed for gassing — they are solicitously shepherded to the 
door by white-capped nurses and doctors — tells more 
than the turgid sequence of the baby-faced storm trooper 
who rides with his children on the Vienna carousel, in a 
moment of relaxation from mass murder. 

The producers of "Holocaust" had the same problem as 
those who made "Roots," which was a soap opera about 
slavery, another official crime against humanity. 

Some people resisted "Roots” on the same grounds. 
Whv go through it all again, why take another guilt trip — 
"We didn't do it." But as a specific for racism, it was 
powerful, if perhaps temporary, medicine. 

If anything could cure anti-Semitism, "Holocaust" 
might - and probably won't. Anti-Semitism is always 
with us, or just below the surface. It is no longer 
respeca table and its expression takes the form of winks 
and cracks rather than synagogue-burnings.

The distinguished New York Times commentator of that 
era, Anne O’Hare McCormick, wrote: "Can America live 
with itself if it lets Germany get away with this policy of 
extermination, allows the fanaticism of one man to 
triumph over reason, refuses to take up this gage of battle 
against barbarsim? 

The answer was that America could — and did. Hitler 
proceeded with his "final solution." 

Nazis picketed the Washington station of NBC. Their 
signs said, "Six million lies." 

Some local Jews expressed the hope that the elevision 
set at Camp David, where the president spent the 
weekend, was tuned to the right station. They particularly 
wanted Jimmy Carter to see this grim and exhausting 
explanation of where Menachem Begin comes from. 
Begin lived "Holocaust." It is at the root of policies Carter 
finds rigid. 

What would be most encouraging perhaps to those who 
are drained from watching this harrowing and often inept 
recreation of recent history would be the news that 
Germany had ordered a print. 


A new way to elect the President

NEW YORK — A brand new idea about how to elect the 
president of the United States has been presented to the 
Senate by Sen. Birch Bayh, D„Ind. It comes out of the 
fertile mind of a task force named by the Twentieth 
Century Fund to resolve the deadlock between those 
favoring the present "electoral" system and those 
favoring "direct election.” 

Under our present method, there have been three 
presidents — John Quincy Adams, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
and Benjamin Harrison — who were not the people's 
choice. They all ran second but were awarded first prize. 

In 1976. Gerald Ford could have been elected president 
with a slight change in the popular vote in several states 
— though he wOuld have run behind Jimmy Carter in the 
popular vote in the nation. 

Many plans have been put forward to provide an out¬ 
come more in line with the will of the voters, but only one 
is a sure-fire way of making certain that the top runner is 
the top banana. . 

That is direct election whereby the candidate with the 
most votes is the official winner. In case nobody gets a 
maority — as might happen when several candidates are 
running — various proposals have suggested that the 
winner must get at least 40 percent of the popular vote or, 
lacking that, there should be a runoff between the top two. 

The big philosophic objection to direct election has 
come from those who maintain that such a method would 
violate the rights of states. (Indeed, state lines would be 
wiped out for presidential election purposes. I 

Hence, the opposition has come from that area of the 
country that has been traditional states’ rights minded; 
namely, the states with small voter turnout largely in 
the South, mountain and desert areas. 

While their objections to reform are put on a high 
constitutional plane (states' rights), there are more 
mundane reasons for opposition to direct election. 

Total popular vote is relatively small in the states; in a 
direct election they would not count heavily. But under the 
present system, these states get two electoral votes per 



stale and get full credit for total population — regardless 
of how few vote on Election Day. These states are 
overrepresented in the Electoral College. 

Now comes a new proposal that would keep the Elec¬ 
toral College system but would modify it with a popular 
vote factor. The idea is to give an Electoral College bonus 
of 102 votes to whoever gets the largest popular vote. ( The 
102 is arrived at by multiplying the 50 states and D.C. by 
two,) 

This bonus is then added to the Electoral College vote. 
The winner would need a total of 321 electoral votes, which 
is a’majority of the present Electoral College (538) plus 
the new 102 for a total of 640 electoral votes. 


If no one gets a majority, there would be a runoff bet¬ 
ween the top two. 

The compromise is less than perfect. It would still be 
possible for a popular front runner to lose, if a runner-up 
carried enough small states narrowly and lost a few big 
states heavily. But the chances of a misfire would be 
about one in a million. 

Those favoring direct election are likely to buy the 
compromise. But will the states' righters do so? If con¬ 
stitutional principle is their real cOncern, they should go 
thumbs-up; but if plain power is their purpose, they are 
likely to go thumbs-down on this delicately designed 
device to democratize our presidential elections. 



Middle-income taxpayers should get services they want

It’s just a speck for now, but there are 
ominous signs appearing on the horizon 
that indicate taxpayers are digging in 
their heels. 

1 suppose it surfaces at this time of year 
because this is the time of 1040, 1040A, 



State 1 and 1A, and the myriad other lax 
forms that says to most citizens "vou owe 
us — pay up." 

Europeans are surprised at the relative 
honesty of most United States taxpayers 
in paying what is owed. 

In most other countries, with some 
notable exceptions (Sweden and Russia), 
there is a kmd of charade that is played 
between state and citizen about what is 
owed. But there definitely are rumbles 
and roars from those U.S. taxpayers 
(particularly in the $12,000 to $25,000 
earned-income range) who are paying for 
the bulk of government programs. 


Particularly vehement are those 
families with a wage-earner forced to 
hold two jobs or a husband and wife both 
working just to make ends meet. 

Another group definitely treated with 
inequity is most singles, who pay more 
taxes for the same earned income as all 
other groups. 

These two groups make up the largest 
number of taxpayers. 

They do not have lobbyists writing 
special loopholes into tax laws, because if 
anybody tinkers with laws affecting these 
groups, what goes down somewhere must 
rise elsewhere. 

Of course, if national, state and local 
governments chose to reduce their ex¬ 
penditures by cutting unneeded or little- 
utilized services, fewer taxes would be 
required, but the likelihood of this is very 
slim, if not nonexistent. 

For example, why should the U.S. 
taxpayers pay for a study of Chilean 
brothels for $97,000. If such a study is 
required, let a part of the private sector 
come up with the money and just wait and 
watch webs grow over that request from 
hard-headed businessmen. 

But stories quietly leaking into 
nationally syndicated columns and 
feature writers of repute suggest a quiet 
revolution may be taking place by 
citizens not even filing returns. 

President Carter recognizes the need to 
cut taxes by at least $22 billion because of 


the most recent F.I.C.A. increase and the 
absolute havoc caused by inflation. 

For those who may not have had the 
occasion (primarily because they cannot 
afford one), price an automobile in 
today's market as opposed to four year's 
ago. 

If the tax reform package currently 
before Congress along with responsible 
fiscal programs presented on national, 
state and local levels are not im¬ 
plemented soon, that buzzing tiny dot in 
the distance can become a howling, 
raging firestorm of resistance to any 
further programs or taxation. 

As a political reality of life in Newton, 
one of the strongest truths has to do with 
the funding of emergency services. 

Police, fire, ambulance, emergency 
water and sewer needs are high on the 
Newton taxpayers' list of necessary 
services that give them a quality of life 
they expect for their tax dollars. 

They want to walk the streets in 
relative security, have their homes 
secure from external attack, know that 
emergency ambulance service will 
respond rapidly to their homes or the 
streets if needed, and they are willing to 
pay for it.~ 

The aldermanic Public Health and 
Safety Committee, meeting Monday 
lUglit, took up the staffing and funding 
levels of the Police Department. 

Police Chief William Quinn in 


testimony indicated that armed robberies 
decreased by 30 percent, unarmed rob¬ 
bery increased 13 percent, larcenies up 
by 15 percent, aggravated assault up by 
44 percent, motor vehicle theft down 11 
percent, burglaries down 3 percent, a 
higher incidence of attempted rape for an 
overall increase in the crime index of 6 
percent in 1977 over 1976. 

Forty to 50 citizens, businessmen and 
police officers listened to the testimony 
presented to the committee. 

When asked to respond, most expressed 
fears when areas of the city were 
"stripped" to respond to needs in other 
parts of the city. 

It is clear from citizen input that the 
taxpayers do not want to see the staffing 
levels further eroded, and if cuts be 
made, that they be made in other areas of 
the budget. 

Questions the committee must resolve 
have to do with determining the base line 
levels, with the women officers funded 
with clerical positions filled and with 
sufficient manpower on the street to do 
the job without huge amounts of overtime 
to compensate for uussing officers. 

1 hope another "unfunding" situation is 
not in the making. 

The committee’s action was to send a 
resolution to the mayor requesting the 
needed officers (Chief Quinn's ternube 
-stored to the budget. Richard

A theater critic’s integrity should be 
unquestionable. However, after reading 
Randy Mudarri’s review of "How the 
Other Half Loves," it became clear that 
he should be questioned. 

The review was poorly written and 
showed that the critic had little un¬ 
derstanding of the play itself. 

First, I would like to question his 
credentials. Did he major in drama in 
college?

Second, I would like to question his 
understanding of the play. During the 
first weekend, there was a prominent 
professional director in the audience who 
thought the play was well-performed, and 
especially enjoyed the work of Pam 
Werner as Terry and John Edinburg as 
Bob, both of whom were panned by your 
critic. 

If the critic had read the play, he would 
have known that Bob Phillips’ character 
is extremely abrasive, and it is the

When the play was originally 
performed in New York City, Richard 
Mulligan's Bob Phillips was equally 
abrasive. 

Third, I would like to question his un¬ 
derstanding of acting. Mr. Mudarri called 
Malt Cail's performance "adequate" 
although he lacked stage presence. An 
actor without stage presence is hardly an 
adequate actor. 

Finally, I must point out that a critic 
has an obligation to his readers to give 
them a clear picture of the play’s 
qualities (both good and bad). He also has 
an obligation to the company being 
reviewed to give an unbiased, fair ap¬ 
praisal of the play and performances. 

An amateur production can hardly be 
judged according to the same standards 
set for the Broadway stage. 

The critic may have been very 
damaging to the attendance of the play. 
Everyone I talked to thoroughly liked the 
play.

Remembering Armenians 


To the Editor: 

As 1 watched the horrors of the 
genocide of the Jews by the Germans in 
the recent TV program, "Holocaust!", I 
could not help but compare it to the first 
genocide of modern times, that of the 
Armenians by the Turks. 

On April 24, Armenians all over the 
world commemorate the day in 1915 when 
the Turks began their mass murders and 
annihilation of one and a half to two 
million Armenians, a "troublesome" 
Christian minority living in Turkey. 

This was accomplished by rounding up 
and murdering all the intellectuals and 
clergy, by savage, barbaric killings and 
by mass deportation of the Armenians 
into the deserts of Syria, where, en route, 
most died of physical hardships or by the 
Turks' bayonets. 

This is a page in history that is little 
known to the world, except, perhaps, by 
the survivors of this holocaust and their 
heirs. 

The world powers looked on and did 
nothing as the Turks carried out their 
heinous acts. When our ambassador to 
Turkey Henry Morgenthau, informed 
President Woodrow Wilson of the events 
taking place in Turkey, this great 


president felt a moral responsibility to 
aid the Armenians. 

However, his plan to restore historic 
Armenia to the Armenians and to make 
this small country a mandate of the U.S. 
government failed when it was rejected 
by the U.S. Senate. 

Thus, with no world court to condemn 
the criminal acts of the Turkish leaders 
and with no retributions to the Armenian 
people, all civilized countries neatly 
forgot these sordid events.

Comparing apples and oranges 


To the Editor: 

Certain parents in the recently com¬ 
bined Memorial-Spaulding School point 
out that consolidation has worked 
satisfactorily for their schools, therefore 
they suggest that the Upper and Lower 
Falls communities have no real reasons 
to stand in the way of closing Hamilton 
and Emerson. 

We are certainly pleased for those 
paerents and ehidren for whom con¬ 
solidation has seemingly worked so well. 
For those who would be tempted, 
however, to make the easy assumption 
that Memorial School is a model for any 
future consolidation in Newton, the 
following disparities between Memorial 
and Hamilton, for example, should be 
pointed out: 

First of all, Memorial was consolidated 
with a single school. Hamilton is slated 
primarily for two receiving schools. 

Consolidation with a single school is 
obviously preferable in many respects, 
one of which is that it allows the changing 
of the nature and name of the receiving 
school to contiue intact the identity and 
status of the receiving group. 

In the cases of Williams and Angier, 
there is a danger of the divided group 
from Lower Falls losing identity as a new 
minority on somebody else's turf and 
becoming merely "those kids from 
Hamilton." This is doubly true of the 
special education kids who will suffer 
their second move in as many years to 
schools other than the two principal 
receiving ones.

Lower Falls happens to be isolated by 
geography and distance from other 
Newton villages and has always been 
largely self-sufficient and self-contained. 

Although some Auburndale and Waban 
families have friends in Lower Falls, this 
tends to be the exception rather than the 
rule and would do little to ease the 
transition. 

A third and enormously important 
factor in the acceptability of con¬ 
solidation in the case of Memorial was a 
community-approved reuse of the 
vacated school building as a private 
school, determined prior to the School 
Committee’s vote on closing. (Disregard 
for now the fact that the city is realizing 
far less revenue from this use of the 
facility than was projected). 

Community functions, to the extent 
they were housed at Memorial, can still 
be accommodated there. In sharp con¬ 
trast, Lower Falls has no official 
assurances whatever that the existing 
school building, which serves as 
everything from polling place to home of 
the annual neighborhood summertime 
extravaganza, will eVer be saved from 
the wrecker’s ball. 

Even supposing that it is, a 
proprietary, non-public reuse of the 
building would leave the village without a 
civic focus; in effect, a cell without its 
nucleus.

I have lived in one of these duplex units 
since 1974, and nothing has been 
upgraded since that time, except the rent 
i$40 in three years). 

The roof has leaked, causing stained 
ceilings and tiles to fall from the 
bathroom wall. The porch roof leaks so 
badly that water enters the outdoor light, 
burning out the bulb every time it rains. 
The pipes have frozen. 

I have patched the back steps with nails 
the size of spikes in hopes they will hold in 
the rotten woods, 

Only two of the stove burners work and 
hot water is a sometime thing (who else 
must push the thermostat to 80 degrees in 
August in order to take a shower?). 

The heating system is a horror' the 
sight glass on the boiler is so rusted that 
judging the water level in the boiler takes 
both experience and guts. 

I have had very limited dealings with 
the landlord, ail upsetting and non¬ 
productive; and when I called the Fire 
Department about two years ago about 
the possibility of a boiler inspection, I was 
told that they would do it, but advised that 
I not request it if I hoped to keep my 
apartment, so I didn't. 

Moderately priced housing (if you 
consider $270 a month moderate) is 
practically non-existent in Newton and 
totally impossible if you are a single 
woman with children or pets. 

So, for the past four years I have kept 
hammering, kept shivering and kept 
QUIET.

Committee approves sabbaticals 


The School Committee approved 
sabbatical leaves for 10 teachers and 
administrators Monday night’ but denied 
unpaid leaves of absence to three 
teachers. 

English Coordinator Robert Zeeb, 
Newton South Principal Ernest Van 
Seasholes, and Newton North social 
studies head Edward Rossiter were 
among those approved to be paid next 
year during half- or full-year sabbaticals. 

The 10 paid sabbaticals are part of the 
contract with the Newton Teachers 
Association and cost the School Com¬ 
mittee $75,400. Three teachers and three 
administrators are on the committee that 
recommends teachers for sabbaticals to 
the School Committee. 

The School Committee also has the 
option under the contract to grant unpaid 
leaves of absence to tenured teachers for 
study in their field. 

Acting on the advice of the Personnel 
Department, the School Committee 
turned down requests for study leave 
made by Elaine Kadets of Weeks Junior 
High, Frederick Olson of Newton South 
High, and Alice Perry of Newton North 
High, 

Assistant Director of Personnel 


Thomas O'Conor told the Committee that 
the plans of study were not in the 
teacher's field, or were not substantial 
enough for there to be some benefit to the 
city when the person returns to teaching. 

Without using names, O’Conor said one 
request was for an English teacher to 
study in a seminary, one was for an 
English teacher to learn house con¬ 
struction and carpentry, and one was for 
a math teacher to work in a storefront 
project in math. 

O'Conor said the latter project was not 
approved by the coordinator of math as a 
project which could result in something 
being passed on to other math teachers in 
Newton. 

Leaves for study were approved for 
Marjorie Bernstein of Hamilton School 
and Richard Wines of Newton North. 

Sahbaticals 

Principal Seasholes will be taking the 
second semester off next year to study 
the curriculum in all areas at Newton 
South and work on the revision of the 
American history program. He originally 
requested a full-year sabbatical, but 
reduced the request after learning of 
Henry Atkin's plan to retire.

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Newton North social studies head 
Edward Rossiter will study global 
education during the first semester of 
next year. He plans to develop a Global 
Education Center at the Harvard School 
of Education. 

Robert Zeeb’s full-year sabbatical was 
the most controversial of the requests. 
School Committee members Howard 
Spergel and Alvin Mandell voted to 
separate this request from the other nine, 
but the motion failed. 

The coordinator of English, who has 
been in Newton teaching for 16 years, will 
be preparing a longitudinal study of 
children’s writing in Newton from the 
years 1979 to 1993. 

Jan Carvalho and Alan Granby, both 
fourth grade teachers at Lincoln-Eliot 
School, will be using the first semester to 
develop a social studies curriculum for 
learning disabled students. 

Jessie McChesney at Newton South will 
be developing Curriculum II foreign 
language materials for the juniors and 
seniors. 

Philip Burnham of Newton South will 
be taking the full year off to develop a 
high school text in ancient and medieval 
history. He will be studying in France and 
England. 

Sybil Berman of Ward School plans to 
improve her techniques to develop 
methods for working with special needs 
students in the classroom. The second 
grade teacher will be taking the first 
'semester off. 

Irene Fountas of Hyde School will take 
the second semester off to complete her 
degree in children's writing. 

Anne-Marie Moore of Warren Junior 
High will pursue her interest in art 
therapy for special needs children and 
finish a degree during the second 
semester. 


Custodians 
ratify 
contract 

The school custodians ratified a con¬ 
tract with the School Committee Sunday 
after 20 months of bargaining that will 
give them about a 5 percent raise for each 
of three years. 

Each of the 138 custodians covered by 
the contract will receive a $625 increase 
for this school year, $660 the second year, 
and a 5.5 percent increase the third year. 

According to President Robert Robards 
of the Newton School Custodians 
Association, the raises for the first two 
years amount to about a 5 percent in¬ 
crease. 

The custodians approved the contract 
by a 74-3 vote Sunday, Robards said. 

The cafeteria workers, the last 
bargaining unit to negotiate with the 
School Committee, was expected to have 
ratified a contract Wednesday night. 

According to Thomas O'Conor, 
assistant director of personnel, that was a 
three-year offer with a 5 percent increase 
for each of the first two years, and a 5.5 
percent increase the third year. 

Robards said Wednesday morning that 
neither the custodians or the School 
Department got everything they wanted 
in the contract, but, "it seems like the 
best that could be gotten.” 

The contract also includes a reduction- 
in-force clause that allows for layoffs of 
permanent custodians by strict seniority. 

Provisional custodians will be laid off 
before permanent ones if there is a need 
for a reduction. Performance and 
seniority will be considered when laying 
off provisional custodians. 

The reduction-in-force clause will have 
no effect on the current complaint before 
tile state Labor Relations Commission 
regarding the layoff of seven provisional 
custodians. 

The current average salary for 
custodians is $12,232, according to 
Assistant Director for Personnel Thomas 
O’Conor. 

Pulaski Brass Band,

The National Lancers of the 
Massachusetts Organized Militia have 
accepted an invitation to participate in 
the Newton Community Memorial Day 
Parade on Sunday afternoon, May 28. The 
starting time will be 1 p.m. 

The Lancers are the only cavalry-type 
uniformed military unit in the Com¬ 
monwealth. In their sparkling red and 
blue uniforms and their colorful stan¬ 
dards flowing in the breeze bring ex¬ 
citement to any parade that the unit 
participates in. 

Also participating will be the Pulaski 
Brass Band from Webster. This will be 
the third occasion that this marching 
band has appeared in the Memorial Day 
parade. 

At the local level there is much interest 
being shown by various organizations. 
The latest group to join the parade is the 
Cooperative Nursery School, which will 
have its small children Nonantum 
dressed in costumes and riding in the 
back of pick-up trucks. 

Parade officials have planned for the 
marching units to be divided into a single 
lead unit plus four divisions in order to 
accommodate the number of units that 
will be in the line of march.

Blizzard ban violators have their day in court

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The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has given initial ap¬ 
proval to a proposal introduced by State 
Rep. I.ois G. Pines (D-Newton) which 
would permit the sale and use of quartz- 
halogen headlights in Massachusetts. 

The House action comes on the heels of 
adoption of similar measures in the states 
of Washington and Oregon. The lights 
have been in use in Europe and South 
America for some time. In 1973 they were 
approved for use in Canada, thereby 
leaving the United States virtually alone 
in its stance against such lights which 
meet the highly advanced international 
standards of the Economic Commission 
of Europe. 

In applauding the House approval, Rep. 
Pines emphasized that the legislation was 
aimed at providing Massachusetts 
consumers with a choice. The law would 
permit, not require, the sale and use of 
quartz-halogen lights in Massachusetts. 
The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration i NHSTAI has threatened 
local distributors with fines of up to 
$ 800,000 should they continue to sell 
quartz-halogen lights, but has not 
challenged the Oregon and Washington 
laws. 

According to Rep. Pines, quartz- 
halogen lights have significant ad¬ 
vantages over the more traditional seal 
beams. "Quartz-halogen lights provide 
greater light intensity and in a more 


focused fashion than do seal beams. This 
results in improved front and side 
visibility, reduces glare to oncoming 
cars' and greatly improves the driver's 
ability to see in rain, fog and snow," she 
stated. 

The legislation is strongly supported by 
the Mass. Headlamp Association, chaired 
by Stephen Nottonsen of Newton, and the 
Northwest Headlamp Conference. 

Rep. Pines has been critical of the 
position of NHTSA. Pines stated, While I 
have been strongly supportive of the 
agency's work in other areas, it is clea.- 
that on this issue the NHTSA has fallen 
victim to bureaucratic inertia or heavy 
lobbying on the part of the seal beam 
industry. It is inconceivable to me that an 
agency supposedly dedicated to the 
safety of automobile passengers would 
deny auto consumers the option to buy 
what many acknowledge is a clearly 
superior headlight.” 

The bill is expected to receive final 
House approval shortly and be sent to the 
Seriate. 

"I am hopeful that the Senate will move 
quickly to approve this measure. Such 
action will insure the freedom of choice 
our citizens deserve, and go a long way 
towards convincing NHTSA of the folly of 
their opposition and the need to take a 
more realistic position on quartz-halogen 
lights," Pines said. 


Public viewing of sex films nixed 


Teachers of the human sexuality 
ccwrses at the two high schools will ex¬ 
plain the curriculum to the School 
Committee at some future meeting, but 
the Committee will not be viewing in 
public the filmstrips that are part of the 
curriculum. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
objected to the suggestion by Com¬ 
mitteeman Alvin Mandell that the 
materials on oral sex and homosexuality 
be shown ata School Committee meeting. 

The controversy began after an April 9 
article in the April 9 Sunday Herald- 
Advertiser Magazine. 

Mandell claimed that the material 
should be shown in open session, since the 
School Committee has the right to review 
all curriculum materials, mroe 

Fink said such a showing would be 
"clearly innapropriate. 

"I don't think it's anyone's intent to use 


those materials at a public meeting," the 
superintendent said’ noting that parents 
have to sign two prior forms of approval 
before a student can take the course at 
the high schools. 

Mandell responded, "You really 
titillate my curiosity." 

The superintendent won the argument 
that it would not be appropriate to show 
the films out of context of the whole 
cairse in sexuality that deals with male 
and female roles and a variety of topics. 

In the Newton South course outline 
supplied by Principal Ernest Van 
Seasholes to the School Committee, it 
states in the section on inale-female 
sexual behavior that "the emphasis (is) 
on the physical and emotional factors 
which achieve and maintain a positive 
sexual relationship," 

The course at South also includes the 


social and biological viewpoints on 
homosexuality, bisexuality, tran¬ 
svestism, transsexualism, and 
prostitution. 

Two of the filmstrips used are 
distributed by the Unitarian Universalist 
Church, and a third is a summary of the 
findings of Masters and Johnson 
distributed by the Planned Parenthood 
League' according to the Newton South 
outline prepared by teacher Lloyd Got¬ 
tlieb. 

School Committeeman Howard Spergel 
has accepted the offer by Principal 
Seasholes to view the materials during 
the week. 

Several School Committee members 
said they had received phone calls on the 
matter, but no negative comments from 
any parents of children who have taken 
the course.

there would be a half-year's pay 
(January-July 1978) for eight of the 
women officers, whose federal funding 
was due to run out in December 1977 .1 As 
it turned out, fullfederalfunding was 
continued through March 1978.1 
Retirements would take care of funding 
the other women. 

The salary account, with $180,000 extra 
in it because of the vacancies unfilled, led 
to charges that Quinn had spent the 
surplus money freely, not only on storm 
overtime but also on other nonsalary 
items through transfers of funds, 

Quinn admitted that was true in some 
instances. 

The Board of Aldermen must approve, 
and did approve, transfers from one 
account to another. 

The issue of assimilating the women 
officers into the force is now settled, 
according to Chief Quinn. Ten women are 
permanently members of the Police 
Department; one has resigned to join the

duty, but the dispatch center is far from a 
sure thing. 

Quinn commented that he feels he 
needs a night captain and another 
lieutenant. The latter would need an 
ordinance change, since the number of 
lieutenants is set at eight. 

If and when Middlesex County takes 
over the court prosecution duties, a 
captain would be released for night duty. 

In moving for a resolution to restore the 
force to 222, Aid. Mark White, PS&T 
Committee chairmaa said, “The Board 
never had any intention of 212 .” 

Aid. Richard McGrath added, “This 
was a unilateral change (by the mayor) 
without participation (by the Board)." 

But Aid. Matthwew Jefferson, 
president of the Board, asked' "How 
many men to we need for proper 
coverage? I feel a man sitting behind a 
desk is not protecting anyone." 

About 35 off-duty police officers at¬ 
tended the meeting.

have become a part of the project. 

Helen Evans, who is a seventh- 
generation Newton resident and the 
historian for Myrtle Baptist Church, is 
research director of Allen House's 
preservation. 

Lillie Jefferson is co-chairman of the 
Allen School and House Neighborhood 
Association. Her husband is president of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen. 

The project has scraped by so far on 
grants and donations, and many of the 
donations have been in time put in sor¬ 
ting, cleaning, repairing, restoring, 
cataloguing. 

Students from Boston University have 
donated a report on what needs to be done 


to the house structurally. An architecture 
student made and donated the model of 
the house.

Testifying in opposition to the gover¬ 
nor's proposed workfare program. Sen. 
Jack Backman attacked members of the 
administration for what the Brookline 
Democrat called “a gross maltreatment 
of the most economically disadvantaged 
segment of our society.” 

Speaking at a public hearing before 
officials of the Division of Employment 
Security, Backman said. "I am shocked 
that with the unemployment rate in 
Massachusetts near 7 percent, the key 
program proposed by the administration 
wWi purports to deal with this problem 
is one in which people are forced to work 
at no pay. I shall continue to fight any job 
program which does not pay at least the 
minimum wage." 

The workfare program began In early 
February and was recently stopped by 
Superior Court Judge Paul Garrity for 
the administration's failure to adhere to 
the Massachusetts administrative 
procedure law. The plan requires certain 
recipients of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children AFDC to work for 
three days a week for an incentive 
payment of thirty dollars a month. 

During his testimony, Backman at¬ 
tacked the merits of the plan, stating, "If 
one is to paint guard rails, as has been 


suggested, then pay him a wage which 
will allow him to provide for himself and 
his family. Pay him the wage that guard¬ 
rail painters receive. “By not paying the 
welfare father for forced work, not only 
do you denigrate the welfare recipient in 
this form of indentured labor, but you 
also lower the esteem and self-respect of 
the paid workers who support their 
families by doing this kind of work. The 
paid workers will be competing with 
unpaid welfare forced laborers." 

"If this administration were sincerely 
interested in providing meaningful job 
opportunities to the state's unemployed 
fathers," Backman stated, "it would 
avail these people of the WIN and CETA 
programs which are currently in 
operation. Last year, the Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration failed to use $2 million in 
WIN training funds. This year, they 


refused a program offered by the l-abor 
Department as an alternative to 
workfare, which would have brought $8 
million into Massachusetts. Under that 
proposal, unemployed fathers would not 
only have been provided training but also 
would have been paid an appropriate 
wage for their services." 

Senator Backman concluded his 
testimony by questioning the propriety of 
the hearing in light of the administrations 
decision to go ahead with the program 
before the hearing. In a document 
distributed at the hearing the department 
stated that the regulations had already 
been approved and set the date that the 
regulations would go into effect. 
Backman called the hearing, a sham, a 
mockery of proper administrative con¬ 
duct. and a deprivation of the right to due 
process of law."

Thomas said he supports Newton's 
appeal. “As the planning director. I 
authorized it," he said. 

The Roach land case began on May 14. 
1969 when the former Newton 
Redevelopment Authority (NRA i took by 
eminent domain a portion of Martin J. 
Roach's land north of Washington Street 
in Newton Lower Falls. The other portion 
was later taken on December 15, 1970. 
The total package amounted to 346,000 
square feet, for which Roach was paid the 
assessed value of 51 cents a square foot. 

Roach contested he had had two 
separate offers for the land prior to the 
taking at $4 a square foot. One of them 
was made by G. Arnold Haynes of 
Wellesley. Haynes is presently 
negotiating with Shipley Company to buy 
its Washington Street property also in the 
redevelopment area in Lower Falls. 

The NRA, now the Newton Community 
Development Authority, later sold a 
section of Roach's land to Spaulding and 


Sly for $2.43 a square foot. Spaulding and 
Sly is presently using the land to develop 
office buildings. 

Roach brought his case to court several 
times. In an October 1977 jury trial 
decision before Superior Court Chief 
Justice Robert Bonin of Middlesex 
Superior Court. Roach won an award of 
$1,186,000 for the land. 

Both Roach and the city appealed the 
decision. When and if the case is ever 
settled, Newton may have to pay the 
interest, which is now accumulating at a 
rate of several thousand dollars a month. 

Harry Crosby, the state’s represen¬ 
tative on the Planning and Development 
Board is disturbed by the accumulating 
interest. He noted at a Planning and 
Development Board meeting last week 
that whenever he has brought up the 
subject, the planning director has said 
the matter is under advisement. 

"I feel we (the board) should be in¬ 
volved in the subject,” Crosby said. He

charge is made in direct proportion to the 
amount of water consumed. 

For the average homeowner with a 
water bill of $50 a year, the sewer use 
charge may amount to less than $25. 

Property owners with exceptionally 
large lots which they water consistently 
may find their charge high enough to 
consider the installation of a separate 
meter for the lawn. 


The law provides that a separate meter 
may be installed at the property owner's 
expense for water that never reaches the 
public sewer. 

In Wellesley, where the sewer use 
charge has been in effect since 1975, the 
sewer use charge is 60 percent of the 
property owner’s water bill. 

Natick charges a flat $4 every three 
months.

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Shipley Company moving out of Lower Falls 


(Editor's note: This story appeared 
garbled in the April 20 Newton Graphic 
and is reprinted as originally written). 

The president of Shipley Company in 
Newton Lower Falls surprised many 
Planning and Development Board 
members when he announced his firm 
will leave the city and sell its property to 
G. Arthur Haynes, 

According to Shipley's president, 
Charles Newton, the company will build a 
new headquarters and manufacturing 
facility somewhere in New England. He 
later said the new location had not yet 
been selected. 

The intended move means the firm will 
not carry out its once-promised 
development plans in Newton. 
Previously, the Community Development 
Auhthority sold Shipley a piece of land in 
Lower Falls with the restriction that the 
firm would improve the property. No 
such construction was ever bgun. 

One roadblock to the project was a land 
swap between Shipley and Arthur T. 
Gregorian. 


With the intended move, the swap is no 
longer necessary, according to Newton. 
Instead, Newton announced the two 
companies have agreed to take down the 
wooden structure between Shipley’s 
driveway and Gregorian's showroom. 
The land will be slope graded and land¬ 
scaped, he said. 

This improvement is the only one 
Gregorian intends to make, said Arthur 
G. Ward, Gregorian's legal represen¬ 
tative. Previously, Gregorian had told the 
authority he planned to implement more 
extensive development. 

Planning and Development (P&D I 
Board Member Carol Robinson asked if 
the authority can permit Gregorian to 
renege on his plans. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas, the 
sole member of the authority, said the 
question would have to be reviewed. 

The lack of a land swap, he said, would 
make it possible for the Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC) to use its 
present access to rebuild the footbridge. 
The bride, known as the Cordingly 
Footbridge, spans the waterfall on the 
Charles River. It crosses from Lower 
Falls to Wellesley, but is presently 


unusable, 

Without the land trade, Thomas said. 
Gregorian's parking lot will not be ad¬ 
jacent to the firm's showroom. As a 
result, he said, the authority may have to 
make an extra cut in the median strip it 
intends to build on Washington Street. 
This may not be acceptable, Thomas 
said. 

The placement of cuts in the median 
strip must be determined soon, since its 
construction is scheduled to begin in the 
summer, Thomas said. 

He asked Haynes to come to the next 
meeting with a plan showing the en¬ 
trances and exits he will need if he 
acquires the Shipley property. 

Haynes said he intends to use Shipley's 
2300 Washington St. facility and the 
Greek church property presently owned 
by Shipley for office buildings. The 
number of buildings he will construct, he 
said, will depend on the parking required 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

The zoning ordinances permit 
professional office buildings on the land 
currently owned by Shipley, Thomas 
said. The authority does not want such an 
office park, however, if it is at the ex¬ 


pense of design control. 

He said the authority and the board also 
want to explore all possible options for 
the church before it will remove it from 
the city's list of land to be acquired. 

“Our interest is to retain the church 
building as a structure," Thomas said. 

Several people at the P&D Board 
meeting were interested in a project 
concerning the church. 

Thomas said he knew them and that if 
the church matter comes before the 
authority' the board will have to deal with 
it without his guidance. 

His mother, he said, is involved with 
those individuals presently making plans 
for the church, 

"It would be very exprensive to 
renovate the church building," Charles 
Newton observed. For an area of 2000 
square feet, it would cost $50 a square 
foot. 

Newton said negotiations between hsis 
firm and Haynes are proceeding 
favorably. An agreement has not yet been 
reached on the price of the sale, he said.

'Junk' calls may 
be prohibited 

Fourth District Congressman Robert 
F. Drinan has joined with over 100 other 
members of the House of Representatives 
in cosponsoring a bill offered by Cong. 
Les Aspin I D-Wise.) to outlaw unsolicited 
commercial telephone calls to persons 
who have indicated they do not wish to 
receive them. 

"This bill would protect consumers 
from junk' phone calls, which are an 
intrusion into their homes," Drinan 
explained. "These calls are often a 
nuisance, and when they are made 
automatically by the soliciting firm they 
may prevent a consumer from using his 
or her own telephone during a legitimate 
emergency.” 

Under the provisions of H.R. 9505, 
telephone companies would have to af¬ 
ford each customer the opportunity at 
least once a year to indicate that they 
wish to avoid receiving unsolicited 
commercial telephone calls. Firms 
making such calls would have to obtain 
these numbers from the phone company 
and then comply with the subscribers' 
wishes. mOre 

in addition, firms utilizing automatic 
calling machines would have to limit the 
messages to one minute to assure con¬ 
sumers emergency access to their 
phones. 

"Consumers who pay for the in¬ 
stallation and monthly use of a telephone 
in their home should not be unwillingly 
subjected to a barrage of junk calls," 
Drinan said. "The bill which I have 
cosponsored will protect people’s privacy 
and freedom from harassment. The 
broad support which has accumulated for 
this measure leads me to believe that 
legislation prohibiting unwanted com¬ 
mercial phone calls has a good chance of 
passage,"

Disappointed by two recent decisions 
by the Board of Aldermen, the Planning 
and Development Board last week 
reviewed its method of operation to make 
itself more effective. 

Board member David Lurensky said 
the Land Use Committee made its 
decision on Me Donald's request to build 
a restaurant on Needham Street while the 
Planning and Development (P&D) Board 
was deliberating on the matter. "It didn't 
even wait for our recommendation,” he 
said. 

Lurensky added, "This board knew 
more about that situation than they did." 
He said the P&D board was aware there 
is presently a study being made of 
Needham Street. 

The l>and Use Committee can make its 
recommendations without consulting the 
P&D board, said member Carol Robin¬ 
son. She continued, "Legally, we answer 
directly to the Board of Aldermen." 

Noting that the Land Use Committee's 
recommendations carry a lot of weight, 
Lurensky said, “We should articulate our 
position to the Land Use chairman." The 
board decided, however, to send copies of 
all future decisions to the aldermen, the 
mayor, and the press. 


It also decided its chairman, Margaret 
Smith, should review all of the board's 
written reports before they are sent out. 
Alternate member Ellen Lipson noted the 
McDonald’s report did not summarize all 
of the board members' opinions. "It's our 
report, not Jean Kennedy's," she said. 
Ms. Kennedy is a member of the Planning 
Department. 

Board member Harry Crosby said the 
P&D Board should have made a 
recommendation to the aldermen on 
Frank Donato’s request to relocate his 
fuel storage tanks to West Newton. 
Donato is looking for a place to transfer 
the tanks before he will sell his Paul 
Street property to the city for a housing 
project development. 

"I feel I was not used properly. There 
was a lot of misinformation on the sub¬ 
ject," Crosby said. He said a statement 
from Mrs. Smith to the aldermen would 
have helped. 

Lurensky said the board should have 
known the aldermen were going to make 
a decision on the Donato request. 
Somebody on the P&D B board should 
monitor the dockets of both the Land Use 
Committee and the Board of Aldermen. 

So as to better respond to proposals 
presented by the Planning Department, 


Mrs. Robinson called for all board 
members to receive copies of them. She 
noted usually proposals are read to the 
board, thereby make making it difficult 
to respond intelligently. 

Other board members called for ad¬ 
ditional information to be supplied at the 
time proposals are made. For example, 
Lurensky wants the statutory regulations 
and Mrs. Smith wants to know the 
potential tax revenues of plans. 

Lurensky said there should be a review 
of having the Planning Department head 
also sit as the sole member of the Com¬ 
munity Development Authority. He 
added, it is only because Charles 
Thomas, who holds both postions, 
exercises restraint that there has not 
been a problem. 

The board, nevertheless, decided to 
table such review, but it does want to be 
involved in more decisions. It wants to 
know what is going on with the Carabetta 
proposal for the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club. It also wants to be apprised of the 
status on the Novitiate land. 

Crosby noted the city lists the Novitiate 
property as completely developable land 
despite the decision of the Conservation 
Commission. He said, "We (the board) 
are not in on the planning, and we are not 
doing any developing.” 


State Board of Education could require 
minimum knowledge of basics

Newton eighth graders will be given a 
basic skills assessment test in May, the 
same month the state Board of Education 
will be considering to make passage of 
such a test a requirement for high school 
graduation. 

Two surveys taken independently in 
Newton two years ago revealed a strong 
concern of parents that children are not 
learning enough of the basic skills in 
school. 

The test to be given in Newton was 
designed with the help of Director of 
Research and Planning Vincent Silluzio, 
similar to ones that may be required by 
the state board. 

An advisory committee of citizens, 
businessmen, and teachers will make its 
recommendation in May to the Board of 
Education whether such a basic skills test 
should be used as a criterion for 
graduatioa 

According to Soterios Zoulas in the 
office of Commissioner of Education 
Gregory Anr.ig, the advisory committee 
may recommend that the basic skills 
tests be used in all schools merely as an 
assessment tool to identify students who 
need remedial help. 

The Board of Education is expected to 
decide on the matter in June. 

Secretary of Education Paul Parks has 
spoken out strongly against making 


passage of such a test a prerequisite to 
graduation. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
agrees, as does Vincent Silluzio. 

Superintendent Fink said this week, "I 
don't think the real question of education 
is minimum competency. 

"The question is how to go beyond 
minimum competency.” 

Fink said such tests of basic skills, if 
given, should be given early in a student's 
career so that if he does poorly, extra 
help can be given early so the student can 
learn the skills. 

Fink said he has made his views known 
at various state meetings «id does not 
plan to write to the state Board of 
Education.

Silluzio, who is chairman of a con¬ 
sortium of 380 schools districts across the 
country that helped design the test, said 
that the test is not intended to be a 
graduation test. 

If the Basic Skills Assessment tests are 
given by any school system once and 
students who fail are denied graduation, 
the test will no longer be sold to that 
school system, Silluzio said. 

The experimental use of the tests in 
Newton this spring will be to determine 
how the test results differ from the STEP 
tests that are given to students of about 
the same age. 

The test results for these tests will not 
be known until the end of June, and will 
probably not be interpreted until the fall, 
Silluzio said.

Senate wants 
weather forecasts 
one year in advance 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Pity the poor weatherman 
who has troubles enough 
with day-to-day forecasts. 

The Senate wants him to 
make predictions a year or 
more ahead. 

The ambitious project is 
one of the goals in the 
national climate program 
approved by the Senate 
Monday by voice vote and 
without debate. It must still 
clear the House. 

The legislation provides 
$135 million over the next 
two fiscal years for the 
program. It is intended to 
enable the federal govern¬ 
ment to make long-range 
climate forecasts so the 
country can adapt to 
weather fluctuations. 

The Senate Conunerce 
Committee, which drafted 
the bill, said in its report the 
more severe weather 
conditions experienced in 
recent years may indicate 
fluctuations and changes in i 
the future. 

These changing con¬ 
ditions could cause serious 
problems in areas such as 
food production, energy 
supplies, water resources 
and maintenance of human 
health, the conunittee said. 


One of the main elements 
of the program would be the 
development of methods to 
improve climate forecasts, 
in the words of the report, 
"on a monthly, seasonal, 
yearly and longer basis." 

The bill specifically 
authorizes experimental 
climate forecast centers for 
research efforts designed to 
improve the capability to 
forecast climate and 
weather a long period in 
advance. 

"The centers shall make 
climate forecasts on an 
experimental basis, ensure 
that forecast efforts are 
appropriately reviewed and 
guard against premature 
reliance on the ex¬ 
perimental forecasts," the 
report said. 

"Evidence suggests there 
may be tiieoretical limits to 
extending the current 24- 
hour to 36-hour weather 
prediction to periods in 
excess of two weeks," the 
report said. "Climate 
prediction would involve 
the forecast of atmospheric 1 
conditions over a much 
longer period of time."

Henry Atkins 


Atkins has worked for the Newton 
schools 19 years, and for the past seven 
years has been the first assistant 
superintendent for program. 

Atkins will be helping his son and wife 
in their business enterprises which in¬ 
clude the Dusty Miller gift shop in 
Plymouth, Bear Necessities gift shops, 
and wholesale distributing for gift shops. 
The family hopes to buy an old grist mill 
in Plymouth and go into the toy business, 
Atkins said in a telephone interview 
Tuesday. 

Atkins joined the Newton schools in 
1959 as a teacher at Underwood School. 
That same year he earned his M.Ed. from 
Harvard. 

In 1962 he was named principal of 
Underwood, and in 1968 was appointed 
assistant to the superintendent and 
secretary to the School Committee. 

Atkins was appointed district coor¬ 
dinator of instruction for the south side in 
1970, and a year later was named to his 
current job. 

Superintendent Fink said, "Henry is 
one of the most beautiful human beings, 
one of the most outstanding educators I 
have ever worked with." 

"I am extremely sorry to see him 
leaving," Fink said. 

Henry H. Atkins received his B.A. in 
international relations from Yale in 1947 
and worked for Aluminum Fiduciaries, 
Limited as a personnel officer in Mon¬ 
treal. 

He was also a lecturer in geography 
and an officer at the Centre d'Etudes 
Industrielles' Geneva, Switzerland, and 
was a lieutenant in the Army Tank Corps. 


Now's a good time 
to register to vote 


It would be a good idea to register to 
vote now, before summer vacations and 
other outdoor activities make people 
forget . 

Election Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan Licarie has planned 
special voter registration days at Newton 
North and Newton South high schools in 
May — the 16th and 17th, respectively — 
for students who will be 18 years old by 
the next election. 

Licarie says he will go to any organized 
group to register new voters. For 
example, an Election Commission 
representative recently went to the 
Chetwynde Nursing Home to register five 
residents. 

He has a standing off8er with the 
Republican and Democratic city com¬ 
mittees to go register any group of 


residents they get together, he says. 

Newton is ahead of most communities 
in percentage of registered voters, 
Licarie said, but he would like to see 
more registered. 

In October, 1977, Newton had 51,593 
registered voters, out of approximately 
56,000 possible to be registered. 

Licarie said in Newton's 87,000 
population there are about 5000 students 
living in dormitories but registered 
elsewhere; 2000 aliens; 2000 nonstudents 
living here and registered elsewhere; and 
22,000 children aged 0-17. 

Voter registration drops over the four- 
year periods between Presidential 
elections, Licarie said. In 1976, a national 
election year, 54,696 people were 
registered to vote.

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Contest entries reflect food purchases, baking habits

Trends in America's food purchases 
and baking habits show up in the 
thousands of recipes submitted by women 
and men all over the country in this 
year's 28th BAKE-OFF Contest. 

These recipes are analyzed by the 
home economists from the judging 
agency, who read all the entries and 
select the several thousand recipes to be 


Five years ago nutrition¬ 
conscious younger entrants 
began using recipes calling 
for natural and healthful' 
ingredients. 


tested. These are some of the trends they 
report: 

Five years ago recipes calling for 
natural and "healthful" ingredients first 
appeared as contest entries from 
nutrition-conscious younger entrants. 
This year the nutrition emphasis was 
evident in a majority of recipes in all 
categories. Fruits and begetables ap¬ 
peared in everything from main dishes to 
desserts. Whole grain flours and cereals, 
nuts and seeds, honey and maple syrup 
for sweetening have become staple 
ingredients. Reducing the sugar content 
of breads and desserts is evident, too, as 
recipes have gone from the rich and 
super-sweet to hearty and more 
nutritious. 

The great increase in the use of cheese 
has already been well established. The 
surprise this year was the frequent choice 
of Parmesan cheese, often in significant 
amounts, instead of just a sprinkling to 
top a casserole. 

Increased use of peanuts and peanut 
butter was expected. Unexpected was 
that pecans were specified much more 
often than walnuts, despite the high price. 

Put your bets on broccoli and spinach, 
if you are predicting the next trendy 
vegetables, Sweet potatoes and yams also 
are coming up strong. Zucchini hasn't 


lost its popularity but instead appears to 
have joined the basic vegetables like corn 
and carrots. 

The fruit trio of apples, pineapple and 
bananas continues to rate as top 
favorites, but peaches and dried fruits of 
all kinds are moving up the popularity 
list. The home economists were surprised 
to see Delicious apples frequently 
specified for cooking. They believe 
younger cooks don't realize the yellow- 
variety, more suitable for cooking, is not 
the same as the red Delicious but use 
what is readily available. 

Oatmeal and cornmeal were popular 
ceral ingredients this year, while ready- 
to-eat cerals frequently appeared as less- 
expensive substitutes for chopped nuts or 
in streusel mixtures. Graham cracker 
crumbs also appeared often, as a sub¬ 
stitute for graham flour or as an 
ingredient. 

On the other hand, granola was used far 
less than in recent years in every recipe 
category, as was sour cream. Yogurt still 
turned up in a significant number of 
recipes, but it also was less popular this 
year. 

As straws in the wind, consider white 
grape juice, carob powder and black 
pepper used as a spice rather than a 
seasoning partner with salt. 

SCRATCH VS CONVENIENCE 

The flour recipe category in the BAKE¬ 
OFF Contest attracts "scratch" bakers, 
while the refrigerated foods and 
packaged mix categories appeal to 
convenience-oriented cooks. Entries in 
the two groups emphasize that there is a 
distinct difference in the two styles of 
recipes. 

"Quick and easy" seems to have little 
appeal for scratch cooks. While methods 
are not unusually elaborate nor require 
unnecessary steps, these contestants are 
not intimidated by long ingredient lists or 
many preparation steps. End products 
are lower in cost than convenience 
recipes, call for widely-accepted 
ingredients and flavor combinations and 


definitely are back-to-basic cooking. 

Almost the only ethnic influence in 
these scratch recipes is Mexican and 
Italian. This may only indicate the ac¬ 


ceptance of more highly-seasoned foods 
in all parts of the country. 

Many bread bakers are represented in 
this flour group — real yeast bakers who 


scorn batter breads and prefer two-rise 
methods. The majority still dissolve 
yeast in liquid, instead of combining it 
with dry ingredients. Whole grain breads 
are much more common than white. 

Although desserts in the flour category 
were generally economical, contestants 
seemed resigned to the price of chocolate 
chips and willing to pay the price to use 
them generously. 

In line with the trend to less-sweet 
desserts, self-frosted cakes or ones with 
baked-on frostings were most prevalent. 
If frostings were used, a cream cheese 
recipe was most common. 

Home economists from the judging 
agency made their annual comment that 
pie baking appears to be a lost art, based 
on the number and quality of recipes 
submitted. 

REFRIGERATED CATEGORY 

Recipes in the refrigerated category, 
on the other hand, were decidedly quick 
and easy. Most main dishes combined a 
protein food and vegetables with the 
crescent dinner rolls or flaky biscuits. 
The all-in-one casserole to serve with 
salad or the soup, salad and main dish 
sandwich plan for family dinners came 
through strongly, both in recipes and in 
comments added by contestants. Recipes 
obviously planned for company were also 
simple and fast, but used luxury foods 
like chicken breasts, shrimp or crab. 
These were combined with vegetables 
like fresh mushrooms, broccoli, 
asparagus or with avocado. 

In refrigerated dessert recipes, cost did 
not appear to be a factor, as long as the 
dessert was fast to assemble. Recipes 
calling for two cans of refrigerated 
crescent rolls or flaky biscuits were 
common in both dishes and desserts. 
Directions for freezing leftovers were 
often included, suggestiog the person 
would rather make a larger quantity in 
order to save time later by having a main 
dish or dessert ready in the freezer. 


OTHER TRENDS 

Other observations that indicate 
trends: 

Crepes appear to have peked. In all 
categories crepe recipes were far lower 
this year. 

Beer Bread is the umber one recipe 
being circulated around the 
neighborhoods. (In the last BAKE-OFF 
Contest it was Zucchini Bread.) 

Whipped topping has replaced whipped 
cream almost entirely as an ingredient or 
a topping. 

The trend to deep fat frying continues 
strong. 

Brown sugar frequently is used instead 
granulated sugar. 

The 15 x 10-inch pan known as a jelly 
roll pan was specified much more often 
this year but for desserts, bars and 
breads, not for jelly roll.

The tube pan appears to be returning to 
popularity, and the Bundt pan is used less 
frequently. 

Since the 100 finalists chosen to take 
part in the BAKE-OFF Contest represent 
the pick of these thousands of entries, the 
winning recipes do not always reflect 
these baking trends. 

However, Verone Smith, Consumer 
Service BAKE-OFF Manager, says 
almost all this year's main dishes are 
nutritious combinations with vegetables 
included. The majority of the desserts 
contain fruit and are less sweet. Even the 
frosted two-layer cake which appears to 
be the exception to all the trends calls for 
a cup of orange juice. Mrs. Smith says the 
total impression of these recipes is good¬ 
tasting, nutritious food that will have 
great appeal for family or guests.

CHOCOLATE MACROON 
RIPPLE CAKE 

Layers of coconut and toasted almonds 
highlight both the flavor and appearance 
of this cake. 

1 pkg chocolate macaroon ring cake mix 
3 1 cup water 

cup dairy sour cream 
1 1 cup margarine or butter, softened 

2 eggs 

1 cup almond, toasted and finely chopped 
(reserve 2 tablespoons for topping) 
3-oz. pkg. cream cheese 

3 to 4 teaspoons water 

Heat oven to 350 degrees F. Using 1 
tablespoon solid shortening, generously 
grease and lightly flour 12-cup fluted tube 
pan or 10-inch tube pan (non-stick finish 
pan, tool. 

In large bowl, blend Packet 1, water, 
sour cream, margarine and eggs; beat 2 
minutes at medium speed. Pour one third 
batter into prepared pan. Combine 
Packet 2, chopped almonds and cream 
cheese; blend until crumbly. Sprinkle ^ 
macaroon mixture over batter. Repeat 
layers, ending with batter. 

Bake at 350 degree F. for 35 to 45 
minutes or until top springs back when 
touched lightly in center. Cool upright in

pan 45 to 55 minutes; invert onto serving 
plate. Cool completely. 

For glaze, combine Packet 3 and 3 to 4 
teaspoons water; spoon over cool cake 
Sprinkle with reserved almonds. Store 
loosely covered. 12 to 16 servings. 

TIP: To toast almonds, bake at 350 
degrees F. for 10 minutes or until light 
golden brown; stir occasionally. 


ONION ALMOND FRENCH BREAD 


French bread makes a new entrance in 
this recipe: It is full of flavor and crunchy 
almonds! 

lOij-oz. can condensed onion soup 

1 cup water 

2 tablespoons margarine or butter 
5tj to 6 cups all purpose, unbleached 

or self-rising flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon garlic salt 

2 pkg. active dry yeast 

6 -oz. can (1 and one third cups) chopped 
onion-garlic flavored almonds 
1 tablespoon cornmeal 
1 tablespoon water 
1 egg white, beaten 

In small saucepan, heat first three 
ingredients until very warm (120 to 130 
degrees F.). (Lightly spoon flour into 
measuring cup: level off). In large bowl, 
combine warm liquid, 3 cups all purpose 
flour, sugar, garlic salt and yeast; beat 4 


minutes at medium speed. Stir in 
remaining flour and almonds. On well 
floured surface, knead dough until 
smooth and elastic, about 5 minutes. 
Place in greased bowl. Cover; let rise in 
warm place until light and doubled in 
size, 1 to 1 hour and 15 minutes. 

Generously grease baking sheet; 
sprinkle with cornmeal, Punch down 
dough; shape into 2 long loaves, tapering 
ends. Place on prepared baking sheet. 
Cut diagonal slashes in dough, about l 4 
inch deep. Cover; let rise in warm place 
until light and doubled in size, 30 to 45 
minutes. 

Heat oven to 375 degrees F. Brush 
loaves with mixture of water and beaten 
egg white. Bake 30 to 35minutes or until 
gulden brown and loaf sounds hollow 
when lightly tapped. Brush loaves again 
with water and egg white mixture; 
remove from cookie sheet. 2 loaves. 


LEMON LOVER’ CAKE 


This lemon cake is quick to mix, filled 
with nuts aud applesauce aud topped with 
a tangy lemon frosting. 

1 pkg. pudding included lemon cake mix 
Two third cup duel) chopped nuts 

1 cup applesauce 

2 eggs 

1 to 2 tablespoons grated lemon peel 
3-oz. pkg. cream cheese, softened 


1 teaspoon grated lemou peel 
One third cup chopped nuts 

Het oven to 350 degrees F. Grease and 
flour 13x9-inch pan or 15xl0-inch jelly roll 
pan. Blend all ingredients except 
Frosting; beat 4 minutes at low speed. 
Pour into prepared pan. Bake at 350 
degrees F. for 30 to 35 minutes or until 
golden brown.

Bake at 375 degrees F. for 35 to 45 
minutes or until crust is deep golden 
brown and filling is set.

TIP: To make ahead, prepare, cover 
and refrigerate up to 2 hours; bake as 
directed. 

To reheat, cover loosely with foil; heat 
at 375 degrees F. for 20 to 25 minutes.

Cantor Gregor Shelkan to be honored 
by temple for 30 years of service 


Cantor Gregor Shelkan of Newton will 
be honored by friends and fellow 
congregants at a State of Israel Tribute 
Dinner at Congregation Mishkan Tefila, 
Thursday evening, May 18. 

The testimonial dinner is being held on 
behalf of the Israel Bond program to pay 
homage to Cantor Shelkan for his devoted 
service to Israel and to raise urgently 
needed investment funds for Israel’s 
economic development. 

Gregor Shelkan is a descendant of a 
noted family of rabbis and cantors. He 
started his musical career in Latvia at 
the age of six as a choir member of the 
Libau Synagogue. At 17, he was granted a 
scholarship at the Vienna Conservatory 
of Music, where he studied cantorial 
music and sang as soloist at the Sulzer 
Temple, He was subsequently engaged as 
the first tenor of the Bern Stat-theater, 
Switzerland,newton, 4-27, mck 
set 14

In 1938, Cantor Shelkan returned to 
Latvia and officiated in the synagogue 
where he sang as a child. He was soon 
chosen through a contest of 63 tenors as 
the leading tenor of the Riga National 
Opera where he remained until the 
German occupation in 1941. For nearly 
five years, he was in concentration 
camps. 

On Yom Kippur eve, 1946, he sang Kol 
Nidre over the American network in 
Berlin, this being the first time the chant 
had been heard over German radio since 
1933. 

In 1947 he married an American and 
came to the United States. He obtained 
the distinction of being the first Jewish 
DP to marry an American. 


On March 1, 1948, he came to Temple 
Mishkan Tefila in Roxbury. That same 
year, with the late Rabbi Shubow with 
whom he had worked in Berlin, the 
Holocaust program for the New 
Americans was inaugurated. The first 
service in memory of the six million who 
died was held in the old Temple Mishkan 
Tefila. This remembrance has now 
become an annual city-wide memorial 
service. Cantor Shelkan continues to be 
involved in its preparation and presen¬ 
tation. 

In appreciation of 30 years of devoted 
service to Congregation Mishkan Tefila, 


to the Cantor's Assembly, and to the New 
England Jewish community, the Hazzan 
Gregor Shelkan Scholarship Fund in 
perpetuity was established last year by 
the Cantor’s Assembly of America. 

Gregor Shelkan was included in the 
prestitious listings in “Who's Who in 
Religion" in 1976 and again in 1977. In 
1976 , he was presented the Honors 
KAVOD Award by the Cantor's 
Assembly, which he previously served as 
national president for two consecutive 
terms. 

In 1969, he was designated an Honorary 
Fellow of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America. He served as 
President of the Jewish Minister's 
Cantor's Association of New England in 
1954-55. 

Cantor and Mrs. Shelkan live in Newton 
Centre. They are the parents of two 
daughters.

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Store sues to recover fire claim 



DEDHAM — Malmark Service Inc., whose Westwood 
Plaza appliance store was destroyed in a *250,000 ex¬ 
plosion on April 23,1976 has filed suit in Norfolk Superior 
Court to recover a *50,000 fire-damage claim from the 
Aetna Casualty and Surety Company of Boston. 

Tile Rte. 1 retail outlet, which police claim was 
firebombed, alleges that the insurance company is liable 
for damage to inventory and store fixtures under the 
terms of its insurance policy. The insurance company has 
refused to make payment to Malmark Service Inc. for 
'loss and damage sustained," according to the suit. 

Roy and Mark Walter, two brothers who were identified 
by Westwood Police Det. John Nash as corporate officers 
of the store, are currently under indictment on arson 


charges in connection with the explosion at the shopping 
plaza. 

Police say the blast originated in the Malmark store and 
ripped through adjacent businesses, including Patricia’s 
Sub Shop, the Hungry Hamburger and Zeppy’s Bakery. 
Passing cars on Rte. 1 were struck by cinderblock and 
other debris, police said. 

Police suspect dynamite was used to trigger the blast. 

Following an investigation by Westwood Police, the 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Division of the U.S. 
Treasury and the Norfolk County Arson Squad, the Walter 
brothers were indicted by a special Norfolk County grand 
jury. Both brothers have pleaded innocent to charges of 
burning insured property, burning a building and 
damaging a building by means of an explosive. 


The two men are expected to go to trial sometime this 
year. 

The Walters are currently free on personal 
recognizance. 

According to Malmark s civil suit, the Westwood ap¬ 
pliance store was issued a three-year insurance policy by 
Aetna on Aug. 1, 1975. The policy was still in effect when 
the store was devastated on April 23,1976, the Westwood 
business claims. 

Malmark alleges that it subsequently requested a 
preliminary hearing on its insurance claim, but no 
hearing has taken place. Under the terms of the contract, 
Malmark had until this week to file suit to reclaim the 
loss, the appliance store claims. 

No hearing date has been set yet in connection with the 
civil complaint.

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — Moved by a colleague's 
tears, the Connecticut Senate has approved legislation 
which would allow schools to set up minimal family 
planning and sex education courses. 

Sen. Betty Hudso, D-Madison, cried last week when she 
found out the bill was defeated by the Appropriations 
Committee. 

"We have to give our children some other way to learn 
about their sexuality rather than through whispers and 
hints,” she said. 

A petition-signing drive pushed by Senate Democratic 
leaders brought the bill to the Senate floor Monday. It was 
approved 33-3 and sent to the House. 

“I signed the petition, but it was the most embarrassing 
thing I have done in my 12 years in the legislature," Sen. 
Louis Cutillo, D-Waterbury, said. "This bill is before us 
just because a Democratic senator cried.” 

"She said the bill would never have been beaten in the 
Appropriations Committee if she were a man," he said. "I 
want to say that I've seen a lot of people lose bills up here, 
but never have any of them crifcd." 

Senate President Pro Tern Joseph Fauliso, D-Hartford, 
said, "she iHudson) was very upset, vocal and volatile." 

Fauliso pushed through two amendments. The first 
would prohibit teacliing, either directly or indirectly, 
about abortions. The second requires any school system 
setting up the courses to gj 
liildren from the courses. 

The measure calls for the use of *50,000 in state money 
to help local school boards plan a curriculum that teaches 
family planning. 

Mrs. Hudson said she wants the Connecticut children to 
be able to "responsibly decide whether to have children. 

"It should be a decision based on economic and social 
factors. It should include knowledge of contraceptives, 
but not abortion," she said. 

"The use of abortion as a contraceptive does not repre¬ 
sent a mature and responsible use of a teen-ager's 
sexuality," Mrs. Hudson said.

Stress clinic at YMCA 
will test for heart trouble 


Do you have the heart for your work or 
play? To find out, sign up for the stress • 
test clinic cosponsored by the Family 
YMCA at New’ton and the New England 
Cardiovascular Health Institute. It takes 
place Saturday, May 13, at the Y in 
Newton'Comer, 

Registration is limited to the first 40 
registrants. Applicants are advised to 
enroll early to insure acceptance. There 
is a modest fee. 

The stress test will tell you if you are a 
candidate for a heart attack, and if you 
are, what you can do to help prevent one. 

It also tells you it you're in proper 
shape for jogging, tennis, swimming, 
handball, walking, or any of the dozens of 
sports or other leisure time activities you 
take part in — or would like to. 

The first step in the stress test is a 
physical examination by a heart doctor, 
who among other things takes your blood 
pressure and a blood sample to check for 
cholesterol and glucose limits. 

You also pedal a stationary bicycle at a 
predetermined level of difficulty while 


you are hooked up to an elec¬ 
trocardiogram (EKG) machine. This 
measures your heart rate under stress. 

Five nights later, on Thursday, May 18, 
there is a second session at the Y during 
which you get your test results in writing, 
plus advice, if needed, on a diet and 
exercise regime to follow. 

There’s also a chance to ask institute 
officials, in private or as part of the 
discussion, any questions you may have. 

The New England Cardiovascular 
Institute is a nonprofit organization 
which has tested about 2000 men and 
women during the past three years. 

Test findings to date show that two of 
every five people tested are over their 
ideal weight limits, and one of every five 
has an excessive cholesterol count. Also 
that one in every 20 people tested has an 
EKG abnormality which, depending on 
the type, may or may not be important. 

The stress test is open to both Y and 
non-Y members. Additional information 
is available at the Y, 276 Church St„ 
Newton, or by calling 244-6050.

His replacement, 21- 
year-old Paul Molitor, is doing an ex¬ 
cellent all-around job even though he has 
only one season in Class A ball behind 
him, but Yount doesn't have too much to 
worry about. The Brewers will find some 
place for him when he comes back in 10 
days or so. 

That’s not the problem. What concerns 
the Brewers is that Robin Yount is 
seriously thinking of chucking the whole 
thing, giving up baseball completely, in 
favor of his first love, golf. 

This isn't any overnight whim with 
Yount. He never was that crazy about 
playing professional baseball in the first 
place and went into it primarily at e 
urging of his parents. 

Robin Yount has been kicking around 
the idea of giving up baseball to become a 
pro golfer for some time and what has 
him considering the switch even more is a 
an offer from a group in California to 
sponsor him for two years. 

The last time I checked, Yount was a 
two-handicap golfer. Even if he's playing

He should talk to Kenny Harrelson 
about it sometime, wthe Hawk tried the 
same thing, leaving the Cleveland 
Indians n the midle of 1971 for a fouryear 
crack at the golf tour, by the end of which 
time bout all he had left was his nine iron. 

“I'd love to talk to him about it if he 
wans to, but I won't unless he comes over 
and asks me for my opinion,” says Harre 
son, who does the color for the Red Sox 
games on TV now.

Book review 


Answering genetic questions 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
David Hendin and Joan Marks. “The 
Genetic Connection: How To Protect 
Your Family Against Hereditary 
Disease." William Morrow, 1978, 251 pp. 
$8.95 

This enormously helpful study, written 
for the layman, will answer hundreds of 
questions you might have concerning 
heredity, genetic inheritance or family 
genetic counseling. 

It is thought that some 15 million 
Americans might benefit by a visit to a 
genetic counselor. If you fall into any of 
the following categories, you are one. 

— If you are the parents of a child with 
a genetic disease or birth defect and are 
thinking of having another child. 

— If your family has any history of 
genetic disease and you are considering 
having children. 

— If you have taken drugs, had X-rays 
or been exposed to a virus at or near the 


time of conception of a child you are now 
carrying. 

— If you are pregnant and older than 35 
years of age or your mate is 55 years of 
age or older. . 

The science of genetics has grown 
vastly in the last several decades. Genes 
are chemical complexes of information 
that govern specific traits; they are each 
located at a particular spot on a par¬ 
ticular chromosome and are composed of 
a chemical called DNA. It has been 
estimated that each human cell contains 
enough genes to govern about 50,000 
traits, and since there are so many genes 
within each of our cells, a few are likely to 
be abnormal. It is, in fact, known that 
each human being inevitably carries 
several faulty genes. Rarely, however, do 
each of the two parents carry the same 
defective genes. (The healthy genes from 
one parent frequently dominate the 
harmful effects of faulty genes from the 
other parent.)

Birth defects, or genetic diseases most 
common today are the Downs syndrome 
(mongolism), Huntington's Disease (folk 
singer Woody Guthrie dies of this 
disease), Cystic Fibrosis, Tay Sachs 
disease (this disease mainly strikes Jews 
of Eastern European origin and is always 
fatal), Sickle-cell anemia (mainly affects 
Blacks) and Hemophilia (bleeders’ 
disease). 

There is a prenatal test developed in 
recent years called amniocentesis which 
can tell physicians if many of these 
genetic diseases are present in a fetus. 
Ttie procedure is to draw with a slender 
needle a small amount of amniotic fluid 
from the womb enclosing the fetus; 
within this fluid float cells which 
originated with the fetus and can 
therefore be tested to determine the 
chromosome makeup of the developing 
baby. It also tells the sex of the child, 
which is sometimes pertinent to genetic 
diseases (Hemophilia affects only 
males.) The genetic counselors guide the 
prospective parents in their decision 
whether to abort the fetus or carry it to 
full term if it is affected. 

Today’s medical genetic counselor is 
often a pediatrician who has specialized 
in treating hereditary disorders. He or 
she will take a complete medical history 
of a couple, create a detailed family 
history, called a pedigree, and take other 
tests, such as blood and skin tests. 

He will be able to tell a couple exactly 
what the chances are for their producing 
a healthy baby — 5 percent, 25 percent, 50 
percent. They will be told if they are 
carriers of diseases. They will be guided 
in dealing with and talking to their 
present children, the grandparents and 
other relatives. The religious, moral and 
ethical problems of abortion or defective 
birth will be considered. 

National foundations where much 
information may be obtained on specific 
genetic diseases are listed in an appendix 
and a state-by-state listing of Genetic 
Counseling and Treatment Centers is also 
given. Boston has three such centers. 

“The Genetic Connection” is available 
for reading in the Newton Free Library 
and in any of the 10 branches of the 
Library system upon request.

OCHO RIOS. Jamaica 
URL - It was after 7 p.m. 
and the sun was slowly 
selling cm the tourist 
beaches and luxury resorts 
on Jamaica's north coast 
but lius Gayle already was 
getting ready for bed. 

Although he has a 
fabulous view over the 
Caribbean Sea from his 
crumbling hilltop home at 
an elevation of about -’.000 
feet, the beaches and the 
fast life of the tourists and 
the well-to-do Jamaicans in 
this jetscl playground 
might as well be thousands 
of miles away for Gayle 
Gayle, a struggling dirt 
farmer, represents a side of 
Jamaica most tourists 
donl't gel to see. More than 
half of the island's 2 million 
people are still rural 
residents living mostly in 
grinding poverl) 

He might look out on 
some of the finest beaches 
in the world, but he has 
rarely been there during his 
i>4 years He doesn't know 
how to sw im and reckons tie 
never will. He doesn l even 
own a bathing suit. The 
same goes for all the others 
in his 11-member family. 

Gayle has little truck with 
the glitter and sparkle of 
the tourism trade, about 
which, he says in the 
broken, mumbled Knghsh 
of uneducated Jamaicans 
almost unintelligible to 
Americans, W e no mind it, 
yaa, sah!" 


This evening, Gayle had 
just had his light supper of 
sugared water and small 
home-made doughcakes. 
About 25 miles to the east in 
the posh InterContinental 
Hotel at Ocho Rios, the 
buffet table was piled high 
with choice food, most of it 
imported, including 10 
different meat dishes, 
soups, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, and desserts. 

Perhaps before drifting 
off to sleep. Gayle would 
list 1*11 lor a while on his 
transistor radio to one of the 
powerful Miami stations 
that lie cun pick up The 
mountains in the area ef¬ 
fectively bloc k out recep¬ 
tion of the two local radio 
chains. JBC and RJR, both 
government-owned. 

The music from Miami is 
Ga> le’.s only entertainment. 
There is no electricity at 
i iayle's house, so there are 
no stero or television or, 
even, household appliances. 
Although a rural elec¬ 
trification program is being 
carried out. Gayle says he 
won't benefit by it 

I would like to get elec¬ 
tricity. but I can't afford to 
wire i he house, at least not 
for the time being,” he 
says. 

There are other things he 
can't afford. For instance, 
for the 11 family meinbrs, 
there are four beds in two 
rooms, and only one of the 
beds is a full double; the 
other three mattresses are 
half-sized. 


The front door of the 
home has been out of the 
hinges a long time and quite 
a few of the window panes 
are broken and boarded up. 
Somehow, Gayle never 
finds the time or money to 
fix ' them, or carry out 
another much-needed 
improvement — the ad¬ 
dition of a ceiling under the 
zinc roof to shield the rest of 
the home from the roof that 
absorbs the scorching heat 
during the daytime.

the water is shallow enough 
for him to stand in. 

Kitchen facilities are 
about as rustic as you can 
get, but Gayle's 54-year-old 
commonlaw wife, Rose 
Reading, manages to cook 
three hot meals daily in an 
open sided, thatched-roof 
kitchen at the back of the 
house. 

The rest of the household 
headed by "Maas Gus,” as 
Gayle is called in the 
Jamaican dialect, includes 
four daughters by Hose's 
first marriage, one of them 
living with her boyfriend 
ami three small children of 
her own, and tw o children of 
Gus and Rose together. The 
family belongs to the 
Seventh Day Adventist 
church.

Violence and the Fourth Estate 


By ROBERT SHEPARD 

WASHINGTON 1 UPI 1 - Journalists increasingly have 
br nine the targets of terrorist acts, including murder 
apt! kidnapping, with the global death toll reaching at 
least:!! since Jan. 1. 1977, More magazine reports. 

In addition to the deaths, 37 journalists have either been 
•tortured by police or injured in violent attacks by political 
extremists, the magazine, which covers the news media, 
says in its April issue. 

Twenty reporters, editors or newspaper owners have 
been kidnapped. Several are missing and presumed dead, 
according to the article by Andrew Kopkind. 

Some of the recent victims cited by the magazine were 
Ki yptiar editor Youssef elSebai, who was killed by 
Palestinian terrorists Feb. 18 m Cyprus, and Hustler 
magazine owner I-arry Flynt, who was wounded by 
gunfire March 8 during his obscenity trial in Iawren- 
ceville, Ga. 

Kopkind attributes the terrorism in part to the news 
media’s being caught up in "complex political struggles 
m which journalists are playing increasingly important 

"One of the consequences of the rise of the mass media- 
Is the political importance of the press - and the resulting 
opportunities and dangers for its stars and symbols,” he 
wys. 

Manv of the victims of violence during 1877 and this 
yi-ai probably were aware of the perils surounding their 


lives, Kopkind says. "But many more journalists roam 
through the dangerous thickets of news and politics with 
little consciousness of the consequences of their work," 

Terrorist attacks against journalists have been most 
severe in l^tin America, described as "a veritable 
cesspool of repression and terror against the press." 

In Argentina alone, at least 12 journalists have been 
killed and 13 abducted over the past 15 months, "all at the 
hands of right-wing terror squads and government police 
acting outside the law." 

The Red Brigade, the extreme left-wing terrorist group 
that recently kidnapped former Italian premier Aldo 
Moro, "is notable for having made journalists prime 
targets," the article said 

' They i the Red Brigade) have apparently been 
responsible for killing Carlo Casalegno, deputy editor of 
the Turin paper l .a Stampa, as well as wounding five 
others.” The five all suffered multiple gunshot wounds in 
the legs. 

In addition to the attack on Flynt, the only other 
reported case of violence against a journalist in the 
United States involved Cheng Hsin-Yuan, a reporter for 
the Cltina Tribune who was beaten by a gang of youths in 
New York City Jan. 28. The magazine noted he had 
written about alleged votebuying schemes in the China¬ 
town Benevolent Association. 

Acts of violence against journalists wt.-e cited in Boli¬ 
via, Brazil, Central African Empire, Chile, Cyprus, 


Egypt, France, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, Iran, Italy, 
Lebanon, Mexico, Nicaragua, Pakistan, Paraguay, the 
Philippines, Puerto Rico, South Africa, Spain, Thailand, 
Uganda, the United States, Uruguay, and Zambia. 

Most of the violence against journalists in foreign 
countries has been directed at citizens of those countries. 
Among the exceptions were Associated Press editor 
Oscar Serral, who was kidnapped last November in 
Buenos Aires and held for 18 hours before being released, 
and Associated Press reporter Michael Goldsmith, who 
was arrested, beaten and held in jail for a month in the 
Central African Empire. 

David Holden, chief foreign correspondent for the 
London Sunday Times was abducted and murdered near 
Cairo last December. The article says Egyptian 
aulhorities believe an intelligence organization was in¬ 
volved. 

The More article also cites several acts of violence, 
mostly bombings, against news organizations around the 
world. 

Much of the terrorism in Argentina has been directed 
against the liberal daily la Opinion, whose editor, Jacobo 
Timerman, was abducted and later released last spring 
by government agents, the magazine said. 

' Some of the cases — such as Timerman's — also have 
distinct anti-Semitic overtones, la Opinion lias been a 
strung supporter of Israel, us well as an opponent of 
Argentina’s facist junta," the article says.

A formal announcement listing the 
affected bases was expected from the 
administration today, but defense of¬ 
ficials were trying to cushion expected 
opposition by giving advance notice 
Tuesday to congressmen and senators 
whose areas will be involved. 

The list, which concentrates on training 
installations as an area which can best be 
cut back, originally was scheduled for 
Tenor last fall. It was delayed until early 
this year and President Carter ordered it 
held (i(> again until the Panama Canal 
treaties cleared Congress. 


Officials said the proposals would meet 
guidelines laid down by Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown, who is seeking 
greater savings than were achieved in the 
last round of base cutbacks proposed by 
the Ford administration. 

That group, proposed in 1976, projected 
$248 million in yearly savings, but it has 
not yet taken effect because of 
congressional opposition and lengthy 
environmental and economic impact 
study requirements. 

Full details of the proposed closings 
were not available, but sources said the 
big Marine Corps recruitment depot in 
San Diego, one of two Marine basic 
training centers in the country, and a 
nearby Navy training center were among 
candidates for consolidation with bases 
elsewhere.

Kids have a good time at 
the Tea Party Museum 
because they get to clamber 
along the wharves and 
over the deck of the ship.

Over at the Green Dragon Tavern 
on that famous day in 1773 angry 
voices shouted "Rally Mohawks I 
Bring Out Your Axes I And tell 
King George well pay no taxes I" 
At the Old South Meeting House 
later the same day, Sam Adams 
told the band of patriots, “This 
meeting can do nothing more to 
save the country." Within an hour, 
a small but determined band of 
Bostonians made their way down 
Milk Street towards Giffin’s 
Wharf. Disguised as Indians, their 
faces darkened with shoe polish 
and their bodies wrapped in 
blankets, the bizarre-looking group 
boarded the brigantine Beaver, 
floating in Boston Harbor. The 
Boston Tea Party had begun. 

At the Boston Tea Party Ship 
and Museum visitors leant about 
the events leading up to this 
famous act of protest. We sit on 
Salada tea crates, watching a slide 
show made from a 19th century 
children's history book. We learn 
that the patriots were already fed 


up with taxation without repre¬ 
sentation when the cargo from the 
East India Company arrived via 
three ships in December of 1773. 
The tax on the tea was made more 
bitter by the fact that two of the 
unpopular British governor 
Thomas Hutchinson’s sons were 
among the consignees waiting to 
receive the shipment. 

Gus, a museum guide dressed as 
a crewmember of an 18th century 
merchant ship, tells us that the only 
problem with the slide show is that 
it tends to perpetuate one of the 
common myths about the Tea 
Party. One of the illustrations 
shows the patriots hefting chests of 
tea over their shoulders and into 
the harbor below. As Gus points 
out, the chests were lined with lead 
and weighed about 400 pounds 
each. Perhaps the patriots actually 
did a lot more chopping than 
hefting, smashing the chests open 
and then dumping the 100,000 
pounds of tea into the brink. 

While the museum’s exhibits 
focus mainly on the historical 
significance of the Boston Tea 
Party, there is also a small section 
devoted to tea itself. Gus explains 
that tea comes in two types, green 
and black. The green was rarer and 
more expensive, the favorite of the 
upper classes; black tea was 


cheaper, a workingman's brew. We 
learn too that the scientific name 
for the tea plant is Camellia sinens, 
and that it is indeed related to the 
common or garden camellia. The 
tea exhibit also contains one of the 
original chests from the Tea Party. 
Intricately painted in a floral 
pattern, it comes as little surprise 
when Gus tells us this type of chest 
was relatively unusual, used as it 
was only for green tea. 

After a look at the collection of 
18th century boat building tools, 
we move on to another slide show. 
This one tells the story of the con¬ 
struction and travels of Beaver II, 
a replica of the original Tea Party 
ship. Beaver II sailed from 
Denmark to England to pick up a 
cargo of tea in 1973. Six weeks 
later, in November, she arrived at 
Boston. The re-enactment of the 
Tea Party on December 16, 1973 
marked the official opening of the 
nation’s bicentennial celebration. 

Next we check out the large 
push-button display depicting 
Boston in 1773. The path taken 
from the Old South Meeting House 
by the Patriots is illuminated, and 
we get to light up other spots of 
historic interest by pushing the 
appropriate button. After puzzling 
over this display and an accom¬ 
panying set of maps, we finally 


have to ask just where Griffin's 
Wharf is nowadays. The answer is 
that it was about 200 yards from 
the Congress Street Bridge, but 
that that part of the harbor has 
long since been filled in. 

Now it's time to go outside and 
explore Beaver II. Gus serves hot 
tea from the galley (Salada, orange 
pekoe) and while the older folks sip 
their tea, kids get into the Tea 
Party spirit by tossing an imita¬ 
tion tea chest (it weighs only two 
pounds) over the side, waiting for 
the inevitable splash. The chest is 
attached to the deck by a sturdy 
rope and it's almost as much fun to 
haul it up again. 

Down in the fo'c'sle (forecastle 
to you landlubbers), we see the 
cramped living quarters. Gus tells 
us that the average sailor stood 
only 5’4", but that’s little comfort 
when we find that some of the 
bunks measure only 4'6". As we 
marvel at the discomfort of it all, a 
recording re-enacts the night of the 
great event, chanting famous 
chants and describing the move¬ 
ment of the patriots from the time 
they started their march until the 
time they returned home. “The 
patriots went out for tea, Helped to 
make the colonies free, And made 
their mark on hist-or-y.” 

Kids have a good time at the Tea 


Party Museum because they get to 
clamber along the wharves and 
over the deck of the ship. There are 
lots of steep steps and ladders to 
climb, too. Fife and drum music is 
piped in, and it makes us feel like 
marching. Stand on the deck of 
Beaver II on a fine sunny day, 
staring out at the angular build¬ 
ings of the financial district. You 
can't help but be amazed at the 
long way we’ve come, like it or not. 

Be sure to get a copy of the 
museum's brochure. It has an 
interesting quiz in it, to help 
visitors determine if'their senti¬ 
ments are patriot or loyalist ones. 
You have to agree (strongly or 
somewhat) or disagree (again 
strongly or somewhat) with state¬ 
ments like “Government is more 
often the enemy than the friend of 
liberty.’’ I gave the test to a ten 
year old who came out as a liberal 
Loyalist or a conservative Patriot, 
depending how you interpret the 
official designation, “middle-of- 
the-roader.” 

Notes: 

The Boston Tea Party Ship and 
Museum are open daily from 9 am 
to dusk. They are located at the 
Congress Street Bridge, which is 
very near to South Station. Admis¬ 
sion is SI.50 for adults, 75t for 
children.

If you think of a pool room as a 
place where the Hell’s Angels hang 
around while they're trying to 
decide which town to pillage next, 
you probably haven't been inside 
some of greater Boston's better 
billiard parlors. 

The sleazy old style pool room 
still exists, of course. You can find 
it in basements under barber shops, 
stuffed in the back rooms of cheap 
saloons, and in glittering arcades 
where the pool tables are often 
coin-operated and too small. It’s 
not a bad old place, really. There’s 
a certain nostalgic character in its 
griminess. A man probably won’t 
get hi9 throat slit there for sneezing 
the wrong way, but wagers are 
made and coarse language often 
fills the air, so it's not the first 
place Dad thinks of when he wants 
to take the wife and kids out on a 
Sunday afternoon. 

But that's no reason the family 
can!t enjoy the game of pocket 
billiards. Ever since the Brunswick 
Corporation started installing pool 
tables in their bowling alleys many 
years ago, thus creating "family 
entertainment centers,” the game 
has had a new lease on life. It has 
become wholesome family enter¬ 
tainment. 

"Pool has always been here,” 
says Bob Quenneville. “It’s face 
has just changed-” 

Quenneville, who describes 
himself as “3 terrible pool player,” 
is president of Boaton Billiards, 

Inc: which runs a 17 table pool 
room at 590 Commonwealth 
Avenue, and a billiards supply 
distributorship at 720 Beacon 
Street. 

Quenneville may be no Willie 
Mosconi at the rail, but behind his 
desk he is a treasury of trivial, but 
interesting pool room facts. 

To wit: the secret ingredient in 
pool tables is slate, which is why 
the tables weigh over a thousand 
pounds. 

“A pool table has to be heavy so 
that it can't move during the course 
of play. It’s leveled perfectly and 
has to stay that way to give true 


play,” 

Quenneville says. 

Quenneville 
tells us that billiard 
balls used to be made 
of ivory, but when ivory got 
too expensive John Wesley Hyatt, 
known as the father of the plastics 
industry, came up with a compo¬ 
sition billiard ball that was the first 
commercial plastic product 
produced in the United States. 

Though the game of billiards, of 
which pocket pool is one variation, 
has suffered a poor reputation for 
most of this century, it has been a 
diversion of the rich and regal for 
much longer. Eight hundred years, 
in fact. 

Today’s game of pocket pool is 
descended from lawn bowling, one 
of man's oldest pastimes. In the 
raid 1500s someone, probably a guy 
with a bad back, decided to pick 
the game up and put it on a table. 
Smaller balls were developed, 
pockets were substituted for 
arches, and the cue was put in for 
the mace. 

As early as 1576, Mary Queen of 
Scots, then a prisoner of the stale, 
was whining pitifully because she 
was not allowed at her billiard 
table. 

In this country billiards enjoyed 
a good deal of popularity during 
the revolution. In fact, when 
George Washington wasn't 
crossing the Delaware or fathering 
his country, he spent a lot of time 
hunched over the billiard table. 
Possibly he even planned strategy 
there, for'the game has often been 
' analogized to military affairs with 
the same pretentiousness that chess 
playefs frequently apply to their 
game. Since Washington’s time a 
good many presidents, including 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt, have found the billiard 
room of the White House a 
relaxing sanctuary from the 
burdens of office. 

Today you don’t have to be a 
president or a thug to enjoy pocket 
pool in and around Boston. All you 
need is a modest amount of cash, a 
good eye, a steady hand, and a 
basic understanding of the laws of 
physics. Sir Isaac Newton 
explained much about the game 


when he con¬ 
cluded that for every 

action there must be an 

equal and opposite reaction. 

Though they’re not as common 
as golf lessons or tennis lessons, 
there is such a thing as pocket pool 
lessons, and they can be found at 
some of the area's better pool halls. 
At Boston Billiards, Quenneville 
and his partner are working on a 
format for pool lessons, which they 
will soon be offering. 

“We feel that the beginner can 
benefit from maybe three to five 
lessons before he’s ready to go 
ahead on his own,” Quenneville 
says. "Being able to control the cue 
from the start is quite a trick. You 
can’t be overbearing.” 

Quenneville says one of the big 
benefits of taking lessons is the 
avoidance of bad pool habits. 

Though pool halls charge for 
formalized lessons, most have good 
players on their staffs who will give 
you a couple of cue tips for free if 
you're just getting started. 

Like most games, pocket pool 
can be described simply and made 
to sound silly at the same time. 
Basically, what you’re trying to do 
is take a long stick and jab it at a 
white cue ball, so that the white 
ball hits one of fifteen other 
numbered balls on the table and 
knocks it into one of six pockets 
that hang from the edges of the 
table. In straight pool, the player 
can knock any ball into any pocket, 
as long as he names them before 
the shot. The first player who does 
it a certain number of times, 
usually 50, wins. But there are 
hundreds of variations on the 
game, most of them limiting the 
player to certain balls and certain 
pockets. 

It is not an unduly complicated 
game. Anybody can comprehend 
the rules quickly, but the perfect 


pool shot is 
an act of 
extreme precision 
it comes neither 
easily nor quickly. 

Pool shooting offers 
a good many advantages over 
many other forms of recreation. 
You can play it alone. You can play 
it in blue jeans or an evening gown. 
It's a quiet game, you don’t have 
to take a'Shower when you’re done, 
and being a male is of absolutely 
no advantage. 

Though shooting pool is not 
going to bum up as many calories 
as, say, swimming across the 
English Channel, it is a more active 
sport than you might imagine. 

.After two hours of shooting pool, 
you’ll feel as if you’ve walked a 
couple of miles — because you 
have. 

Pool shooting is also a pretty 
good buy for your entertainment 
dollar. Use of the table, including 
cue stick rental, averages about S2 
an hour in the greater Boston area. 
Since you’re splitting the cost with 
your partner or partners, an hour of 
pool can be a lot cheaper than a 
three minute long distance phone 
call. 

The pool rooms in bowling alleys 
are places you can take your date or 
family without feeling as if you’ve 
just walked in on a criminal 
conspiracy. But since they are 
housed in bowling alleys, they are 
often noisy, and may not offer quite 
the ambience you are seeking in a 
pool room. 

If yon’re seeking a peaceful 
escape from a hectic day where you 
can concentrate on your game and 
have only the clacking of billiard 
balls for company, go to one of the 
better pool rooms in the area some 
of which are listed below. 

If you'd like to take a look at the 
game before you play it, Boston 
Billiards and Silver Cue in Woburn 
are two area pool rooms that fre¬ 
quently hold tournaments. They 
attract some of the best players in 
the area, and you’re welcome to go 
in and watch for free. 

Notes: 

The Boston Billiards pool room is 
located at 590 Commonwealth 
Avenue in Boston (262-4550). 


Hours are 10 am 
to 2 am Monday 
through Friday, 10 am 
to midnight Saturday 
and noon to 2 am on Sunday. 

As with all pool places, the 
rates vary according to the number 
of players; here, it's SI-20 for one 
player, and S2.40 for two or more. 
Boston Billards offers 14 pool 
tables, 2 billiards tables and is plan¬ 
ning on adding a snooker table soon. 
Those under 16 must have the per¬ 
mission of their parents or be 
accompanied by an adult in order 
to play. 

Out in Woburn, the Silver Cue 
is open Monday through Saturday 
from 11 am to midnight, and 
Sunday from 1 pm to midnight. 
Located at 435 Main Street (933- 
9771), it charges S2.20 an hour for 
two people, $2 an hour for singles 
and everyone under 18, which is 
the age requirement here. Those 
under sixteen can play, if they have 
a note from their parents or bring 
along an adult companion. The 
Cue has eight tables. 

For the cheapest in pool, it's a 
drive across the border to Man¬ 
chester Billiards, at 66 Elm Street 
in Manchester, New Hampshire 
(603-625-9931). It's open from 11 
am to 11 pm every day, and rates 
are 91.50 an hour for one player, 

92 for two players, 82.50for three 
players, and 83 for four or more 
pool fans. 

There are 22 tables at the 
Country Cue, which resides on 
Route 1 in Peabody. (535-9826). 

Open noon to midnight daily, the 
charge for two players is 82.65 for 
an hour’s play. No one under 18 is 
permitted to play, unless accom¬ 
panied by an adult. 

Salem's offering to the pool 
world is Cue and Billiard, which is 
situated on 92 Lafayette Street 
(744-9746). The hours here are 11 
am to midnight Monday through 
Saturday, and 1 pm to 11 pm on 
Sunday. The cost for cueing up is 
SI.75 an hour for one player, with 
a quarter added on for each addi¬ 
tional participant. Under 16 must 
be accompanied by an adult. 

Last but hardly least is the 
Snack and Rack, located in Fun 
and Games at 50 Worcester Road 
in Framingham (right across from 
Shopper’s World). The Rack 
possesses nine pool tables, as well 
as a billiard table. Rates are 82 an 
hour for singles, 83.50 an hour for 
two or more enthusiasts. Those 
under the age of 17 must be 
accompanied by an adult at night. 
Hours here are 10 am to 1 am 
daily, and the number is 879-5707.

Even when I was a kid l didn't 
want to see "kids' movies.” I 
wanted “real” movies, with intri¬ 
guing stories and big stars — new 
versions of the swashbucklers, war 
movies, mysteries and Westerns 
that I loved to watch on the Early 
Show. Even then, in the late 50s 
and early 60s, those genres were 
dying out — they weren't con¬ 
sidered big enough to challenge 
television, and many of the men 


who could have rejuvenated them 
were black-listed during the 
McCarthy Era. As “adult” movies 
began to concentrate on themes 
that couldn't be touched on tele¬ 
vision, the movies produced 
specifically for families grew in¬ 
creasingly tired and formulaic. It 
was once said jokingly that G-rated 
movies are so routine that they 
could be turned out by computer. 
Now it’s no longer a joke. Sunn 
□assies Productions, the makers of 
movies and TV shows like The Life 
and Times of Grizzly Adams, 
actually do decide what movies to 
produce by the use of computers. 
And the Disney Studios, long 
known as the mainstay of family 
entertainment, have been making 
kiddie pastiches of hit movies that 
youngsters aren't old enough to 
see. 

I saw the latest Disney movie, 
Return From Witch Mountain, 
with a packed house of squalling 
kids at a downtown movie theater. 
Their reactions amazed me. I 
remember sitting with my friends 
at matinees in a state of hushed 
expectancy, but these kids only 
stopped jabbering for five-minute 
stretches — whenever there were 
special effects (some of which were 
graceful and witty). I suppose that 
when movies resemble drama and 
storybooks less and Saturday- 
morning TV more, it’s natural that 


kids should treat a theatre like a 
living-room. Not that they were 
missing anything: Return From 
Witch Mountain is a junky juve¬ 
nile cross between The Fury and 
Close Encounters, with telekinesis, 
a flying saucer, a mad scientist and 
his kinky associates (described at 
one point as terrorists), and — 
believe it or not — a cuddly ver¬ 
sion of an L.A. street gang. The 
Disney people must fear being con¬ 
sidered too tame by the TV-bred 
younger generation: the movie's 
hero, a boy from outer space, suf¬ 
fers several hypodermic injections 
in his side; his sister, the movie's 
heroine, is brutally chloroformed. 
Both actions provoked screams in 
the audience — and I don’t think 
they were squeals of delight. 

The Disney people seem as con¬ 
fused about the way their kid stars 
should act as they are about what 
their audience can take. Qearly 
they believe that youngsters today 
are cynical by the age of eight and 
won’t identify with goody-goody 
heroes. The audience I was with 
had a great time rooting for the 
movie’s pipsqueak Dead End Kids 
as they outwitted a bumbling tru¬ 
ant officer, and didn't believe for a 
minute the tacked-on message 
probably contrived to save the 
Disney Studios' image: that the 
hookey-players should attend 
school faithfully so they might 


become as smart as their extra¬ 
terrestrial friends. 

If only producers would realize 
that kids, like adult9, respond to 
dash and flair as well as wise¬ 
cracks. Unfortunately, the creators 
of Crossed Swords, the latest 
remake of Mark Twain's The 
Prince and the Pauper, have 
“wised-up” the story considerably- 
The pauper, formerly a beggar, is 
now a thief, the priest who served 
as his teacher and protector is 
gone, and every character in the 
London streets or at the court of 
the Prince’s father — Henry VIII 
— is corrupt or heartless (except 
for Princess Elizabeth — I guess 
the Good Queen Bess is still an 
English sacred cow). Even Miles 
Hendon, the soldier-of-fortune who 
saves the Prince's life when he falls 
among ruffians, winds up as a hen¬ 
pecked drunk. Much of Twain's 
book does harshly satirize an effete 
aristocratic tradition and the 
cruelties of medieval England, but 
it leaves readers with a plea for 
openmindedness and for the 
righting of injustice. Crossed 
Swords leaves viewers with a sour 
vision of human nature. 

I think that neither kids nor 
older goats enjoy this kind of heart¬ 
less chic in genre movies. The few 
laughs in the theater and the brief 
murmurs of recognition were 
inspired by moments faithful to 


Twain's good old story. Twain's 
talc, with its surprising role rever¬ 
sals and swordplay, has enough 
built-in tensions to keep a young 
audience in knots; you want the 
Prince, shut out of the palace by 
mistake, to regain his throne, but 
you don't want his twin the 
Pauper, mistaken for his High¬ 
ness, to fail too badly at his 
impersonation. Sadly, a fatal lack 
of conviction (Richard Fleischer 
directs at the pace of a medieval 
traffic cop) and an overdose of 
facetiousness (the script is by 
George McDonald Fraser, who 
previously camped-up The Three 
Musketeers), unravels the knots 
and tears Crossed Swords asunder. 

Casey’s Shadow, a race horse 
story, is leagues ahead of the other 
family movies. Director Martin 
Ritt puts so much feeling for horse¬ 
flesh into it that the movie has a 
sensual appeal. The script, and 9tar 
Walter Matthau, make some of 
their points with a sledgehammer: 
Matthau is too cutely sheepish as a 
Cajun horse-trainer, and he must 
once again learn, as he did in The 
Bad News Bears, that it's not 
whether you win or lose but how 
you play the game. Still, the love of 
horses and of racing that comes 
through redeems the movie’s 
preachiness and occasional slop¬ 
piness. The birth scene of the title

At The Modem Gourmet 
you end up paying for an 
objet d’art rather than a 
meal, but it also means 
you get to sample some 
purely original tastes that 
aren’t available anywhere 
else.

Famous cooks, food critics and 
ordinary eaters from all over rave 
about Tlie Modem Gourmet, 
Madelaine Kammen’s restaurant in 
Newton. It is a bastion of creative 
“nouvelle" cuisine in Boston. The 
place is booked solid for a full 
month in advance. So it is with 
awesome expectations that one 
goes to eat there. 

One leaves, however, with an 
awesome degree of ambiguity. It is 
a welcome experience in adven¬ 
turous cuisine. But little else in the 
restaurant lives up to the food — 
and the food has a hard time living 
up to the price all by itself. 

A visit soon makes clear that 
The Modem Gourmet is less a 
high-class restaurant than an 
extension of Kammen’s cooking 
school for professional chefs. All 
the cooking is done, by seniors or 
graduates of the three-year 
program. While on weekends the 
menu is strictly Kammen's crea¬ 



tion, on the weeknights the chefs- 
to-be get to practice some of their 
own recipes. As the menu explains, 
“The best graduates from our 
Cooking School usually remain at 
the restaurant to work for a couple 
of years ... our dining room 
attendants are our cooks and vice- 
versa ... everyone takes turns at 
the stove and at serving dinner and 
wine.” 

The two ventures share the same 


physical space as well. Though it's 
not an unlikely locale for a cooking 
school, this high-priced restaurant 
is situated in a back alleyway in the 
basement of the commercial Picca¬ 
dilly Square shopping area in 
Newton Centre. Anticipating an 
elegant evening in our silk-stocking 
finery, we would have been better 
off in hiking boots, trudging down 
the unpaved path, past the 
heaps of garbage, to the restau¬ 


rant's door. 

The entranceway is light and 
pleasant. It's decorated with 
awards and citations that have 
been bestowed upon Kammen, who 
in addition to managing a cooking 
school and restaurant, is also the 
author of three books. 

The first thing that you sec 
when you've entered is a coat closet 
directly in front of you. (As the 
closet was bulging when we 
arrived, we entrusted our coats to a 
waiter, and later found them folded 
up and lying on the kitchen floor.) 
To the left is the main dining room 
— an intimate room with a dozen 
small tables, good but bright 
lighting and hanging plants. To the 
right is the “other" dining room, 
where we had the misfortune to be 
seated. Clearly the cooking school's 
demonstration room, it has large 
round banquet-sized tables, poor 
indirect lighting, and equipment 
shrouded in fabric concealed 
behind screens. The ceilings are 
low and the small windows are 
high. The exposed heat pipes 
banged continually throughout our 
meal. There is no mistaking that 
you're eating in a cellar. 

All the tables were attractively 
set with pale pink tablecloths, 
maroon napkins, plates with a deli¬ 
cate Oriental design, and silver- 
plated flatware. However, the 
almost-fresh flowers and uncom¬ 
fortable wooden chairs which hit 


right about mid-back offered little 
comfort during a meal that lasted 
close to three hours. 

The service at The Modem 
Gourmet is certainly not the 
prompt, pampering white-jacketed 
variety. With the assistance of 
Kammen, who explained the menu, 
poured our wine, and checked on 
us from time to time, we received 
an acceptable share of attention. 
However, on weeknights Kammen 
is not visible, and you’re left in the 
charge of several pompous 
waiter/students who, when 1 was 
there, seemed to feel it was neces¬ 
sary to intimidate the customers. 

The shortcomings of the restau¬ 
rant's service, interior design and 
locale may reflect the fact that 
Kammen considers the food the 
essence of the evening. This is not 
in any way standard French res¬ 
taurant cuisine. Each item on the 
limited menu is conceived as a 
personal creation of the chef. That 
means you end up paying for an 
objet d’art rather than a meal, but 
it also means you get to sample 
some purely original tastes and 
some uncommon flavors that just 
aren’t available anywhere else. On 
the night we dined Kammen 
informed us that in the four-year 
life of The Modem Gourmet, she 
has never once repeated a sauce. 

If the restaurant reflects 
Kammen’s expertise as a chef and

teacher, the menu reflects her 
talents as a writer. A full-page 
essay, which precedes the list of 
dinner options, explains the 
behind-the-scenes functions of the 
restaurant. Everything from who’s 
cooking your food to why there arc 
no ash trays or butter plates on the 
tables is disclosed. Although it’s an 
informative and entertaining state¬ 
ment, I had the feeling that 
Kammen was trying to avoid 
responsibility for any displeasure 
her customers might have by ex¬ 
cusing the shortcomings up front. 

The menu is written in French 
and English. The weekend bill of 
fare changes every six weeks, while 
the weekday menus turn over in 
three-week intervals. The weekend 
menu that we chose from was 
decidedly unbalanced — all the 
selections were enriched with 
butter or composed with cream. 
While individual items were fine 
examples of haute cuisine, the 
menu lacked unembellished selec¬ 
tions like oysters on the halfshdl or 
an unadorned roast rack of lamb. 

There were five appetizers, and 
three of the four we sampled were 
close-to excellent. A p4t6 of phea¬ 
sant was too smooth, rather bland 
and ordinary. The two slices 
arrived on a bed of Bibb lettuce 
decorated with marinated strips of 
carrots and zuccini and one 
comichon, a sour gherkin. But 
there wasn’t a trace of the adver¬ 
tised spicy green peppercorns, and 
the cognac flavor was simply too 
mild. A cream of leek and parsley 
soup with a garnish of cooked 
garlic butter, however, was deli¬ 
ciously flavored and precisely the 
correct consistency. For all the 
cream and butter, the soup was 
remarkably light. A small casserole 
of snails, frogs’ legs, and mush¬ 
rooms, in a burgundy sauce 
flavored with tarragon and Dijon 
mustard arrived rapturously 
ensconced in a rich thick brown 
sauce. And a cold timbale of arti 
choke puree, with a small salad of 
ham in aspic, was heavenly — a 
cold mousse whipped light to per¬ 
fection and gently flavored with the 
richness of artichoke hearts. 

Like the appetizers, there were 
just five entrees to choose from. 
The four we sampled ranged from 
the sublime to the unlikely. A hot 
mousse of fresh pike with smoked 
salmon and a garnish of butter . 
sauce, caviar and cucumbers was 
sublime. The menu had advertised 
trout, and the pike substitution was 
made without prior consultation, 
but the results rendered me for¬ 
giving. TheMelicate flavors melded 
together and the blend was har 
inonious. The texture was light and 
creamy smooth as mousse should 
be. 

'ITte second choice was quail 
panroasted with red wine and 
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pepper sauce, "tempered with a lot 
of good butter”. These were two 
lo- ely tiny birds (each about the 
size of a chicken thigh) prepared 
pink and juicy. A deep brown glaze 
that tasted more bitter than savory 
was a fitting complement to the 
mild gamey flavor that I hadn't 
previously experienced. 

The third choice, described as 
scallops of sirloin strip and tender¬ 
loin of veal with a sauce contain¬ 
ing four choice cheeses and a 
garnish of white turnips, was 
undistinguished. The thick slices of 
veal were shrouded in a bitter 
brown sauce and the flavor of the 
four cheeses was hard to detect. 
The white turnips were tasty, but 
on the whole the dish lacked 
vitality. 

The fourth dish was the only 
serious failure of the evening, 
which we ought to have guessed 
from the description on the menu 
— ragout of veal sweetbreads with 
asparagus tips, lobster slices and 
slivers of poached mousse of pike 
in an americaine sauce enriched 
with lobster butter. It sounded 
impossible but we ordered it in the 
spirit of adventure. The sweet¬ 
breads were bland, the sauce had a 
pronounced flavor from the wine, 
and the fishy flavors created an 
unpleasant controversy with the 
sweetbreads. 

The entrees received consider¬ 
able support from accompanying 
dishes. The veal and quail came 
with a gratin of potatoes and leeks 
that was crisp, light and delicious. 
The mousse of pike and the sweet¬ 
breads were served with a rice pilaf 
that was well-seasoned with tarra¬ 
gon. The only genuinely "nouvelle” 
contribution to the meal was a 
subtle medley of strips of carrots, 
celery, zuccini and onions sauteed 
to a firm crispness in butter. This 
is an Oriental touch now widely 
used by chefs in Europe. All entrees 
included a salad of lettuce, endive, 
and escarole that was gently 
dressed with fragrant vinaigrette. 

I had looked forward to dessert 
especially because The Modem 
Gourmet is notorious for its fresh 
fruit sherbet made with whatever 
fruits are in season. On a March 
evening the small scoops of tangy 
orange and tangier pineapple 
sherbet were tongue-tingling and 
refreshing, especially after what 
had been an exceedingly rich meal. 
The other desserts, a frozen 
mousse flavored with orange 
liqueur, a royal Bavarian cream 
cake with lime, and an .Alsatian 
almond tart were less distin¬ 
guished. They looked pale and 
lifeless, and neither their taste or 
appearance could seduce me into 
enjoying them. 

There is an adequate wine list. 
Full bottle prices start at 88. 

Perrier water is offered, as is a full 
line of aperetifs. No hard liquor is 
served. 


The issue of cost is a very impor¬ 
tant and serious matter when 
evaluating a restaurant. My own 
feelings have led me to the conclu¬ 
sion that the price of dinner should 
reflect the level of service and 
ambience as well as the quality of 
the food. Anyway you cut it, you 
don't get your money's worth at 
The Modem Gourmet. Appe¬ 
tizers, with the exception of the 
soup which cost 82.75, all cost 86. 
Entrees were SI8 each and desserts 
rang in at 84. When it’s all added 
up with coffee, wine and a tip you 
can figure 840 to 850 a person I 
That’s just too steep. 

Notes: The Modem Gourmet is 
open for dinner only, no credit 
cards are accepted, and no private 
restaurant parking is available. 
Reservations are essential — call 
several weeks ahead of the evening 
you plan to go there. Special 
dinners can be arranged upon 
request.

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horse, named after Matthau’s 
youngest son, is done with apt 
simplicity; it evokes the awe of 
natural miracles. And the final race 
scene, done in slow-motion and 
stop-action so that we’re able to see 
every move of every horse, is satis- 
fyingly tense in a way few fictional 
races are — you’re never sure that 
Casey’s Shadow will win, or, if he 
does, that he'll survive the race. 

What comes in between is less 
satisfying; it’s a rambunctious 
domestic drama about a mother¬ 
less mess of a family, with Matthau 
and two older boys (who work as 
his assistant and jockey) trying to 
raise the nine-year-old Casey. This 
story, too, has a new-style twist. In 
old animal movies the youngest 
boy would learn to care for the 
horse, injure him in one moment of 
carelessness, and then somehow 
redeem himself. Here the boy 
seems irresponsible most of the 
way through — and at the end 
Matthau himself sets a bad 
example, racing the horse though 
he knows it has a bum leg. But the 
overriding message is palatable: it 
plumps for mutual tolerance as well 
as love between parent and 
children (the character’s faults 
divvy up fairly evenly). I found the 
child playing Casey irritatingly 
effusive, but Andrew A. Rubin, as 
Matthau's oldest son, displays 
enough wily, understated Cajun 
grit to ground the entire movie in 
reality. 

Casey’s Shadow may be mostly 
about horses, but it's also the one 
family movie in town in which the 
animals and the people don’t seem 
to have been spj\ygs4 ip.tfSl)ul?es..

A new generation of 
paints makes walls 
super-scrubbable 


As long as there are 
children, there are going to 
be marks on the wall. Until 
recently, these scribbles 
made it impractical to paint 
some walls in the house. A 
few hard scrubbings would 
break the paint’s protective 
coating and even remove 
some of the paint itself. 

Vinyl wallpaper was the 
obvious solution to these 
paint problems. A 
homeowner could select a 
bright decorator color and 
cover his walls with vinyl 
wallpaper. Not only did this 
approach make a wall look 
brighter, it had the added 
advantage of scrubbability. 
Vinyl wallpapers are 
designed to withstand the 
abuse of sticky fingers and 
messages in crayon, and 
can still be easily scrubbed 
clean.

Perhaps the best part of 
the new latex flat enamels 
is that they offer a much 
less expensive alternative 
to wallpaper.

Crafts designed from scratch 


"We wanted a name that 
would say “things hand¬ 
made with talent,” said 
Diane Reese, co-owner and 
artist of the Gifted Hand in 
Wellesley. 

"Our selections show the 
total scope of American 
handmade crafts; they are 
functional as well as 
decorative," the former 
fashion coordinator said. 

And the scope is vast, 
ranging from jewelry to 
porcelein to leather hand¬ 
bags and magnificent 
queen-zize quilts. All items 
in this two year old con¬ 
temporary crafts shop are 
made by American crafts 
people, people whose only 
career is making these 
crafts, Diane emphasized. 

Diane and her husband 
Glen Johnson travel ex¬ 
tensively looking for 
original quality works. "We 
want designer craftsmen 
who completely design and 
execute their work, no kits, 
no patterns, everything 
from scratch.” 

"For example,” she said 
picking up a wood sculp¬ 
ture, "this man from 
Washington cut down the 
tree for the wood used in 
this carving. And this 
woman raised and sheared 
her own sheep for the wool 
in this wall hanging." 

Perhaps the most out¬ 
standing and favorite at¬ 


tractions in the store are the 
colorful giant quilts, hand¬ 
made by the amish and 
mennonites in Penn¬ 
sylvania. Although they 
hang against the back wall, 
they are impossible to miss 
as you walk into this bright 
airy shop. 

"Everyone knows how to 
sew, even just a button, so 
when you see these quilts 
you immediately can ap¬ 
preciate the work that went 
into them," Diane said. 
There are quilts large 
enough to cover a queen 
size bed to the floor or as 
small as a baby’s blanket. 
The multi-patterned quilts 
were purchased during a 
recent buying trip to 
Pennsylvania. "We boast 
the largest selection of 
quilts in the area," said 
Diane. 

Diane's specialty is soft 
sculpture while her 
husband, a physics major, 
and former design director 
at Jordan Marsh, paints 
and weaves. He uses fibers 
like wool, mohair, and 
alpaca in his wall hangings. 

"Soft sculpture means 
using fiber or fabric, 
painting on it, and stuffing 
it to get dimension from a 
flat surface,” Diane ex¬ 
plained. Her acclaimed 
work is her cactus-made 
from green polyester 
fabric, stuffed and sewn, 


and "planted” in brown 
speckled material as "soil’’ 
and a rust colored velour 
“pot”. Wax linen threads 
tied individually are the 
"needles” covering this 
eight foot soft sculpture, 
Each cactus takes 56 hours 
of actual labor, however 
that does not count the 
original design and layout 

When Diane and Glen 
moved into their present 
location, they opened the 
skylights, painted the walls 
white, hung plants and set 
up their displays in an 
uncluttered fashion. It's an 
adventure to come here 
because the crafts change 
everyday, and the works of 
over 100 American artists 
are exhibited now. 

One should consider that 
the pieces are art, not 
necessarily meant to be 
functional; although many 
of the crafts are useable as 
well as decorative, Diane 
noted, such as haskets. 
clocks, and pillows. The 
afgans, shawls and blankets 
are made from natural 
fabrics - cotton, wool am! 
mohair, while the leather 
bags are soft and pouchy. 

The Gifted Hand is a 
laming experience and an 
adventure in fine con¬ 
temporary American 
crafts. Located at 32 
Chestnut St., Wellesley, 
Mass., the store is open 10 to 
5:30 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday.

I >n mildew, rust, 
sweating pipes, sticking 
drawers and doors plague 
you during hot, humid 
days? A dehumidifier can 
help solve these annoying 
problems. 

How can a dehumidifier 
help'.' Simply by removing 
excess moisture from the 
air. A dehumidifier can 
lower the humidity level in 
your home, and get rid of 
that uncomfortable damp¬ 
ness. 

Size or capacity. 
Dehumidifier capacities 
normally range from 11 to 
28 pints, which is the 
amount of moisture 
removed from the air by the 
appliance in a 24-hour 
period. The right size for 


you depends on several 
factors: size and location of 
tiic area you want to 
dchumidify; type of con¬ 
struction and insulation 
used in your home; and 
humidity conditions in your 
area. Water storage and 
disposal. Dehumidification 
is accomplished by passing 
moisture-laden air over 
chilled coils. The moisture 
condenses into liquid which 
drips into a storage pan 
below the coils.

Arc there many fire 
hazards in your house? 
"Nearly every house is 
beset by at least some of the 
many conditions that cause 
fire." says the head of the 
National Fire Protection 
Association, “although 
families seldom take time 
to think about this.” 

Topping the list of major 
causes of home fires, ac¬ 
cording to studies made by 
NFPA, is carelessness in 
the use and disposal of 
smoking materials. 

Adults are the major 
offenders — including those 
who persist in smoking in 
bed — but children, too, are

Less than a generation 
ago, education was a very 
rigid process. Students 
progressed from grade 
school, to high school. Some 
went to college, fewer went 
to graduate school. But this 
was accomplished in an 
inflexible time frame. A few 
students left school or 
college for a year and then 
went back; fewer still 
decided to go back after a 
number of years. "Night 
school” usually meant 
courses in English, an 
occasional lecture series, 
and courses in leisure-time 
activities like photography 
or cake decorating. A few 
institutions provided ex¬ 
tension courses, offering 
academic subjects in the 
evening. 

The system changed over 
a decade ago. however. The 
student political activity of 
the sixties and the 
simultaneous dropping out, 
the information explosion 
which made some jobs 
obsolete and led to the 
development of new ones— 
all these, among other 
things, contributed to the 
concept of lifelong learning. 

High school graduates 
began to work a year or two 
and then go to college. 
College students began to 
drop out after a year or two 


and then go back, 
frequently in a different 
field. College graduates 
began to go back to 
graduate school after 
several years of working. 
And middle-aged working 
people, returned to school to 
prepare for a new career. 

More and more women 
who interrupted their 
education to raise their 
families began to return to 
school to prepare for part- 
or full-time careers, and 
last of all, the increasing 
number of retirees began to 
pursue interests that they 
had been unable to follow up 
before, because of lack of 
lime or money. 

Community colleges are 
ideal for people who want to 
try a course or two and then 
perhaps move ahead into a 
full academic program. 
Single courses and full 
programs are available at 
community colleges, and 
transfer to 4-year schools is 
automatic. Admission is 
open, and community 
college courses provide an 
excellent opportunity ex¬ 
perience academia in a 
relaxed atmosphere. 
Courses are varied, and 
community colleges are 
always open to suggestions 
for new courses.

5. Room insulation. If the 
room to be cooled is 
downstairs, the room above 
acts as an insulator, so less 
cooling is required. 

6 . Windows. Room air 
conditioners are available 
for a variety of window 
styles, but you need to know 
Hit' particular style window 
io be fitted . . . casement, 
double-hung, sliding-type, 
ete. 

7 . Electrical 
requirements. Some units 
operate on ordinary 
household current (115 
volts); others require 
special wiring (230 volts). 

When shopping for a room 
air conditioner, be careful 
not to confuse BTU’s— 
British Thermal Units— 
with the EER—Energy 
Efficiency Ratio. The 


cooling capacity of an air 
conditioner is expressed in 
BTU’s; the more BTU’s the 
higher the capacity. The 
EER is an index of the air 
conditioner’s operating 
efficiency; the higher the 
EER the lower the cost of 
operating the air con¬ 
ditioner per unit of cooling 
power. Generally, units 
with a 7.5 EER or higher 
are considered high ef¬ 
ficiency units. 

The most important thing 
lo remember is to buy the 
correct size air conditioner. 
Don't buy a larger one than 
you need because it won't 
be as effective (besides 
being more expensive). Too 
large an air conditioner will 
pull the room temperature 
down too quickly and turn 
itself off before it has time 
to remove the moisture 
from the air, causing the 
room to feel clammy and 
uncomfortable. But don't 
buy one that's too small 
either, because it can't do 
an adequate cooling job.

Summerizing 
your pool 


Your pool builder or local 
Bicknell Dealer is trained 
and equipped to speedily 
prepare your pool for 
swimming. However, for 
those that prefer to do it 
themselves, the following 
step-by-step procedure may 
be followed: 

1. If a solid vinyl cover 
was used to protect your 
pool, broadcast about a 
pound of granular chlorine 
or pour one gallon of Whale 
Brand Shock-It (No. 864) 
over the cover before at¬ 
tempting to drain it. This 
will destroy algae which 
probably has built up on the 
cover over the winter 
months. The addition of 
several ounces of algaecide 
on the cover will also help 
break down any slime that 
has formed. With your pool 
brush, thoroughly brush the 
entire cover. This will also 
serve to mix the chlorine 
and-or algaecide which will 
do most of the work of 
cleaning the cover for you. 
After approximately one 
hour, the cover may by 
syphoned by means of a 
garden hose, your pool 
vacuum hose, or a small 
inexpensive little giant 
pump available at your 
local Bicknell Dealer (No. 
1870). (Caution: Do not 
drain into shrubs, grass, or 
flowers). As it is draining, 
“Play” a hose on the cover 
from time to time. 

2. Now, drain three of the 
four water ballast tubes 
leaving the one on the op¬ 
posite end of the pool full 
from where you will remove 
the cover so it will not slide 
into the pool. After the 
cover is removed, the last 
water ballast tube should be 
emptied. Next, spread the 
cover on a dry surface that 
is free from objects on both 
sides. Be sure the cover is 
completely dry before 


folding. Store in a dry 
location, away from traffic. 

3. If a mesh cover is used, 
any debris remaining on the 
cover can usually be swept 
with a pool brush to the side 
of the pool and removed. 
Remove the cover and 
make certain it is dry and 
clean before folding for 
storage. To clean the cover, 
douse with a weak chlorine 
solution — 1 part chlorine to 
100 parts water (ap¬ 
proximately). Follow by 
rinsing with a hose and let 
air dry before storing. 

4. If no cover was used, 
and if the pool was heavily 
chlorinated when closing, 
the water should be 
reasonably clear. If there is 
any sign of algae (green 
slime or green water) 
superchlorinate heavily by 
using approximately five 
pounds of granular chlorine 
or four gallons of Whale 
Brand Shock-It (No. 864). 
Algaecide will hasten the 
process of algae removal. 
Whenever adding large 
quantities of granular 
chlorine, be sure to mix well 
with your pool brush as 
staining of your pool can 
occur if a large ac¬ 
cumulation is allowed to 
remain on the floor of the 
pool for any length of time. 
If the pool is to be drained 
for repairs, be absolutely 
certain to check your pool 
builder's recommendations 
before draining. Any pool, 
regardless of its con¬ 
struction, will act like a 
boat (and float) when 
empty if there is a ground 
water level surrounding the 
pool, so unless you are 
absolutely certain that 
there is no high water table 
around your pool, under no 
circumstaces should it be 
emptied without first 
enlisting the guidance of a 
competent pool service man 


or your own pool builder. 
Allow sufficient time for the 
chlorine and algaecide to do 
its job (at least an hour or 
two). Your pool now should 
be clear enough to see the 
bottom. Debris may then be 
pushed to the shallow end of 
the pool with your pool 
brush. If you work it into a 
shallow end corner, you can 
remove it with a pool rake. 
Bicknell catalogue No. 7305 
was specifically designed 
for this use. 

5. Remove all winterizing 
plugs and protective 
devices from the inlet fit¬ 
tings and skimmer. 
Replace small drain plugs 
in the pump (usually two). 
If you have a heater, there 
will also be at least two 
drain plugs that must be 
replaced. (First coating 
these drain plugs with 
aqualube will facilitate 
removal in the fall). 

6. Fill pool to a level 
approximately half way up 
the skimmer throat. If you 
suspect any iron present in 
your water supply, add one 
quart per 20,000 gallons of 
Whale Brand Nc« 852 stain 
preventer-iron control. This 
will prevent staining of pool 
surfaces and minimize or 
eliminate problem of water 
turning green-brown when 
chlorine is added. 

7. Having checked that 
the circuit breaker or fuse 
is still on the “off” position, 
remove the strainer basket 
from the strainer housing in 
the pump. With one finger, 
explore the pump impeller 
to see that the pump 
chamber is free from 
debris. At the same time, 
turn the impeller on its 
shaft making certain that it 
is not binding. In many 
cases, there will be a small 
amount of resistance at

first, which can overload 
the circuit and blow fuses. 

8 . Next replace the 
strainer basket, fill the 
pump strainer to the brim 
with water and replace the 
strainer cover. Turn on the 
pump — if it does not 
operate, double check your 
circuit breaker or fuse 
panel. If your filter is of the 
diatomaceous earth type, 
be sure to add the required 
quantity of DE at this time 
with the pump running (add 
through the skimmer with 
basket in place.) If anti¬ 
freeze or alcohol was used 
in lines, start pump with 
filter on backwash. Now 
vacuum pool — if very 
dirty, vacuum directly to 
waste. 

9. The testing elements 
for chlorine and pH have a 
relatively short life. 
Therefore, both the or- 
thotolodine and phenol red 
should be replaced at the 
beginning of each season. 
We recommend that a good 
quality test kit such as the 
Guardex 4-in-l be used, 
which features pH testing 
agents which are not af¬ 
fected by the chlorine 
content of the pool. Most 
"economy” test kits will not 
give an accurate reading 
for pH if there is more than 
a trace of chlorine present. 


If your pH is over 7.8, use 
Whale Brand Acid No. 820 to 
reduce to 7.4-7.6. In most 
cases in the Northeast, your 
new water supply will be 
slightly acid (about 6.8) and 
will require the addition of 
Alkaline (Bicknell 
catalogue No. 280) to bring 
it up to its proper level of 7.5 
Whale Brand Alkaline also 
has the dual advantage of 
adding alkalinity to the 
water which is highly 
desirable as it acts as a 
buffer to the chlorine, 
avoiding eye irritation and 
also makes the pH more 
stable, requiring less ad¬ 
dition of chemicals during 
the swimming season. 

10. At this time, the 
chlorine reading should be 
very high — a strong yellow 
or yellow-orange color, 
indicating that the pool is 
still being super- 
chlorinated. If it is not, add 
a sufficient amount of 
chlorine, usually one gallon 
of Whale Brand Shock-It 
(No. 864) is enough. 

11. If your pool has ever 
been conditioned (com¬ 
monly called stabilized) 
which means you have 
added cyanuric acid to 
prolong the life of chlorine, 
you should now determine 
how much of this material 
still remains in your pool. 


There is a simple and 
inexpensive test kit 
available for this purpose, 
Bicknell No. 495. The 
cyanurate level of your pool 
should be, for optimum 
results, between 25 ppm 
(parts per million) and 50 
ppm when starting off a 
new swimming season. If it 
is under 25 ppm, add Whale 
Brand conditioner (No. 
824). However, if it exceeds 
150 ppm, lower the water 
approximately two feet, 
then add new water to dilute 
the concentration. Too 
much conditioner (cyanuric 
acid) may slow down the 
reaction of the chlorine in 
the water. If these 
procedure are confusing to 
you, we suggest you have 
your local service man 
make these tests for you. 

Note: Paragraphs 12 
through 17 only apply if pool 
is to be drained. 

12. If the pool must be 
drained, either have your 
pool builder pump it out or 
enlist his supervision. 
Generally speaking, it is 
more practical to utilize a 
separate pump for this 
purpose than attempt to use 
the swimming pool cir¬ 
culation pump. This can be 
frustrating as the pool 
pump can loose its prime. 
As the pool is being drained, 


hose off the walls. Be sure 
the pool is •‘loaded” with 
chlorine and algaecide. 
Little or no cleaning other 
than a simple hosing down 
of the walls will then be 
necessary. Under no cir¬ 
cumstances drain a pool 
when there is any evidence 
of algae present. 

13. For Gunite pools with 
a plaster finish, unless you 
are experienced, it is 
preferable to have your pool 
service man do the 
necessary acid washing to 
remove stains from the 
plaster. If you decide to do 
it yourself, remember the 
following rules about 
handling muriatic acid: 

1. Wear protective gloves 
and clothing 

2. Protect your eyes with 
glasses 

3. Avoid breathing the 
fumes 

4. Store in a safe place not 
accessible to children 

14. As an alternative to 
acid washing plastered 
pools or replastering the 
surface, epoxy coatings 
have been used with great 
success for the past thirteen 
years (Bicknell approved 
Poxolon). The life of these 
coatings between 
refinishing is usually a 
minimum of three years, 
averaging over five years. 


The resulting interior finish 
is smooth like ceramic tile, 
non-porous and therefore, 
easy to keep clean and very 
pleasant to the touch. 

15. If your pool is painted 
and in need of a new 
coating, it is imperative 
that it be immaculate and 
dry before repainting is 
attempted. Any loose or 
blistered areas must be 
sanded. A rotary electric 
power sander with a course 
grit wheel is the fastest 
method if these areas are 
extensive. Otherwise, hand 
sand. 

16. There are two pool 
finish coatings which have 
stood the test of time. These 
are high quality chlorinated 
rubber base enamels 
(Olympic Paralon) and 
epoxy coatings (Poxolon). 
Water base paints have had 
mixed success. However, if 
your pool is coated with a 
water base paint, it is 
recommended that you 
continue with the same 
preparation unless all the 
paint is removed by sand 
blasting. 

1-7. If your pool has 
previously had applications 
of rubber base enamel, it 
can be upgraded with the 
application of epoxy 
poxolon or zeron enamel. 
The life of rubber base is 


generally one to two years.

From Freezer to Picnic Table 



Q: What's more fun than 
going on a picnic? 

A: Going on an im¬ 
promptu picnic—one where 
you can quickly gather your 
food items and go. 

A spur-of-the-moment 
picnic can be arranged 
quite easily with the aid of 


your Ireezer. Just freeze 
some sandwiches and 
cookies ahead of lime, and 
you’re’rffore than halfway 
i here. 

When freezing sand¬ 
wiches. avoid fillings with 
mayonnaise, hard-cooked 
egg and other foods that 
should not be frozen. You 
can add lettuce, tomatoes 
or mayonnaise after the 
sandwiches are taken from 
the freezer. Sandwiches will 
thaw in 1 to 2 hours. 

To freeze baked cookies, 
prepare them as usual, cool 
completely and freeze on 
lrays. Pack in bags or 
cartons and return them to 
the freezer for storage
